CHAPTER V. 
An Act relative to the Equity Reports of New Jersey. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of State reas 
the State of New Jersey, That whenever any of the equity ized to pur- 
reports of this state shall be reprinted, it shall be lawful for 
the state treasurer to purchase two hundred copies of such 
reports in the same form, at the same price, and to be dis- 
tributed in the same manner as the law and equity reports 
are now purchased, paid for and distributed; provided, 
that such reports shall be published under the direction and 
a ae of such person ag the chancellor may appoint. 

“ind be it enacted, ‘That the state treasurer shall pay Tobe e paid 
for such reports on the delivery thereof to him out of any treasury. 
moneys in the treasury of this state not otherwise appro- 
priated, and that this act shall take effect immediately.

having executed a bond to the chancellor in such an amount, Trustee to 
and with such surety or sureties as the said chancellor shall ‘ 
approve of, conditioned for the faithful execution of the trust, 
shall have all the powers and privileges and be subject to all 
the liabilities incident to the original trust.

authorized and directed, in addition to the sum of ten thou- {or dutor 
sand dollars (and the sum embraced in the “ Soldiers’ Statue °° "8" 
Fund,”) designated by the legislature of New Jersey in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, for pro- 
curing statues of Richard Stockton, a signer of the decla- 
ration of independence, and Major General Philip Kearny, 
United States Volunteer Army, to be contributed by New 
Jersey to the national statuary gallery at Washington, to 
add thereto the further sum of five thousand dollars, making 
in all the sum of fifteen thousand dollars by this act appro- 
priated for this purpose. 

2. And be it enacted, That a commission to be composed Commis- 
of the governor of New Jersey, the president of the senate, “°"” 
the speaker of the house of assembly and three citizens of 
the state, to be selected and appointed by the governor, 
shall have charge of this work without expense to the state 
for their services.

CHAPTER XCI. 


An Act relative to the sale of Unclaimed Freight transported 
upon Railroad, Canal and Express lines in this State. 


1, Be rT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That in all cases where the con- 
signee or consigneeg, Owner or Owners of any goods, wares 
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or merchandise, transported by any railroad, canal or ex- 
press company in this state, or chartered by the laws of this 
state or any other state, to any designated station or point in 
this state, are unknown, cannot be found, refuse to receive 
or to pay the costs or expenses of transportation of such 
goods, wares and merchandise, it shall and may be lawful 
for any justice of the supreme court of this state, suprem 

court commissioner, or any judge of the court of common 
pleas residing in the county where such goods, wares or 
merchandize are consigned or directed, upon satisfactory 
proof made to him by such railroad, canal or express com- 
pany, or their directors, superintendent or agent, that such 
goods have been in their possession four months or over, and 
that the owner or owners, consignee or consignees, are un- 
known, cannot be found, have refused to receive or pay th 

costs and expenses of the transportation of said goods, wares 
and merchandise, to issue an order under his hand, com- 
manding the sheriff or one of the constables of said county 
to sell said goods, wares and merchandise by public vendue, 
at the time, place and in the manner in such order named; 
provided, that before such sale shall be made, public notice 
shall be given by such sheriff or constable of the time and 
place of such sale and the articles to be sold, and the person 
or persons to whom directed, by five notices, set up in five 
of the most public places in the neighborhood in which such 
goods, wares and merchandise were consigned or directed to 
be left, at least five days before the time of sale, and by three 
successive insertions within one week before the day of sale, 
in some daily newspaper (if any there be) published in the 
neighborhood of such place of sale; provided further, that 
when it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of such 
justice, supreme court commissioner or judge, by due proof, 
by any railroad, canal or express company or their agents, 
that any goods, wares or merchandise by them transported 
and in their possession as aforesaid, are perishable, and that 
they would depreciate in value and loss occasioned by being 
longer kept, such justice, supreme court commissioner or 
judge, shall issue an order, directed as aforesaid, command- 
ing sale of said goods, wares and merchandise, in sucn man- 
ner as he shall deem most expedient, a copy of either of 
which said orders and notice of sale shall be served person- 
ally, or be left at the place of residence or business, or sent 
by mail to the owner or consignee of said goods, by said 
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sheriff or constable, if the residence of such owner or con- 
signee to whom such goods are directed can be ascertained. 

2. nd be it enacted, That the fee of such justice, supreme 
court commissioner or judge, jor the making and issuing of 
such order shall be two dollars, and the fee of such sheriff or 
constable in the posting of notices, service of order and no- 
tice required by this act and in making such sale, shall be 
three dollars, in addition to the costs of advertising in the 
newspapers required by this act, to be paid by such railroad, 
canal or express company. 

3. And be it enacted, That the proceeds of said sale shall 
first be applied to defray the expenses of such sale, then to 
the account of transportation and storage of such railroad, 
canalor express company upon such goods, the balance (if any 
there be) shall be paid to the clerk of the county, immedi- 
ately, in which such goods were sold, who shall pay the same 
to the legal owner or consignee, upon order of said justic e, 
supreme court commissioner or judge, made upon due proof of 
such claim ; and ifno such claimis made in two years, then said 
clerk shall pay the same into the school fund of this state. 

4, And be it enacted, That all acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act, be and the same are hereby repealed ; 
and that this act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER XCVIII. 


An Act for the Settlement of the Territorial Limits and 
Jurisdiction of the State of New Jersey and the State of 
Delaware. 


1, BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assemdly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the governor shall, by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate, appoint three commission- 
ers, who shall have full powers on the part of the state of New 
Jersey, to meet three commissioners appointed or to be ap- 
pointed under or by virtue of a law of the state of Delaware, 
to negotiate and agree respecting the territorial limits an 
jurisdiction of the state of New Jersey and the state o 
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Delaware, and if by death, resignation, or otherwise, a va- 
cancy do happen among those appointed by the state of New 
Jersey, the governor or person administering the govern- 
ment of this state, is hereby authorized to supply the same. 

2, And be it enacted, That the said commissioners on the 
part of the state of New Jersey, or a major part of them, 
shall have full power and authority to agree upon, settle and 
determine the limits of territory and jurisdiction between 
the said states, as to them may seem just; and their agree- 
ment in the premises in writing, signed and sealed by the 
said commissioners of both, or a majority of them, respect- 
ively, if made on or before the first day of January next, 
shall become binding on the state of New Jersey, when con- 
firmed by the respective legislatures of the state of Dela- 
ware and of the state of New Jersey, and the congress of 
the United States shall consent thereto. 

3. And beit enacted, That the said commissioners shall 
meet at such time and place as they may agree upon; and 
that the expenses and disbursements of the said commission- 
ers for surveys, if any shall be necessary, for maps and 
copies of maps, of documents of any kind that may be 
deemed useful, and for any other purpose which shall aid 
them in the discharge of their duties, and a reasonable com- 
pensation for their services, shall be ascertained and allowed 
by the governor, and paid by the treasurer, on the governor’s 
warrant, out of any moneys in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 

4, And be it enacted, That the governor shall transmit to 
the governor of the state of Delaware a copy of this act. 

5. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

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CHAPTER C. 


Supplement to an act entitled «An Act to Encourage the 
Growth of Thorn Hedges in this State,” approved March 
second, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six. 


1. BE IT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the provisions of the act to 
which this isa supplement shall be and hereby are ex- 
tended to all evergreen or other hedges heretofore planted 
or hereafter to be planted for fencing in this state. 

2, And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect 
immediately.

Supplement to the act relative to the Publication of the 
Public Laws. 


WHEREAS, certain notices relative to a partition of lands 
have, in accordance with an order of the orphan’s court 
of the county of Morris, been published in the “ Morris 
Republican,” a newspaper printed and published in said 
county ; and whereas, it is expedient that the publication 
of said notices in said newspaper should be legalized, and 
said newspaper declared to be a legal newspaper, with 
authority to publish the like laws and notices as are pub- 
lished by the other newspapers published in said county 
of Morris; therefore, 

1, Be rv ENATED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That said the “ Morris Republi- 
can” is hereby declared to be a legal newspaper, with 
authority to publish such laws and notices as are by law 
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authorized to be published in the other newspapers pub- 
lished in the county of Morris, and that the publication of 
said notices heretofore published in said newspaper, are 
hereby validated and declared to have been legally pub- 
lished. 

2. And be it enacted, That this act shall ‘take effect 
immediately. :

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CHAPTER CVITI. 


A Further Supplement to the act entitled, “An Act for the 
better enforcementin Maurice River Cove and Delaware 
Bay of the act entitled, «An act for the Preservation of 
Clams and Oysters,’” approved April fourteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-six, and of the supple- 
ments thereto. 


1. BEIT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of sew Jersey, That the annual tax imposed by 
the said act to which this is a supplement, and by the sup- 
plements thereto, upon every boat or vessel lawfully engaged 
in catching, planting and growing oysters on the flats and 
grounds of Delaware bay and Maurice river cove, shall be 
five dollars on all boats not over five tons by United States 
custom house measurement, and on all boats over five tons 
by said measurement the sum of one dollar per ton; and all 
licenses duly issued according to the provisions of the act to 
which this is a supplement, to any captain or vessel, shall 
continue in force and effect for the space of one year from 
the date thereof. 

2. And be it enacted, That it shall not be lawful for any 
person or persons to catch oysters in Delaware bay for the 
purpose of planting the same on the flats and grounds of 
Delaware bay and Maurice river cove from the first day of 
November to the fifteenth day of March in each year, and 
any person or persons so offending shall for every such 
offence forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dollars, to be recov- 
ered, with costs, in an action of debt by any person who 
shall prosecute the same in any court in this state having 
cognizance of that sum; one-half of the said fine to be added 
to the oyster fund provided for under the provisions of the 
act to which this is a supplement, and the other half to go 
to the person who shall sue for the same. 

d. “ind be it enacted, That the place for holding the 
annual meeting on the first Tuesday of March in each and 
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every year, as provided for in the ninth section of the act 
to which this is a supplement, shall be hereafter held in the 
village of Port Norris instead of the village of Dividing 
Creek; and it shall and may be lawful at the next annual 
meeting held as aforesaid, by the consent of two-thirds of 
those present and entitled to vote, to raise a tax of one dol- 
lar per ton per annum upon all boats of over five tons by 
custom house measurement, in addition to the tax now 
imposed by the first section of this act; said additional tax 
to be imposed for one year only ata time, and not to be 
continued except by the consent of two-thirds of those pre- 
sent and entitled to vote at any subsequent annual meeting. 

4. nd be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for any per- 
son who is at the time an actual inhabitant and resident of 
this state, and who has been for six months next preceding 
the time of his said application, an actual inhabitant and 
resident of this state, as aforesaid, to make application, in 
writing, to the clerk of the court of common pleas of the 
county in this state in which said applicant resides, for a 
certificate as hereinafter provided ; said application shall set 
forth that the applicant is an actual inhabitant and resident 
of this state, and of the county where said applicant resides, 
and has been such actual inhabitant or resident of this state 
for six months next preceding the time of said application ; 
and that said applicant is not engaged in the business of 
planting, raking or gathering clams, oysters or shell-fish 
within the waters of this state, and that said applicant is 
desirous to rake or gather clams, oysters and shell-fish, for 
his own use and not for sale, in and upon the natural beds 
in Maurice river cove and Delaware bay, and shall desig- 
nate the canoe, flat, seow, boat, or other vessel on board of 
which he intends to rake or gather said oysters, clams and 
shell-fish, which application shall be signed by said appli- 
cant. 

d. Jind be it enacted, That upon receiving and filing said 
application, it shall be the duty of the said clerk of the 
court of common pleas, having first satisfied himself of the 
truth of the statements made therein, by affidavit, or other- 
wise, to give to the said applicant a certificate, under the 
hand of the said clerk, and the seal of the said court, which 
said certificate shall recite the said application at length, 
and state that the same has been received and filed by the 
said clerk. 
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6. And be it enacted, That upon the presentation in person, 
or otherwise, of the said certineate to the collector of the 
oyster fund of Cumberland county, it shall be the duty of 
said collector to file said certificate in his office, and there- 
upon to issue to the said applicant, without charge, except 
for his own fees as hereinafter allowed, a license in writing, 
under the hand of the said collector, which said license shall 
authorize the said applicant to rake and gather oysters, clams 
and shell-fish, upon the natural beds in Maurice river cove 
and Delaware bay, on board the canoe, flat, scow, boat or 
other vessel named in said license. 

7. ind be it enacted, That the fees to be paid by the said 
applicant for the different services required by this act shall 
be as follows: 

To the clerk of the court of common pleas for receiving 
and filing the application and giving the certificate, twenty- 
five cents ; 

To the collector of the ovster fund for issuing the license, 
twenty-five cents. 

8. And be it enacted, That whenever at the end of any 
year the sum arising from the oyster fund, after all expenses 
are paid, shall exceed the sum of two thousand dollars, it 
shall be the duty of the collector of the said fund to pay the 
same to the treasurer of the state of New Jersey, to be 
applied to the school fund of the said state; the first pay- 
ment to be made to the said treasurer on the first Tuesday 
in March, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four. 

9. Jind be it enacted, That section ten of the act to which 
this act is a further supplement, and all acts or parts of acts 
in conflict with the provisions of this act, be and the same 
are hereby repealed; provided nevertheless, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed in any wise to alter 
or repeal section one of the act entitled, « An act for the 
preservation of clams and oysters,’’ approved April four- 
teenth, one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, or section 
one of the supplement to said act, approved April first, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine.

corporations ; and any cohveyances or mortgages to, or by 
such foreign corporations, of lands in this state, heretofore 
made, are hereby declared to be good and valid in this 
state, both in law and equity.

1. Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That if any person shall sell or 
offer to sell, or shall give away or offer to give away any, 
or have in his or her possession with intent to sell or give 
away, or use any obscene or indecent book, pamphlet, paper, 
drawing, lithograph, engraving, daguerreotype, photograph, 
stereoscope, picture, model, cast, instrument, or article of 
indecent or immoral use, or article of medicine for the pre- 
vention of conception or procuring of abortion, or medicine 
er nostrum of any kind whatsoever known as _ periodical 
pills, drops, or mixtures of any name or nature, for the 
regulation of the menstrual function or female irregularities, 
or such as are claimed to act as an emmenagogue to relieve 
suppressed or interrupted menses, whether caused by preg- 
nancy or not, or shall advertise the same for sale, or write 
or cause to be written, or print or cause to be printed, or 
publish or cause to be published, any circular, handbill, 
card, bock, pamphlet, advertisement or notice of any kind, 
stating when, how, or of whom, or by what means any of the 
said indecent and obscene articles and things hereinbefore 
mentioned can be purchased or otherwise obtained, or shall 
print or publish, or cause to be printed or published, any 
advertisements intended or calculated to invite, aid, or con- 
ceal the commission of any act in violation of the laws of 
this state, or shall manufacture, draw and expose, or draw 
with intent to sell, or to have sold, or print, or publish any 
such articles, every such person shall, on conviction thereof, 
be imprisoned in the county jail not more than one year, or 
be fined not more than one thousand dollars for each offence, 
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one-third of said fine to be paid to the informer, upon whose 
evidence the person so offending shall be convicted, one- 
third to the school fund of the connty in which such offence 
shall be committed, and the remaining third to the treasurer 
of the orphan asylum in said county, if there be one, or in 
equal portions to all of said asylums, if there be more than 
one, to be applied to the use and purposes of said asylum or 
asylums, and if there be no asylum or asylums, to the over- 
seer of the poor of the county or township, to be applied to 
the benefit of the poor of said county or township, to the 
benefit of the poor of tbe county, if the poor are cared for 
by the county as a county; to the benefit of the poor of the 
township wherein the case of conviction arises, if the poor 
of the township are cared for by the township as a town- 
ship.

shall carry or convey the same by express, or In any other 
manner, (except in the United States mail); every person 
so offending shall, on conviction thereof, be subject for each 
offence to the same fines and penalties as are prescribed in 
the said first section of this act for the offences therein set 
forth, and said fine shall be divided and paid in the same 
manner as therein provided.

An Act for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 


Penalty for 1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
cee? = the State of New Jersey, That any person who shall over- 
drive, overload, drive when overloaded, overwork, torture, 
torment, deprive of necessary sustenance, or unnecessarily 
or cruelly beat, or otherwise abuse or needlessly mutilate 
or kill, or who shall cause or procure to be over-driven, 
overloaded, driven when overloaded, overworked, tortured, 
tormented, deprived of necessary sustenance, or to be 
unnecessarily or cruelly beaten, or otherwise abused, or 
needlessly mutilated or killed any living animal or creature; 
and any person having the charge or custody of any living 
animal or creature, either as owner or otherwise, who 
inflicts unnecessary cruelty upon the same, or unnecessarily 
fails to provide the same with proper food, drink, shelter or 
protection from the weather shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and for every such offence shall on conviction 
thereof be punished by fine not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the county Jail not 
exceeding six months, or both, in the discretion of the court. 
Poialieiee 2. And be wt enacted, That any person who shall keep or 
peeping or use, or in any way be connected with or interested in the 
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age, aid or assist therein, or who shall permit or suffer any 
place owned or controlled by him to be so kept or used, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and for every 
such offence, shall on conviction thereof be punished by fine 
not exceeding one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment at 
hard labor not exceeding two years, or both at the discre- 
tion of the court. 

3. Jind be tt enacted, That any agent of the New Jersey 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals who has 
been especially deputized by the sheriff of any county in 
this state may enter any place, building or tenement where 
there is an exhibition of the fighting or baiting of any bull, 
bear, dog, cock, bird or other living animal or creature, or 
where preparations are being made for such an exhibition, 
and without warrant arrest all persons there present; and 
take possession of all bulls, bears, dogs, cocks, birds or 
other living animals or creatures engaged in fighting or there 
found, and also all implements or appliances used or to be 
used in such exhibition; such persons so arrested shall be 
taken before the nearest police magistrate, or justice of the 
peace, and proceeded against according to law. 

4. And be it enacted, That the person so seizing such 
living animals, creatures, implements or appliances, shall 
within twenty-four hours after such seizure make applica- 
tion to a justice of the peace, to have the same forfeited and 
sold ; which application shall bein writing and shall specify 
the articles seized, the place where they were seized, and 
state for what reason the same were seized; and the said 
justice shall thereupon cause a notice to be published in a 
newspaper circulating in the neighborhood of the place 
where such seizure was made for at least three times, if in 
a daily paper, or one time if in a weekly paper, stating that 
a seizure has been made, the names of the articles seized, 
the place where the same were seized and the reason for 
such seizure; and in such notice shall appoint a time and 
place, not less than five nor more than ten days from the 
date of such seizure, when and where all parties may be 
heard, and show cause why the application should not be 
eranted, and if upon the hearing of such application it shall 
be found and adjudged that at the time of said seizure the 
same were engaged in said exhibition, or were owned, pos- 
sessed or kept by any person with the intent that the same 
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should be so engaged, they shall be adjudged forfeited, and 
_ the said justice ‘shall order the same sold in such manner 
as he shall deem proper, and after deducting the costs and 
expenses, shall pay one-half the proceeds of such sale to the 
District Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
if one is in existence in his county, and if not, then to the 
New Jersey Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, and the other half to the person making the 
seizure aforesaid; should it be found and adjudged that any 
such birds or animals are of no use or value, the same shall 
be set at liberty or disposed of as the justice may direct, 
but should the same be adjudged not forfeited they shall be 
returned to the owner, and the party making the seizure 
shall pay all the costs and expenses of the same. 

And be it enacted, That the justice of the peace for his 
services in the foregoing section named, shall be allowed 
the following and no other fees, to wit:

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tisements published in a newspaper circulating in the neigh- 
borhood in which the said seizure was made, for at least 
three times in a daily paper, or one time if in a weekly 
paper, stating the time and place of such sale, the articles 
to be sold, and the reason for selling the same; and at the 
time and place so appointed, he shall sell the same to the 
highest bidder, and out of the proceeds of said sale he shall 
pay all necessary expenses incurred, and the halance he 
shall pay to the owner or owners of said articles; and if 
the proceeds of said sale shall not be sufficient to pay such 
expenses, the balance may be recovered by the person 
seizing said articles, from the owner or owners thereof, in 
an action of debt, before any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 

T. And be wt enacted, ‘That any person who shall hereafter 
use any dog or dogs for the purpose of drawing or helping 
to draw, any cart, carriage, truck, barrow, or other vehicle,

for such belief, shall issue a search warrant, authorizibg any 
sheriff, under sheriff, constable, police officer, or agent of the 
New Jersey Society for the Prevention o! | Cruelty to Animals 
to enter and search such bnilding or place, but eo such search 
shall be made between the hours of six o’clock in the afternoon 
and six o’clock in the morning, untess specially authorized by 
such justice of the peace upcn satisfactory cause shown.

be present and witness, encourage, aid or assist therein, or 
who shall permit or suffer any place owned or controlled by 
him to be so kept or used, and any person who shall carry 
or cause to be carried, in or upon any vehicle or otherwise, 
any living animal or creature in a cruel or inhuman manner, 
and any person who shall hereafter use any dog or dogs for 
the purpose of drawing or helping to draw any cart, carriage, 
truck, barrow or other vehicle, for business or other purposes, 
and any person who shall impound or confine, or cause to be 
impounded or confined in any pound or other place, any 
living animal or creature, and shall fail or neglect to supply 
to the same during such confinement a sufficient quantity of 
good and wholesome food and water; and any person who 
shall abandon to die in any public place any maimed, sick, 
infirm or disabled animal or creature, shall forfeit and pay 
such sum, not to exceed one hundred dollars, as the court 
shall determine, to be sued for and recovered in an action

held to include all the acts mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tions of this act. 

16. And be it enacted, That in this act the words “animal ”’ 
or “animals,” “creature” or “creatures,” shal! be held to 
include the whole brute creation, and the words “owner” 
and “ person,” or “owners ” and “ persons,” shall be held to 
include corporations as well as individaals, and the know- 
ledge and acts of agents of, and persons employed by corpo- 
rations in regard to animals transported, owned or employed 
by or in the custody of such corporations, shall be held to be 
the knowledge and acts of such corporations. 

17. And be wt enacted, That the acts entitled “A supple- 
ment to the act entitled ‘An act for the punishment of 
crimes,” approved March twenty-seventh, one thousand 
elght hundred and sixty-seven; A further supplement to the 
act entitled “An act to incorporate the New Jersey Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals,” approved April 
third, one thousand eight hundred and sixty- eight, which 
supplement was approved April second, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-nine; “An act for the Prevention of

CHAPTER CCCCXIII. 


An Act to Authorize the Formation of Railroad Corpora- 
tions and Regulate the Same. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, 'That any number of persons, not 
less than thirteen, may form a company for the purpose of 
costructing, maintaining and operating a railroad for pub- 
lic use in the conveyance of persons and property, or for the 
purpose of maintaining and operating any unincorporated 
railroad already constructed for the like public use; and for 
that purpose may make and sign articles of association, in 
which shall be stated the name of the company; the number 
of years the same is to continue; the places from and to 
which the road is to be constructed, or maintained and 
operated; the length of such road as near as may be, and 
the name of each county in this state through or into which 
it is made, or intended to be made; the amount of the capi- 
tal stock of the company, which shall not be less than ten 
thousand dollars for every mile of road constructed or 
proposed to be constructed, and the number of shares 
of which said capital stock shall consist, and the names 
and places of residence of thirteen directors of the com- 
pany, a majority of whom shall be residents of this state, 
who shall manage its affairs for the first year, and 
until others are chosen in their places; each subscriber to 
such articles of association shall subscribe thereto his name, 
place of residence, and the number of shares of stock he 
agrees to take in said company; on compliance with the 
provisions of the next section, such articles of association 


the secretary MAY be filed in the office of the secretary of state, who shal 


endorse thereon the day they are filed, and record the same 
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in a book to be provided by him for that purpose; and upon 
tendering the said articles to the secretary of state to he 
filed, the persons who have so subscribed such articles of 
association, and all persons who shall become stockholders 
in such company, shail be a corporation by the name speci- 
fied in such articles of association; every corporation formed 
under this act, in addition to the general powers set forth 
in an act entitled “An act concerning corporations,” 
approved February fourteenth, eighteen hundred and forty- 
six, and the several supplements thereto, shall have power: 

1. To cause such examination and surveys for its pro- 
posed railroad to be made as may be necessary to the selec- 
tion of the most advantageous route, and for such purpose 
by its officers and servants to enter upon the lands or waters 
of any person, but subject to responsibility for all damages 
which shall be done thereto; 

II. To take and hold such voluntary grants of real estate 
and other property as shall be made to it, to aid in the con- 
struction, maintenance and accommodation of its railroad, 
but the real estate received as a voluntary grant shall be 
held and used for the purpose of such grant only ; 

III. To purchase, hold and use all such real estate or 
other property as may be necessary for the construction and 
maintenance of its railroad, and the stations and other 
accommodations necessary to accomplish the object of its 
incorporation ; 

1¥. To lay out its road as hereby provided, and to con- 
struct the same, and for the purposes of cuttings and 
embankments, to take as much more land as may be neces: 
sary for the proper construction and security for the road. 

V. To exercise all other powers hereby granted. 

2. And be it enacted, That such articles of association 
shall not be filed and recorded in the office of the secretary 
of state until at least two thousand dollars of stock for 
every mile of railroad proposed to be made, is subscribed 
thereto, and ten per centum paid thereon in good faith, and 
in cash, to the directors named in said articles of association, 
nor until there is endorsed thereon, or annexed thereto, an 
affidavit, made by at least five of the directors named in 
said articles, that the amount of stock required by this sec- 
tion has been in good faith subscribed, and ten per centum 
paid in cash thereon as aforesaid, and that it is intended in 
good aith to construct or to maintain and operate the road 
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mentioned in such articles of association, which affidavit 
shall be recorded with the articles of association as afore- 
said. 

3. ind be it enacted, That a copy of any articles of asso- 
ciation filed and recorded in pursuance of this act, or of the 
record thereof, with a copy of the affidavit aforesaid indorsed 
thereon or annexed thereto, and certified to be a copy by the 
secretary of this state, shall be presumptive evidence of the 
incorporation of such company and of the facts therein 
Stated. 

4. And be it enacted, That when such articles of associa- 
tion and affidavit are filed and recorded in the office of the 
secretary of state, the directors named in said articles of 
association may, in case the whole of the capital stock is not 
before subscribed, continue to receive subscriptions until the 
whole capital stock is subscribed; at the time of subscribing 
every subscriber shall pay to the directors ten per centum on 
the amount subscribed by him, in money, and no subscrip- 
tions shall be received or taken without such payment. 

d. Jind be it enacted, That there shall be a board of thir- 
teen directors of every corporation formed under this act to 
manage its affairs; said directors shall be chosen annually 
by a majority of the votes of the stockholders voting at such 
election, in such manner as may be prescribed in the by-laws 
of the corporation, and they may and shall continue to be 
directors until others are elected in their places; in the 
election of directors, each stockholder shall be entitled to 
one vote for each share of stock held by him; vacancies in 
the board of directors shall be filled in such manner as shall 
be prescribed by the by-laws of the corporation ; the inspec- 
tors of the first election of directors shall be appointed by 
the board of directors named in the articles of association ; 
no person shall be a director unless he shall be a stock- 
holder, owning stock absolutely in his own right, and quali- 
fied to vote for directors at the election at which he shall be 
chosen; at every election of directors the books and papers 
of such company shall be exhibited to the meeting, provided 
a majority of the stockholders present shall require it. 

6. “nd be it enacted, That the directors shall appoint one 
of their number president; they may also appoint a trea- 
surer and secretary, and such other officers and agents as 
shall be prescribed by the by-laws, and shall establish and 
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fix such salaries to them and to the president as to said 
board of directors shall appear proper. 

7. And be it enacted, That the directors may require the Proceedings 
subscribers to the capital stock of the company to pay the forfiture of 
amount by them respectively subscribed, in such manner 
and in such installments as they may deem proper; if any 
stockholder shall neglect to pay any installment as required 
by aresolution of the board of directors, the said hoard 
shall be authorized to declare his stock and all previous 
payments thereon, forfeited for the use of the company; but 
they shall not declare it so forfeited until they shall have 
caused a notice, in writing, to be served on him personally, 
or by depositing the same in the post office, properly 
directed to him at the post office nearest his usual place of 
residence, stating that he is required to make such payments 
at the time and place specified in said notice; and that if he 
fails to make the same, his stock and all previous payments 
thereon, will be forfeited for the use of the company; which 
notice shall be served as aforesaid at least thirty days pre- 
vious to the day on which such payment is required to be 
made; provided, that if said company shall not declare such: proviso. 
stock ‘forfeited then such neglecting stockholder shall be 
individually hable to said company for the amount unpaid 
upon the stock so held by him, until the whole amount of 
the capital stock so held by him shall have been paid to the 
company. 

8. And be it enacted, That the stock of every company Sick ne. 
formed under this act shall be deemed personal estate, and senal estate. 
be transferable in the manner prescribed by the by-laws of 
the company, but no shares shall be transferable until all 
previous calls thereon shall have been fully paid in. 

9. And be it enacted, ‘That in case the capital stock of any Carita 
company formed under this act, 1s found to be insufficient, increased. 
for constructing and operating its road, such company may, 
with the concurrence of two-thirds in amount of all its 
stockholders, increase its capital stock from time to time, to 
any amount required for the purpose of constructing, main- 
taining and operating its railroad: such increase may be 
sanctioned by a vote in person or by proxy, of two-thirds in 
amount of all the stockholders of the company, at a meeting 
of such stockholders called by the directors of the company 
for that purpose, by a notice in writing to each stockholder, 
to be served on him personally, or by depositing the same,

properly folded and directed to him, at the post office nearest 
his usual place of residence, in the post office, at least 
twenty days prior to such meeting; such notice must state 
the time and place of the meeting, and its object, and the 
amount to which it is proposed to increase the capital stock ; 
the proceedings of such meeting must be entered on the 
minutes of the proceedings of the company, and thereupon 
the capital stock of the company may be increased to the 
amount sanctioned by a vote of two-thirds in amount of all 
the stockholders of the company as aforesaid. 

10. And be it enacted, That as often as any contractor for 
the construction of any part of a railroad which is in progress 
of construction, shall be indebted to any laborer for thirty 
or any less number of days’ labor performed in constructing 
said road, such laborer may give notice of such indebted- 
ness to said company in the manner herein provided ; the 
said company shall thereupon become Hable to pay such 
Jahorer the amount so due him for such labor, and an action 
may be maintained against said company therefor; such 
notice shall be given by such laborer to said company 
within twenty days after the performance of the number of 
days’ labor for which the claim is made; such notice shall 
be in writing, and shall state the amount and number of 


days’ labor, and the time when the same was performed for 
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which the claim is made, and the name of the contractor 
from whom due, and shall be signed by such laborer or his 
attorney, and shall be served on an engineer, agent, or 
superintendent employed by such company having charge 
of the section of the road on which such labor was per- 
formed, personally, or by leaving the same at the office or 
usual place of business of such engineer, agent or superin- 
tendent, with some person of suitable age; but no action 
shall be maintained against any company under the provi- 
sions of this section, unless the same is commenced within 
thirty days after notice is given to the company by such 
laborer as above provided ; provided, that the liability of 
the company under this section shall not exceed its liability 
to the contractor; and provided further, that any payments 
made to such laborers shall be a full discharge to the com- 
pany from such contractor for the amount so paid. 

ll. And be it enacted, That any railroad constructed 
under the provisions of this act shall not exceed a hundred 
feet in width, unless more land shall be required for the 
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slopes of cuts and embankments, with as many sets of tracks 
and rails as such company incorporated under this act may 
deem necessary ; and it shall be lawful for the said company 
its agents, engineers, superintendents, or others in its 
employ, to enter at all times upon all lands or waters for the 
purpose of exploring, surveying, leveling, and laying out the 
route or routes of such railroad, and of locating the same, 
and to locate all necessary works, buildings, conveniences, 
appurtenances and appendages thereof, doing no unnecessary 
injary to private or other property; and when the route or 
routes of such railroad and the location or locations of other 
works, buildings, conveniences, appurtenances and append- 
ages thereof shall have been determined upon, and a 
survey of such route or routes, location or locations, 
deposited in the ofhce of the secretary of state, then 
it shall be lawful for every corporation formed under 
this act, upon payment or tender of such compensation 
as is hereinafter provided, by its officers, agents, en- 
gineers, superintendents, workmen and other persons in 
their employ, to construct, maintain and operate a rail- 
road with a single or double track, with such side tracks, 
turnouts, offices and depots as they may decm necessary 
between the points named in the articles of association, 
commencing at or within and extending to or into any town, 
city or village named as the place of the termini of such 
road, and construct, maintain and operate branches from 
the main line to other towns or places within the limits of 
any county through which said road may pass, lay rails, and 
for that purpose to enter upon, take possession of, hold, have, 
use, occupy, and excavate any lands, and to erect embank- 
ments, bridges, and all other necessary works and to do all 
other things which may be suitable or necessary for the 
completion, repairs or management of said railroad, and for 
the conveyance of passengers and freight to and from the 
terminus thereof by steam or other motive power ; provided, 
always, that the payment or tender of the payment of all 
damages for the occupancy of all lands through, under 
or upon which the said railroad and its conveniences, 
appurtenances and appendages may be laid out or located 
be made before the said company, or any person under 
their direction or employ shail enter upon or break ground 
in the premises, except for the purpose of surveying and 
laying out said railroad and its conveniences, appurten- 
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ances and appendages, and of locating the same, unless the 
consent of the owner or owners of such lands be first had 
and obtained, 

12. And be it enacted, That when any company incorpo- 
rated under this act or its agents cannot agree with the 
owner or owners of such required lands for materials, or the 
use or purchase thereof, or when by the legal incapacity or 
absence of such owner or owners, no such agreement can he 
made, a particular description of the land or materials so 
required for the use of such company incorporated under 
this act in the construction of said road, shall be given in 
writing, uncer oath or afirmation of some enginecr or 
proper ageut of the company, and also the name or names 
of the occupant or occupants, if any there be, and of the 
owner or owners, if known, and their residence, if the same 
can be ascertained, tc one of the justices of the supreme 
court of this state, who shall cause any company incorpo- 
rated under this act to give notice thereof to the persons 
interested, if known and in this state, or if unknown and 
out of this state, to make publication thereof as he shall 
direct. for any term not less than ten days, and to assign a 
particular time and place for the appointment of the com- 
missioners hereinafter named, at which time, upon satisfac- 
tory evidence to him of the service or publication of such 
notice aforesaid, he shall appoint under his hand and seal 
three disinterested, impartial and judicious freeholders, resi- 
dents in the county in which the land or materials in con- 
troversy lie or the owners reside, commissioners to examine 
and appraise the said land or materials and to assess the 
damages, upon such notice to be given to the persons inter- 
ested as shall be directed by the justice making such 
appointment, to be expressed therein, not less than ten 
days; and it shall be the duty of said commissioners (having 
first taken and subscribed an oath or affirmation before some 
person duly authorized to administer an oath, faithfully and 
impartially to examine the matter in question and to make 
a true report according to the best of their skill and under- 
standing), to meet at the time and place appointed and to 
proceed to view and examine the said land or materials, and 
to make a just and equitable estimate or appraisement of 
the value of the same, and an assessment of damages to be 
paid hy the company for such lands or materials and damages 
aforesaid, which report shall be made in writing under the 
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hands and seals of the said commissioners, or any two of 
them, and filed within ten days thereafter together with the 
aforesaid description of the land or materials, and the 
appointment and oaths or affirmations aforesaid, in the 
clerk’s office of the county in which the land or materials 
are situate, to remain of record therein and thereupon and 
on payment or tender of payment of the amount awarded 
as hereinafter provided, the said company is hereby empow- 
ered to enter upon and take possession of the said lands or 
materials for the purposes aforesaid, and the said report or 
a copy thereof certified by the clerk of said county and 
proof of payment or tender of the amount awarded shall at 
all times be considered as plenary evidence of the right of 
any company incorporated under this act, to have, hold, use, 
occupy, possess and enjoy the said land or materials, or of 
the said owner or owners to recover the amount of said 
valuation, with interest and costs in an action of debt in 
any court of competent jurisdiction, ina suit to be instituted 
against the company if they shall neglect or refuse to pay 
the same for twenty days after demand made of their trea- 
surer, and shall from time to time constitute a lien upon 
the property of the company in the nature of a mortgage ; 
and the said justice of the supreme court shall upon appli- 
cation of either party, and on reasonable notice to the 
others, tax and allow such costs, fees and expenses to the 
justice of the supreme court, commissioners, clerks and 
other persons performing any of the duties prescribed in 
this section as he shall think equitable and right, which shall 
be paid by the company ; provided, always, that should any 
company incorporated under this act, or the owner or 
owners of any of the land or materials, feel aggrieved by 
the decision of the commissioners aforesaid, he, she or they 
may appeal to the next circuit court in the county wherein 
the said land or material may be. 

13. And be it enacted, hat every appeal from the decti- 
sion of the commissioners appointed under the preceding 
section shall be made in writing, and in the form of a pe- 
tition to said court, and filed with the clerk of the said cir- 
cuit court of the county wherein the land or materials 
appraised by the said commissioners shall be, and notice in 
writing of such appeal shall be given to the opposite party 
within ten days after the filing thereof, which proceeding

and the lands over which the same shall pass, and all the 
work and improvements, and all other property whatsoever 
belonging to the company shall be and are hereby declared 
to be vested in the said company, and its successors, for and 
during the continuance of its charter. 

16. And be wt enacted, That the president and directors 
of any company incorporated under this act shatl declare 
and make such dividends as they may deem prudent and 
proper from time to time, out of the net profits of the said 
railroad. 

17. And be zt enacted, That any company incorporated 
under this act may purchase, have and hold real estate at or 
near the commencement and termination of the said road, or 
at any other point on the line of the said road where the 
directors may think proper to establish a depot, not exceed- 
ing ten acres at each place, and may also erect and build 
thereon houses, warehouses, workshops and such other build- 
ings and improvements as they may deem expedient for the 
safety of their property, and for other necessary uses apper- 
taining to their business, and receive the rents and emolu- 
ments thereof, and may build and maintain over such streams 
as the road may cross, such piers and bridges as they may 
deem expedient; and that all lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments and real estate acquired by any such company not 
used by it for the immediate use and occupancy of its rails, 
tracks, depot and freight buildings shall be subject to the 
same tax ag the property of individuals, and said tax shall 
be assessed, levied and collected by the authorities where 
the same may lie, in the same manner as other taxes are 
levied, assessed and collected, any law, custom or usage to 
the contrary notwithstanding; and that it shall be lawful for 
any corporation incorporated under this act at any time 
during the continuance of its charter to lease its road, or any 
part thereof, to any other corporation or corporations, of this 
or any other state, or to unite and consolidate as well as 
merge its stock, property, and franchises and road with 
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those of any other company or companies, of this or any 
other state, or to do both; and such other company and com- 
panies are hereby authorized to take such lease, or to unite, 
consolidate as well as merge its stock, property, franchises 
and road with said company, or to do both, and after such 
lease or consolidation the company or companies so acquir- 
ing said stock, property, franchises, and road, may use and 
operate such road and their own roads, or all or any of them 
and transport freights and passengers over the same, and 
take compensation therefor, according to the provisions and 
restrictions contained in this act, notwithstanding any spe- 
cial privilege heretofore granted, or hereafter to be granted 
to another corporation for the transportation of freights 
and passengers between any points on the lines of said roads 
or any other points within or without this state; provided 
Aowever, that nothing in this act shall authorize any railroad 
companies incorporated under a special act of the legislature, 
to charge for transportation of freight or passengers over the 
roads constructed under said special act more than they may 
be authorized to charge by the provisions of their respective 
acts of Incorporation. 

18. And be if enacted, That if any person shall willfully 
impair, injure, destroy or obstruct the use of the railroad 
enjoyed under the provisions of this act or of any of their 
necessary works, wharves, bridges, carriages, or machines, 
such person or persons so offending, shall forfeit and pay to 
such company incorporated under this act, the sum of fifty 
dollars, to be by them recovered in any court having com- 
petent jurisdiction, in an action of debt; and further shall 
be liable for all damages sustained. 

19. And be it enacted, That as soon as any railroad or any 
part thereof, is in operation, the president of the said com- 
pany shall file, under oath or affirmation, a statement of the 
amount of the cost of the said railroad, including equipment, 
appendages and all expenses, in the office of the comptroller 
of the state, and annually thereafter on the first Monday of 
January of each year, he shall, under oath or affirmation, 
inake a statement to the comptroller of the state, of the cost, 
equipment, appendages and expenses of said road, including 
the cost of road bed; and after the said railroad or any part 
therof shall be in operation, the said corporation shall pay 
to the treasurer of this state a tax of one-half of one per 
centum on the cost, equipments and appendages of said 
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road, including the cost of road bed, to be paid annually 
thereafter on the first Monday of January of each year, and 
such other taxes as may be assessed froin time to time by a 
general law, applicable to all railroads over which the legis- 
Jature shall have power for that purpose, at the time of the 
passage of such law or laws, and the said corporation shall 
be regularly assessed and pay tax for the value of its real 
estate, (excepting the road bed one hundred feet in width,) 
Improvements thereon, and personal property as now taxed 
in the city or cities, township or townships wherein it lies, 
at the same time and rate, and in the same manner, for the 
same purposes, and by the same person or persons, as the 
other taxes assessed in said city or cities, township or town- 
ships. 

20, And be tt enacted, That any company incorporated 
under this act, shall have power to borrow such sum or sums 
of money, from time to time, not to exceed in the whole its 
paid up capital stock, as shall be necessary to build, con- 
struct or repair their road, and furnish all necessary engines 
and other equipments for the uses and objects of said com- 
pany, and to secure the repayment thereof by the execution, 
negotiation and sale of any bond or bonds, and secured by 
morteage on said lands, privileges, franchises and appurte- 
nances of and belonging to the said company; provided, 
that said company shall not plead any statute or statutes 
against usury in any court of law or equity in any suit 
instituted to enforce the payment of any bond or mortgage 
executed under the provisions of this section; and provided 
further, that said bonds shall constitute a first lien on the 
railroad, its cars, real estate and franchises, and the pro- 
ceeds of said bonds shall be used for the purpose of aiding 
in the construction of said railroad. 

91. And be it enacted, ‘Vhat whenever the track of a rail- 
road constructed by a company formed under this act shall 
cross a railroad, a highway, turnpike, or plank road, such 
highway, turnpike or plank road may be carried under or 
over the track, as may be found most expedient; and in 
cases where an embankment or cutting shall make a change 
in the line of such highway, turnpike or plank road desirable, 
with a view to a more easy ascent or descent, the said com- 
pany may take such additional lands for the construction of 
such road, highway, turnpike or plank road, on such new 
line as may be deemed requisite by the directors, unless the 
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lands so taken shall be purchased for the purposes aforesaid, 
compensation therefor shail be ascertained in the manner 
prescribed in this act for acquiring title to real estate, and 
duly made by said corporation to the owners and persons 
interested in such lands, the same, when so taken, shall 
become a part of such intersecting highway, turnpike or 
plank road, in such manner and by such tenure as the adja- 
cent parts of the same highway, turnpike or plank road may 
be held for highway purposes. 

22. And be 7t enacted, That every conductor, baggage 
master, engineer, brakeman, or other servant of any railroad 
corporation employed in a passenger train or at stations for 
passengers, shall wear upon his hat or cap a badge which 
shall indicate his office, and the initial letters of the style of 
the corporation by which he is employed ; no conductor or 
collector without such badge shall be entitled to demand or 
receive from any passenger any fare or ticket, or to exercise 
any of the powers of his office, and no officer or servant 
without such badge shall have authority to meddle or inter- 
fere with any passenger, his baggage or property. 

23. And be it enacted, That companies whose roads shall 
be constructed under the provisions of this act shall have 
the right to connect their roads with any railroads within 
this or any other state upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon by those who have the management of said roads, and 
in case of a failure of an agreement on the part of those hav- 
ing the management of said roads within this state, then and 
in that: case either of said parties may apply to the supreme 
court within the jurisdictionin which said connection is pro- 
posed to be made, whose duty itshall be to appoint three dis- 
interested citizens as herein provided for the condemnation of 
land, who shall determine and fix said terms, which, when 
approved by said court, shall be conclusive. and thereupon 
said companies shall be required to carry said terms into 
effect ; and all companies whose railroads are or shall here. 
after be crossed, intersected, or joined, shall receive from 
each other and forward to their destination all woods, mer- 
chandise, and other property intended for points on their 
respective roads, with the same despatch and at a rate of 
freight not exceeding the local tariff rate charged for similar 
goods, merchandize, and other property received at and 
forwarded from the same point for individuals and other 
corporations. 
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24, And be it enacted, That any such corporation shall, 
when applied to by the postmaster general, convey the mails 
of the United States on their road or roads respectively ; 
and in case such corporations shall not agree as to the rate 
of transportation therefor, and as to the time, rate of speed, 
manner and condition of carrying the same, it shall be law- 
ful for the governor of this state to appoint three commis- 
sioners, who, or a majority of them, after fifteen days’ notice 
in writing of the time and place of meeting to the corporation, 
shall determine and fix the prices, terms and conditions afore- 
said; but such price shall not be less for carrying said mails 
in the regular passenger trains than the amount which such 
corporation would receive as freight on a like weight of 
merchandize transported in their merchandize trains, ‘and a 
fair compensation for the post office car; and in case the 
postmaster general shall require the mail to be carried at 
other hours, or at a higher speed than the passenger trains 
are run, the corporation shall furnish an extra train for the 
mail, and be allowed an extra compensation for the expenses 
and wear and tear thereof for the service, to be fixed as 
aforesaid. 

25. /ind be it enacted, That if any passenger shall refuse 
to pay his fare, it shall be lawful for the conductor of the 
train and the servants of the corporation to put him and his 
baggage out of the cars, using no unnecessary force, at anv 
usual stopping place, or near any dwelling house, as the 
conductor shall elect on stopping the train; : provided, that. 
no passenger shall be put off on any pridge or in any dan- 
serous place. 

26. And be it enacted, That every such corporation shall 
start and run their ears for the transportation of passengers 
and property, at regular times, to be fixed by public notice ; 
and shall furnish sufficient accommodations for the trans- 
portation of all such passengers and property as shall within 
a reasonable time previous thereto be offered for transpor- 
tation at the place of starting, and the junctions of other 
railroads, and at usual stopping places established for receiv- 
ing and establishing way passengers and freights for that 
train ; and shall take, transport and discharge such passen- 
gers and property at, from and to such places, on the due 
payment of the freight or fare Jegally authorized therefor ; 
and shall be liable to the party aggrieved in an action for 
damages for any neglect or refusal in the premises. 
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27. And be it enacted, That a check shall be affixed to 
every parcel of baggage when taken for transportation, by 
the agent or servant of such corporation, if there is a handle, 
loop or fixture, so that the same can be attached upon the 
parcel or baggage so offered for transportation, and a dupli- 
cate thereof given to the passenger or person delivering the 
same on his behalf; and if such check be refused on demand 
the corporation shall pay to such passenger the sum of ten 
dollars, to be recovered in a civil action; and further, no 
fare or toll shall be collected or received from such pas- 
senger, and if such passenger shall have paid his fare, the 
same shall be refunded by the conductor in charge of the 
train, and on producing said check, if his baggage shall not 
be delivered to him, he may himself be a witness in any suit 
brought by him to prove the contents and value of said 
baggage. 

28. And be it enacted, That in forming a passenger train, 
baggage, freight, merchandize or lumber cars shall not be 
placed in rear of the passenger cars; and if they or any of 
‘them shall be so placed, the officer or agent who so directed 
or knowingly suffered such arrangement, and the conductor 
of the train, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
be punished accordingly. 

29. And be it enacted, That a bell shall be placed on each 
locomotive engine and rung at the distance of at least eighty 
rodg from the place where the railroad shall cross any 
traveled public road or street, and be kept ringing until it 
shall have crossed such road or street; or a steam whistle 
shall be attached to each locomotive engine and be sounded 
at least eighty rods from the place where the railroad shall 
cross any such road or street, except in cities, and be 
sounded at intervals until it shall have crossed such road 
or street, under a penalty of twenty dollars for every 

neglect of the provisions of this section, to be paid by the 
corporation owning the railroad, to be sued for by any 
informer within ten days after such penalty was incurred ; 
one-half thereof to go to the informer and the cther half to 
go to the county; and said corporation shall also be lable 
for all damages which shall be sustained by any person by 
reason of such neglect. 

30. And be it enacted, That every such corporation shall 
cause boards to be placed, well supported by posts or other- 
wise, and constantly maintained across each traveled public

more than two miles from and within five miles of the court 
house, two dollars and fifty cents; those residing more than 
five miles from and within ten miles of the court house, two 
dollars and seventy-five cents; those residing more than ten 
miles from the court house, three dollars.

Wuereas, for the encouragement of railroad enterprise, 
laws creating and regulating railways in this state usually 
provide for the payment by them, in consideration of their 
chartered privileges, of a fixed rate upon their capital 
stock or the cost of their works, in lieu of all other public 
impositions whatever ; and whereas, it is nevertheless con- 
tended that the property of such corporations being 
largely acquired for, or through the growth and exten- 
sion of their prosperity, should contribute to the charges 
and expenses essential for municipal and county purposes ; 
and whereas, it is desirable in order to the avoidance of 
litigation and future dissatisfaction that such municipal 
and county taxation shall be authorized, and that the 
same shall be permanently fixed and regulated; new, 
therefore, 

1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That all taxation upon all railroad 
companies occupying and using railroads in this state, 
whether as lessees or otherwise, shall hereafter be made as 
follows: First, such companies shall pay upon the cost, 
equipment and appendages of said railroads respectively, 
a, state tax after such rate of taxation as may have hereto- 
fore been fixed by law upon such companies, or in default 
thereof, after the rate of one-half of one per centum upon 
such cost: Second upon all the real property by them as

2. And be it enacted, That the jurisdiction of the state of 
New Jersey in and over thesaid land or lands mentioned in 
the foregoing section, when purchased by the United States 
shall be and the same is hereby ceded to the United States, 
but the jurisdiction hereby ceded shall continue no longer 
than the said United States shall own the said land or lands. 

3. And be it enacled, That the said consent is given, and 
the said jurisdiction ceded, upon the express condition that

1, Be IT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That where any person holds a 
mortgage against any lands or real estate situate in the state 
of New Jersey, and the mortgagor or those holding under 
him, has absconded, concealed himself, is unknown to the 
holder of said mortgage, or is dead, and his heirs or devi- 
sees are wholly unknown, or some part of them are unknown, 
it shall be lawful for the holder of any such mortgage to file 
a bill in the court of chancery setting up any of the facts 
above stated, and naming in said bill the mortgagor, or per- 
son holding under him, and said suit may proceed in the 
same manner as if all the owners of such real estate were 
known, making such absent or unknown owner or owners of 
said real estate a party or parties thereto, by a publication, 
according to the law and practice of said court, in case of 
absent defendants; and the order of said publication 
describing such real estate in such manner and terms as 
will identify the same (by abuttals and boundaries or other- 
wise) and naming the mortgagor or other person last own- 
ing the said real estate, which order of the chancellor may 
be published, in one or more of the newspapers of this state, 
or elsewhere, directing such absent or unknown owner or 
owners to appear, plead, answer or demur to the said bill, 
within such time as the chancellor shall direct, not less 
than six months from the date of such order, which order 
shall be published as aforesaid, within twenty days from the 
date thereof, and continued in said newspaper or newspapers 
at least once a week, to within ten days of the expiration of 
the time limited to appear, plead, answer or demur, and at 
the expiration of the time limited in said order, the chan- 
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cellor shall make such decree against said unknown owner 
or owners, as if they were known to the court, and as may 
be equitable and just, and shall have power to decree a sale 
of said mortgaged premises, and that the equity of redemp- 
tion be foreclosed and cut off, in the same manner as if all 
the owners or persons in interest were known, and by name 
had been made parties to said suit; and the chancellor shall 
further decree that the proceeds of sale after the payment 
of the complainant’s mortgage, with the costs of foreclosure 
aud sale, and such other liens and encumbrances as may 
have been established and ordered paid by the chancellor in 
such foreclosure proceeding, shall be deposited with the 


- clerk of the court, and by him deposited by order of the 


court in any designated depository of moneys paid into the 
court of chancery for the benefit of such absent or unknown 
owners, and the chancellor shall order the payment thereof 
from time to time, to those who are entitled to receive the 
same, and as they shall be ascertained by the court.

such town meeting as at the annual election for state and 
county officers. 

3. And be tt enacted, That in case 2 the absence, inability, 
or neglect to serve, of any member of the board of election, 
the lawful voters present at the opening of the poll, shall 
elect, viva voce, a person, being a lawful voter in such town- 
ship, to fill such vacancy during such election; and that the 
township clerk shall be the clerk of such election; and in 
case of his absence, inability or neglect to serve, the board 
of election shall choose a person to serve as clerk during 
such election; and that such clerk of election shall take an 
oath or affirmation, to be administered by one of the board 
of election, faithfully and impartially to perform his duties 
therein. 

4. And be it enacted, That previously to the opening of 
the poll, the clerk shall administer to each member of the 
board of election, the following oath or affirmation :—* You 
do swear (or affirm) that you will faithfully and impartially 
perform the duties required of you by law as one of the 
judges of this election; that you will not knowingly receive, 
or assent to receive, the vote of any person who is not Jaw- 
fully entitled to vote at this election; and that if any person 
shall offer his vote, whom you shall suspect or believe not to 
he entitled to vote at this election, you will challenge and 
refuse to receive the same until you shall be fully satisfied 
that he is legally entitled to vote therein.” 

5. And be it enacted, That the poll shall be opened at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, ‘and close at four o'clock in the 
afternoon, at the place appointed for holding the annual ~ 
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town meeting; and that immediately upon the closing of 
the poll, the board of election and clerk shall, without 
adjournment or delay, proceed, in an open and public 
manner, to determine the result of such election; which 
result shall be recorded by the clerk in the minutes of said 
town meeting, and the record signed by the said board of 
election, or the majority of them, and by the said clerk; that 
the board of election may adjourn such election at any 
proper time between the opening and closing of the polls, 
for a space of time not exceeding one hour.

Mayor and Aldermen of the city of Paterson” to issue 
eoupon bonds under the corporate seal of said city and the 
signature of the mayor thereof, for an amount of money not 
exceeding two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, which 
bonds shall be of such denominations and issued in such 
sums as to the said mayor and aldermen may seem expe- 
dient, and shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding seven 
per centum per annum, payable semi-annually; and the 
property and credit of said city shall be pledged for the 
payment of said bonds, and it shall be lawful for the said 
mayor and aldermen or their assigns, to sell and assign, and 
for any vendee or assignee to purchase and hold the bonds 
hereby authorized, which bonds shall be called “ Paterson 
City Funding Bonds— Third Series,” and the praceeds of 
such bonds shall be applied exclusively to the payment of 
any existing debts or liabilities of said city which cannot be 
lawfully paid by the proceeds of any bonds heretofore 
authorized by law. 

2. And be it enacted, That for the payment of the interest payment of 
and principal of the bonds hereby authorized, it shall be the interest how 
duty of the mayor and aldermen of the city of Paterson to viel tr.

3. ind be tt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
mayor and aldermen to solicit proposals for the purchase 
and sale of such bonds, or for any portion or portions 
thereof, by advertisements inserted in one or more news- 
papers published in Paterson, in Newark, in Jersey City 
and in New York city, giving two wecks’ notice by one or 
more insertions in such newspapers of the nature and terms 
of said bonds, and of the time and place when and where 
sealed proposals therefor will be received and opened, 
which shall be publicly done; which proposals the said 
mayor and aldermen are hereby authorized to accept or 
reject, in whole or in part, as to them may seem most to the 
advantage of said city of Paterson; and such advertise- 
ments may be renewed from time to time, soliciting new 
proposals if deemed expedient by the said mayor and alder- 
men; but no bond shall be sold at private sale till after pro- 
posals have been solicited, as hereinbefore provided, at 
least once, and the time shall have passed for the reception 
of such proposals, nor shall any of said bonds ever be sold 
at private sale for less than par.

the present dividing line between the townships of Upper 
Alloways Creek and Mannington, crossing the road leading 
from Salem to Quinton, and to the Quaker Neck road to 
the middle of the road leading from Salem to Allowaystown, 
at or near the village of Middletown: thence in a south- 
eastwardly course, parallel with the long boundary line 
between the townships of Upper Alloways Greek and Lower 
Alloways Creek, in a straight line to the division line 
between Salem and Cumberland counties; thence south- 
wardly and westwardly along the said division iine of said 
counties, to the corner of the townships of Upper Alloways 
Creek and Lower Alloways Creek and the county of Cum- 
herland; thence northwestwardly in a straight line on the 
long boundary line between the said townships of Upper 
Alloways Creek and Lower Alloways Creek to the north 
side of Alloways Creek; thence down said creek along the 
north side thereof, following the several courses of the same, 
to the place of beginning, shall be and hereby is set off from 
the township of Upper Alloways Creek, and made a sepa- 
rate township, to be called and known by the name of “The 
Township of Quinton.” 

2. A/lnd be it enacted, Vhat the inhabitants of the town- 
ship of Quinton shall be and they are hereby constituted a 
body politic and corporate, and shall be styled and known 
by the name of « The Inhabitants of the Township of Quin- 
ton, in the county of Salem,” and skall be entitled to all the 
rights, powers, anthority, privileges and advantages, and 
subject to the same regulations, government and liabilities 
as the inhabitants of the other townships in the county of 
Salem, 

Oo. ind be it enacted, That the inhabitants of the said 
township of Quinton, hereby created, shall hold their first 
annual town meeting at the school house in the village of 
Quinton, on the day appointed by law for holding the annual 
town meeting in the other townships of said county of Salem, 
and annually, thereafter, at such place in the said township 
of Quinton as a majority of the legal voters of said town- 
ship shall determine; that at said town meetings they shall

CHAPTER LXXITI. 
An Act for the Improvement of East Millstone. 


1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Boundaries. 
the State of New Jersey, That the limits of the town of 
Kast Millstone, Franklin township, in the county of Somerset, 
for the purposes of this act shall be as follows: beginning 
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on the Delaware and Raritan Canal, at a point or corner 
of line of lands between John V.C. Wyckoff and Garret 
Cropsey; thence running along said line of lands, in an 
easterly direction to a corner in the fence of said lands, 
said corner being on the westerly side of public road run- 
ning across said lands, and designated by an iron stake 
driven in the ground in corner of said fence; from thence 
in a southerly direction along the line of road fence of said 
John V. C. Wyckoff, to a corner in fence of said road, and 
Amwell avenue ; from thence in a southerly direction across 
lands of said John V. C. Wyckoff, John B. Welsh and 
Henry V. D. Garretson, to a point in line of fence of Henry 
V. D. Garretson and Cornelius T’. Hoagland, and designated 
by an iron stake driven in the ground under said fence ; 
from thence in a westerly direction along the line of said 
lands of Henry V. D. Garretson and Cornelius T. Hoag- 
land to the bank of the Delaware and Raritan Canal; froin 
thence along the line of said canal to the place of begin- 
ning, 

2. And be it enacted, That the freeholders who are also 
residents of the said town as above bounded and limited, 
shall make and hold an election in said town on the first 
Monday of May next, and on the first Monday of May in 
each and every year thereafter, at which election there shall 
be chosen, by a plurality of votes cast, five of the freeholders 
of the said town, who shall be denominated the board of 
commissioners of East Millstone, and shall be a body 
corporate, and by that name they and their successors in 
office may sue and be sued, make contracts and agreements, 
make regulations and ordinances, and impose penalties not 
exceeding fifty dollars in amount, for the purpose of carry- 
ing out and effecting the objects and purposes of this act. 

3. And be it enacted, That the first election of said com- 
missioners shall be held at the house of Charles Smith, in 
said town, and subsequent elections shall be held at such 
place in said town as, by resolution of the board of commis- 
sioners for the time being shall be appointed; of which 
subsequent elections such board shall give two weeks’ 
notice, by five advertisements conspicuously posted in five 
of the most public places in said town, under the direction 
of said board; that said election shall be by ballot, and 
shall be opened at five o’clock in the afternoon, and closed 
at seven in the evening of the same day; that of the free 
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holders present at the opening of the polls, there shall be 
chosen by the electors then present, a judge and clerk of 
election, who shall conduct the same in the manner that 
township elections are conducted, by ballot, which officers 
of election shall possess the same powers and be subject 
to the same duties and restrictions as the officers of town- 
ship elections are subject to: and that, at the close of said 
polls, the said judge and clerk of election shall canvass the 
votes cast, and publicly declare who have been chosen, and 
shall make out under their hands, and deliver to the com- 
missioners so chosen, a certificate of their election, which 
certificate shall be recorded in the minutes of the proceed- 
ings of said board. 

4. And be it enacted, That the commissioners so chosen 


shall, at one of the meetings of said board, as soon after « 


their election as may be practicable, elect from their num- 
ber a president, secretary, and treasurer; that the first 
meeting of said board shall be held on the Monday next 
succeeding their election, at seven o’clock in the evening, 
at the place where such elections should be held, and that 
subsequent meetings may be held at such times and places 
as the board may determine; that meetings of said board 
may be called by the president, or in his absence or dis- 
ability by the treasurer, upon two weeks’ notice by two or 
more printed or written notices put up in conspicuous 
places, which meeting so called may be publicly adjourned 
to another time and place without further advertisement; 
that the treasurer shall give his bond to said board, with 
satisfactory sureties, in such amount as they may require for 
the faithful performance of his office, and shall render 
annually, and as often as required by resolution of the 
board, an account of all moneys received and disbursed by 
him, and shall pay out no moneys except upon resolution of 
the board, upon bills countersigned by the president; that 
the secretary shall keep a minute of the proceedings of said 
board, and record the same in a book provided for that 
purpose. 

d. Jind be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful 
for the said board of commissioners to have the general 
supervision, management and control of the public streets, 
sidewalks and roads of said town, and of all public commons 
therein or adjoining thereto, and of the fire engines and all 
apparatus for the suppression of fires, belonging to said 
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town; and for this purpose may by resolutions or ordi- 
nances, make all needful rules and regulations for the pro- 
motion and advancement of the interest of said town, touch- 
ing and concerning the matters above mentioned ; and more 
particularly, that ‘they may by such resolutions or ordi- 
nances cause the streets and roads of said town, or such 
parts thereto as they may deci advisable, to be graded, 
graveled, or otherwise to be improved and repaired, and 
to prevent and cause to be removed all obstructions thereon, 
so that they may be kept open to the width at which they 
were laid out by the surveyors of the highways, or by any 
deed, donation or dedication thereof, by the original owner 
or owners thereof; and also that they may fix “and deter- 
inine the width, grade and construction of the sidewalks of 
said town, aud cause the same, or such part thereof as they 
may deem necessary, to be paved, flageed, bricked, eraveled 
and curbed, or cither of them, at the expense of the several 
owner or owners of the aves property of said town 
ee said stdewalks; and in case any owner or owners 
shall neglect or refuse to comply with and carry out any 
a reculations ov ordinances touching the sidewalks in 
front of and opposite their improved lots of land, then that 
said commissioners may canse the same to be done and car- 
ried out by their workmen, laborers or agents, keeping a 
particular account of the expense attending the same, to 
and with reference to the several owners of such improved 
lots respectively ; and in default of payment of such expenses 
by any such owner or owners, then the said board of com- 
missioners, by their above mentioned title of ofice, may sue 
for and recover the same in any court of competent juris- 
diction, which moneys when recovered shall be by them 
apphed to carry out the purposes of this act; and the said 
comiissioners shall have power to canse to be constructed, 
enlarged, repaired and extended any culverts, sewers, drains 
or ditches i in or along any of said streets or roads, and therein 
or thereby to direct, receive and discharge the drainage of 
said streets and roads, with reference to the greatest public 
convenience, and doing the least private injury possible. 

6. And be if enacted, That no compensation shall be paid 
to any of said commissioners for their services; that they 
shall not have power to levy any tax or make any assess- 
inent upon the owners of real estate or other inhabitants of 
said town, excepting only for the construction and repairs 
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of sidewalks against the several owners of improved property 
for the amount of the construction and repairs of such parts 
thereof as may lay in front of and adjoining to the improved 
property of such respective owner or owners; that the taxes 
which shall hereafter be assessed, levied and collected upon 
and from the taxable inhabitants of said town, and upon the 
real estate therein, for roads, or for the improvement or 
repairs of roads, by the officers of the township of Franklin. 
shall not be applied to the roads without the boundaries of 
said town; but that the assessor and collector of the said 
township shall hereafter assess and collect upon and from 
the taxable inhabitants of said town, and on all lands liable 
to be taxed therein, the road tax which shall have been 
ordered to be raised at the previous annual township elec- 
tion, In the same manner as the same have been heretofore 
assessed, levied and collected; and it shall be the duty of 
the collector or collectors of said township to pay over the 
amount of the road tax by hin or them received, which 
shall have been assessed and collected upon the taxable 
inhabitants of said town, and upon all lands liable to be 
taxed therein, to the treasurer of the said commissioners, 
to be expended and applied by them in carrying out the 
purposes of this act, and for this purpose the said assessor 
of said township shall by some convenient mark in_ his 
duplicate, designate the road taxes of the taxable inhabi- 
tants of said town, and in case of any dispute respecting 
such designation, or of the apportionment of said taxes, the 
same shall be determined by the commissioners of appeal in 
cases of taxation of said township. 

7. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed and 
taken in all courts and places to be a public act, and shall 
take effect immediately.

A Further Supplement to the act entitled « An Act to incor- 
porate the city of Millville,” approved February twenty- 
sixth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six. 


1, Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of School prop- 
the State of New Jersey, That the tracts of land, school houses city limite 
and other property now belonging to and vested in the corporation 
school districts or the several boards of trustees of the school ~ 
districts within the limits of the city of Millville, shall be 
and hereby are vested in the corporation of said city, and 
that the common council of said city shall have power to 
hold the same, and to raise money for the preservation and 
repair thereof, and to purchase other land and build school 
houses thereon, as may from time to time be required for the 
use of the public schools of said city ; and all actions brought 
in any court against any person or body corporate for dama- 
ges for or on account of any injury to any school property 
in said city, shall be in the name of the mayor and common 
council of the city of Millville. 
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2. And be it enacted, That at the next annual election for 
city officers in the said city of Millville, there shall be 
elected three school trustees in each ward of said city, and 
the said trustees shall constitute the board of education of 
the city of Millville, and the said trustees shall at their first 
meeting after their election, arrange themselves by lot into 
three classes to hold their offices, one class, consisting of one 
trustee from each ward for one year; one class, consisting 
of one trustee from each ward for two years; and one class 
for three years from that time; and afterwards there shall 
be annually elected three trustees, one in each ward to hold 
their offices for three years, and the said board of education 
shall have power in case of any vacancy to fill the same, 
until the next annual election. 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the said 
board of education to select and employ teachers duly 
licensed by the board of examiners: to fix the salaries of all 
teachers employed; to remove any teacher for conduct pre- 
judicial to the school system of the city; to organize the 
public schools of the said city in such way as shall best pro- 
mote their efficiency, and to control regulate and manage 
the same; to admit to said public schools, under such rules 
and regulations as the board may adopt, any child from the 
age of five to eighteen, inclusive, whose parents or guardians 
reside in said city; and such other children as are under the 
charge and control of a resident of said city, but nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to prohibit the admission 
of persons more than eighteen years of age to such evening 
schools as the board may from time to time establish ; to pro- 
vide school furniture, books, stationery, fuel and such other 
articles for the maintenance of said public schools as may be 
necessary; to draw from the moneys which shall be raised 
for the purposes of public instruction in said city, such sums 
as may be required to defray the necessary current expenses 
of the board incurred under the provisions of this act, but at 
no time to exceed the amount appropriated for such ex- 
penses; to dispose of personal property under the charge of 
the board when it may be deemed for the interest of the 
schools of the city so to do, the proceeds of the sale of such 
property to be paid into the city treasury; to visit every 
public school in said city at least four times in each year, 
and advise and consult with the teachers; to prepare and 
transmit to the common council of said city, on or before the 
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first day of July in each and every year, a certified state- 
ment of the amount of money considered by the board of 
education to be necessary for the support of the public 
schools under its charge in said city for the ensuing year, 
which statement shall particularly specify the sums required 
under the respective heads of salaries of teachers and janitors,

other evidences of indebtedness which may be given by

An Act to provide for the Transcribing of certain Deeds 
and other Official Records relating to lands now in the

1, Beir enacted by the Senate and General Assembly of authorising 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall be the duty of the ee 
board of chosen freeholders of the county of Passaic to have {enscived 
all deeds, partitions and conveyances now on record in the °"" 
office of the surveyor general, of Kast Jersey, at Perth 
Amboy, and in the offices of the clerk and the register of 
deeds of the county of Essex, and in the office of the clerk 
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of the county of Bergen, which relate to or affect lands now 
situate in the county of Passaic, together with the acknow- 
ledgments or proofs of execution thereof, and the entry of 
the time when the same were received to be recorded, 
transcribed by the said surveyor general, register and clerks, 
under the direction and supervision of the clerk of the 
county of Passaic, in a good fair hand, in suitable books to 
be provided by the said board for that purpose; which 
books shall each be certified by the said surveyor reneral, 
register and clerks respectively, under their respective 
hands and official seals, to contain true and complete copies 
from the records in their respective offices of the deeds, par- 
titions and conveyances therein transcribed. 

2. And be it enacted, That where reference is made in any 
of such records so transcribed to any map, a tracing shall 
be made of such map and filed in the office of the clerk of 
the county of Passaic, who shall keep a separate index of 
such copied maps. 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
board of chosen freeholders of the county of Passaic to 
cause the registry of all mortgages registered in the offices 
of the register of deeds and the clerk of the county of 
Essex, and the clerk of the county of Bergen, before Feb- 
ruary twenty-cighth, one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
seven, and which are uncanceled of record, and which relate 
to or affect lands in the county of Passaic, to be transcribed 
by the aforesaid officers, at length, under the direction and 
supervision of the clerk aforesaid, with the entry of the 
time when the same were lodged to be registered, in suit- 
able books to be provided for the purpose by the said board, 
each of which books shall be certified by the said officers 
respectively, to be true copies of the registry of said mort- 
gages so transcribed; and the cancellation of any mortgage 
so transcribed may be made and entered in such books by 
the clerk of the county of Passaic, as if it had been origin- 
ally registered in his office. 

4, And be it enacted, That said transcripts of deeds and 
mortgages shall contain in the margin opposite to such deed 
or mortgage, the designation of the office and the book and 
the page thereof, from which it shall be taken; and such 
transcripts shall, when completed, be placed in the ollice and 
custody of the clerk of the county of Passaic, who shall at 
the expense of the county cause proper indexes to be made 
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thereof; and when se deposited all persons shall be entitled, 
at proper times, to have access to the same, and shall be 
entitled to copies thereof, upon paying for searches and 
copies such fees as are allowed by law, for the same services 
in searching and copying the records of deeds and mort- 
gages recorded in said clerk’s office. 

5. .Ind be it enacted, That the said transcripts of deeds 
and mortgages, and certified copies thereof, under the hand 
and official seal of the clerk of the county of Passaic, shall be 
evidence in the same manner as the original books from 
which the transcripts were made, or copies certified by the 
officers in whose custody such original books are respec- 
tively. 

6. And be zit enacted, That when the board of chosen free- 
holders of the county of Passaic shall require the aforesaid 
transcripts to be made, and shall furnish the proper books 
therefor, the officers in whose custody such original records

good and sufficient deed for conveying the same, and to col- 
lect and receive all money due said district and invest the 
same in bonds of the United States, state of New Jersey, 
county of Union or city of Hlizabeth, and yearly appropriate 
the interest of said money in procuring public scientific lec- 
tures in said district; that the said Jonathan M. Ropes’ 
term of office shall expire on the first day of April, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-four, Samuel L. Moore on the first day 
of April, eighteen hundred and seventy-five, and Luther T. 
Hand on the first day of April, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six ; and on the first day of April, eizhteen hundred 
and seventy-four, and on the first day of April in each and 
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every year thereafter, the mayor of the city of Elizabeth 
shall appoint one trustee, a resident in the territory of said 
school district, to hold office for the period of three years;

liable to repair and maintain said bridge, shall neglect the 
same, and said bridge shall beeome unsafe and dangerous, 
it shall be lawful for the committee on bridges of the board 
of chosen freeholders of Hudson county, to give notice to 
the president of said corporation or their lessees hable to 
repair said bridge, to the eflect that said bridge must be put 
in a good state of repair in thirty days from the service of 
said notice, and if said corporation or their lessees fail to 
repair said bridge within said thirty days, it shall be the 
duty of the said committee on bridges, to report their action 
to the board of chosen freenolders of said county, who shall 
have authority to order said bridge to be put in a good state 
of repair, nnder the direction of said committee on bridges, 
and when the expense thereof shall be ascertained it shall 
be lawful for the county collector to pay the same; and it 
shall be the duty of said hoard of chosen freeholders, to 
serve on the president of said company or their lessees, a 
certified copy of the cost of said repairs, and said corpora- 
tion or their lessees shall be liable to pay the same to the 
county collector, within thirty days after service of said 
certified bill; and if said corporation or their lessees shall 
fail to make said payment within said thirty days, it shall 
be lawful for the board of chosen freeholders to sue and 
recover from said corporation or their lessees in any of the 
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courts of this state having jurisdiction of the same, in an 
action of assumpsit the money so paid out and expended for 
the use of said corporation or their lessees in making said 
repairs, with costs of suit. 

2. And be it enacted, That for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing and deciding whether any bridge owned by a railroad, 
canal, or other private corporation or their lessees is fit and 
safe for public use, all such bridges are hereby put under the 
supervision of the committee on bridges of the board of 
chosen freeholders of said county: and when any corpora- 
tion owning or leasing the franchises of any such corpora- 
tion owning said bridges is a foreign corporation, and the 
president of said corporation does not reside in this state, 
it shall be lawful to serve the notice and certified copy of 
the bill of repairs mentioned in the first section of this act, 
on such president by mailing the same, postage paid, directed 
to the chief or head office of such corporation, and to pub- 
lish the same for four weeks, once a week, in one of the 
daily papers of Jersey City; provided, that the notice and 
certified copy of the bill of repairs under the first section of 
this act may be served upon the president of any corpora- 
tion of this state, personally, or by leaving the same at his 
place of residence, with any member of his family, or upon 
the secretary of the company at their chief office in this 
state.

purchasing, holding and conveying any estate, real or per- 
sonal, for the public use of the said corporation, and that the 

said ‘the town of Harrison,” and their successors shall, by 
virtue of this act, become and be absolutely and completely 
vested with, possess and enjoy all the lands, tenements, here- 
ditaments, property, rights, causes of action and estate what- 
soever, both in law and equity, in posession or remainder or 
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reversion, which, at the time of the passage of the original 
charter of the said town of Harrison, were vested in or 
belonged to the inhabitants of the town of Harrison, in 
their corporate capacity as then incorporated by the name 
of «The Inhabitants of the Township of Harrison, in the 
county of Hudson,’ according to such estate and interest, 
as the said « the inhabitants of the township of Harrison in 
the county of Hudson,” at the time of the passage of the 
original charter of the town of Harrison had, or of right 
ought to have had in the same, or which since that time have 
become vested in and belonging to the said town of Harrison 
in their corpcrate capacity; and the said territory of said 
town shall be divided into four (4) wards, the boundaries of 
which shall be described as follows: 

I. All that part of said town, bounded as follows: begin- 
ning at a point in the eentre of the Passaic river, on a line 
with the centre of Harrison avenue, thence along the centre 
of said river to the Kearny line; thence along the said line 
toa point at right angles with the centre line of Second 
street; thence along the centre line of Second street to a 
point at right angles with the centre line of Harrison avenue; 
thence along the centre line of Harrison avenue to the place 
or point of beginning, shall constitute the First Ward of 
said town ; 

LL. All that part of said town bounded as follows: begin- 
ning at a point in the centre line of Harrison avenue at right 
angles with the centre line of Third street, then along the 
centre line of Third street straight to the Passaic river ; 
thence following the centre line ‘of said river toa point at 

right angles with the centre line of Harrison avenue; thence 
along the centre line of said avenue to the point or place of 
beginning, shall constitute the Second Ward of said town; 

III. All that part of said town bounded as follows: he- 
ginning at a point on Harrison avenue at right angles with 
the centre line of Third street; thence along the centre line 
of Third strect straight to the Passaic river; thence along 
the centre line of said river to the Kearny line; and thence 
along said Kearny line to the centre Jine of Harrison avenue; 
thence along the centre line of said avenue to the point or 
place of beginning, shall constitute the Third Ward of said 
town ; 

ITV. All the residue of the said town shall constitute the 
Fourth Ward of said town. 
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2. nd be vt enacted, That the comnion council of said 
town shail consist of two councilmen in and for each of the 
wards of said town, who shal! be divided into two classes. 
one of which councilmen in each ward shall hold office for 
one year, and one for two years: and each of the wards of 
said town shall, at each annual election, elect one person as 
common councilman who shall serve as such for the space of 
two years; provided, nevertheless, that the two councilmen 
now holding over by virtue of their election at the last an- 
nual charter election, shall continue to represent the several 
wards of said town in which they reside until their term of 
office shall expire; no councilman shall receive any salary 
or pay for their services as such councilmen. 

3. And be tt enacted, That the board of education of said 
town of Harrison shall consist of four school trustees; that 
is to say, one school trustee in and for each ward, who shall 
be elected at each annual charter election, and who shall 
hold office for the space of one year; provided, nevertheless, 
that the present school trustees who hold over by virtue of 
their election to such office at the last annual charter elec- 
tion shall represent the several wards in which they now 
reside until their term of office shall expire. 

4. ind be wt enacted, ‘That the other officers of said town 
shall consist of a town clerk, one assessor, a collector of 
taxes, one overseer of the poor, two poundkeepers, one chosen 
freeholder, two surveyors of the highways; all of whom shall 
hold office for the term of one year, except said town clerk, 
who shall be elected for two years, and shall receive two 
hundred dollars per annum, and no more, and do all the du- 
ties required of him by this act, except those specified by 
section fifty-three; said assessor shall receive one hundred 
and fifty dollars per annum; the collector of taxes one hun- 
dred dollars per annum, and fees for collection as mentioned 
in section fifty-two; and the ward officers in and for each ward 
of said town shall consist of one constable, one commissioner 
of appeal in cases of taxation, two inspectors of election, one 
school trustee, one clerk of election; provided, nevertheless, 
that the town clerk shall act as clerk of election for the ward 
in which he resides, and in which ward no special clerk of 
election shall be elected; which officers shall be elected

townships now receive; all said officers, including the coun- 
cilmen and school trustees, shall be elected by ballot on the 
second Tuesday of April, in each year, in the same manner 
as township officers are now elected.

XXVIII. To establish regulate and control a day and 
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wight police, and to regulate and define tie manner of their 
appointment and removal, their duties and their compensa- 
tion ; 

To estadlish, regulate and control a fire depart- 
ment; to regulate and define the manuer of the appoint- 
ment and removal of the officers and members of the fire 
department, their duties and their compensation; to provide 
fire engines and other apparatus, and engine houses, and 
other places for keeping and preserving the same, and to 
provide water for extinguishing fires; 

AXX, To regulate and control the manner of building 
dwelling houses and other buildings, and to prohibit within 
certain limits, to be from time to time prescribed by ordi- 

nances, the building of any dwelling house, stores, stable, 
or other building of wood or other combustible inaterials : 
to regulate the construction of chimneys and to compel the 
sweeping thereof; to prevent the setting up or construction 
of furnaces, stoves, boilers, ovens or other things in such a 
manner as to be dangerous: to prohibit the deposit of ashes 
in unsafe places; to authorize any town oificer, or person or 
persons, whom they may designate for that purpose, to ex- 
amine and inspect by day any place or places, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether the same is or are in a safe 
ence and if not to direct or cause the same to be made 

0; to regulate or prohibit the carrying on of inanufactories 
pace in causing or promoting fires; to regulate or 
prohibit the manufacture, sale or use of fire-works and the 
use of fire-arms in said town; to regulate or prohibit the 
keeping, selling and conveying gunpowder, camphene, spirit 
gas and other dangerous materials, and the use of lights in 
barns, stables and other buildings; to raze or demolish any 
building or erection when necessary to prevent the exten- 
sion of a conflagration, and to provide for the ascertain- 
ment and payinent of just compensation to owners of prop- 
erty destroyed in such cases; to require atl such other and 
further acts to be done, and to regulate or prohibit the doing 
all sach other and further acts as they may deem proper, to 
prevent the occurrence of and to provide for the extinguish- 
ment of fires in said town ; 

XXXI. To level, grade, curb and pave, flag or gravel the 
sidewalks in any street, highway, lane or alley, to prescribe » 
the manner in which the said work shall be performed, and 
to cause the expense thereof to be assessed on the adjoining 
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lots, whether improved or unimproved, and collected in the 
same manner as for regulating, grading and paving streets ; 

XXXII. To direct the digging down, draining, filling up 
or fencing of lots, pieces or parcels of ground in all cases 
where such digging down, draining, filling up or fencing is 
necessary to prevent or abate a nuisance, to prescribe the 
manner in which the said work shall be performed, and to 
cause the expense thereof to be assessed on such lots, pieces 
or parcels of ground, whether improved or unimproved, and 
coliected in the same manner as for regulating, grading and 
paving streets; but no special ordinance shall be introduced 
to authorize or compel the performance of any work or 
improvement mentioned in this or the last preceding sub- 
division or paragraph of this section until public notice 
shall be given of the intention of the common council to 
cause such work or improvement to be done and performed, 
and to that end it shall be the duty of the town clerk, by 
direction of the common council, to give notice by posting 
the same in five of most public places in said town of Har- 
rison, and publishing the same in a newspaper circulating 
in said town for the space of ten days, of the intention of 
the common council to cause such work or improvement to 
he done and performed, briefly describing such work or 
improvement and requesting such persons as may object 
thereto to present their objections in writing at the town 
clerk’s office on or before the expiration of ten days from 
the date of such notice, and at any time thereafter the com- 
mon council may proceed to consider such special ordinance 
as aforesaid ;

To fix and determine a reasonable compensa- 
tion to be paid to any oflicer of said town, or other person 
employed by said common council for any service required 
by this act, or by any ordinance or resolution passed by said 
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common council for which no specific fee or compensation is 
provided by this act. 

23. And be it enacted, That the common council shall 
have power to make, establish, alter, modify, amend and 
repeal all such other ordinances, rules, regulations and 
by-laws not contrary to the laws of this state or of the 
United States, as they may deem necessary, to carry into 
effect the powers and duties conferred and imposed on them 
by this act or by any other law of this state. 

24, And be it enacted, That in all cases when by the pro- 
visions of this act the common council have authority to 
pass ordinances on any subject, they may prescribe a penalty 
or penalties for the violation thereof, either by imprison- 
ment not exceeding ten days or by fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars, to be recovered with costs in an action of debt in 
the name of “the town of Harrison” for the use of the said 
town, before the police justice thereof or a justice of the 
peace in and for the county of Hudson, in which action the 
first process may be either by warrant or summons, and in 
which action it shall be lawfnl to declare gencrally in debt 
fur such penalty and give the special matter in evidence ; 
and further, it shall be lawful for any such justice before 
whom judgment of imprisonment shall be given, to carry 
such judgment into effect by warrant of commitment, under 
his hand and seal directed to the keeper of the common jail 
‘of the county of Hudson; the book of records of the ordi- 
nances of the town of Harrison shall be taken and received 
as evidence of the passage, according to law, of all ordi- 
nances duly recorded therein; and further, any volume of 
ordinances printed by authority of the common council 
shall in like manner be taken and received as evidence of 
the due passage thereof, and the publication of the said 
ordinances according to law shall in all cases be presumed 
to have been made until the contrary is proved. 

25. And be it enacted, That the common council shall 
have power to borrow money from time to time for the pur- 
poses of purchasing street lamps and real estate and for 
erecting thereon a town hall, not exceeding in the whole the 
sum of fifteen thousand dollars, and to secure the payment 
thereof by bond or other instrument under their common 
seal and the signature of the president of said common 
‘council of said town, payable in twenty years from date 
and to provide by tax for the payment thereof; but, not- 
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withstanding the limitation aforesaid, it shall be lawful for 
the common council to make temporary loans, for a period 
not exceeding, with any renewals thereof, one year, and to 
secure the payment thereof in manner aforesaid, which loans 
shall only be in anticipation of town taxes and of assess- 
ments for laying out and opening, straightening, altering or 
widening any street, road, highway or alley, and for the 
constructing of sewers and the regulating, grading and 
paving of streets and sidewalks, and shall not exceed the 
amount of such anticipated assessments and taxes. 

26. And be wt enacted, That the town clerk shall he the 
clerk of the common council. he shall keep accurate minutes 
of the procecdings of the cominon council and shall perform 
such other duties as may be prescribed for him by said com- 
mon council. 

27. And be it enacted, That the town clerk shall in addi- 
tion to the duties required of him by this act or any other 
act of this state, be clerk at said annual town election at 
such polling place as is herein elsewhere directed, and the 
said town clerk shall have charge of all the records, books 
and documents of the town except when the common coun- 
cil shall otherwise direct; he shall keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of the common council, he shall engross all the 
ordinanees of the common council in a book provided for 
that purpose, with proper indices, which book shall be 
deemed a public record of such ordinances, and each ordi- 
nance shall be signed in said book by the president or acting 
president of the said common council and said clerk ; copies 
of all papers duly filed in bis office and transcripts thereof, 
and of the records and proceedings of the common council 
and copies of the laws or ordinances of said town, certified 
by him,under the corporate seal of said town, shall be 
evidence in all courts and places. 

28. And be it enacted, That the said assessor shall form 
part of the board of assessors of the county of Hudson, and 
have the like vote in said board which the assessors of town- 
ships or cities may have bv the laws of this state. 

29. And be it enacted, That every constable of said town 
shall, hefore he enters upon the duties of his office, take and 
subscribe before the town clerk an oath or affirmation in the 
form prescribed fur constables of townships by the aet 
entitled « An Act incorporating the inhabitants of townships. 
designating their powers and regulating their meetings,” or 
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any supplement thereto, using the word “ town” instead of 
the word “ township ” and said clerk shall endorse on said 
oath or affirmation the day and year on which the same was 
taken and subscribed, and file the said oath or affirmation 
and endorsement thereon in his office, and every constable 
of said town before he enters upon the execution of the 
duties of his office, shall enter into bond to “ the town of Conall to 
Harrison,’ with one or more sureties, to be approved by the 
said common council, in such sum as said common council 
shall direct, in the form as near as may be prescribed by 
the act entitled “ An act respecting constables ;” which 
bond shall be delivered to the town clerk, who 1 is hereby 
directed and required to record and file the same in his 
office, and all suits or actions on such bonds shall be con- 
ducted and prosecuted in the manner prescribed by law in 
such cases. 

30. And be it enacted, That every councilman shall have (onnges® 
the power, and it shall be his duty, without warrant, to Pygs ds 
arrest or cause to be arrested any person engaged in hig Public peace. 
presence in disturbing the public peace or violating any law 
of this state or ordinance of the town for the preservation 
of the peace or of good order or of morality, and to bring 
or cause such person to be brought before the police justice 
or other justice of the peace, to be dealt with according to 
law. 

dl. And be it enacted, That the common council shall, at Apaval

invested with and possess all the power of a special police 
justice in and for said town of Harrison, and shall be 
entitled to use and exercise the like power, authority and 
jurisdiction, in all criminal matters and complaints arising 
in said town, as the justices of the peace in and for the 
several counties of this state are or may be entitled by law 
to use and exercise, and liable to the like penalties; all 
actions for the violation of any ordinances of said town, 
shall be instituted before such police justice, and to him 
shall all complaints of criminal offences committed in said 
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town be made, unless the emergencies of the said police 
justice shall otherwise require. 

35. And be it enacted, That unless when otherwise 
directed, all actions or proceedings before such police 
justice, under the provisions of this act, shall, as nearly as 
may be, be regulated by the provisions of and conducted in 
the manner prescribed in and by an act entitled “ An Act 
‘constituting courts for the trial of small causes” and the 
several supplements thereto, and that the court, held by 
such police justice in and for the said town of Harrison, 
shall be a court of record, and vested for the purposes 
mentioned in this act, with all such power as 1s usual in 
courts of record of this state; and said police justice shall 
have full power and lawful authority, upon such complaints 
and trials, to carry out and put in execution any and all pun- 
ishments, by way of fine, penalty, imprisonment or otherwise, 


as are or may be imposed by such ordinances or by the laws 


of the state of New Jersey, by judgment and execution 
against the goods and chattels, or the bodies of parties con-

37. And be it enacted, That such police justice shall be 
empowered on oath, affirmation or affidavit, made according 
to law and filed in his office, that any person or persons has 
or have been guilty of a violation of any of the ordinances 
of the said town, to issue a process either in the nature of a 
warrant or a summons against the person or persons so 
charged, which process shall, when in the nature of a war- 
rant, be returnable forthwith, and when in the nature of a 
summons be returnable in not less than five nor more than 
fifteen days, that such process shall siate what ordinance the 
defendant or defendants named therein has or have violated, 
when and in what manner the same has been violated, and 
that on the return of such process or at the time to which

39. And be it enacted, That all fines and penalties for the 
violation of ordinances of said town of Harrison, shall be 
paid to said police justice, and his receipt shall be sufficient 
discharge for such payment. 

40, And be it enacted, That all fines and penalties received 
by said police justice for the violation of said ordinances, 
shall, amen after the receipt thereof by said police 


justice, be paid by him to the treasurer of said town of Har- 


rison. 

41. And be tt enacted, That the said police justice shall 
keep a docket of all complaints made before him and of all 
suits and trials commenced, instituted and held before and 
by him, in which he shall enter truly and faithfully all 
matters and proceedings touching and concerning such com- 
plaints, suits and trials, and said docket shall at all proper 
and reasonable times be open to the inspection and exami- 
nation of said common council or any of the members 
thereof; the said police justice shall also carefully file and 
preserve all complaints and papers connected with any com- 
plaints, suits or trials made, instituted or held by or before 
him and he shall also quarterly, at the first meetings of the 
said common council in the months of January, April, July 
and October, make a true and correct report of all his pro- 
ceedings as such police justice.

For the payment of the interest upon the town debt 
and upon temporary loans and such part of the principal 
thereof as may be due and payable ; 

XII. For the contingent expenses of the town and for all 
other objects and purposes authorized by this act. 

43. And be it enacted, That such sum or sums of money, 
as may be necessary for the purposes of the said town of 
Harrison, or for county or state purposes, shall be assessed 
by the assessor and co.lected by the collector of the said 
town in the manner in which the taxes of the county of 
Hudson are assessed and collected, except that so mucn of 
the said taxes, as may be raised for lighting the streets of 
the town, shall be assessed and collected upon and from all 
persons residing and lands located within the district of said 
town to be established, from time to time, by an ordinance 
of the common council and to be called the lamp district of the 
said town, which taxes, when collected, shall be paid to the 
treasurer of the said town and be subject to the order of 
said common council. 

44, And be it enacted, That the said assessor of said town, 
in making his assessments as now provided by law, is hereby 
directed and required to assess all lands, tenements, 
hereditaments and real estate, whether said lands and real 
estate be improved or not, in the names of the owners thereof 
respectively, and to designate the same by the street where 
situate, and by the number thereof, when the same is num- 
bered, and if not numbered or not situate on any street, then 
by such other short description as will be sufficient to ascer- 
tain the location and extent thereof; that only one assess- 
nent shall be made on any improved lot, together with un-

improved lands adjacent thereto and connected therewith 
and belonging to the saine owner or owners and that the 
said assessor shall, when maps are provided for that purpose 
by the common council, make his assessments as nearly as 
may be according to such maps. 

45. And be it enacted, That the said assessor shall make 
his assessments before the twentieth day of July, in each 
year hereafter, and shall make such assessments according 
to law, and in such a manner that the same shall be in all 
respects on all property in the said town, whether real or 
personal, as just and as nearly equal as possible, which 
assessments shall be the assessments for the said town of 
WYarrison, subject as heretofore to the action of the commis- 
sioners of appeals in case of taxation; and, within ten days 
after making his assessment, he shall make a report thereof, 
in all respects, to the said common council. 

46. And be at enacted, That any assessment of taxes here- 
after to be made in the town of Harrison against any per- 
son or persons shall be and remain a lien on all the lands 
and real estate of such person or persons within the said 
town for the amount of such assessment, with interest thereon 
and all costs and fees for the space of two years from the 
twentieth day of July of the year in which said assessment 
shall be made, and any assessment of taxes hereafter made 
upon any lands and real estate within the said town sltall be 
and remain a lien upon such lands and real estate, with 
interest thereon as provided by this act, and all costs and 
fees for the space of two years from the twentieth day of 
July of the year in which such assessment shall be made, 
notwithstanding any devise, descent, alienation, mortgage 
or other incumbrance thereof, and notwithstanding any 
mistake in the name or names of the owner or owners, or 
omission to name the owner or owners of such lands and 
real estate, and any assessment of taxes in wliich such mis- 
take or omission occurs shall be valid and effectual in law, 
and if unpaid shall be returned in the list of delinquent 
taxes, and such lands and real estate may be proceeded 
against and sold in the manner provided by this act. 

AT. And be wt enacted, That the commissioners of appeals 
in cases of taxation in and for the said town shall meet 
annually on the third Tuesday in September in each year 
hereafter, to perform the duties required of them by law, at 
which time the said assessor shall be present. 
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48. And be it enacted, That such taxes shall bear interest 
at the rate of twelve per centum per annum from and after 
the twentieth day of December next after assessing the same, 
and the said collector, within ten days after the twentieth 
day of December in each and every year, shall make out a 
list of the names of all persons who shall then be delinquents 
in the payment of such tax, and deliver the same to said po- 
lice justice or to a justice of the peace in and for said county 
of Hudson, who immediately upon the receipt thereof shall 
administer to the collector returning the same the oath pre- 
scribed by the act entitled “An act concerning taxes,” and 
issue his warrant directed to the collector of arrears of taxes 
of the town of Harrison, containing a list of the names of 
the several persons and of the sums due from them respect- 
ively, either in figures or words at length, as the same shall 
have been returned to him as aforesaid, and shall thereby 
command the said collector of arrears of taxes to cause the 
said several sums of money, with interest thereon as afore- 
said and all lawful costs and fees, to be levied and made of 
the goods and chattels of the several persons therein named, 
and from whom the same are due respectively, by selling 
the same by public auction, giving at least four days’ notice 
of the time and place of such sale by advertisements set up 
in five public places in said town, and in case the said col- 
lector of arrears of taxes cannot find sufficient goods and 
chattels of said persons whereof the tax or taxes due from 
them respectively, with all costs and fees can be made, and 
in case there are no lands and real estate of said persons 
within the said town, then the said warrant shall further 
direct the said collector of arrears of taxes to take such 
further proceedings, to be set forth in said warrant, as are 
mentioned in the said act entitled “An act concerning taxes,” 
which warrant the said police or other justice before deliv- 
ery thereof to said collector of arrears of taxes shall record 
in his docket, and if said police justice or any justice of the 
peace of the said county of Hudson shall neglect or refuse 
to pertorm any duty required of him by this act, he shall for 
every such neglect or refusal forfeit and pay the sum of fifty 
dollars, to be sued for and recovered, with costs, in the name 
and for the use of the town of Harrison, before any court 
of competent jurisdiction, and for performing the duties 
required of him by this act the said justice shall receive 
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such fees as other justices are entitled to by law for per- 
forming like services. 

49. nd be tt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
said collector of arrears of taxes to execute, according to 
the command thereof, all warrants which shall be issued and 
delivered to him as aforesaid, to pay over from time to time, 
and at least once in each week, without delay, all moneys 
recelved by him to the treasurer of said town, and within 
sixty days from the date of any warrant directed and 
delivered to him, to make a full return and statement in 
writing, to the common council of said town of his proceed- 
ings on the same, setting forth particularly the amount of 
money received by him, the several sums then remaining 
unpaid, the names of the several persons then in arrear and 
ihe sums due from each respectively ; and on or before the 
first day of June next after receiving any warrant as fully 
as practicable to execute the same, and make return thereof 
to the justice who issued the same, with a full return of all 
his proceedings thereon, and at the same time, to make a 
full return and statement to the common council of said 
town, setting forth the amount of money received by him 
thereon since his first return and statement, the sums, if any 
remaining unpaid, the names of any persons still in arrears 
and the suins due from them respectively, which said return 
and statement shall be verified by the affidavit of the said 
colleetor of arrears of taxes; and in case there are no lands 
and real estate of said persons, within the said town, it shall 
be lawful for the justice who issued such warrant, or in case 
of his death, removal from office or other disability, for any 
justice of the peace residing in said county of Hudson, 
thereupon, to issue another warrant for the collection of 
the sum or sums remaining unpaid with interest, costs and 
fees, in the like form, and to be proceeded upon in the same 
manner as hereinbefore mentioned and so until the whole is 
collected. 

50. And be it enacted, That in case of a vacancy in the 
office of collector of arrears of taxes by removal, death or 
otherwise, the common council shall have power, at any 
time, to fill such vacancy and any warrant in the hands of 
said collector of arrears of taxes at the time any such 
vacancy occurs, may be executed in whole or in part, as the 
case may require, by his successor, and it shall be the duty 


of any collector of arrears of taxes, within twenty days ° 
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after being removed from office, or the expiration of the 
term of his appointment, to make a full return of his pro- 
ceedings upon any warrant or warrants in his hands to the 
justice or justices who issued the same, together with such 
warrant or warrants snd within the same time, to make and 
deliver to the common council of said town a full return 
and statement of his proceedings thereon, including all the 
particulars mentioned in the preceding section. 

51. and be it enacted, That the said collector of arrears 
of taxes shall be liable to the said « the town of Harrison” 
for the amount of taxes mentioned in any warrant directed 
and delivered to him under this act, with interest, or for 
such part thereof, as shall not have been paid to the trea- 
surer of said town on or before the first day of June next, 
after said collector of arrears of taxes shall receive said 
warrant, unless the deficiency happen without neglect, fraud, 
or default on his part, to be recovered with interest and 
costs, in an action of debt, or on the case, for so much 
money had and received by the said collector of arrears of 
taxes for the use of the said “the town of Harrison.” 

52, ind be it enacted, That if any tax shall remain unpaid 
after the twentieth day of December, it shall be the duty of 
the collector of arrears of taxes, to charge, collect and 
receive, in addition to the amount of said tax, interest 
thereon to be computed at the rate of twelve per centum per 
annum, from the said twentieth day of December, until the 
same is paid, and five per centum for collecting said tax and 
for the fees of such collection; such interest shall be paid 
over by said collector of arrears of taxes to the treasurer of 
said town, in like manner and at the same time as he may 
be required to pay over to said treasurer all the taxes by 
him collected, and in case the said collector of arrears of 
taxes shall neglect to charge, collect, and receive such tax 
and interest, he shall be hable therefor, and may be pro- 
ceeded against in an action of debt, before any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction for the collection thereof, unless he shall 
be unable to collect such tax and interest. 

53. nd be it enacted, That if any tax or any part thereof, 
or interest which hereafter shall be levied, assessed or 
imposed upon any lands, tenements, hereditaments or real 
estate in said town of Harrison, or the interest thereon, 
shall not be paid or satisfied before the twentieth day of 
December in each and every year, or if any assessment or 
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any part thereof which hereafter shall be levied, assessed, 
imposed or made upon any land, tenements, hereditaments 
or real estate in said town of Harrison, authorized by this 
act or the interest thereon, shall not be paid or satished 
within the time limited for the payment thereof by the 
seventy-third section of this act, then it shall and may be 
lawful for the common council to cause such lands, tene- 
ments, hereditaments or real estate to be sold by public 
auction for the shortest time not exceeding fifty years, for 
which any person will agree to take the same and pay such 
tax or assessment or the balance thereof remaining unpaid, 
with the interest thereon and all costs, charges and expenses, 
and to execute under the common seal of said town of Har- 
rison a declaraton of such sale to be signed by the president 
of the common council and the town clerk, and to deliver 
the same to the purchaser, and said purchaser his executors, 
administrators and assigns, shall by virtue thereof lawfully 
hold and enjoy the said lands, tenements, hereditaments and — 
real estate. for his and their own proper use, against the 
owner or owners thereof and all persons claiming under him 
or them until said term shall be completed and ended ; pro- 
vided, the said common council shall first have caused said 
sale to be advertised for at least sixty days in at least one 
public newspaper generally circulated in said town, and also 
by advertisements put up in at least five public places in 
said town, which advertisements shall shortly describe the 
said lands, tenements or real estate so that the same may be 
designated and understood and specify the amount of assess- 
ment or tax, and the recitals in such declaration of sale 
shall be evidence of the assessment, advertising and sale; 
and provided also, that the lands, tenements or real estate 
so sold may be redeemed by the owner, mortgagee, occupant 
or persons interested therein, or by any other person or per- 
sons for or in behalf of the owner, mortgagee or claimant 
of said lands, tenements or real estate at any time within 
two years after the sale for taxes or assessments or for both, 
by paying to the treasurer of the town for the use of said 
purchaser the purchase money, together with any other sum 
paid for tax or assessment which the said purchaser may 
have paid, chargeable on such lands, tenements or real estate 
and which he is hereby authorized to do, with interest 
thereon at the rate of fifteen per centum per annum in addi- 
tion thereto; and the certificate of the treasurer of the 
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town stating the payments and showing what lands, tene- 
ments or real estate such payment is intended to redeem, 
shall be evidence of such redemption; any mortgagee shall 
have power to redeem at any time until the expiration of 
the six months’ notice hereinafter specified; no mortgagee 
whose mortgage shall have been aul recorded before sale 
for any tax or assessment, shall be affected by such sale 
unless six months’ notice in writing shall have been given to 
him by the purchaser or those claiming under him, either 
personally or if not to be found in said town of Harrison, 

then by depositing such notice in the post office in said 
town, or if there be no post office in said town then in the 
one nearest thereto, directed to him at his last known place 
of residence or at the post office nearest thereto; and pro- 
vided, the said term for which any lands, tenements or real 
estate so sold as aforesaid shall not commence, nor shall said 
purchaser or those claiming under him have a right of pos- 
session to said lands, tenements or real estate until the two 
years limited for redemption of the same shall have expired ; 

and the said purchaser or those claiming under him shall, at 
the expiration of the time limited in such declaration of sale 
quit and surrender the said lands, tenements or real estate 
in as good state and condition as when he entered thereon, 
natural wear and accidents excepted; provided also, that 
the said sale may be adjourned or postponed from time to 
time, or suspended as the common council may direct; 
and provided, that if at any sale of lands, tenements or real 
estate for assessments or taxes the whole or any part thereof 
shall remain unsold for the want of purchasers, then it shall 
be lawful for the said town to purchase the said lands, tene- 
ments or real estate for the benefit of the town, subject to 
the same redemption as hereinbefore provided for ; provided 
also, that all moneys paid for the redemption of said lands, 
tenements or real estate as aforesaid, together with such 
taxes and assessments paid by any mortgagee, shall be a 
lien upon said lands, tenements or real estate for the amount 
so paid, with interest at the rate of seven per centum per 
annum, and such lien shall have the precedence over all 
other liens on said lands, tenements or real estate, and on 
foreclosure of any mortgage by such mortgagee redeeming, 
shall be directed to be made out of the said lands, and on 
sale of said lands under any such foreclosure, shall be paid

out of the proceeds of the sale; provided further, that a 
complete record of all taxes and assessments shall be kept 
in the town clerk’s office, which record shall contain the time 
when such assessments and taxes were laid, the time when 
they were paid, and, if the property has been sold therefor, 
the time of sale and to whom sold, and if redeemed, when 
and hy whom; it shall also be the duty of the town clerk to 
record in a book to be called * record of sales” all declara- 
tions of sales, and to give certificates of search in relation 
to liens to any person or persons applying for the same, and 
to cancel such declarations when the property for which they 
were given shall be redeemed, on certificate of the town 
treasurer of such redemption, and to file such certificate in 
the said clerk’s office; it shall be the duty of the treasurer 
to make out two certificates for all property redeemed, one 
for the person redeeming and one to be filed In the said 
clerk’s office, and for performing such duties the said clerk 
shall be entitled to the following fees in addition to his said 
salary: for making said search such pay as the clerk or reg-

buildings or other obstructions to be removed; but the 
power and authority herein granted shall not embrace any 
streets or avenues already opened, where the reports of 
costs, damages and expenses have been ratified, or upon 
which the common council have caused any improvements 
to be made.

1. Bert ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for the 
mayor and common council of the city of Newark to issue 
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bonds of said city, under their corporate seal and the signa- 
ture of said mayor, for an amount not exceeding one million 
five hundred thousand dollars, to be designated ‘ city im- 
provement bonds” bearing interest payable semi-annually, 
with coupons attached at a rate not exceeding seven per 
centum per annum, and payable at such time as may be 
fixed by the common council, pledging the credit and the 
whole property of the city for their payment, which bonds 
it shall be lawful for the said mayor and common council to 
sell at public or private sale upon such terms and condi- 
tions as the common council may prescribe;, the interest 
upon said bonds shall be paid by the city treasurer as it 
becomes due out of the moneys collected for assessments for 
improvements of the nature described in the second section 
of this act. 

2. And be it enacted, That the proceeds of the sale of the 
bonds above mentioned, together with the proceeds of the 
sales of the following issues of bonds of said city amounting 
to ove million dollars, heretofore authorized to be issued by 
law, to wit: bonds to the amount of three hundred thousand 
dollars, denominated ‘street improvement bonds,” and 
bonds to the amount of two hundred thousand dollars, de- 
nominated “ sewer bonds,” both issued under and by virtue 
of an act of the legislature of this state, approved February 
sixth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, entitled 
“ A further supplement to the act entitled an act to revise 
and amend the charter of the city of Newark, approved 
March eleventh, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven,” 
and bonds to the amount of five hundred thousand dollars 
denominated ‘street improvement and sewer bonds,” 
authorized by a further supplement to said act, approved 
January thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and sev- 
enty-one (the proceeds of the two last herein named issues 
of bonds, which have been heretofore sold, being repre- 
sented among the assets of said city by unpaid assessments 
due from individuals and corporations) and the aggregate 
amount of said issues being two millions, five hundred 
thousand dollars, shall be deemed and treated by the said 
common council as a capital or fund out of which shall be 
paid from time to time such obligations as have been or 
mmay be incurred by said city for improvements of all kinds 
ordered to be made by the common council in connection 
with streets, alleys, parks or sewers; all the financial busi- 
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ness of said city in any way connected with or growing out 
of the work and improvements above mentioned, shall be 
kept entirely separate and distinct from every other de- 
partment of the city business, and the said common council 
shall at no time, order any improvements of the above na- 
ture to be made, nor execute contracts for the same, nor 
incur debts therefor to a greater extent or amount than can 
be paid for out of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds 
authorized by the first section of this act, and the unpaid 
assessments actually due and owing to said city. 

3. Aind be zt enacted, That there shall be a department of 
the government of said city to be called the department of 
finance, which shall have a general control and supervision 
of all the financial concerns of said city and shall manage 
the saine according tolaw; all accounts rendered to or kept 
hy all officers of the city government shall be subject to the 
Inspection of said department, which shall-have power to 
make or cause to be made copies of all said accounts; the 
chief officer of said department shall be called the comp- 
troller of the city of Newark, who shall be a resident and 
elector in said city; the common council shall provide a 
suitable office and proper accommodations for said comp- 
troller; it shall be the particular duty of the comptroller to 
keep a record of all the revenues from all sources which 
may grow due to the city and to see that the same are col- 
lected promptly and according to law: in conjunction with 
and under the direction of the committee on finance of the 
common council he shall negotiate all city bounds that shall 
be authorized to be sold by law and deposit the proceeds 
thereof with the city treasurer; in the same manner he 
shall make temporary loans in anticipation of taxes and 
assessments, as provided in the thirty-fifth section of the act 
to which this is a supplement; he shall consult freely with 
the said committee and shall from time to time report any 
matter of a financial nature to the common council that 
requires attention, and suggest such action in relation thereto 
as he may deem expedient: he shall be appointed by the 
mayor (and not by an acting mayor) by and with the advice 
and consent of the common council, and shall hold his office 
for five years from the first day of January next preceding 
his appointment and until his successor is duly appointed 
and qualified; before entering upon the duties of his office he 
shall take and subscribe the oaths of office prescribed in the 
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twenty-fourth section of the act to which this is a supple- 
ment, and execute an official bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties, with such sureties as may be approved 
by the common council, in the sum of fifty thousand dollars, 
aud shall receive as a compensation for his services such 
sum as may be fixed by the common council, which shall be 
not less than three nor more than five thousand dollars per 
annuin, payable quarterly by the city treasurer; in case of 
a vacancy In said office from any cause, a new appointment 
shall be made for a full term as is hereinbefore directed ; 
until said vacancy shall be so filled the auditor of accounts 
shall act as such comptroller and perform all his duties 
under the direction of said finance committee; the comp- 
troller may be removed fur cause, on written charges to be 
served upon him, requiring him to appear before the com- 
mon council and answer the same, and he shall be heard 
before the common council in person or by attorney, and 
testimony may be given on the same general principles as in 
a court of law, the mayor shall preside on such trial but 
shall not vote; a two-thirds vote of all the members of the 
comnion council shall be necessary to effect his removal. 

4. And be it enacted, That as soon as the costs and 
expenses of Improvement which are to be assessed by the 
city surveyor, and of the costs, damages and expenses of 
any improvement which are to be assessed by commissioners 
on the owners of land and real estate, have been ascertained 
by the common council, the anditor of accounts shall pre- 
sent a full statement of the same to the comptroller, who 
shall see that the said assessments are made according to 
law, as soon as the nature of the ease will admit; whenever 
any assessinent shall be ratified by the common council such 
certificate shall be delivered to the comptroller, and such 
proceedings shall thereafter be immediately had and taken 
by him in relation to the collection of the same as are now 
by law imposed upon the city treasurer; sales of real estate 
for unpaid assessments shall as far as practicable be had by 
the comptroller within six months from the time of ratifica- 
tion of said assessments by the common council; the comp- 
troller shall keep full and accurate accounts of all matters 
pertaining to such assessments each by itself, and shall pre- 
sent to the common council monthly a full abstract of the 
same, which report shall be filed in the office of the auditor ; 
and at the end of each year he shall present to the common 
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council a general resume of the same, and of the indebted- 
ness of the city by bonds, or temporary loan certificates, in 
detail; whatever moneys shall be collected by the comp- 
troller in the performance of his duties as aforesaid shall be 
by him paid to the city treasurer on the same day of their 
receipt, with a statement of the particular assessment on 
account of which the payment is made, and the treasurer 
shall give him a receipt for the samc; the moneys received 
from the sale of the bonds authorized to be issued by this 
act, and the moneys received by the city treasurer from 
time to time for assessments upon real estate, shall not be 
used for nor applied to any use or purpose except for the 
payment of debts and expenses incurred by the common 
council in the prosecution of improvements authorized by 
law, the cost of which is to be assessed by the common 
council upon real estate, from time to time, or for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of the bonds mentioned 
in the second section of this act, and temporary loan bonds 
issued in anticipation of assessinents. 

d. And be it enacted, That interest shall be charged upon 
the collection of all assessments ratified by the common 
council, at the rate of seven per centum per annum until the 
real estate upon which any of said assessments is a lien, 
shall be sold according to law. 

6. And be it enacted, That the commissioners eppointed 
to make the assessments upon owners of land and real estate 
intended to be benefited by any proceeding heretofore taken, 
or which may he hereafter taken under the provisions of 
the act to which this is a supplement and the various other 
supplements thereto, shall commence as soon after their ap- 
pointment as is practicable to make said assessment, and 
shall proceed with the same notwithstanding that an appeal 
has been taken by any party from the award or assessment 
made for damages in eonnection with said improvement, and 
present the same to the common council for ratification, aud 
when the same shall be ratified the comptroller shalt pro- 
ceed to collect the same; and in case, by the final judgment 
of any court, any such award for damages shall be increased, 
the comptroller shalt thereupon in a summary manner pro- 
cced without notice to increase each of said assessments for 
benefits pro rata, so that the whole amount of such increase 
together with costs and expenses shall be equitably distri- 
buted upon the owners 30 assessed: and upon the same being 
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approved by the committee on assessments of the common 
council, the comptroller shall immediately proceed to collect 
the same in the manner provided in the case of an original 
assessment; in case by any such Judgment any such assess- 
ment shall be reduced the comptroller shall in like manner 
adjust the same, and upon filing his certificate in the office 
of the city treasurer the treasurer shall pay the same to the 
said owners on demand. 

7. And be wt enacted, That in case any assessment for 
benefits has been or shall be hereafter made in connection 
with any improvement, in the prosecution of which an 
award for damages has been or shall be made, the said 
award shall not be payable (except as is hereinafter men- 
tioned) until the assessment for benefits has been ratified by 
the common council, and only the difference between the 
same shall be payable to or by (as the case may be) the 
owner at the time of such settlement of any lot or premises 
so assessed, and interest upon such award for damages shall 
commence on the date of the ratification of said assessment 
for benefits; in case the city shall have taken possession of 
said lands and premises before the date of said ratification 
for benefits, said award shall be payable, and said interest 
commence on the date of said possession. 

8. And be it enacted, That whenever any work or im- 
provement ordered by the common council of the nature 
above described has been fully completed upon any portion 
or section of a street, the assessment for benefits may be 
ordered to be made at once by the common council, in their 
discretion, upon said portion of said street, and upon ratifi- 
cation of the same by the common council, the comptroller 
shall immediately proceed to collect the same according to 
law. 

9. And be it enacted, That if any assessment shall be 
reduced in part by the common council under the provisions 
of the one hundred and twelfth section of said last mentioned 
act, the comptroller, under the direction of the said com- 
mittee on assessments, shall increase the balance of said 
assessments pro rata, so that the aggregate of said assess- 
ment shall remain the same, and shall proceed to collect the 
same according to law. 


10, dnd be it enacted, That no appropriation shall be Estimate tor 
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under contract until ten days after such estimate shall be 
filed in the office of the city auditor. 

11. And be tt enacted, That all contracts and bonds given 
by contractors for sewer and street improvements shall be 
filed in the othce of the auditor of accounts, and the auditor 
shall refuse to sign a warrant for the payment of any bill or 
estimate, notwithstanding it may have passed the common 
council, that is not in strict accordance with the contract, 
and shall return the same to the common council at its next 
meeting thereafter, with a statement of his reasons for so 
doing, and of the variations of said bill or estimate from the 
contract. 

12. And be tt enacted, That the receiver of taxes shall, 
immediately after the twentieth day of January in each year, 
make a final return and statement to the comptroller of all 
unpaid taxes assessed against owners of real estate for the 
preceding year; the said comptroller shall thereupon pro- 
ceed at once to perform the duties now impcsed by law upon 
the city treasurer in relation to the collection of the same, 
after the final return and statement has been made to him 
by the collector of arrears of taxes, as now provided by 
law; sales of lands and real estate for said wapaid taxes 
shall be held by said comptroller during the month of May 
next succeeding the said twentieth day of January, unless 
for good cause the said committee on finance shall direct the 
comptroller to hold the same at a later period; all said taxes 
with the additions made thereto by law, shall draw interest 
at the rate of twelve per centum per annum from the said 
twentieth day of January, until the real estate upon which 
the said taxes are a lien, shall be sold as is hereinbefore men- 
tioned; all moneys received by the comptroller for taxes 
shall be by him paid over to the city treasurer in the man- 
ner hereinbefore provided in the case of moneys collected 
by him for assessments. 

13. And be it enacted, That the statement and return of 
said unpaid taxes required to be made by the next preceding 
section of this act by the receiver of taxes to the comp- 
troller, shall be made for the present year only, immediately 
after the comptroller shall be duly appointed and qualified 
according to law. 

14, And be vt enacted, That before any purchaser or pur- 
chasers, or his or their legal representatives shall be required 
to deliver up peaceable possession of any lands or premises 
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at the termination of his term, as is provided for in the 
ninety-second section of the act to which this is a supple- 
ment, the owner or owners of such lands and premises shall 
pay to such person or persons the value of any buildings 
thereon which may have been erected in whole or in part 
after the date of the declaration of sale under which the said 
title shall have been held; and in case of disagreement be- 
tween said parties as to said value, the same shall he finally 
determined by three disinterested persons, one of whom 
shall be selected by each of said parties, or in case of the 
neglect or refusal of both or either of said parties so to 
select for the space of five days after the termination of said 
term, then by a judge of the supreme court of this state, 
and the two so selected or appointed shall select the third ; 
and their award or the award of a majority of them shall be 
final and conclusive. 

15. And be it enacted, That so much of the supplement to 
the charter of said city, approved March tenth, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-nine, as provides for the appoint- 
ment of sinking fund commissioners, is hereby repealed, 
and all the duties imposed by the said act upon said com- 
missioners are hereby imposed upon the commissioners 
appointed under and by virtue of the supplement to the 
charter of said city, approved March thirty-first, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-four; all moneys, bonds, 
securities, assets and accounts of every kind in the posses- 
sion or control of said first above named commissioners 
shall be by them turned over to the commissioners ap- 
pointed under the last mentioned act; all acts and parts 
of acts creating or providing for a sinking fund and placing 
the same under the control of the above commissioners of 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, or imposing 
duties upon them shall be in no wise affected hereby, except 
th.t the commissioners under the above act of one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-four, shall have the same charge 
and control of the same, and under the same conditions and 
responsibilities, and perform the same duties as are imposed 
by the said acts or parts of acts upon the commissioners 
appointed by the said act of one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-nine; the city treasurer shall be no longer a com- 
missioner under the said act of one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-four, but the comptroller to be appointed under 
this act shall be a member thereof; all the duties now 
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directed by law to be performed by the auditor of accounts 
and city treasurer in connection with either of said sinking 
funds shall be performed by the comptroller. 

16. And be at enacted, Vhat the comptroller shall prepare 
in suitable books under the direction of said finance commit- 
tee, a complete and careful statement of all unpaid taxes 
and assessments that are a lien upon any lands or real estate 
in said city, and so arranged and tabulated as to show the 
particular premises upon which each of said unpaid taxes or 
assessments is at any time a lien; and any person interested 
in the same shall have access to said record without charge, 
under such conditions as shall be prescribed by the comp- 
trcller and said committee on finance. 

17. And be it enacted, That the said committee on finance 
shall have power from time to time to employ such clerical 
help and assistance in the offices of the comptroller, city 
treasurer, auditor of accounts, and city surveyor as may be 
necessary to secure a prompt and efficient performance of 
the duties imposed upon said officers, but the common coun- 
cil shall at all times whenever they shall choose to exercise 
the same have full control over such appointments. 

18. And be it enacted, That the said auditor shall hereaf- 
ter be appointed by the mayor, by and with the consent of 
the common council; his tenure of office, and duties, how- 
ever, to be the same in all respects as if the method of 
appointment had not been changed. 

19. And be zt enacted, That the common council shall have 
power from time to time by ordinance to prescribe and define 
more specifically the powers and duties of the comptroller, 
and also of the auditor and city treasurer, in accordance here- 
with, and the manner in which their said several duties shall 
be performed, and from time to time to make such regula- 
tions as may be necessary to carry into effect the true intent 
and meaning of this act. 

20. And be it enacted, That inspectors of any work 
ordered to be done by the common council, payment for 
which is to be made by assessment upon real estate, may be 
appointed by the chairman of the street committee of the 
common council, the chairman of the sewer committee, the 
street commissioner, and the comptroller or a majority of 
them, they having in view in making such appointment the 
kind of work to be done, and the fitness and qualification of 
the person so to be appointed; every such inspector shall, 
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before entering upon his duties, take and subscribe an oath Inspector to 
that he will well and faithfully perform such duty; and if subseribe an 
any such inspector shall directly or indirectly receive or 
accept from any contractor, or from any other person or per- 
sons, any fee, gift, reward or present in connection with or 
in any way growing out of his performance of said duty, 
other than the remuneration awarded him by the common 
council for his said services, he shall be held and deemed to 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall on conviction be pun- 
ished by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, or impris- 
onment at hard labor not exceeding one year, or both. 
21. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER CLVIIL. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An Act to enable the 
Township of Maurice River, in the County of Cumber- 
land, to improve its Public Roads.” 


1. Beir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Township 
the State of New Jersey, That the provisions of the act aay Week: 
entitled “An act to enable the township of Maurice River, bonds.” 
in the county of Cumberland, to improve its public roads,” 
approved March eighth, anno domini one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-two, be and the same are hereby 
extended, so that it shall and may be lawful for the town- 
ship committee of said township of Maurice River, county 
of Cumberland, to issue an additional amount of bonds in 
the manner prescribed and directed in the act to which this 
is a supplement, for an amount not exceeding ten thousand 
dollars in any one year, for the period of three years from 
the approval of this act; said moneys to be used for the 
improvement of the public roads in said township as directed 
in the act to which this is a supplement. 

2. And be it enacted, That the inhabitants of the town- 
ship of Maurice River are hereby authorized and required 
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to elect at their annual town meeting, in the same manner 
as other township officers are elected, three persons who 
shall be termed and known as road commissioners, who shall 
hold their office for one year and until others are elected to 
fill their places; said persons so elected shall have power 
and are hereby directed to expend the money raised by the 
issuing of bonds as aforesaid, in such a manner as to them 
shall seem best calculated to improve the roads in said 
township; said road commissioner shall receive such com- 
pensation for their services as the township committee shall 
deem proper, not exceeding two dollars per day for the 
time actually employed. 

3. And be it enacted, That all acts and parts of acts 
inconsistent with this act are hereby repealed, and that this 
act shall be deemed to be a public act and take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER CLIX. 


A Further Supplement to the act entitled “An act to 
create from part of the Township of Orange, in the County 
of Essex, a new township to be called the T'ownship of East 
Orange,” approved March fourth, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-three. 


1, BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That hereafter, at the close of 
every annual election for township officers in said township, 
the officers holding the same in the several election districts 
in said township, shall proceed without delay to count the 
votes cast for the several candidates voted for in said elec- 
tion, and shall make out under their hands a certificate of 
the result, and shall deliver said certificate to one of their 
number appointed by them to receive the same, and the 
persons so appointed and the clerk of the township shall 
convene at the usual place of meeting of the township com- 
mittee, at four o’clock in the afternoon of the Friday next 
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succeeding suca election, and proceed in a public manner to 
canvass the number of votes given for the said several can- 
didates, and shall declare the candidates having the highest 
number of votes for any office or offices to be filled at said 
election, to have been elected, and that the result of such 
canvass shall within five days thereafter be entered upon the 
record of the proceedings of the township committee, and 
also ke certified under the hand of the clerk of said town- 
ship to the clerk of the county, to be filed in his office, “ and 
the same persons shall, in case a justice or justices of the 
peace shall be voted for in said township, make return of 
the vote to the secretary of state, which return shall be 
attested by the township clerk, and shall be prima facie 
evidence of the person or persons who appear thereby to 
have been eee and they shall be commissioned accord- 
ingly.” 

2. And be it enacted, That the said township committee Appoint- 
shall have the power and they are hereby authorized, at township 
their discretion, and from time to time, to appoint and powers and 
remove a clerk of said township, and that said clerk shall 
before entering upon the duties of his office, take and sub- 
scribe before some justice of the peace the same oath or 
affirmation that is by law required of clerks of townships, 
and shall in addition to the powers and duties herein, or by 
any ordinance or resolution of the said township committee, 
conferred or imposed upon him, have all the powers, and 
perform the duties conferred and imposed upon the clerks 
of townships by any general law of this state in force in 
said townships, and shall, in lieu of the fees clerks of town- 
ships are by law entitled to, receive such compensation for 
his services as may be from time to time determined and 
allowed by the township committee. 

3. And be it enacted, That the township committee, in Township

March thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and seven- 
ty-one. 

an Jind be it enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to borrow money from time to time for the pur- 
poses specified in the preceding section, and for which they 
are authorized to raise money by tax as aforesaid, in antici- 
pation of the taxes for said years, to an amount not exceed- 
ing in the whole the said sum of thirty thousand dollars, for 
any period of time not to exceed the term of one year, and 
to secure the payment of such loans by bond or other instru- 
ment, sealed with the common seal of the said township 
and signed by the chairman of the township committee and 
the township clerk. 

5. And be it enacted, That there shall be added to all 
taxes ordered to be raised in said township remaining 
unpaid on the twentieth day of October in each year, one 
per centum on the amount thereof, and on all such taxes 
remaining unpaid on the twentieth day of November in each 
year an additional two per centum, and on all taxes 
remaining unpaid after that date interest shall be charged 
at the rate of twenty-four per centum per annum until paid, 
and that such addition and per centage shall be collected 
in the same manner said taxes are collected. 

6. And be it enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to pass, alter and repeal ordinances for the 
following purposes : 

I. To prevent vice and immorality, to preserve public 
peace and good order, to prevent, disperse and quell crowds, 
riots, disturbances and disorderly assemblages ; 

{I. To restrain and suppress disorderly and gaming 
houses and houses of ill-fame, as well all instruments and 
devices used for gaming, and to prohibit and prevent all 
gaming and fraudulent devices of every kind ; 

I{I. To prevent and punish immoderate driving or riding’ 
in any street or highway, driving or passing over or upon 
any sidewalk with a vehicle of any description, and any 
eruelty to any animal or animals, and to authorize the arrest. 
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and detention, without warrant, of any person who may be 
cuilty thereof. 

IV. To compel any railroad company to station and 
maintain flagmen wherever such railroad may cross any 
streets or highways in said township, and to maintain a 
fence and gates wherever such railroad may cross Main 
street in said township; 

V. To regulate and prevent the running at large of dogs, 
and to authorize their destruction when so found at large; 

VI. To prevent and punish injury to public lamps in said 
township ; 

VII. To direct and regulate the planting, rearing, trim- 
ming and preserving of shade trees in the streets and public 
places in said township; and to authorize or to prohibit the 
removal or destruction of said trees, and to restrain and 
punish persons injuring or defacing the same; to enfore the 
removal of snow, hail, ice or dirt from the sidewalks and 
cutters of the streets and highways of said township by the 
owner or occupants of the premises fronting thereon; and 
also to forbid and prevent the removal of earth, gravel or 
any other road making material from any street or highway 
without the consent of the township committee. 

VIIl. To abate or remove nuisances of every kind and 
to compel the owner or occupants of any lot, house, building, 
shed, or place wherein may be carried on any business or 
calling, or in and upon which there may exist any matter 
or thing which is or may be detrimental to the health of 
the inhabitants; to cleanse, remove or abate the same from 
time to time as often as they may deem necessary for the 
health of the inhabitants of the township at the evens? of 
the owner or occupant thereof; 

IX. To prevent or regulate ‘the erection or maintenance 
of any awning, stoop, steps, platform, bay- window, swing- 
ing-gate, cellar door, area, descent into a cellar or basement, 
sign, banner, post or erection or projection of any kind, in, 
over or upon any street or highway or public place, and to 
remove the same when already erected, at the expense of 
the owner or occupant of the premises in front of which 
the same may be; 

X. To prescribe and define the duties and compensation 
of all officers or agents appointed by the township com- 
mittee for any general or special purpose, and the penalty 
or penalties for failing to perform such duties, and the bonds 
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and sureties to be given for the faithful discharge thereof 
except as may already be prescribed and defined by law ; 

XI. To offer and pay rewards from time to time for the 
apprehension and conviction of persons engaged in the 
commission of crime or in the violation of any of the ordi- 
nances of the township. 

7. And be wt enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to make, alter and repeal all such other ordi- 
nances not contrary to the laws of this state or of the United 
States, as they may deem necessary to carry into effect the 
powers and duties conferred and imposed on them by this 
act, or the act to which this is a supplement or any supple- 
ment thereto or by any other law of this state. 

8. And be it enacted, That in all cases where the township 
committee shall have authority to pass ordinances on any 
subject they may prescribe a penalty or penalties for the 
violation thereof, by a fine not exceeding thirty dollars, and 
when such violation shall be willful or malicious, either by 
such fine or imprisonment for a term not exceeding ten days 
or both. 

J. And be wt enacted, That no ordinance shall be passed 
except with the concurrence of at least five of the members 
of said township committee, nor until it shall have been 
presented and read at a meeting of the committee at least 
twenty days before its passage, nor until it shall have been 
published for at least three weeks, once in each week, in two 
of the newspapers printed in said county and generally cir- 
culating in said township; that the enacting clause of all 
ordinances shall be in the words, “ Be it ordained by the 
township committee of the township of East Orange,” that 
such ordinances shall be recorded by the township clerk in 
a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and that such 
book (or any copy of such ordinances printed by the 
authority of the township committee) shall be taken and 
received in all courts as evidence of the passage of such 
ordinances. 

10. And be it enacted, That any penalty or penalties 
which may be ordained by the township committee for the 
violation of any ordinance may be enforced or collected, 
together with all costs of suit and execution in an action of 
debt, to be brought before any justice of the peace in said 
county of Essex, in the corporate name of the township of 
Kast Orange, and (in case of a fine) for the use of said 
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township; and that in such action the first process may be 
elther a warrant or a summons, but that a warrant shall not 
be issued unless upon oath or affirmation made and filed 
before such justice of the peace and establishing to his 
satisfaction by one or more particulars mentioned therein 
that such violation was willful and malicious; that in such 
action it shall be lawful to declare generally in debt for such 
penalty and give the special matter in evidence; and 
further, it shall be lawful for any such justice before whom 
judgment of imprisonment shall be given to carry such 
judgment into effect by warrant of commitment, under his 
hand and seal directed to the keeper of the common jail of 
the county of Essex. 
11. And be it enacted, That in all cases where the lamp Township

An Act relating to the repairing of Highways and holding 
of Elections in the Third Road District of the Township 
of Bordentown, in the County of Burlington. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That hereafter the overseers of the 
highways for the third road district of the township of 
Bordentown, in the county of Burlington, shall be elected 
by ballot by a majority of the inhabitants being legal voters 
of said third road district aforesaid, assembled for that pur- 

ose. 

: 2. And be at enacted, That the said inhabitants of said 
road district shall at said election also decide by ballot, by 
a majority of the legal voters so assembled as aforesaid, the

street, streets or roads, shall not be of a less width than 
three rods; and provided also, that said street or road shall 
at the time of such acceptance be in good repair, and no 
public road shall hereafter be opened within said township 
as a public highway or street without consent of said town- 
ship committee.

6. And be it enacted, That upon the application, in writing, 
of the owners of a majority of the lineal or running feet 
between two points, specified in said written application, 
the said township committee shall have power to construct 
sidewalks, sewers and gutters, and in such application the 
width, material and manner of construction of such side- 
walk, sewer or gutter, shall also be specitied; and the said 
township committee shall also have like power to keep in 
repair all existing sidewalks, and to erect lamp posts and 
lamps, and to contract for the lighting of lamps; and it 
shall be the duty of the said township committee to assess 
the charge or cost of such sidewalk, sewer or gutter, and 
the keeping of the same in order and repair, upon the pro- 
perty adjoining on said street, or between the points named 
in said application, at such equitable rate per lineal foot as 
may be necessary to raise the entire amount of the cost 
thereof; such assessment shall be a lien upon the land 
affected thereby, and shall be filed in the office of the clerk 
of Bergen county, within ten days after the same shall have 
been made; and the said township committee shall give 
notice of the filing of such assessment in said office of the 
clerk of the county of Bergen, by printed notice, or a notice 
partly printed and partly written, and posted up in at least 
five of the most public places in the said township; that said 
township committee shall, whenever practicable, contract for 
the work and labor rendered necessary by any improvement 
of any public highway, or by any provision of this section, 
and shall advertise for bids for the same, and let the same 
to the lowest responsible bidder, requiring, if deemed 
advisable, security for the due performance of such contract 
or contracts; but said township committee may reject any 
or all bids, if not deemed by it for the interest of the town- 
ship, and said township committee shall re-advertise for new 
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bids for such work or material; provided always, that 
within thirty days from the approval of the aforesaid appli- 
cation by said township committee, it shall be lawful for 
any property owner or owners to proceed to lay the said 
sidewalk adjoining the property of said owner, under the 
supervision of said township committee; and that the assess- 
ment made, as aforesaid, shall be collected by the township 
collector for the time being, within sixty days from the 
receipt by him from the clerk of said township of written 
notice of the amount of such assessment, in the manner pro- 
vided by law for the collection of taxes in said township, 
and to pay the same over to the president of said township 
committee; and in case any owner or owners of lands so 
assessed, as aforesaid, shall fail to pay the assessment laid 
thereon, within one year, such land of such owner shall be 
sold in the same manner that land is now authorized by

liable for, and that whenever the word committee is used in 
this act it shall be considered as meaning a majority of the 
members thereof; and the said township committee shall at 
least once in each year make and publish in one or more 
papers in said county a report in writing on or before the 
first day of April, containing a full and accurate account of 
its receipts, expenditures, indebtedness outstanding and 
indebtedness incurred, since the date of its last preceding 
report, the said township committee may procure the money 
necessary for the expenses specified in this section which 
shall be repaid from the money provided to be raised in the 
manner prescribed in this section. 

8. Jind be rt enacted, That the said township committee 
is hereby authorized and directed to procure and adopt a 
corporate seal for the said township of Union, which shall 
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upon its adoption by said committee, thereupon become the 
corporate seal of the said township. 

9. And be it enacted, That the said township committee 
is hereby invested with power to borrow money at any time 
or times for the purpose of working and improving said 
roads pursuant to the provisions of section three of this 
act, to an amount not exceeding in any one year, ten thou- 
sand dollars, and may issue their certificates therefor, bear. 
ing interest at the rate of seven per centum per annum, 
payable semi-annually and redeemable at the pleasure of 
said township committee after five years, and payable in 
twenty years from the date thereof; said certificate to be 
issued under the corporate seal of said township committee, 
and the signature of the president thereof, and shall be 
countersigned oy the clerk of said township; and the num- 
ber, date, amount and date of redemption or payment 
thereof registered in a book by said clerk kept for that 
purpose ; for which services the said clerk shall receive the 
sum of fifteen cents for each certificate; and it shall be 
lawful for said township committee and their successors in 
office to sell and dispose of said certificates at their par 
value, and use the money raised by the sale and disposition 
of said certificates for the purposes aforesaid; the aggregate 
amount for which said certificates may be issued, shall not 
at any time exceed the sum of two per centum of the 
assessed valuation of the taxable property of said township ; 
and said township committee is hereby authorized and 
required to give to the assessor of said township a written 
notice of the amount necessary to be raised in each and 
every year to pay the interest of the said certificates and 
said ammount shall be assessed, collected and raised as other 
taxes in said township; and said township committee is 
further authorized and required, at the expiration of five 
years from the date of the issuing of the first certificate and 
each succeeding year thereafter, to give said assessor a 
written notice of the amount necessary to be raised to pay 
one fifteenth of the entire sum secured by said certificate, 
which shall be a special tax, and shall be assessed, collected 
and raised as other taxes in said township, and immediately 
thereafter shall be paid over by the collector of said town- 
ship to the president of the said township committee to be 
by him invested in bonds of the United States or of this 
state, or the bonds of any county or city of this state, 
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authorized to be issued by the legislature of this state, as 
may or shall be approved and directed by said township 
committee, to create a sinking fund out of which said certi- 
ficates shall be paid, redeemed and canceled from time to 
time as they may become redeemable or due and payable, 
until the whole of said certificates hereby authorized shall 
be paid, and such certificates shall not be taxable.

together with the,sum of one thousand dollars, to create a 
sinking fund, upon the taxable property for said school 
district number [thirty] eight, in the county of Essex; and it 
shall thereupon be the duty of such assessor to make such 
assessments upon the taxable property insaid district in the 
same manner now required by the “Act to establish a 
system of public instruction ;” and all moneys to be raised by 
virtue of such assessment are hereby inviolably pledged to 
the payment of the interest coupons as they mature, and the 
ultimate discharge of the principal of said bonds, the said 
trustees to give preference in the redemption of said bonds 
in the order of their number; and the taxes so assessed 
shall be collected by the collector of taxes for the said 
township, and shall be separately accounted for by him. 

4. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the said 
trustees and their successors to promptly and safely invest 
from time to time the moneys to be raised for a sinking fund 
as the same shall he collected, to be applied by them to the 
redemption of said bonds when due, or as the holders 
thereof may be willing to receive the principal thereof, 
prior to maturity; but in all cases the said tax money shall 
be drawn from the collector only on the orders of said trus- 
tees in accordance with the provisions of the school law for 
other funds. 

Q. And be it enacted, That the funds raised by the sale of 
said bonds shall be paid over directly into the hands of the 
collector of the township of East Orange, and shall he 
appropriated by him solely to the purposes expressed in the 
preceding sections of this act, upon orders drawn upon him 
by said trustees for that purpose; provided however, that the 
said collector before receiving said moneys shall first enter 
into bond with the inhabitants of said school district, with

arches, and said piers shall be seventy-five feet wide in the 
clear between said piers, and said bridge shall contain an 
iron draw of at least seventy-five feet wide, so that when 
said draw is opened there shall be at least seventy-five feet 
of clear passage-way, for the passage of vessels. 

2. And be rt enacted, That whenever any bridge is here- 
after to be erected over the Newark Bay at any point South 
of the present plank road bridge by any railroad or other 
corporation, authorized by law to build the same, such bridge 
shall be constructed in the manner prescribed in the fore- 
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going section of this act, except that it shall contain two 
draws of at least one hundred (100) feet wide each, so that 
when said draws are open there shall be at least a clear 
passage-way of at least one hundred (100) feet for the pas- 
sage of vessels. 

3. find be it enacted, That the construction of said bridge 
or bridges, as to the width of span between the piers, the 
width of draw, and kind of materials to be used in the con-

2. And be ii enacted, That whenever any bridge is here- 
after to be erected over the Newark bay, at any point south 
of the present plank road bridge, by any railroad or other 
corporation authorized by law to build the same, such 
bridge shall be constructed in the manner prescribed in the 
foregoing section of this act; except that it shall contain 
two draws of at least one hundred (100) feet wide each, so 
that when said draws are open there shall be at least a clear 
passage way of at least one hundred (100) feet for the pas- 
sage of vessels. 

3. /lnd be it enacted, That the construction of said bridge 
or bridges as to the width of span between the piers, the 
width of draw, and kind of materials to be used in the con-

in said act, and shall apply directly in terms to the repeal 
of the provisions of this act.

A Further Supplement to an act entitled ‘An Act to create 
a new Township in the County of Union, to be called the 
Township of Cranford,’ approved March fourteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one. 


1. Be iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That in all cases in which awards 
have been or shall be made in favor of any owner or lessee 
of real estate for damages sustained by reason of the laying 
out er altering of any public road under the act to which 
this 1s a supplement, or any supplement thereto, such owner 
or lessee may appeal from such assessment to the cireuit 
court of said county of Union at any time within thirty days 
next after such assessment shall be filed, in cases of assess- 
ments heretofore made, and within three months after the 
passage of this act in cases where such assessments have 
been already made, with the clerk of said county, by serv- 
ing a notice of such intended appeal, within said time, upon 
the board of commissioners of highways, or their clerk; 
and said circuit court shall thereupon order a trial by jury 
to assess the damages sustained by the party so appealing, 
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which trial shall be conducted as in other cases of trial by 
jury, and shall be brought on at the term of said court next 
after the serving of said notice, unless said court shall give 
further time, and on failure thereof said appeal shall be dis- 
missed. 

2. And bert enacted, That said board of commissicners 
shall in no one year expend in the laying out and altering 
of public roads a greater sum than one per centum of the 
value of the taxable property in said township as fixed by 
the assessor’s valuation of that year, which sum shall include 
all the costs and expenses incurred by said board, together 
with the damages assessed to the owners of real estate by 
reason of their land being taken for said improvements, 
after deducting therefrom the benefits assessed to such 
owners. 

3. And be tt enacted, That whenever said board shall 
meet to consider an application for the laying out, altering 


, or vacating any road, if a remonstrance against said work 


shall be presented to said board, signed by the owners of 
more than one-half the lineal feet along said road, such ap- 
plication shall not be acted upon by said board, and in such 
case no application touching said road shall be received du- 
ring the calendar year; no member of the board of com- 
missioners shall act in reference to any street in which he 
may be interested, or be the owner of property subject to 
assessment for damages or bencfit. 

4. And be it enacted, That the board of commissioners of 
highways may, by resolution, provide that any assessment for 
benefits to be made under the act to which this is a supple- 
ment or any supplement thereto, shall be payable as follows: 
twenty per centum of said assessment each year for five 
years next succeeding the date of such assessment, with 
interest each year at seven per centum on the whole amount 
then unpaid; that such assessment shall be a lien upon the 
lands assessed, and shall be collected from the owners of 
the same at the various times when such annual proportion 
of the same shall fall due, in the same manner as assess- 
ments for damages are now collected under the provisions 
of the act and supplements thereto to which this act isa 
supplement. 

5. And be it enacted, That the township committee of 
said township are hereby empowered to borrow money 
annually to the amount of the expenditures of said board of 
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commissioners for that year under the provisions of this act, 
and to issue the bonds of the township therefor, which bonds 
shall bear interest at seven per centum, and be payable in 
five years from their date; and the money so borrowed 
shall be appropriated for the payment of such expenditures 
of the commissioners; and all moneys collected by the 
township collector tor benefits assessed against land owners 
under the provisions of the act and supplements thereto to 
which this act is a supplement, shall be appropriated toward 
the payment of such bonds. 

6. And be it enacted, That at the annual town meeting to 
be held in said township, in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, there shall be elected one commissioner of 
highways at large to hold his office for two years, and one 
commissioner for each of the road districts, and at the first 
meeting of said board thereafter, the said district commis- 
sioners shall divide themselves into two classes, one class to 
hold office for one year and the other for two years, and 
thereafter at each annual town meeting there shall be elected 
commissioners to hold office for two years to fill the offices 
of those about to become vacant by expiration of time ; and 
that the term of office of all commissioners elected after the 
said year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, shall be two 
years and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

7. Jind be vt enacted, That whenever a petition in writing 
shall be presented to the said board of commissioners of 
public highways, signed by the owners of one-half of the 
number of lineal feet upon one side of any road, street or 
avenue in said township, or upon so much of one side 
thereof as lies between two points named in said petition, 
requesting to have so much of the sidewalk of said street as 
lies between the points named, and upon that side of the 
street named in said petition, laid with stone, plank or com- 
position, in such manner as to make a firm and dry side- 
walk, and setting forth the material to be used and the 
width of the walk to be made; the property owners shall 
be required to improve the sidewalk in manner set forth 
in the petition, and in default of any property owner within 
thirty days after being notified to make said improvement, 
neglecting or refusing to make such improvement, the said 
commissioners for the time being shall without delay pro- 
ceed to lay the same or cause the same to be laid in accord- 
ance with the request of such petition; and the township 
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committee of said township shall pay the costs and expenses 
of the same to the person or persons entitled to receive the 
same, upon the certificate of the president or chairman for 
the time being of said board of commissioners, out of any 
moneys in their hands for said township; and the said board 
of commissioners shall immediately assess upon the owners 
of the lands on that side of such street, avenue or highway, 
along which such improvement shall be made, and between 
the beginning and ending points of such improvement, the 
whole cost of the same, the basiz of such assessment in all 
cases to be the number of lineal feet owned by each person 
in front of whose lands such improvement shall be made 
and who shall not have previously made the improvement at 
his, her or thetr own expense, the said board of commis- 
sioners shall deliver to the township collector a copy of the 
said assessment when made, and the said collector shall 
include in the tax bills of the persons against whom such 
sums shall have been assessed the respective sums so assessed 
against them, which are hereby made payable and collectable 
at the same time, in the same manner and by the same 
means as the ordinary township taxes are assessed and 
collected. 

8. And beit enacted, That allacts and parts of acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act, shall be and the same 
are hereby repealed, and that this act shall take effect imme- 
diately ; provided, that any and all proceedings commenced 
by said board prior to the passage of this bill shall be 
carried out in the same manner as if this act had not been 
passed.

An Act to provide for the election of a County Collector 
and of County Auditor in the County of Monmouth. 


. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
ro State of New Jersey, That at the first annual meeting o 
the board of chosen frecholders of the county of Monmouth 
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who shall be elected at the next annual township elections to 
be holden in and for the said county of Monmouth, after the 
passage of this act, and at every such succeeding annual 
meeting of the board of chosen frecholders as aforesaid, 
there shall be chosen by the qualified members of said 
board, one person to be county collector of said county, and 
one person to be county auditor of said county, who shall 
hold their respective offices for the term of one year; and 
the election shall be conducted in the same manner as the 
election of county collector in said county is now provided 
for by law, save and. except that both officers shall not be 
appointed from the same political party. 

2. And be tt enacted, That in case of vacancy occurring 
in said offices by death or otherwise, such vacancy shall be 
filled by the board of chosen freeholders of said county at 
a special meeting of said board to be held within fifteen 
days thereafter; and the person elected or appointed to 
supply such vacancy happening upon the death of said 
county collector or county auditor may upon giving bond at 
the said meeting as is hereinafter provided, enter upon the 
duties of the office and shall continue to hold the same until 
his successor shall have been elected at the next annual 
meeting of the board of chosen {recholders of said county 
and given bond. 

3d. And be it enacfed, That the persons to be elected 
county collector and county auditor of the county of Mon- 
mouth by virtue of this act, shall be residents of said 
county at the time of their several elections, and shall have 
been residents of said county for the term of at least five 
years next before the election; but it shall not be necessary 
to be a freeholder of said county to be elected to the said 
office. 

4. Alnd te rt enacted, That hereafter there shall bea stated 
meeting of the board of chosen freecholders for the transac- 
tion of general business at the hour of eleven in the fore- 
noon on the second Wednesday in the month of May next 
after the general township elections held in and for the said 
county, and that at the said meeting the mem/ers of. the 
said board shall proceed to elect one person to the said office 
of county collector and one person to the said office of 
county auditor of the county of Monmouth; and the person 
elected to the office of county collector under and by virtue 
of this act shall before he enters upon the duties of said 
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office give bond at said meeting, with at least three sureties 
being freeholders and residents in the county, to the board 
of chosen freeholders of said county in the penal sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars, to be approved of by the 
board of chosen freeholders for the time being, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the duties of his said office as 
collector of said county according to law, which said bond 
being approved as aforesaid shall be filed in the clerk’s 
office of said county, and said clerk shall issue a certificate 
under the seal of his office that at the annual meeting then 
held the said person was duly elected county collector of 
the county of Monmouth for the ensuing term, which shall 
be for one year frem that time, which certificate shall be 
deemed legal evidence of his election; and when the county 
collector shall have given bond as aforesaid it shall be the 
duty of the clerk of the board of chosen freeholders to issue | 
to him a certificate that his official bond has been approved 

and filed according to law. 

5. And be it enacted. That the county collector of the 
county of Monmouth hereafter to be elected, shal! be 
entitled to receive for his services the sum of twelve hun- 
dred dollars per annum, to be paid as the salaries of other 
county officers are paid, in lieu of all other compensation 
for such services. 

6. And be it enacted, That the person now elected to the 
office of county collector by the board of chosen freeholders. 
of the county of Monmouth shall continue in office and 
exercise all the rights and discharge all the duties apper- 
taining thereto until his successor shall have been elected at 
the next annual meeting of the board of chosen freeholders 
of the county of Monmouth as aforesaid; provided, he shall 
give bonds as aforesaid, and as hereinafter provided to the 
board of chosen freeholders of said county, at their meet- 
ing on the second Wednesday in May next, until such elec- 
tion shall take place, as aforesaid; shall forthwith deposit 
all moneys received by him belonging to said county in a 
bank or banks within the county of Monmouth, and no part 
of said moneys so deposited as aforesaid shall be paid out 
or withdrawn from said depository except by check signed 
by said county collector, and countersigned by the county 
auditor as is hereinafter provided. 

7. nd be 7t enacted, That if the person so elected to or

continuing in office as county collector, shall use, employ or 
take any part of said moneys, so received by him for said 
county, for his own use or benefit, or for any other purpose 
whatever, than for the payment of the debts and demands 
of said county to be ascertained and paid, as is hereinafter 
provided, or as is otherwise provided for by law, he shall 
be deemed and adjudged to be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof, shall be punished by fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars or imprisonment at hard 
labor not exceeding two years, or both. 

8, And be it enacted, That the legislature, in joint meet- 
ing assembled, shall appoint a suitable and competent per- 
son who shall have been a resident of said county for the 
term of five years next before said appointment, county 
auditor of said county, who shall continue in office and 
exercise all the duties appertaining thereto, as the same 
are hereinafter defined and prescribed, until his successor 
shall have been elected at the next annual meeting of the 
board of chosen irecholders of the county of Monmouth, 
and taken the oath aud given bond as hereinafter provided. 

Y. And be it enacted, That at the next annual meeting of 
the board of chosen freeholders as aforesaid, at which a 
county collector for the county of Monmouth shall be chosen 
as hereinbefore provided and directed, one person shall in 
like manner be elected county auditor. 

10. And be it enacted, That whenever an election or 
appointment for auditor of the county of Monmouth shall 
be held under or by virtue of this act, it shall be the duty 
of the clerk of said county, upon the filing in his office of 
the statement of the result of the election held by the board 
of chosen freeholders, or a certificate of his appointment, 
to issue to the person who shall by such statement or certi- 
ficate appear to have been elected or appointed county 
auditor as aforesaid, a certificate under the seal of his 
office, that at the annual meeting or election then held, the 
said person was duly elected or appointed auditor of said 
county of Monmouth for the ensuing term, which certificate 
shall be deemed legal evidence of his election. 

ll. And be it enacted, That said county auditor so to be 
appointed and elected as aforesaid, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, shall take and subscribe an oath or 
affirmation before one of the judges of the court of common 
pleas of said county that he will well, faithfully, honestly 
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and impartially discharge all the duties required of him by 
Jaw, and that he will not allow any claim, demand, charge 
or account against said county of Monmouth, unless satisfied 
that the same is justly duc, and sworn to according to law, 
which oath or affirmation shall be filed in the office of the 
clerk of said county, to be there preserved among the pub- 
lic papers, and shall also enter into bond with two or more 
securities, to be approved by the judges of the said court 
of common pleas, when first appointed, and afterwards by 
the board of chosen freeholders of said county, at their 
meeting, on the second Wednesday in the month of May 
next, afler the general township elections in and for the 
county as aforesaid, in the sum of one thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his official 
duties, which bond, upon being approved as aforesaid, shall 
likewise be filed in the office of the clerk of said county. 
12. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
county auditor so appointed, to superintend the collection 
of all dues, revenues and other claims of the county of 
Monmouth now due, payable or collectable, or hereafter to 
become due, payable or collectable, to institute and direct 
prosecutions against delinquent officers of the county, and 
for just claims and debts duc to the county, to examine care- 
fully and to audit and adjust all bills, claims, demands and 
accounts due to or which may be presented against the said 
county of Monmouth, and to certify the amount so adjusted 
or allowed by him to the county collector for receipt and 
payment, and that in the performance of this duty he shall 
be and is hereby authorized and required to administer an 
oath or affirmation to the party or person presenting such 
account or claims, and to any witness or witnesses who may’ 
be called or presented with respect to said claims, account 
or demand and to examine the same as to the truth, fairness, 
correctness and justice of said accounts or claims, and the 
said auditor shall keep a record or register of all accounts 
and claims audited and adjusted, allowed and certified, and 
the time when the samme was due, which said record shall 
always be open to the inspection and examination of the 
citizens of said county, and that the said county auditur 
shall countersign and register all checks drawn by the 
county collector of said county, and no checks shall be 
evidence of payment unless countersigned by said auditor, 
and he shall countersign all receipts for money paid to the 
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said county collector; ond further, shall have power to 
examine the bank accounts of the collector, his checks, bank 
passbooks and vouchers. 

13. And be it enacted, That the said auditor shall quar- 
terly, and oftener, if he shall deem it necessary, carefully 
examine the accounts of the debits and credits in the bank 
book kept by the county collector, and if he discovers any 
irregularity or deficiency therein, he shall, unless the same 
is immediately rectified or explained to his satisfaction, 
forthwith report the same in writing to the director of the 
said board of freeholders; and also that he shall in like 
manner exam ne into the condition of the funded or other 
debt of the county, and if he finds that any bonds, obliga- 
tions, notes or other securities are issued by the county or 
said board, or any of its officers or committees, to a greater 
amount or for any other purposes, or in any other manner 
than is authorized by law, he shall thereupon immediately 
report the same to the director of said board; and also that 
the said auditor shall annually, at the regular meeting in 
May, report to the said board of freeholders the financial 
condition of the county, an estimate of expenditure for the 
succeeding year, arranged under appropriate heads, together 
with all the transactions of his office, which report shall be 
signed by the said auditor, and be open to the inspection of 
all the citizens of said county. 

14. And be it enacted, That the said county collector of 
the county of Monmouth shall be under the control and sub- 
ject to the order of the board of chosen freeholders of said 
county, and liable in all respects, as heretofore, as is pro- 
vided by law, except only as in this act is otherwise 
declared, that he shall also state and settle accounts of his 
receipts and disbursements, after the same shall have been 
audited and adjusted by the county auditor, with the said 
board of chosen freeholders, twice in each and every year, 
that is to say, at the stated meeting in May, and at a stated 
meeting to be held for that purpose on the second Wednes- 
day in November, in each and every year thereafter; and 
that the said board of chosen freeholders of the county of 
Monmouth shall, twice in each and every year hereafter, 
within thirty days next after the said stated meetings in 
May and November, cause to be made and published, a full 
and complete account, in items, of all their receipts and 
expenditures for the preceding half year, in the manner as 
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is now required by law, instead of publishing the same 
yearly, as heretofore. 

15. And be it enacted, That the said auditor of the county 
of Monmouth, hereafter to be elected, shall be entitled to 
receive for his services the sum of eight hundred dollars 
per annum, to be paid as the salaries of other county officers 
are pald, and shall not be entitled to have or receive any 
other fees or compensation whatever. ; 

16. And be it enacted, That all acts and parts of acts, 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, be and the same 
are hereby repealed, and that this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

to the remedy of an action at law given in and by the thir- 
teenth section of said act; the said lien or liens may in the 
discretion of said committee, be enforced by the sale and 
conveyance of said lands and real estate in the manner 
hereinafter prescribed. 

3. And be it enacted, That in case any such assessment 
for benefits, together with interest thereon, and all costs and 
fees which may have accrued thereon, shall remain unpaid 
at the expiration of sixty days from and after the service of 
the notice mentioned in the tenth section of said act; it 
shall be lawful for the said township committee, in their 
discretion, and by resolution, to direct that said assessment 
shall be collected with interest, costs and fees as aforesaid, 
and it shall then be the duty of the collector of taxes in 
said township to proceed immediately in the collection 
thereof, by enforcing the said lien by the sale and convey- 
ance of said lands and real estate upon which said assess- 
ment was made as is hereinafter prescribed.

2. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately. '

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CHAPTER CCCXY. 


A Supplement to an act entitled « An Act to reorganize the 
Local Government of Jersey City,” passed March thirty- 
first, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one. 


1, BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, 'Vhat instead of the salaries now 
paid, the following named officers shall receive only the 
salaries hereinafter specified, viz.: the president of the 
board of aldermen shall receive an annual salary of one 
thousand dollars; each member of the board of public 
works shall receive an annual salary of fifteen hundred 
dollars; each member of the board of fire commissioners 
shall receive an annual salary of five hundred dollars, 
except that the president of said board shall receive an 
annual salary of eight hundred dollars: each member of the 
board of police commissioners shall receive an annual 
salary of one thousand dollars; each member of the board 
of finance and taxation, excepting the president of the 
board of aldermen, shall receive an annual salary of five 
hundred dollars. 

2. And be it enacted, That the mayor shall not be 
ex-officio, a member of any of the boards of the city govern- 
ment, but shall have power to veto the action of any board 
within ten days thereafter; and all ordinances and resolu- 
tions shall be certified and forwarded to the mayor as now 
required by law; and unless said board shall by a two- 
thirds vote at its next meeting, after receiving notice 
thereof, vote to sustain said action, notwithstanding said 
veto, said action shall be void. 

3. And be it enacted, Vhat the board of aldermen shall 
have power to appoint city weighers and measurers, and a 
superintendent of public grounds and buildings, and to de- 
fine their powers, duties, and fix their compensation; and 
shall provide for the various officers of the city, proper 
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places for the transaction of their business; provided, that 
the board of public works, board of police commissioners, 
board of fire commissioners, board of education, and board 
of aldermen, shall have control of all buildings pertaining 
to their respective departments. 

4, And be it enacted, That section twenty-four of the act 
to which this is a supplement, shall be so amended as to 
confer upon the board of aldermen the additional power to 
regulate and prohibit the carrying concealed any loaded 
pistols, dirk, dagger, sword-cane, slung-shot, or other deadly 
weapon within the limits of said city; to prevent immod- 
erate, dangerous or reckless driving in the public streets, 
and riding or driving over or upon sidewalks; to regulate 
or prohibit bathing in the waters of said city ; and to main- 
tain the city armory provided for in said section. 

5. And be it enacted, That the board of public works 
shall, at their first meeting, in the months of January, April, 
July and October, by resolution inform the board of finance 
and taxation of the probable gross amount of money which 
will be required by said board of public works during the 
three months then next ensuing. 

6. And be it enacted, That the chief engincer of the 
board of survey may be removed for cause by the board of 
public works; and in case of any vacancy in that office, the 
vacancy shall be filled by the board for the unexpired term 
only. 

7. And be it enacted, That the number of men regularly 
employed on the police force in said city may be increased ten 
per centum in any year; the police commissioners are here- 
by authorized to equip and employ six members of the 
regular police force as mounted policemen, and the salaries 
of the captains of police shall be increased to fifteen hun- 
dred dollars per annum. 

8. “ind be wt enacted, That the tax of fifty cents per lot 
for cleaning and repairing sewers, authorized by section 
ninety-three of the act to which this is a supplement, be 
repealed, and the cost of said work shall annually be esti- 
mated and reported by the board of public works to the 
board of finance and taxation and shall be included in the 
annual tax levy, and raised by general tax. 

9, And be rt enacted, That the board of aldermen shall 
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have power to expend, annually, such sum of money as they 
may deem expedient for the purpose of celebrating the 
anniversary of our national independence and dedication of 
our soldiers’ graves; provided, that such sum shall not 
exceed three thousand two hundred dollars. 

10. And be zt enacted, That section fifty-one, of the act 
to which this is a supplement, is hereby repealed. 

1}. And be it enacted, That section thirty-three, of the act 
to which this is a supplement, be so amended that the city 
marshal may receive a salary of one thousand dollars per 
annum. 

12. And be tt enacted, That all moneys to be received from 
licenses and fines, granted and imposed under the provision 
of the act to which this act is a supplement, and all moneys 
to be received from the redemption of lands within the 
present limits of Jersey City, which have been sold for taxes 
levied prior to the year one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-one, and all moneys to be received from the payment 
of all taxes, interest and penalties levied before that year, 
shall be appropriated to the sinking fund of Jersey City ; 
that said sinking fund shall be used exclusively to satisfy 
bonds of Jersey City. 

13. And be rt enacted, That the board of public works 
may, by resolution, annul so much of the contract to pave 
Montgomery street with wood pavement as is still incom- 
pleted, and to cause trap rock Belgian block pavement to be 
laid on said unfinished part; provided, the board of aldermen 
shall concur in said resolution, and the said board of public 
works are hereby authorized to provide for the payment of 
that part of said street now completed, and that said change 
shall not invalidate any assessment that may be made for said 
improvement. 

14. And be it enacted, That section fifty-nine of the act 
to which this is a supplement be amended by striking out the 
first two provisos, and inserting in lieu and place thereof the 
following: and provided, that the expense of the construc- 
tion of any main sewer, and the Jaterals emptying into the 
same, shall be assessed upon the whole land benefited by 
the construction of said main sewer and laterals, and upon 
the whole area of each lot drained; and said assessment 
shall be made in assessing for main and lateral sewers, in 
such manner that the whole area drained shall bear an equal 
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proportion of the cost of the construction of said main 
sewer and the laterals emptying into the same. 

15, And be it enacted, That the terms of office of the 
present assessors shall expire on the first Monday of April, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-three, and that the 
new board of finance and taxation shall appoint one assessor 
for each aldermanic district, who shall hold their offices for 
one year, and receive an annual salary of two thousand 
dollars, and may be removed by said board for cause, and 
the office of assistant assessor is hereby abolished; provided. 
that any assesaors or assistant assessors now appointed shall 
receive his salary until the first day of May, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-three, unless he shall be 
re-appointed. 

16. And be it enacted, That the assessment account, both 
as to its money and proceeds of issue of bonds, shall be kept 
separate and distinct from the general account and bonded 
indebtedness of the city; and it shall be the duty of the new 
board of finance and taxation, as soon as can be done after 
their appointment, to classify the bonded debt of the city 
into three classes, to wit: general bonded debt, bonded 
water debt, and bonded debt belonging to the assessment 
account, and to publish the same, in short, in the corporation 
papers, and annually hereafter, in the month of April in each 
year, to publish such statement of indebtedness. 

17. ind be it enacted, That section one hundred and fifty 
of the act to which this is a supplement be amended by 
inaking the first five per centum penalty payable on the tenth 
day of January, in any year, instead of the first day of Janu- 
ary, as now fixed, and the five per centum penalty to be added 
on all taxes which remain unpaid on the first day of February 
of any year, is hereby repealed. 
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18. And be 2t enacted, Vhat as soon as said board of The board of 


public works shall have passed a resolution directing any 
improvement to be made under sections forty-seven, forty- 
eight and fifty-nine of the act to which this is a supplement 
and the same shall have been approved by the mayor and 
aldermen of said city, the said commissioners of assess- 
ments, with the aid and assistance of the bureau of survey, 
shall make and report to the said board of public works, an 
estimate of the quantity and kind of excavation and filling, 
and of the amount of work to be done, and of the materials 
to be furnished for the making and completion of the said 
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Improvement; upon filing such report with the board of 
public works, the said board shall advertise in a public 
manner for proposals for doing such work and furnishing 
such materials; all such proposals shall, after they are 
opened by the said board of public works, remain on file 
with the clerk of said board of public works, open to public 
inspection for the space of one week before the awarding 
and making of any contract for such improvement; after 
the expiration of the said week, the said board shall award 
the contract for the said improvement to the lowest bidder 
for the whole work and materials; and in determining who 
is the lowest bidder for the whole work and materials, the 
said board of public works shall, with the assistance of the 
bureau of surveys, make a calculation upon the said estimates 
of the said commissioners of assessments of the cost of the 
whole work and materials at the prices and charges named 
in each proposal; and in no case shall the award of such 
contract be made to any but the lowest bidder for the whole 
work and materials ascertained as aforesaid ; when the lowest 
bidder to whom any contract shall have been awarded shall 
fail to enter into such contract, the board of public works 
shall again advertise for proposals, and the person or per- 
sons to whom the said contract was first awarded shall be 
liable to the city for the costs of such re-advertising, and 
for all other damages sustained by the city by reason of 
such default; and each bidder for any contract with the city 
shall, before he deposits his proposal, deposit or place in the 
hands of the city treasurer the sum of three hundred dollars, 
to meet and defray the expenses of re-advertising In case 
the contract is awarded to such bidder, and he shall neglect 
or refuse to enter into such contract ; the money so deposited 
shall be returned to every such bidder in all cases where 
the contract shall not be awarded to him; and if the said 
contract is awarded to such bidder, the money shall be held 
and accounted for on settlement of the contract, and in no 
case shall a contract be awarded to any contractor unless 
the said contractor shall tender with his bid his bond, with 
sufficient securities, to be determined by the board of 
finance and taxation, conditioned for the faithful performance 
of the said contract. 

19. And be it enacted, That the commissioners of assess- 
ments, in making the preliminary assessment, directed to 
be made in section forty-one of the act to which this is a 
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supplement, shall before appraising the value of the land 
to be taken for any improvement applied for under that 
section, fix a time and place for meeting to make such 
appraisal, and to determine the value of the real estate to 
be taken for such improvement, and the damage which any 
owner of such real estate or of any interest therein may 
sustain by reason of such improvement, of which meeting 
they shall give at least ten days’ notice, by publishing the 
same in the corporation papers of said city, and by sending 
to each known owner of any such lands through the post 
office, or otherwise, a written or printed notice of such meet- 
ing and its object, at which time and place the said commis- 
sloners of assessments shall meet and hear all parties 
interested in the said improvement, who desire to be heard 
before them on the value of the lands to be taken for such 
improvement, and the damages the owners of such lands 
will sustain by reason of such improvement; and they shall 
have power to swear and examine witnesses, and to hear 
evidence on all these questions, after which they shall 
appraise and determine the valne of the lands and real 
estate to be taken for such improvement, and the damages 
which each owner of any such real estate or of any interest 
therein will sustain by reason of such improvement, and 
shall then proceed as directed in said section forty-one. 

20. And be zt enacted, That when the final assessment for 
any Improvement, applied for under section forty-one of the 
act to which this is a supplement, shall have been made, a 
report thereof shall be made and filed with the clerk of the 
board of public works; said board shall thereupon fix a time 
and place when and where they will meet to hear and con- 
sider objections to said final report; of which time and place 
the clerk shall give two wecks’ notice in the official news- 
papers of said city; they shall also cause notices to the 
same effect to be posted at points not over four hundred feet 
apart along the whole of the said improvement, and all 
objections to such final report made in writing the said board 
shall consider and adjudicate upon, and shall correct and 
amend the said report as to them shall seem equitable and 
just, and confirm the same, after which the assessment so 
confirmed shall constitute a lien as provided for in said sec- 
tion forty-one. 

21. And be it enacted, That in making any assessment 
for improvements under section forty-eight of the act to 
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which this is a supplement, the expense of excavating rock 
and all other excavations shall be assessed upon all the 
property benefited by such excavation, and to be assessed 
for said improvement. 

22. nd be it enacted, That no person shall be here- 
after elected or appointed to membership in any of the 
boards of the city government, unless he shall have been a 
citizen of the United States, resident in the limits of Jersey 
City, for three years next preceding his election of appoint- 
ment. 

23. And be it enccted, That no petition or application for 
any improvement provided for in section forty-one or forty- 
seven, or forty-eight or fifty-nine, of the act entitled “ An 
act to re-organize the local government of Jersey City,” 
passed March thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-one, shall be of any force, avail or effect, unless the 
same be signed by the owners of one-third of the frontage of 
land along the improvement desired; provided, that 1f any 
such application or petition, not signed by the requisite 
number of owners, shall be acted upon by the city authori- 
ties in good faith, believing the same to be duly sioned, and 
a contract for work or materials shall thereupon be entered 
into or awards for damages shall thereupon he paid, such 
application or petition shall be of like force, avail and effect 
as if duly siened. 

24. nd be it enacted, That if at or before the time 
appointed for hearing parties in relation to any improvement 
provided for in sections forty-one, forty-seven, forty-eight, 
or fifty-nine, of said act, a remonstrance against such im- 
provement shall be presented to the board of public works, 
signed by the owners of the property liable to more than 
one-half of the assessment therefor, the said board shall- 
proceed no further with such improvenent, and for the in- 
formation of all persons interested the said hoard shall 
in all cases under sections forty-seven, forty-cight, or fifty- 
nine of said act, advertise for proposals, and determine 
upon what bid the contract shall be awarded, and cause to 
be filed in the office of the clerk of said board a sketch 

showing what property will probably be assessed, and the 
probable amount of assessment per foot of frontage, before 
giving notice of the hearing of parties in relation thereto. 

25. And be it enacted, That section fifty-two of said act 
shall apply to street or sewer improvements, the expense of 
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which, under said act, might be paid by assessment, and 
none others, and so much of said section as follows the words 
‘as provided by law” be and the same hereby are repeaied. 
26. And be tt enacted, That no contract shall be hereaf- 
ter entered into by said city authorities for the laying of 
any wood pavement, or any patented pavement, in said city. 
27. And be it enacted, That all advertisements for pro- Advertise- 
posals for the doing of work, or furnishing of materials for Prepesals. 
said city authorities, shall contain an approximate estimate 


of the amount of the various kind of work or materials 


required. 

28. And be it enacted, Tliat section sixty-six of said act Noticeof |

29. And be it enacted, That there shall be established in Bureau of

Jersey City a bureau of civil engineering and surveying, at and survey-

the head of which shall be a chief engineer, to be appointed lished. 
by the board of public works, and to receive an annual 
salary not to exceed six thousand dollars; the said chief 
engineer shall nominate to the board of public works as 
many assistants as may be necessary, and upon such nomina- 
tions being confirmed, the said persons so nominated shall 
be considered appointed assistants ; the assistants so appoint- 
ed shall receive such compensation as the said hoard shall 
from time to time direct; provided, that all compensation Proviso. 
shall be fixed by the day, week, month, or year; the said 
chief engineer and assistants shall constitute the said bureau, 
and shall have charge of and perform all surveying, drafting, 
engineering, estimating, preparing of plans, maps and 
specifications, and all other work usually pertaining to the 
business of a civil engineer and surveyor in relation to any 
public tmprovement or other work proper to be managed 
under the direction of said board or board of aldermen.

38. And be it enacted, That said board of finance and 
taxation and its appropriate committee shall have (at all 
times) the right to examine any records, books, files or other 
papers pertaining to the business of said city, belonging to 
or in the possession, or under the control of any board or 
officer, or any agent, clerk, assistant or employee of any 
such board or officer; and it shall be the duty of every such 
board or officer, agent, clerk, assistant or employee, forth- 
with upon the request of said board of finance and taxation, 
or itS appropriate committee, to furnish for examination, 
every such record, book, file, or other paper, and to give all 
requisite information in regard thereto. 

39. And be it enacted, That in case any member of any 
of the boards of said city shall absent himself from the 
board to which he belongs, without the permission of such 


board, for the space of two months, or shall be guilty of 


misconduct in office, the said board may, by resolution, 
declare his seat to be vacated, and thereupon a vacancy 
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shall exist in said board to be filled in the manner prescribed 
by law. 

40. And be it enacted, That the declaration of sale pro- 
vided for by section one hundred and fifty-one of the act to 
which this is a supplement, shall not be issned until the ex- 
piration of the two yéars after sale spoken of in said section, 
nor until by an affidavit made and filed in the city clerk’s 
office, according to said section, it shall appear that the six 
months? notice required by said section to be given has been 
duly given, and the six months named therein have expired ; 
and in the meantime there shall be issued to the purchaser 
at such sale, signed by the city clerk and the president of the 
board of finance and taxation, a receipt, showing the land 
sold, the arrears for which it was sold, and by whom and for 
how long it was purchased, which receipt may be assigned 
hy the purchaser thereof, and the declaration of said “sale 
shall be issued to the person owning said receipt at the time 
of such issue, on surrender of such receipt to the city clerk ; 
and if, for any reason, any sale for arrears shall be adjudged 
insufficient to pass the title of the land for the term for which 
it was sold, the city shall be liable for the purchase money, 
with lawful interest on the same. 

41. And be it enacted, ‘That the supplement to the act 
entitled “« An act for the better security of titles to land sold 
by sheriffs or other officers,” approved March twenty-fifth, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, which supplement 
was approved April second, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-nine, shall not apply to any sale made under this act for 
any tax, assessment or water rent. 

42. And be it enacted, That the new board of finance and 
taxation shall appoint a collector of revenue, to be called the 
city collector, who shall hold his office for the term of three 
years, and may be removed hy said board for cause, and who 
shall receive an annual salary of five thousand dollars, and 
give bonds for the faithful performance of his duties in such 
sumas the board of finance and taxation shall approve ; and 
the term of office of the present city collector shall expire 
as soon as the collector designated under this act is appointed 
and qualified. 

43. And be wt enacted, That the board of finance and 
taxation may make such rules and regulations for the keep- 
ing of the accounts between said board, the treasurer, and 
the city collector, and the city comptroller, so as to fully carry 
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into effect the plan of receipting for taxes levied, assessments 
made, and the water rents assessed, and the discharge of said 
reccipts by said board, and so that the balances due on each 
receipt may at any time be ascertained at the comptroller’s 
office; such rules and regulations not to be inconsistent with 
the constitution and laws of this state. | 

44. And be it enacted, That the power of sale of all 
delinquent taxes, assessments, and water rents, shall be 
vested in the city collector and registrar of the water 
works, respectively. 

45. And be it enacted, That the city collector shall give 
reccipts in triplicate for the gross atiount of the tax levy 
as soon as the same shall be placed in his hands for collec- 
tion, and one of said receipts shall be filed with the board 
of finance and taxation, one with the comptroller and one 
with the city clerk ; he shall have credit on the same for all 
sums paid to the county collector and city treasurer for all 
taxes cn polls and personal property that are returned under 
oath of the collector or a deputy collector appointed for that 
purpose, that the same are uncollectable for want cf sufficient 
property out of which to levy and collect the same, for all 
amounts of real estate sold for taxes, and for such mistakes 
and errors in the preparation of the lists by the assessors 
and appearing on the books in the collector’s office as shall 
seem reasonable and just to the board of finance and taxa- 
tion; and that the city collector shall sell, on the first 
Monday in June in each year, all the real estate belonging 
to delinquent tax payers; at the first sale to parties who 
will bid and pay the taxes, and after all the bidders are 
exhausted, the city treasurer may bid at the same sale; and 
the sale may be adjourned from time to time until all: the 
property is sold, and the city collector shall finaliy close the 
tax levy of any one year by the first day of August of the 
next succeeding year, or by such further time as may be 
granted to him by the board of finance and taxation, who 
are hereby authorized to discharge the city collector by 
resolution when he shall have complhed therewith and 
closed out the tax list of any one year. 

46. And be it enacted, That the city collector shall give 
receipts in triplicate in gross for the amount of every agsess- 
ment placed in bis hands for collection, and one of the said 
receipts shall be filed with the board of finance and taxa- 
tion, one with the comptroller and one with the city clerk ;

he shall have credit for all money collected on the same 
paid into the city treasury, and he shall take separate 
receipts for collections on each assessment, and for all 
assessments unpaid efter the assessment shall have remained 
in his hands for six months, he shall proceed to sell, and 
shall have credit for all sales and credit also for all amounts 
set aside on any assessment hy the courts or any lawful com- 
missioners, and also for such mistakes and errors as may be 
allowed hy the board of finance and taxation; and the sales 
for assessments shall be made on the first Mondays in April 
and October in each year, and at such sales all lands shall 
be sold where the assessment has been confirmed for six 
months and more at the time of advertising the sale, and the 
sale may be adjourned and conducted the same as the sales 
provided for taxes, and the assessments to be finally closed 
and the city collector to get his discharge for every assess- 
ment receipted for within eighteen months after he receives 
the same, unless the board of finance and taxation shall 
extend the same; and when each assessment is closed the 
board of finance and taxation shall, by resolution, grant a 
discharge to the city collector. 

47. Ind be it enacted, That the registrar of the water 
works shall receipt in triplicate for the gross amount of the 
annual list of water rents, and for such monthly lists as may 
be made for water sold by ineter measurement, one of which 
receipts shall be filed with the board of finance and taxa- 
tion, one with the comptroller, and one with the city clerk;

Number Fifteen, in the township of Centre, county of Cam- 
den, or a majority of them, are hereby empowered to borrow 
and expend a sum, not exceeding three thousand dollars, for 
the sole and exclusive purpose of purchasing a suitable plot 
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of land within the limits of said District Number Fifteen, 
and for erecting thereon a public school building, with 
necessary fences and outbuildings. 

2, And be it enacted, That in order to provide for the 
repayment of said sum of three thousand dollars, the 
trustees of said district, or a majority of them, are empow- 
ered to direct the assessor of said township of Centre, in 
each of the three years, including the present year and the 
two next years succeeding, to assess upon the taxable prop- 
erty of the said District Number Fifteen, a sufficient sum, 
which, together with a poll tax of three dollars which shall 
be assessed on each taxpayer in the district shall be equal 
to one-third of the amount with the accrued lawful interest ; 
and the collector of the aforesaid townshic shall pay the 
money collected on such assessment on the order of the said

confirm or reject, increase or lessen the same, by the vote of 
a majority of their members taken collectively, including 
said trustees. 

4. And be it enacted, That the moneys so voted shall be 
assessed and raised in said townships in proportion to the 
assessed valuation of the taxable property therein as deter- 
mined by the county board of assessors; and the said cor- 
poration shall direct, in writing, the assessors of the said 
townships to ascertain and adjust the proportion so to be 
assessed and raised in each of said townships and to assess 
the same therein; and the said moneys snall be assessed, 
Jevied and collected by the same persons, in the same man- 
ner and under like fines, penalties and liens as the money 
raised in said townships by the board of chosen freeholders 
of the county shall be assessed, levied and collected, and 
when collected the said moneys shall be paid over by the 
collectors of said townships to one of the said trustees, who 
shall be chosen by said corporation as treasurer, and who 
shall give bond to the inhabitants of each of said townships, 
by their corporate name, in such sum and with such surety 
or sureties as each of the said township committees shall 
respectively approve, conditioned for the faithful keeping of 
said moneys and their disbursements, to carry into effect 
the purposes of this act.

tinue until their successors shall be elected as provided by 
this act, and at the expiration of their term shall hand over 
to their successors the corporate seal and all the minutes, 
hooks, documents and papers belonging to said coporation.

CHAPTER CCCLX. 
An Act to adjust unpaid Assessments in Jersey City. 


WHEREAS, assessments for city improvements have been laid 
upon property in Jersey City, concerning the justness of 
which disputes have arisen; and whereas, it would be for 
the benefit of said city, and of the individuals whose 
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property is subject to such assessments, to have the same 

corrected and adjusted without further delay or litigation ; 

therefore, 

1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the judges of the supreme 
court of this state shall appoint three discreet and impartial 
persons, resident in this state, and not owners of land in, or 
residents of Jersey City, who shall be constituted a board 
to examine, revise, alter, and adjust as hereinafter provided, 
all unpaid assessments whether heretofore set aside by order 
of any court of this state or otherwise, within a period of 
five years prior to the approval of this act, for city improve- 
ments heretofore made in Jersey City, and in the former 
cities of Hudson and Bergen, which are or may be disputed. 

2. Jind be at enacted, That said board after examination, 
shall determine and adjudge what would have been a 
reasonable and fair cost of the improvement, what lands are 
benefited by the improvement, the proportion of benefit 
received by each lot of land, and assess on each lot such 
proportion of what would have been a reasonable cost of 
the improvement, the expense of the improvement as the lot 
or parcel of land shall be benefited by the same, the 
remainder of the costs, charges, and expenses of such 
improvement shall be borne and paid by the city at large ; 
that said board shall deduct from any final assessments for 
all improvements brought before them for adjustment and 
revision, any charge, cost, or expense included therein, for 
any purpose other than for the construction or making of 
such improvement, and shall also deduct such costs, charges, 
and expenses as were not allowed by the charter under 
which the work was done or materials furnished; provided, 
nothing in this act contained shall empower said board to 
release the city of Jersey City from the payment of such 
portion of the expenses of constructing sewers in the former 
city of Hudson as provided in the ordinances of said city 
under which satd sewers were built. 

3. Alnd be at enacted, That any person or persons sepa- 

rately or collectively aggrieved by any assessment hereto- 
fore made may present to said board a petition stating his 
or their objections to such assessments, and praying for 
relief, and upon presenting such petition. the assessment so 
objected to shall be considered a disputed assessment, so as 
to give the said board full jurisdiction to revise, alter and 
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adjust the whole of the said assessment, and re-assess such 
amount as would have been a reasonable sum for such 
improvement upon the land benefited in proportion to the 
benefits received as shall be equitable and just, as directed 
in this act; and any person or persons neglecting or refusing 
to apply to said board for relief from assessments within 
such time as the said board may limit, not less than thirty 
nor more than sixty days, shall be considered as waiving all 
objections thereto. 

4. And be tt enacted, That said board shall give public 
notice of the time and place of holding their first meeting 
for the consideration of each assessment by advertisements in 
all the newspapers published in said city, at least four weeks 
prior to the time of holding such meeting, and by written 
or printed notices given to the owners of property subject 
to the assessments to be considered at that meeting. either 
personally, or, if not to be found in the eity, then by deposit- 
ing such notice in the post office of said city, directed to 
such owner or owners, at his or their last known place of 
residence (or at the post office nearest thereto): provided, 
that the omission to send or serve such printed or written 
notice upon any individual shall not. in any case, affect the 
proceedings of said board; and that said board shall have 
power to subpoena witnesses to appear before them, to admin- 
ister oaths to such witnesses, and to adjourn from time to 
time, as to said board may seem proper; and that said board 
may, after a general examination of any assessment, deduct 
therefrom such an amount or percentage as they. or a 
inajority of them, inay agree upon as unjust to be assessed, 
and the amount so deducted to be paid by the city at large. 

5. Alnd be it enacted, That no assessment heretofore 
made shall be set aside by said board, or by the supreme 
court, for any irregularity in the proceedings under which 
the said assessment has been made, except as hereinbefore 
provided; but that when any assessment has been adjusted 
or confirmed by said board in manner aforesaid, it shall be 
and is hereby declared to be a new assessment, and shall be 
final and conclusive, as so adjusted, re-assessed or confirmed 
by said board upon all parties; and that, in all cases of 
certiorari now brought to remove proceedings in assessments 
to the supreme court for review, the parties therein shall file 
their objections to said assessments with the said board 
hereby appointed, who shall adjust the same upon principles 
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of justice and equity, as directed in section two of this act; 
and that no further proceedings shall be had in said supreme 
court upon said certioraris so pending therein. 

6. And be it enacted, That said board shall have power, Jy rmnloy 
at the expense of said city, to employ such agents or 4ssistants. 
assistants as they may deem necessary to carry out the 
duties imposed by this act; and thatit shall be the duty of 
the officers of said city to furnish said board and their 
agents with such papers, records and information as may be 
in their possession or under their control, and as the said 
board nay require, and shall also provide said board with 
ge rooms in which to hold their meetings. 

And be it enacted, 'That the proceedings of said board, Proceedings 
re by them duly verified under their hands and seals, endiceconded 
shall be filed in the office of the clerk of Jersey City, and 
recorded by said clerk in a book to be by him kept for that 
purpose; and when so filed, the assessments made ty said 
board, or a majority thereof, shall be a lien upon the 
property on which they are laid, and shall be collected in 
the same manner provided for the collection of assessments 
in the charter of said city; provided, that nothing herein proviso. 
contained shall be so construed as to require the payment 
of the same in any manner other than was provided for in 
the charter under which the applications for said improve- 
ments were made. 

8. And be it enacted, 'That each of the members of said Shall take 
board shall take an oath, faithfully and impartially, to per- 
form the duties imposed upon them by this act.

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CHAPTER CCCLXXVIII. 


A Further Supplement to the act entitled An Act to incor- 
porate the City of Millville,’ approved February twenty- 
sixth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six. 


1. Be rr Enacted dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the board of trustees of public 
schools of the city of Millville shall annually at the time of 
their regular meeting in April, elect, subject to the approval 
of the city council, one person of proper qualifications as 
superintendent of public schools for said city, and the said 
board of trustees shall determine the amount of compensation 
the said superintendent shall receive, and shall pay the same 
out of the moneys appropriated for school purposes by said 
city. 

» And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the said 
superintendent of public schools to act as secretary of the 
board of trustees; to take annually between the first and 
twentieth days of the month of August an exact and 
thorough census of all the children residing in the city of 
Millville, between the ages of five and eighteen, as pre- 
scribed by the thirty-sixth section of an act entitled “ An 
Act to establish a system of public instruction for the state 
of New Jersey,” approved March twenty-first, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-seven; to make an annual report 
on or before the first day of October in each year to the 
state superintendent in the manner and form prescribed by 
him; to perform all the duties now enjoined by law upon 
the county superintendent as far as relates to the city of 
Millville, and to discharge such other acts and duties con- 
sistent with the nature of his office, as the by-laws, rules 
and regulations of said board of trustees may require. 

3. And be it enacted, What the superintendent of schools 
shall have the power to return with his objections any reso- 
iution or act passed by the board of trustees that does not 
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meet his approval, and the said returned resolution or act 
shall not take effect until again passed by a majority of the 
board. 

4. And be it enacted, That the common council of the 
city of Millville be and are hereby authorized to issue 
bonds to an amount not to exceed seventy-five thousand dol- 
lars to bear seven per centum interest, payable semi-an- 
nually and the principal of the same payable in not less 
than five years and within fifteen years, for the purpose of 
supplying the city of Millville with water; provided, that 
council shall take no action either in the issuing of bonds or 
building water works until the same shall either at a gen- 
eral or special election have been approved of by the citi- 
zens of said city. 

5. And be it enacted, That in case of non-payment of 
fines imposed for violations of any of the city ordinances it 
shall be the duty of the mayor or justice of the peace before 
whom the offender shall be convicted to commit the body of 
said offender to the county prison until said fine and costs 
thereon are paid; provided, the said term of imprisonment 
shall not exceed sixty days. 

6. And be it enacted, That all acts or parts of acts that 
conflict with the provisions of the foregoing act or with 
those of an act entitled ‘A Further Supplement to an act 
to incorporate the city of Millville,” approved the twenty- 
sixth day of February, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-three are hereby repealed. 

7. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

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CHAPTER COCLXXIX. 


An Act supplementary to 4n act entitled “ An Act to pro- 
vide for a Free Bridge across the Raritan River at the 
City of New Brunswick,” approved April fourth, gne 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-two. 


WHEREAS, by said act certain individuals therein named 
were appointed commissioners with power and authority 
to contract with proprietors of the bridge across the 
Raritan river, and to purchase and acquire for the per- 
petual use of the county of Middlesex, a toll bridge now 
erected across the said river at the foot of Albany street, 
in the city of New Brunswick, together with the exclusive 
franchises enjoyed by the said proprietors to establish 
and maintain the same, for the lowest price for which the 

same could be obtained; and whereas, it is represented 
that said commissioners have fixed a price with the view 
to contract therefor with the proprietors of the said 
bridge over the Raritan river aforesaid for the purchase 
of the same; and whereas, it has been ascertained that 
several of the said commissioners before and at the time 
of their said action were interested pecuniarily, directly 
or indirectly, in the said bridge and franchises, some of 
said several interested commissioners being directly 
stockholders therein, and others being stockholders in the 

New Jersey Railroad and Transportation Company, 

which company is a stockholder therein; and whereas, 

complaint hath been made that no arrangement, even 
though it were just, should stand, if made through the 
intervention of persons interested; now therefore, 

1. Berit enacted dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That all the proceedings of said 
commissioners in regard to the subject matter of said act 
heretofore had, be and the same are hereby annulled, set 
aside and for nothing holden.

contract, or awarded, was or was not the value of such 
bridge and franchises. 

4. And be it enacted, That all things in said act inconsis- 
tent herewith shall be and the same are hereby repealed, 
and that this act shall take effect immediately.

purchase | purchase all of the capital stock, real estate, works and 


water works, 
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property, and all the corporate rights, powers, franchises 
and privileges of the New Brunswick Water Company 
and for the New Brunswick Water Company and its stock- 
holders to sell, assign and convey the same to the mayor 
and common council of the city of New Brunswick, for 
such price and consideration, and upon such terms of pay- 
ment as the said company and its stockholders and the com- 
mon council of the said city may agree upon, and that upon 
the due execution and delivery of the said conveyance and 
assignments, the legal title to the said capital stock, real 
estate, works and property, and all of the corporate rights, 
powers, franchises and privileges of the said company shall 
pass to, and vest in the mayor and common council of the 
city of New Brunswick, in as full and ample a manner as 
the same now are, hereafter may be, or heretofore have been 
held and enjoyed by the said company. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said water works shall be 
conducted and managed exclusively by and through a board 
of commissioners to be appointed as hereinafter directed, 
and that all the authority, powers and duties relative thereto 
now exercised and performed, or that hereafter may be 
exercised and performed by the said company shall be exer- 
cised and performed by the said commissioners, except as 
is hereinafter provided ; and in pursuance of this authority 
the said commissioners may appoint and employ all proper 
assistants, officers, agents and clerks necessary or con- 
venient for the purposes aforesaid, at such compensation as 
they may deem reasonable, and shall take from their 
treasurer and such other officers and agents as they may 
appoint, such bonds and securities for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties as they may deem proper; provided, 
that the said commissioners shall have no power to create 
loans or borrow money, and shall not be entitled to take or 
receive any compensation for their services, except such as 
may be ordered by the mayor and common council of said 
city.

4, And be it enacted, That the said real estate, works and 
property, when conveyed as hereby authorized to the mayor 
and common council of the city of New Brunswick, and the 
income thereofshall be and remain liablein their hands for the 
payment of all debts heretofore lawfully contracted by the New 
Brunswick Water Company, and all of their legal liabilities ; 
and that for the purpose of paying the same, and paying for 
the stock, real estate, works, property, corporate rights, 
powers, franchises and privileges aforesaid of the New 
Brunswick Water Company, and to provide for the further 
extension of the said works, and the operation, repair and 
general management of the same, and of all expenses inci- 
dental thereto, it shall and may be lawful for the mayor and 
common council of the city of New Brunswick to issue the 
bonds of the said city, for an amount not exceeding in the 
whole the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, which said 
bonds shall not be disposed of at Jess than par value, and 
shall bear interest at the rate of seven per centum per an- 
rum, payable semi-annually, and shall be issued and used 
from time to time as actually required for the purposes 
aforesaid, and not otherwise. 

D. And be it enacted, That the net rents and revenue 
received from the said water works remaining after paying 
all expenses for maintaining the works and extending the 
pipes, and paying wages, salaries and incidental expenses, 
shall be appropriated first to the payment of the interest on 
the bonds heretofore issued by the mayor and common 
council of the city of New Brunswick for the purchase of 
stock of the New Brunswick Water Company, and for the 
payment of interest on the bonds that have been or may be 
issued by the said company previous to said sale and con- 
veyance by them under this act, and the interest upon the 
general indebtedness and liability of the said company, and 
the interest upon the bonds that may be issued pursuant to 
the provisions of this act; and the balance thereof shall be 
set apart as a sinking fund for the payment of the principal 
of all of the said bonds and indebtedness, and that no part 
of said rents and revenues shall be appropriated or used for 
any other purpose whatever until the whole of said debts 
are paid and satisfied: provided, that the said commissioners 
shall not expend out of the said water rents and revenues, 
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in any one year, more than one thousand dollars for extend- 
ing the pipes, unless the mayor and common council of the 
city of New Brunswick shall first sanction and authorize 
the same. 

6. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall, 
semi-annually, at such times as the mayor and common 
council of the city of New Brunswick may direct, pay over 
to the treasurer of the said city so much of the net rents and 
revenues of the said works for the preceding six months as 
will be sufficient to pay the semi-annual interest on the bonds 
and indebtedness mentioned in the last preceding section, 
or so much thereof for that purpose, if not sufficient, as they 
may have in their hands; and shall, at the same time, pay 
over the surplus, if any there shall be, to the treasurer of 
the said city, to be by him safely invested in the same man- 
ner that other city moneys are invested by him, and allowed 
to accumulate as a sinking fund for the payment of the said 
bonds at maturity. 

T. And be it enacted, That until such time as the net rents 
and revenues of said works shall be fully sufficient to pay 
the interest on the said bonds and indebtedness, it shall be 
the duty of said commissioners, in the month of March in 
each and every year, to certify to the common council of 
said city what, in their opinion, will be the net revenue of 
said works for the ensuing year applicable to the payment 
of said interest; and thereupon the said common council 
may impose, assess, and collect, yearly, such an amount of 
tax as shall be sufficient, with the estimated net revenues of 
said works, to pay the said interest for that year; and the 
said common council are hereby empowered to add to the 
amount they now are or hereafter may be authorized to raise 
in the general assessment such sum as shall be necessary for 
the purpose aforesaid, notwithstanding any limitation or 
restriction contained in the charter of said city, or the 
supplements thereto. 

8. And be it enacted, That the city treasurer shall keep 
a separate account of all moneys received and paid by him 
under the provisions of this act, particularly specifying 
therein all moneys received by him from the said commis- 
sioners, and the amounts raised by taxation by said city for 
the purpose of paying said interest, the whole of which shall 
be credited in said accouat and applied exclusively to the 
purpose aforesaid. 
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9. nd be it enacted, That a majority of said commis- 
sioners shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and they shall keep regular books of account and 
books for recording the whole of their official proceedings, 
and all such books shall be open at all times to the 
examination of any members of the common council of the 
city of New brunswick, and of any person or persons 
appointed by said common council for that purpose; the 
said commissioners shall also, on the first Monday in Feb- 
ruary of every vear, make a report to the said common 
council of the condition of the said water works, accompanied 
by a detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures on 
account of the same, an abstract of which shall be published 
with the annual statement of the city treasurer. 

10, And be tt enacted, That all the contracts and engage- 
ments, acts and doings of the said commissioners, within the 
scope of their duty or authority, shall be obligatory upon 
and be in law considered as done by the mayor and com- 
mon council of the city of New Brunswick, and any judg- 
ment recovered against the said commissioners in their 
official capacity, as provided in the next succeeding section, 
Shall have the same force and effect as a judgment against 
the city, and shall be enforced by the same process and in 
the same manner as if the same had been rendered in an 
action brought against the mayor and cominon council of 
the city of New Brunswick. 

ll. And be tt enacted, That the said commissioners may 
sue and be sued, and prosecute or defend any action or 
process at law or in equity, by the name of « The Water 
Commissioners of the City of New Brunswick,’ and may 
institute and maintain any action against any person or per- 
sons for money due for the use of the water, for the breach 
of any contract, expressed or implied, touching the execu- 
tion or management of the works, or the distribution of the 
water, or of any promise or contract made to or with them, 
and also for any injury, trespass or nuisance done or suffered 
to the water, reservoirs, pipes, machinery, or any apparatus 
belonging to or connected with any part of the works, or 
for any improper use or waste of the water, and any 
vacancy or the filling of any vacancy in the board of com- 
missioners, either. before or after any cause of action arises 
or suit is commenced, shall not change the right of said 
commissioners as a body to commence, maintain or defend 
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such action or suit, but for such purpose and in such cases 
they shall be considered from the time of the organization 
of the board as a body corporate. 

12. And be tt enacted, That all lawful and binding 
promises or contracts made by or with the New Brunswick 
Water Company previous to the execution of the convey- 
ance hereinbefore authorized shall be binding on the said 
commissioners, and upon the other contracting party, in the 
same manner and to the same extent as if the said promise 
or contract had been originally made by or with the said 
commissioners; and that al] actions, suits and remedies 
relating thereto shall be brought, prosecuted and enforced 
in the manner specified in the last preceding section, in as 
full and ample a manner as the same might or could have 
been prosecuted and enforced by or against the New Bruns- 
wick Water Company in case this act had not been passed. 

13. And be it enacted, That the board of commissioners 
for the time being shall have power and authority to regu- 
late the supply and use of the water, to fix the prices for the 
same, and the times of payment, and to assess the owners of 
all lots fronting on the line of their pipes, whether such 
owners be takers of said water or not, but at less rates than 
if takers thereof, to make and prescribe such rules, regula- 
tions, conditions and restrictions, as they may deem neces- 
sary or expedient with reference to the use and mode of 
drawing the water, the inspection at all proper times of all 
parts of the water works and all connections therewith, 
public and private and wheresoever located in said city, 
and the collection of water rents and assessments, and the 
mode of enforcing such collections from the several owners 
of all lots fronting on streets and public places in the said 
city, through which their pipes are or may be laid and ready 
to supply water, whether such several owners shall be takers 
of said water or otherwise, but imposing a less rate or 
assessment on such as do not take the water than upon such 
as do take the same; and they shall have power to impose 
and collect such penalties, in addition to cutting off the 
water, as they may deem expedient, for the violation of such 
rules, regulations and restrictions, and shall succeed to and 
be invested with all of the powers, privileges and labilities 
prescribed in the act entitled “An act to incorporate the 
New Brunswick Water Company,’ approved March the 
twenty-ninth, in the year eighteen hundred and {fifty-nine, 
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and the several supplements thereto, so far as the same shall 
be applicable. 

14, And be wt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
said commissioners to erect and maintain fire plugs and 
hydrants in the public streets of said city, through which 
water pipes have been laid or shall be laid, in such number 
and locations as the common council may, from time to time 
direct, and to supply the same with water; and such plugs 
shall be under the control and direction of the common 
council, who are hereby authorized, by ordinance or reso- 
lution, to make the necessary rules and regulations respect- 
ing the use thereof, and to prescribe penalties for their 
violation and the mode of collecting such penalties. 

15. And be it enacted, That the common council of the 
said city, as soon as convenient after the execution and 
delivery of the conveyance herein provided for, shall appoint 
such number of the inhabitants of the said city as they may 
think best, commissioners, who shall constitute the first board 
of water commissioners, and who shall, at their first meet- 
ing, determine by lot or otherwise, the terms during which 
they shall hold their offices; and these shall be as follows: 
one-third of them shall remain in office one year, one-third 
of them two years, and one-third of them three years, all to 
be computed from the beginning of their first fiscal year. 

16. And be it enacted, That the said common ccuncil, in 
each and every year, shall appoint one-third of the number 
of the said commissioners, who shall hold their office for 
three years from the date of the expiration of office of one- 
third of the said commissioners, as provided for in the next 
preceding section, and any vacancy that may occur in said 
commissioners, by death, resignation or otherwise, shall be 
filled by the said common council, but the person appointed 
in every case to fill such vacancy, shall hold his office only 
for the residue of the term for which he may be appointed ; 
provided, that any or all of said commissioners may, at any 
time be removed from office and others appointed in their 
place by the said common council for good and sufficient 
cause, shown npon examination and inquiry by a committee 
of said common council, at which the said commissioner or 
commissioners shall have due opportunity to be present and 
make defense; provided also, that no member of common 
council shall be appointed a water commissioner, or act as 
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such after his election as a member of said common 
council.

pensation for his services under this act as they may deem 
adequate and proper. 

18. And be it enacted, That all acts and parts of acts con- Repealer.

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CHAPTER CCCXCIL. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An Act to incorporate 
Societies for the promotion of Learning” 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, ‘That whenever it shall appear to 
the trustees of any incorporation formed under the act to 
which this is a supplement, that the interests of said incor- 
poration will be promoted by the creation of a capital stock, 
it shall be lawful for the trustees to pass a resolution to that 
effect, and said resolution shall specify the amount of the 
capital stock to be created, which shall not exceed the sum 
of twenty-five thousand dollars, and the value of each share 
which shall not exceed one hundred dollars; and said 
trustees shall cause said resolution, duly certified by their 
president and secretary, to be recorded in the clerk’s office 
of the county where said incorporation was formed, and 
after the recording of said resolution, it shall be lawful for 
said incorporation to issue such stock to the members of 
such incorporation subscribing to the same. 

2. And be it enacted, That if any incorporation is formed 
under the act to which this is a supplement in any of the 
counties of this state, for the establishment of a law library 
in any such county, it shall be lawful for the board of chosen 
freeholders of any county to make an annual subscription 
to said library, and if said subscription is received by said 
incorporation, said library shall during the continuance of 
such subscription be open to the free use of the judges of 
the courts of said county, the prosecutor of the pleas of 
said county, the attorney general when engaged in said 
county on professional business, the counsel of the board of 
chosen freeholders, and the members of the board of chosen 
freeholders of said county, under the rules and regulations 
of said library governing the members of said library 
incorporation. 

3. nd be it enacted, That the treasurer of this state shall

improvement, and to secure the payment of such loan or 
loans by bonds or other instruments in writing, to be sealed 
with the common seal of said city and to be “signed by the 
mayor and city clerk; and that all moneys which shall come 
to the hands of the collector of taxes for or on account of | 
such assessment (or such part thereof as may be represented 
by such loan or loans) shall be kept by him entirely separate 
and distinct from the other moneys of said city, and shall, 
without delay, and without having been drawn or used for 
any other purpose whatever, be paid by him to the com- 
missioners of the sinking fund of said city, and that said 
commissioners shall hold and invest all such moneys which 
‘may come to their hands in the same manner as they are 
now or may be required by any law or ordinance, and shall 
keep the same in a separate account, to be known as ‘the

or alley, or any part or parts thereof, if the owners of one- 
half of the lineal frontage of the lands and real estate on 
the line of the proposed improvement shall remonstrate or 
protest against the same in writing at any time before the 
passage of such ordinance. 

5. And be it enacted, That all ordinances, proposed or- 
dinances, notices and advertisements of every kind which 
are now required to be published in a newspaper of the said 
city, shall be hereafter published in all of the three news- 
papers now published in said city, and that, in order to re- |! 
duce the expense of such advertising, there shall be here- 
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after required only two insertions, in each of said news- 
papers, of the several advertisements mentioned or referred 
to in the fourteenth, sixty-first, sixty-fourth, sixty-fifth, 
seventieth, seventy-first and seventy-eighth sections of the 
sald act; and that, instead of publishing a copy, in full, of 
any proposed ordinance mentioned in said sixty-first sec- 
tion, it shall be sufficient (except as is hereinafter provided,) 
to publish only the titles of said proposed ordinances; and 
that instead of publishing such proposed ordinances and 
notices separately, it shall be sufficient (except as is herein- 
after provided,) to incorporate several of such proposed 
Proviso | ordinances and notices in a single advertisement; provided 
however, that it shall be necessary to publish, in full, a copy 
of any proposed ordinance to lay out, open, vacate, straighten, 
alter or widen any street, highway or alley, or any part or 
parts thereof, together with a notice of the meeting of the 
common council at which they will proceed to consider such 
proposed ordinance, in the same manner as it is now re- 
quired to be done. 
Proceedings 6. And be it enacted, That no writ of certiorari shall 
meee" be hereafter granted or allowed to remove into any court 
of this state, any report, map, assessment, ordinance, resolu- 
tion, notice or other act or proceeding of any kind what- 
soever in relation to any improvement heretofore or to be 
hereafter made under or by virtue of the said act, or 
of this or any other supplement thereto, after the ex- 
piration of sixty days from the time of the adoption and 
ratification by the common council of the report of the board 
of assessments with reference to said improvement, whether 
with or without alteration; and that whenever any such 
report, map, assessment, or other act or proceeding, on being 
so removed, shall appear to be irregular or defective in any 
way, whether in form or in substance, the said board of 
assessments, common council, and city clerk, shall severally 
have the right to amend and correct the same in all 
particulars, so that the same shall truly conform to the facts 
as they may be presented to said court, by affidavit or 
otherwise; and that, whenever it shall appear to said court 
that the party prosecuting such certiorari is justly aggrieved 
because of the assessment for or against his or her lands and 
real estate having been made contrary to the provisions of 
suid act or any supplement thereto, the court shall have the 
power to set aside only so much of said report and assess- 
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ment as relates to said party, and in doing so shall, at the 
same time, appoint three disinterested freeholders of said city 
to act as appraisers in making a new assessment against or 
in favor of said party, or both, as the case may be, and that the 
said appraisers, or any two of them, shall give ten days’ 
notice in writing of the time and place of their first meeting 
unto the said party as well as unto the mayor or clerk of 
said city, and shall view the premises, and shall give a 
hearing to all persons claiming to be interested in the 
matter, and may adjourn from time to time without further 
notice, and shall make anew assessment as aforesaid in 
accordance with the provisions of said act and said several 
supplements, and shall certify the same under their hands 
to the said court and to the said clerk; and that such new 
assessment shall be final and conclusive upon all parties ; 
and that the said clerk shall certify the same to the collector 
of taxes for said city, who shall thereupon proceed to col- 
lect and enforce the same in the same manner as is provided 
with regard to the original assessment, and that the costs of 
the proceeding, as the same may be fixed and determined 
by said court, shall be paid by both or either of the parties 
thereto, in such manner or proportions as the court may 
order; and that in case more than one assessment in the 
same matter shall be thus reviewed, the court shall, if pos- 
sible, in each instance, appoint the same appraisers; and 
that any new assessment for benefits shall be a lien upon the 
Jands and real estate assessed therefor, and may be enforced 
in the same manner and to the same extent as the original 
assessment; and that in case any assessment of damages 
shall be increased, or an assessment for benefits shall be 
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reduced by said appraisers, the amount of such increase or — 


such reduction, as may be, shall be borne and paid by the 
city at large. 

T. And be it enacted, That the ninety-fourth section of the 
said act shall be and the same is hereby amended in such 


manner that no person shall be hereafter allowed, within the « 


limits of said city, to sell ale, beer, porter, cider or wine, 
until such person shall have first been licensed therefor by 
the said collector of taxes, and shall have paid to him for the 
use of said city a license fee of twenty-five dollars, and shall 
have filed with him a letter of recommendation, recom- 
mending the applicant as a person of good moral character, 
and of good repute for temperance, and signed by at 
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least six legal voters and freeholders of said city, who 
have not signed any similar recommendation within the 
year next preceding the time of such application being 
made; that such license shall run for the term of one 
year from the time of such payment and no lIcnger; and 
that it shall not be lawful for any such person so licensed 
to sell or furnish any such liquor above named, to any 
child or minor under the age of eighteen years, under 
any pretext whatsoever; and that if any person or persons 
shall violate any or either of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, he, she or they shall forfeit and pay a fine of twenty 
dollars, to be recovered by the said city in an action 
of debt, to be brought before the police justice of said city, 
in the same manner as actions for penalties for the violation 
of ordinances; and that such actions shall be prosecuted, 
and that execution may issue upon any judgment to be 
recovered therein in like manner; provided, that this section 
shall not apply to any inn or tavern keeper, or to any drug- 
gist or other person who may sell any such liquor, to be 
drank off the premises where sold. 

8. And be rt enacted, That the forty-fifth section of the 
said act shall be and hereby is amended by striking out the 
word “eight,” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “ ten;” 
and that the seventh section of the certain supplement to 
said act which was approved April third, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-two, shall be and hereby is 
repealed; provided, Aowever, that from the amount of 
moneys which shall be annually determined by resolution 
of the common council to be appropriated for the support 
of public schools in said city for that year, in accordance 
with the provisions of the said forty-fifth section, there shall

1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Amendment. 
the Stute of New Jersey, That the third and thirty-fifth sec- 
tions of the act to which this is a supplement, be and the 
sameare hereby amended by striking out whenever they occur 
in said sections the words “ city counsel.” 

2. And be it enacted, That section forty-seven of the act Amendment. 
to which this is a supplement, be and the same is hereby re- 
vised and amended so that it shall be and is as follows: 

47. And be it enacted, That the collector of revenue in Procecdings 
said city, in case of the non-payment of taxes on or befcre lection of dé 
the twentieth day of December in each year, shall make taxes. 
out a list of the names of all delinquents, with the sums due 
from them respectively, specifying on said list those of said 
delinquents who are owners of taxable real estate situate in 
the city, and shall deliver the same to the clerk of the city 
on or before the twentieth day of December in each year 
except when said day shall fall on Sunday, and then on the 
next day following, and it shall be the duty of said clerk to 
lay the same before the board of councilmen at a meeting 
thereof, held next after the same shall be delivered to him, 
and thereupon the said board shall deliver a list of all such 
delinquents who do not appear by said list, made as afore- 
said by the collector, to own taxable real estate, situate in 
the city, to a justice of the peace of the city, who shall pro- 
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ceed to issue a tax warrant thereon, as provided hy law in 
cases of taxes in townships, which shall be directed and de- 
livered to the collector of revenue, who shall have power to 
collect the same in like manner, in all things, as the con- 
statles in townships are directed by law, but such collector 
shall, before he delivers such list to said clerk, take and sub- 
scribe an oath or affirmation before the mayor or city clerk, 
or a justice of the peace in said city, that the moneys in said 
list mentioned, have been duly demanded, or due notice 
given at the usual places of residence of such delinquents, 
who could be found or may then reside in said city, and all 
parts of said section forty-seven inconsistent with said sec- 
tion, as so revised and amended, be and the same are here- 
by repealed. 

3. nd be it enacted, That section forty-eight of said act 
be amended by repealing and striking out the words, “ and 
on all taxes due and payable which remain unpaid on the 
fifteenth day of February in any year, an additional penalty 
of five per centum shall be added, and such penalty shall 
be paid over by the said collector of revenue to the treasurer 
of the city in like manner, and at the same time as he may be 
required to pay over to said treasurer all taxes by him col- 
lected,” as they occur together at the end of said section. 

4, And be it enacted, That sections fifty-eight and fifty-nine 
of said act be and the same hereby are revised and amended 
so that they shall be and are as follows: 

58. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
board of councilmen, by ordinance, to open, extend or widen 
any street or avenue, or any part thereof in the city, in the 
following manner, and not otherwise: on application in 
writing to the said board of councilmen, setting forth accu- 
rately the improvement desired, and the petitioner or peti- 
tioners for such improvement shall deposit with the city 
treasurer such sum of money as said board shall direct, 
being sufficient to cover the expense to be incurred, in case 
such improvement shall not be ordered; if said board shall 
favor the application, the same shall be advertised by the 
board of councilmen in the official newspapers circulating 
in said city, for two weeks at least before the ordinance is 
passed to carry out the same, which ordinance shall be 
referred to the commissioners of assessments and acity sur- 
veyor not interested in such improvement, who shall there- 
upon make a map of such improvement, showing the real 
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estate to be taken therefor, and all the property, which in 
the judgment of said commissioners, will be benefited 
thereby, designating cach Jot and parcel on said map by 
number, said commissioners shall also ascertain, so far as 
practicable, and report the names of the owners of said real 
estate to be taken, and property to be benefited, and the 
interest of each of the owners of real estate to be taken, 
and when such names or estates are not known, and cannot 
with reasonable diligence be ascertained, they shall so 
report; they shall also appraise the value of the interest of 
each Known owner of real estate to be taken, and the dam- 
age to be done to such owner by taking the same, consider- 
ing in such appraisal the condition in which each owner’s 
parcel of real estate will be left after taking so much thereof 
as will be required for the improvement; and where the 
estates in any plot of land are unknown, and cannot with 
reasonable diligence be ascertained, they shall appraise the 
value of, or the damage done, to the fee simple; said com- 
missioners shall also estimate all other expenses likely, in 
their judgment, to attend the completion of the improve- 
ment; provided, that where the line of such improvement 
would bisect any building, the said commissioners may deter- 
mine, as shall seem to them most just to ‘take or to require 
the owner or owners thereof to move it back from the line 
of improvement, in case the owner or owners thereof have 
land enough left for that pwpose, and their appratsement 
shall be made accordingly ; said commissioners shall also 
estimate the amount likely to be realized from the sale of any 
buildings or parts of buildings to be taken on account of 
said improvement and shall so determine the probable net 
cost of making the improvement; this probable net cost 
they shall then assess upon the land to be benefited in pro- 
portion to the benefit to be received; thereupon they shall, 
under their hands, make a report of the facts ascertained, 
and of the appraisements, estimates, determinations and 
assessments made by them concerning said improvements, 
and shall file such report and map with the city clerk within 
twenty days after the reference to them, or within such 
further time as said board of councilmen shall grant; there- 
upon the said clerk shall give notice of the filing of said 
map and report in the official newspapers circulating in said 
city, for the space of two weeks, and by at least five notices 
put up on the line of said improvement, and the city clerk 
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shall mail a written or printed notice to each of the known 
owners of land to be assessed for said intended improvement, 
which notice shall contain a general description of the im- 
provement intended, of the land to be taken, and of the land to 
be assessed therefor, which description may be by reference 
to any map to which the said owner may be allowed access 

and shall state the time and place when and where the said 
board of councilmen or a comiittee thereof will meet to 
hear and consider any objections to said report, or to the 
improvement, which may be presented in writing, the time 
appointed for such objections being uot less than ten days 
after the expiration of said two weeks; and all objections 
made at such time and place, presented in writing, said 
board of councilmen shall consider and adjudicate upon, and 
if any of such objections which may require correction of 
the said report or map of the commissioners of assessment, 
upon such consideration and adjudication shall be sustained, 
the said report and map shall be returned to said commis- 
sioners of assessments by resolution of the council, which 
shall specify the correction to be made and the awards or 
assessments made in said report shall be corrected accord- 
ingly by said commissioners, and said report and map when 
corrected shall bé filed with the city clerk within twenty 
days thereafter, if said board of councilmen shall then 
determine to make said improvement, or if at the time 
of considering and adjudicating upon the objections to 
the report or improvement which have been presented 
in writing, they shall determine to make the improvement 
and confirm the report, notwithstanding any objection to the 
same, the said board shall confirm the “awards made in said 
report and map, and order that the said improvement be 
made and completed in such manner as said board may 
direct under the supervision of said commissioners of assess- 
ments; provided, the said board of councilmen shall not 
proceed to make any improvement if the owners of more 
than one-half of the property per lineal feet front to be 
assessed for the improvement shall remonstrate against the 
same being made, said board of councilmen shall thereupon 
pass a resolution directing the several sums awarded to be 
paid to the persons to whom the awards are made for real 
estate taken and damages sustained in making said improve- 
ment, a copy of which resolution, attested by the president 
of the board of councilmen and filed with the city clerk, 
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shall be the authority of the city clerk for issuing warrants 
for such sums, subject to the provisions of the fifty-ninth 
section of this act, to the persons to whom they are due, 
when the said persons demand the same of him: and nppn 
the passage and filing with the city clerk as aforesaid of such 
resolution, the fee simple of said real estate to be taken shall 
he vested in said city corporation, the mayor and council of 
the city of Bayonne; provided, that where the commissioners 
of assessment shall have reported the names or estates of the 
owners of any plot as unknown, said resolution shall direct 
the sum of the award on account of such plot to be paid to 
the owners thereof when and as their interest may appear, 
and any such owner or person interested in said land may, 
by bill in chancery, according to the practice of that court, 
have the said sum distributed, or in whole or in part paid 
over to him, as law and justice may require; after the com- 
pletion of said improvement, the said commissivners of 
assessment shall report to said board of councilmen the 
actual net cost thereof, and shall assess the same upon the 
land theretofore reported by said commissioners as the land 
to be benefited thereby, in the same proportion as the 
estimated net cost had been previously assessed in the map 
and report of said commissioners as corrected by the said 
board, the assessment so made, when filed with the city clerk 
and confirmed by the board of councilmen, shall constitute 
a lien upon each parcel of said lands for the amount assessed 
to the same. 

D9, And be it enacted, That whenever, by the report and 
map of the said commissioners of assessments corrected as 
aforesaid, it shall appear that an award has been made or 
awards have been made to any person for property taken or 
damages sustained, and that such person is also assessed for 
benefits received on account of the same improvement, then 
if the assessment equal or exceed the award or awards, no 
payment shall be made on account of such award or awards, 
and if the award or awards exceed the assessment, only so 
much of the award or awards as is in excess shall be paid, 
and the resolution of the board of councilmen ordering the 
awards to be paid shall be framed accordingly; and ae 
the amount to be assessed to each plot of land shall be 
finally determined, the difference between such amount in 
the case of any plot, or of any plots having the same owners, 
and the previously estimated amount to be assessed upon the 
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same plot or plots, shall, if it be said difference in excess of 
the estimated amount to be assessed, be set off against the 
amount of the award or awards due to the owner of said plot 
or plots so assessed aud unpaid, and if the amount of the 
said award or awards due and unpaid exceed such difference, 
the excess only shall be paid to the person to whom the 
award is made, and if the said difference exceed the said 
award or awards due and unpaid, then the said award or 
awards unpaid snall be cancelled, and only the excess of said 
difference over the unpaid amount of the award or awards 
shall be a lien upon the property assessed, the assessment 
(in case of more than one plot) on each plot assessed being 
reduced proportionally, the rest of the award or assessment, 
as the case may be, being cancelled, and all parts of said 
sections inconsistent with said section, as so revised and 
amended, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

5. And be it enacted, That section forty-two of the act to — 
which this is a supplement, and all acts and parts of acts 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, be and the same 
are hereby repealed. 

6. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed and 
taken to be a public act, and shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER CCCCII. 


An Act to authorize the Mayor and Council of the City of 
Hoboken to exchange a portion of the Hoboken Cemetery 
Grounds for other lands adjoining said cemetery. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for the mayor 
and council of the city of Hoboken, upqn the request of the 
board of trustees of the Hoboken cemetery, a majority of 
all the members of said board of trustees agreeing thereto, 
to exchange such portion of said cemetery grounds as they 
may deem advisable for other lands adjoining said ceme- 
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tery; provided, no lands heretofore used for interments or 
sold to private individuals for burial purposes shall be in- 
cluded in such exchange; and the said mayor and council 
are hereby authorized and empowered to grant and convey 
the lands so to be exchanged as aforesaid, in fee simple, free 
and clear of all liens, easements and incumbrances whatso- 
ever; and that the lands to be acquired by said exchange 
as aforesaid shall be and the same are hereby set apart for- 
ever asa burial place, and shall be held and used in the 
same manner, and may be sold and conveyed in plots sub- 
ject to the same regulations and control as the other portions 
of said cemetery. 

2. And be it enacted, That the board of trustees are au- 
thorized and empowered to make such alterations in the 
map of said cemetry now on file in the office of the clerk of 
the county of Hudson as may be necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this act. 

3. And be it enacted, That all acts and parts of acts, 
inconsistent with this act, be and the same are hereby 
repealed, and that this act shall be deemed a public act, and 
take effect immediately.

CHAPTER CCCCILL. 


An Act to vest the title of land sold by the Trustees of 
Washington School District of Rahway, in the purchaser 
thereof, his heir and assigns. 


WHEREAS, it appears that the trustees of Washington School 
District of Rahway, on or about the sixth day of Decem- 
ber, in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty- 
three, sold and conveyed by deed to one Joseph O. Luf- 
bery, a certain piece or tract of land situate in the town- 
ship (now city) of Rahway, in the county of Essex, (now 
Union) and state of New Jersey, but that the said deed 
of conveyance to said Joseph O. Lufbery for the same, 
bearing date the day and year aforesaid, and recorded in 
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books two hundred and four of deeds for Essex county, 
pages four hundred and eighty-seven and four hundred 
and eighty-eight, instead of being made out and executed 
by the said trustees, in their corporate name and capacity 
was made out and executed by them in their individual 
names, but describing themselves as “ trustees of school 
district, called the Washington district of the township 
of Rahway,” said trustees and the said Joseph O. Lufbery, 
believing and intending said deed to vest the title to said 
lands, exclusively in said Joseph O. Lufbery, his heirs and 
assigns ; therefore, 

1, BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the said sale and conveyance 
by said trustees 13 hereby confirmed and made valid, and 
the said deed shall vest in the said Joseph O. Lufbery, his 
heirs and assigns, the title to said lands in fee simple, and 
that as fully as if said deed had been executed by said 
trustees in their corporate name and capacity. 

2. And be it enacted, That this act shall ‘be deemed a 
public act and shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER CCCCIY. 


An Act to provide for the improvement of the roads in the 
township of Millburn, in the county of Essex. 


1. BEIT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, Vhat the inhabitants of the town- 
ship of Millburn in the county of Essex, are hereby author- 
ized and required to elect by ballot, and not otherwise, at 
their next annual town meeting, for the election of officers 
of the said township, and at every second such annual 
town meeting thereafter ensuing, three road commissioners 
for the said township; which officers shall hold their regpec- 
tive offices for the term of two years, and until others shall 
be chosen and legally qualified in their stead. 

2. And be it enacted, That one of said road commis- 
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sioners shall he a resident of that portion of said township 
which lies south of the prescut line of the Morris and Kssex 
Railroad: that another one of said road commissioners shall 
bea resident of that portion of said township which lies 
north of the said line of the Morris and Essex Railroad and 
east of the county road extending from the present Mill- 
burn depot of said railroad, northward to the northern 
boundary of the township, past the corners of Samuel Bailey 
and Hugh AI[cChesney; that the third of said road com- 
missioners shall be a resident of that portion of the said 
township which lies north of said line of the said railroad, 
and west of said county road extending from said depot 
northward as aforesaid. 

3. And be it enacted, That the said three road commis- 
sioners shall take or subscribe an oath or affirmation in the 
following form to wit: 

I, do solemnly and_ sincerely promise and 
swear (or affirm) that | will in all things to the best of my 
knowledge and understanding, well, justly, and faithfully 
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execute the office of road commissioner without favor or 


partiality. 

4. And be wt enacted, That it shall be the duty of said 

road commissioners to inspect all the public roads or high- 
ways in the said township, within fifteen days of the day on 
which the annual election for township officers is held, and 
to advise with the overseers of the highway in said town- 
ship as to the repairs and alterations to be made of the 
highways in their respective districts; that it shall also be 
the duty of the said road commissioners to inspect the said 
highways again during the month of November in each 
year. 
5. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of said 
road commissioners to report to the primary meeting prece- 
ding every annual election for township officers the condi- 
tion of the highways in each road district of the said town- 
ship; also the mode of working the highways in each said 
district and the cost thereof; also to recommend such alter- 
ations or repairs of the highways, or changes in the mode of 
working the same, as they may deem expedient; and also to 
suggest the amount of money which it is expedient to 
appropriate for working the roads in each said district. 

6. And be it enacted, That the said road commissioners 
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shall be paid the actual expenses to which they may be sub- 
jected in the discharge of their duties, but no other com- 
pensation whatever. 

7. And be it enacted, ‘That whenever any two or more 
of the inhabitants in any road district in said township 
shall desire to have any highway or portion thereof im- 
proved by the grading, draining, graveling or macadamizing 
thereof, and shall be willing to contribute one equal fourth 
part of the cost of such improvement, the said inhabitants 
may make application in writing to the aforesaid road com- 
missioners to such effect; and thereupon the said road com- 
missioners shall estimate the cost of the proposed improve- 
ment, and shall report the estimated cost to the town com- 
mittee, and to the applicants within thirty days of the date 
of the filing of said application; said applicants may there- 
upon pay one equal fourth part of the said estimated cost of

ship, who shall promptly report such payment to the said 
town committee, and upon such payment being made and 


‘reported, it shall be the duty of the town committee to di- 


rect the assessor of the said towaship to assess upon the real 
estate at each side of the highway or portion thereof to be 
improved, and in the manner hereinafter provided, a second 
equal fourth part of the said cost ; and, also to assess on the 
said township at large the remaining half part of the said 
cost; which respective assessments shall be collected in the 
same manner and at the same time or times as other town- 
ship taxes in the said township; the said town committee 
shall also order the road board hereinafter provided, to take 
all necessary steps to have the desired improvement made 
and paid for out of the money contributed and collected for 
said purpose. 

8. And be it enacted, That whenever a part of the cost of 
the aforesaid improvement is to be assessed as provided in 
the seventh section of this act upon the said real estate, the 
same shall be assessed upon each and every square foot of 
said real estate lying in two strips, each of six hundred feet 
in width, and one at each side of said highway or portion 
thereof to be improved, in the following proportions, to 
wit: the real estate lying within each of said two strips, 
shall be subdivided into four equal subdivisions, each of 
which shall be one hundred and fifty feet in width, and shall 
be designated respectively in their order of nearness to the 
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said highway, the first subdivision, the second subdivision, 
the third su hdivision, and the fourth subdivision ; the first 
subdivision being next to said highway; the assessment 
upon each of the two first subdivisions at opposite sides of 
said highway shall be twenty per centum of the said part 
to be aasessed : the assessment upon each second  sub- 
division shall be fifteen per centum of the said part to be 
so assessed; the assessment upon each third subdivision 
shall be ten per centum of the said part to be so assessed ; 
the assessment upon each fourth subdivision shall be five per 
centum of said part to be so assessed; and the assessment 
upon every square foot of real estate in each said sub. 
division shali be equal throughout that subdivision. 

9, And de it enacted, That if any person shall think him- 
self aggrieved by reason of the assessor having erred as to 
the number of square feet of real estate upon which the 
said person is assessed, he may appeal to the road commis- 
sioners hereinbefore provided, who are hereby required to 
convene for the purpose of hearing such appeals ; and the 
said road commissioners, after due cxamination of the facts 
and consideration of the case, shall give such judgment as 
shall be agreeable to the principles of justice, which judg- 
ment shall be fina! and conclusive. 

10, And be it enasted, That such appeal must be taken 
within thirty days of the day upon which the notice of the 
assessment is served upon the person assessed ; also, that the 
said road commissioners shall meet for the purpose of 
hearing such appeals, upon the fourth Tuesday of November 
annually, and at the usual place of holding town meetings 
in the said townships; and that they shall render their 
judgment within ten days after the hearing of such appeal. 

11. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of said 
road cominissioners to give a transcript of their judgment 


to the appellant and to the assessor; and the collector and é« 


every other officer whom it may concern is hereby directed 
to govern himself accordingly. 

12. And be it enacted, That whenever a highway or por- 
tion thereof in the said township is to be improved as 
provided in this act, the work shall be done under the 
direction and supervision of a road board composed of the 
following three persons, to wit: first, a person who shall be 
named by the applicants in their application i In writing for 
said Improvement; second, one of the aforesaid road com- 
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missioners who shall not be a resident in the portion of the 
township in which the highway or portion thereof to he 
improved shall lie, and who shall be appointed by a majority 
of the said three road commissioners; third, the overseer of 
the highway for the road district in which said highway or 
portion thereof to be improved shall lie; and it shall be the 
duty of thesaid road board to have the desired improvement 
executed as rapidly and economically as circumstances will 
permit. : 

13. And be it enacted, Vhat all assessments made by virtue 
of this act shall be and remain a lien upon the lands and 
real estate upon which such assessments shall be made, and 
such lien may be enforced by a sale of such land and real 
estate in such manner as is now or may be hereafter 
provided by law. 

14. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER CCCCY. 


An Act to facilitate the Collection of Taxes in the Town- 
ship of Clark, in the County of Union. 


1. BE Tr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the township committee of the 
township of Clark, in the county of Union, shall have power 
to enforce the collection of all delinquent taxes heretofore 
assessed or which may hereafter be assessed on any real 

estate in said township, whether owned by residents or non- 
residents of this state, by exposing the same for sale, or so 
much thereof as may be ‘sufficient to pay said taxes, and the 
costs thereon, at public vendue, to the person or persons 
who will take the least quantity of said land, to be laid out 
in one body, and to commence at some desienated corner of 
the premises on which said delinquent taxes are claimed to 
he due; and in case where the said committee may deem it 
for the interest of the township, they may authorize the col- 
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lector of the township to appear at such sale, and bid on 
such lands as are offered for sale as aforesaid, in the name 
of the township: the lands so sold to him, if any, to be the 
property of said township. 

2. And be it enacted, That no land shall be sold by virtne 
of this act until the township collector shall have made a 
return to the township committee, that the taxes assessed on 
said lands are unpaid, and have by him been returned as 
delinquent, and shall verify the same by his affidavit 
attached thereto; and the collector neglecting or refusing 
to wake such return and affidavit at least ten days before 
the annual township meeting for the election of officers, 
shall be liable to the township-for all of said unpaid and 
delinquent taxes not so returned. 

3. And be tt enacted, That within twenty days after the 
said return by the collector of the township, the township 
committee shall cause a copy of said return to be recorded 
in the clerk’s office of said township, and a copy thereof to 
be posted in at least three public places in said township, 
one of said places to be at the place where the last election 
of said township was held, the saine to be certified to and 
signed by the cierk of the township. | 

4+. Jind be it enacted, That if any of said delinquents, at 
any time before the expiration of twenty days after the first 
posting of said notices, shall appear before said clerk and 
pay said delinquent taxes and the costs, together with the 
additional sum of fifty cents as registry fee for said clerk, 
then in such case, the clerk shall receive the same in the 
name of the township committee, and give his receipt there- 
for; but in case such delinquents do not appear and make 
the said payment within the said twenty days, the township 
committee shall cause a certified copy of the said return 
and affidavit of the collector to be published in one or more 
newspapers published in said county, at least six weeks, 
specifying the time and place where the same will be sold 
at public vendue as aforesaid, for the collection of said 
returned and delinquent taxes. 

5. And be it enacted. That on the. day mentioned in said 
notice as the day for said sale, or on some subsequent day 
to which said sale may be adjourned, the chairman of the 
said committee shall at the hour named in said notice, pro- 
ceed to sell the several tracts or parcels of land returned 
and unpaid, and in the order so returned, at public vendue 
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as aforesaid, to the person or persons who will take the least 
quantity of said premises so offered, and pay the amount of 
said delinquent taxes with the costs of advertising and sale. 

6. And be it enacted, That immediately after such sale, the 
township committee shall execute and deliver to such person 
or persons, who may become the purchasers of said lands, a 
certificate of such sale, describing the piece, or several pieces 
so sold, as the case may be, torether with the amount paid 
for the same, entitling the holder thereof to a deed of the 
premises so sold; provided, that the owner or owners of said 
land or lands, do not within one year from the date of said 
certificate, appear before the said committee and deposit 
with them for the purchaser of said land, the amount so paid 
by him, together with interest at fifteen per centum per 
annum, in which case the said certificate shalt be deemed to 
be canceled, and the amount so received shall on demand, 
be paid to the party holding and owning such certificate. 

7. ind be it enacted, That if, at the expiration of one year 
from the time of said sale, the owner or owners of any land 
so sold do not appear to redeem said land as aforesaid, then 
the said township committee shall execute to the holders and 
owners of said certificate a deed of the premises described 
therein, tn the corporate name of said township, the party 
receiving said deed to be at the expense of the acknowledg- 
ing of the same; and on the delivery of said deed the gale 
shall be tinal, and the title to such lands pass irrevocably to 
the holders thereof. 

8. dnd be it enacted, That a majority of the said com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum for the purposes of this act, 
and may adjourn from time to time, as they shall judge 
proper. 

9, And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed to he 
a public act, and shall take effect immediately ; and all acts, 
or parts of acts, inconsistent herewith, so far as relate to 
said township of Clark, are hereby repealed.

4. And be it enacted, That each and every land owner or Landowners 
the occupant of any land situate in the limits of said town, ame” 
shall at all times keep the streets and sidewalks free from 7 """"* 
all obstructions that may be caused to travel by any of the 
limbs or branches of trees or tree that may stand or be 
growing over any such street or sidewalk within the limits 
of said town; and if any such land owner or occupant shall 
refuse or neglect to remove such obstructions, limbs or 
branches for the space of twenty-four hours after being 
notified in writing by said board of commissioners, or by 
any marshal or officer of said town of Red Bank to remove

Supplement to an act to Amend the Charter of the City of 
Plainfield, approved April fourth, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-two. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That for the violation of any of 
the ordinances of gaid city there may be imposed a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, or imprisonment not exceed- 
ing sixty days, or either fine or imprisonment, as the court 
having jurisdiction may decide, and whenever an imposed 
fine is twenty dollars or under there shall not be granted 
a trial by jury. 

2. And be it enacted, That official oaths or affirmations 
under the charter to which this is a supplement, may be 
administered by either the mayor or city judge, and all such 
oaths or affirmations shall be taken within ten days after 
the day of election or appointment. | 

3. And be it enacted, That the duly elected members of 
the common council of said city shall meet in the council 
chamber on the first Monday in January, at the hour of 
eight o’clock, p. m., for the purpose of organizing for the 
transaction of business, and should the said common council 
not then organize it shall be the duty of the city clerk to 
call the members together for that purpose within ten days 
thereafter. 

4. And be it enacted, That the city assessor shall with 
strict impartiality assess taxes upon all persons and property 
within the said city, between the first day of May and the

CHAPTER CCCCAXIYV. 
An Act to Incorporate the City of Passaic. 
TITLE I. 
OF THE BOUNDARIES AND CIVIL DIVISIONS OF THE CITY. 


Boundaries. = - 1, BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That all that district of country in 
the county of Passaic, contained within the boundary lines 
of the Village of Passaic, as now established by law, inclu- 
ding Dundee Island in Passaic river, shall be a city, by the 
name of the City of Passaic, and all the inhabitants of this 
state, within the limits aforesaid shall continue forever here- 
after, to be a body corporate and politic in fact and in name, 

puted by the name of “« The City of Passatc,” and by that name they 

tic with cor- and their successors forever shall and may have perpetual 
succession and shall be persons in law, capable of suing and 
being sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and 
being answered unto, defending and being defended in all 
courts and places whatsoever, in all manner of actions, suits, 
complaints, matters and causes whatsoever, and that they 
and their successors may have a common seal and alter the 
same at their pleasure; and also by their corporate name 
aforesaid, shall be in law capable of purchasing, holding and 
conveying any estate, real or personal, for the public use of 
the said corporation, and that the said * The City of Passaic,” 
and their successors shall by virtue of this act, become and 
be absolutely, and completely vested with, possess and enjoy 
all the lands, tenements, hereditaments, property, rights, 
causes of action and estate whatsoever, both in law and 
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equity, in possession, reversion or remainder now vested in 
or belonging to «The Village of Passaic,” in its corporate 
capacity. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said city of Passaic, shall 
he divided into three wards, as follows: first, all that part 
thereof lying easterly and northeasterly of the centre line 
of the road known as the Paterson and New York plank 
road, shall constitute the first ward of said city; second, all 
that part thereof lying northerly of the centre line of Pauli- 
son avenue, continued on the same course to the easterly and 
westerly limits of said city, and westerly or southwesterly 
of the centre line of the line of Paterson and New York 
plank road, shall constitute the second ward of said city; 
third, all that part thereof lying southerly of the centre line 
of Paulison avenue, continued as above, shall constitute the 
third ward of said city. 


TITLE IL. 
ELECTION AND APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS. 


3. ind be it enacted, That an election shall be held in said 
city on the second Monday of April in each year, between 
the hours of eight o’clock-in the forenoon and seven o’clock 
in the afternoon, at such places as the city council shall ap- 
point, of which elections at least seven days’ previous notice 
shall be given by the city council, by publication in two news- 
papers printed and published or circulating in said city, and 
by a notice put up in a conspicuous place in each of said 
wards ; provided, that the first election held after the passage 
of this act shall be held, notice thereof given, and the returns 
thereof be made, and the result ascertained and declared, in 
the same manner and under the same regulations as provided 
for by the present charter of “The Village of Passaic,” and 
that the officers of said first election shall be the persons 
elected under the provisions of said present charter of said 
village; and at the first election, and at the elections once in 
every two years thereafter, there shall be elected in and for 
the said city, one mayor, who shall hold his office for the term 
of two years; and in each year there shall be elected in and 
for the said city, one overseer of the poor, one assessor, two 
surveyors of the highways, three commissioners of appeal in 
cases of taxation, and one collector, all of whom shall hold 
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their offices respectively for the term of one year, and as 
many justices of the peace as are provided for by law; and 
by the legal voters of each of said wards respectively, there 
shall be elected in each year three councilmen, one judge 
of elections, and one constable for the county, who shall 
hold their offices respectively for the term of one year, and 
one chosen freeholder, who shall hold his office for the 
term provided for by law, for chosen freeholders of the 


county of Passaic; provided, that until the expiration of

the term of office of the present chosen freeholder of 
“The Village of Passaic,” no chosen freeholder shall be 
elected from the ward in which he resides; and if 
vacancies happen, the persons elected to supply such 
vacancies, shall be elected for the unexpired terms only ; 
said elections shall be by ballot, and each hallot shall 
specify the number of the ward by indorsement on the 
back thereof from which said councilman, judge of elections, 
chosen freeholder, and constable are voted for, and in case 
any ballot shall fail so to designate the number of the ward, 
the names in relation to which such omission shall occur, 
shall not be counted by the judges of election in determin- 
ing the result ; the city clerk shall provide the judges of 
said elections with three ballot boxes, one for each ward, in 
which they shall deposit the ballots of the voters from the 
corresponding wards, and the said clerk shall be subject to 
the same penalties as township clerks are subject to for 
neglecting to procure such boxes and keep the same in 
repair; and the said elections shall be held and conducted 
in the same manner, and under the same regulations as to 
qualification of voters and otherwise as provided by law for 
the election of members of the legislature; and the said 
judges and clerk may hold any such election, notwithstand- 
ing they or either of them may be candidates for re-election. 

4. And be it enacted, That the judges of election, and 
city clerk shall constitute a board of election, and in case of 
absence, disqualification or inability of any of them, the 
vacancy shall be supplied in the manner prescribed by the 
law of this state in such cases; the name of each voter at 
such election shall be written in a poll book by the city 
clerk, and after the poll shall be closed, the said judges of 
election shall immediately count the votes given for the 
several candidates and certify the result under their hands, 
and deliver such certificate to the city clerk, who shall file 
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and preserve the same in his office, and shall also within five 
days thereafter, file a true copy of such certificate in the 
office of the clerk of the county of Passaic; the person 
receiving the greatest number of votes given for any office 
in said city, shall be deemed to be elected to that office; 
and the city clerk shall, within five days after such election 
give written notice of his election to each of the persons 
elected.

6. And be tt enacted, That if at any election authorized 
by this act, any officer except mayor, councilman, or justice 
of the peace shall not have been chosen by reason of two or 
more candidates having received an equal number of votes, 
the city council shall by ballot elect such officer from the 
two or more candidates having the highest number of votes, 
and in case of such failure to elect a mayor or councilman, 
he or they shall be elected at a special election as herein- 
after provided. 

T. /lnd be zt enacted, That no person shall be eligible to 
any office at any such election nor be appointed to any office 
as hereinafter mentioned, unless he shall be then an elector 
and resident of said city; nor shall he be eligible to the 
office of mayor or councilman, unless he be also a freeholder 
in said city; nor shall he be eligible to any office for any 
ward, unless he shall then be a resident of such ward; and 
when any officer elected at any such election shall cease to 
reside in such ward, his office shall thereby become vacant. 

8. And be it enacted, That whenever a vacancy shall occur 
in the office of mayor or councilman by the refusal or neglect 
of such officer to: take the oath of office required by law, by 
his resignation, death, ceasing to be an inhabitant of the 
city or ward from which he may have been elected, or by 
any other cause, the city council shall immediately appoint 
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a special election to supply such vacancies, of which the - 


same notice shall be given as required by this act for the 
annual election; and such special election shall be conducted 
and the result be determined and certified in the manner 
prescribed in this act for conducting and determining the 
result of the annual election; in case any such vacancy shall 
occur within three months before the expiration of the term 
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for which such officer is elected, it shall be within the dis- 
cretion of the city council to appoint a special election or 
not, as they shal] deem expedient. 

9. And be it enacted, That as soon as may be after their 
organization, the city council shall proceed to appoint upon 
the nominaton of the mayor, a city clerk, (who shall be clerk 
of election,) a superintendent of streets, a city surveyor, a 
city counsel, a city treasurer and a pound master, whose 
term of office shall commence on the second Tuesday in May, 
and continue for one year, or until their successors shall 
qualify; and if the office of any such appointee shall for any 
reason become vacant, said city council shall in like manner 
fill such vacancy, and in case the mayor shall fail to make 
an acceptable nomination to any such office before the first 
‘l'uesday in June, or in case of a vacancy, within one month 
after such vacancy shall occur, then the city council shall 
proceed by ballot to appoint an officer to fill such office or

to the same compensation, and perform the same duties and 
be subject to the same penalties as the like officers of the 
township of this state are or may be by law vested with, 
allowed or subject to; and in case of the absence, incompe- 
tency, death, or refusal to serve of any of the said officers of 
election at any election provided for by this act, such 
vacancy or vacancies shall be supplied in the manner pre- 
scribed by law for the supplying such vacancies in the town- 
ships of this state, and the city at large shall be regarded as 
one township for such purpose.

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are hereby authorized to administer the same, an oath or 
affirmation, faithfully and impartially to execute the duties 
of his office to the best of his knowledge, skill and ability, 
and such other oaths or affirmations as may be required by 
the laws of this state; all such oaths or affirmations shall 
be fited by the city clerk in his office; and the city treas- 
urer, collector, and constables, elected or appointed as afore-

shall be lawful to declare generally in debt for the penalty, 

and to give the special matter in evidence, and if judgment 

in such cases shall be given against the defendant, and the 

same remain unpaid for five days, the said justice shall issue 
execution for the same, under his hand and seal, against the 

body of the defendant, and directed to any constable of the 
county, who shall execute the same in the manner and under 

the same liabilities as prescribed in case of like, execution, 

issued by a justice of the peace under the “ Act constituting 

courts for the trial of small causes.” : 


TITLE LV. 
POWERS AND DUTIES OF CITY OFFICERS. 


27. And be it enacted, That the mayor and every council- Mayor ana 


councilmen 
man shall have the power, and it shall be his duty, without authorize 
warrant, to arrest or cause to be arrested any person peat 
r 
engaged in his presence in disturbing the public peace or 


violating any law of this state, or any ordinance of the city 
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for the preservation of good order and morality, and to 
bring or cause such person to be brought before a justice of 
the peace of the county, to be dealt with according to law. 

28. And be it enacted, That whenever there shall be a 
vacancy in the office of mayor, or whenever the mayor shall 
be prevented by absence from the city, sickness, or any 
other cause from attending to the duties of his office, the 
president pro tempore of the city council shall actas mayor, 
and possess all the rights and powers of the mayor until 
such disability be removed, or a new mayor be elected as 
hereinbefore provided. 

29, And be it enacted, That the chosen freeholders, sur- 
veyors of highways, overseer of roads, collector, commis- 
sioners of appeal in cases of taxation, constables and city 
clerk elected or appointed aforesaid, shall respectively pos- 
sess the powers and perform the duties, and be liable to the 
same penalties of the like officers of the townships of the 
county of Passaic, so far as such powers and duties shall be 
consistent with the provisions of this act, and that the 
members of the city council, collectively and individually, 
shall, in addition to their other powers and duties, possess the 
powers and perform the duties which by law belong to or 
are imposed upon members of the township committee of 
any township in this state collectively or individually, so far 
as such powers and duties are consistent with the provisions 
of this act. | 

30. And be it enacted, That the city treasurer shall 
receive all moneys belonging to the city, and shall deposit 
and keep the same as directed by the city council, and shall 
make an annual statement of all moneys received and paid 
out during the year, showing the source from whence 
received and to what purpose applied, the amount of indebt- 
edness, and the balance of funds in his hands, which state- 
ment shall be filed in the office of the city clerk at least 
thirty days before the day of the annual election, and the 
city council shall cause the same to be published in two 
newspapers printed, published or circulated in said city, at 
least once a week for two weeks previous to such election. 

31. And be it enacted, That except for the payment of 
bonds or notes of the city when due, and certificates of 
indebtedness for improvements given by the city, and inter- 
est on the same, money shall be paid out of the treasury 
only upon warrants signed by the mayor and countersigned 
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by the city clerk; and no warrant shall be drawn upon the 
treasurer by said officers, except in pursuance of an order 
of the city council passed at a stated meeting thereof and 
entered in their minutes; all such warrants shall be num- 
bered and made payable to the order of the person or per- 
sons entitled to receive the same, and shall specify for what 
purpose the amount therein mentioned is directed to be 
paid; it shall be the duty of the clerk, before he delivers 
any warrant so drawn, to record its number, date and 
amount, the date of the order or resolution authorizing it to 
be drawn, the purpose for which it was ordered, and the 
name of the person or persons to whose order the same is 
made payable, and to take his or their receipt at the end of 
said record for the said warrant. 

32. And be it enacted, That the city clerk, in addition to the City clerk to 
duties hereinbefore prescribed, shall keep the common seal, mon seal, Te- 
and all the records, books, papers and documents of the city documents. 
which shall be filed in his office; he shall engross all the 
ordinances of the city in a book provided for that purpose, 
with a proper index, which book shall be deemed a public 
record of such ordinances, and each ordinance shall be 
signed in said book by the mayor and city clerk. 

33. And be it enacted, That copies of all papers duly filed periny.c” 
in the office of the city clerk, and transcripts thereof, and of °'4°"°* 
the records and proceedings of the city council, certified by 
him under the common seal, shall be evidence in all courts 
and places. 

34. And be it enacted, That the salary of the city clerk fompense

duplicate for assessing taxes, provided that no name occurr- 
ing on the duplicate more than once be counted more than 
as one man; and the chosen freeholders, surveyors of high- 
ways, overseer of the poor, commissioners of appeal in cases 
of taxation, and constables, shall receive the same fees and 
emoluments as the like officers of townships of this state ;

TITLE V. 
OF THE ASSESSMENTS AND COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


35. And be it enacted, That the city council shall have 
power to raise by tax in each year, such sum or sums of 
money as they shall deem expedient for the following pur- 

oses : 
; I. For lighting the streets of the city ; 

Il. For the maintenance and support of the poor; 

III. For regulating, cleaning and keeping in repair the 
streets and highways; | 

IV. For regulating, improving and protecting the public 
grounds and parks; 

V. For the construction of bridges and cross walks; 

VI. Such sums for school purposes as are now or may 
hereafter be required by law of townships; 

VII. For the support of the police department; 

VIII. For the support of the fire department ; 

1X. For supplying the city with water; 

X. For the payment of the interest upon the city debt, 
and upon temporary loans, and such part of the principal 
thereof as may be due and payable; 

XI. For the contingent expenses of the city; and for all 
other objects and purposes authorized by this act; provided 
always, that the tax or taxes hereafter raised, shall not ex- 
ceed, for city purposes, one hundred cents on every one 
hundred dollars of the valuation of the assessed property in 
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said city, as ascertained by the assessors’ returns of the 
previous year. | 

36. And be it enacted, ‘Vhat the city couneil shall have 
power to borrow money from time to time, for all purposes 
for which they are authorized to raise money by tax, not 
exceeding in the whole the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars, and to secure the payment thereof by bond or other 
instrument, under their common seal and the signature of 
the mayor of said city, and to provide by tax for the pay- 
ment thereof; but notwithstanding the limitation aforesaid, 
it shall be lawful for the city council to make temporary 
loans for a period not exceeding, with any renewals thereof, 
one year, which loans shall only be in anticipation of city 
taxes and of assessments for laying out and opening, 
straightening, altering or widening any street, road, high- 
way or alley, and for the construction of sewers and the 
regulating, grading and paving of streets and sidewalks, 
and shall not exceed the amount of such anticipated assess- 
ments and taxes, and to secure the payment thereof in the 
manner aforesaid. 

37. And be it enacted, That the assessor of the city shall 
assess upon the persons and property in the said city, and 
the collector of taxes shall collect the state, county and 
school taxes by law directed and required to be assessed 
and collected in said city, and also the taxes required to be 
assessed and collected for the use of the city, and to do allacts 
in reference thereto in the same manner and within the same 
time; except as hereinafter otherwise provided, as the 
assessor and collector of the townships of the county of 
Passaic are now by law required to assess and collect the 
state, county and school taxes in their respective town- 
ships. 

38. And be it enacted, That the assessor of the city in 
making his assessments is hereby directed and required to 
assess all lands, tenements, hereditaments and real estate, 
whether said lands and real estate be improved or not, in 
the names of the owners thereof respectively, and to desig- 
nate the same by the street where situate, and by the numn- 
ber thereof, where the same is numbered and if not numbered, 
then by such other short description as will be sufficient to 
ascertain the location and extent thereof; that only one 
assessment shall be made on any improved lot, together with 
unimproved lands adjacent thereto and connected there- 
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with, and belonging to the same owner; and that the assessor 
of the city shall, when maps are for that purpose provided 
by the city council, make his assessments as nearly as may 
be according to such maps; provided, that no taxes for any 
purpose shall be levied or assessed upon anv property within 
said city which shall be owned by the said city in its cor- 
p rate capacity or which shall belong to any fire depart- 
ment of said city, nor upon church edifices or public school 
buildings, or the lots or curtilaves whereon the same are 
erected ; but this proviso shal] not exempt any such property 
from liability for street assessments under this act. 

39. And be wt enacted, That the commissioners of appeals 
in cases of taxation of the said city, shall meet annually at 
such place as the city council shall appoint, and in case the 
city council shall neglect to appoint a place, then at the 
place where the last annual election was held, at the same 
time and perform the like duties as required of the lke 
officers of the townships of the county of Passaic. 

40. And be it enacted, That the assessment of taxes made 
by the assessor as aforesaid, shall on or before the first day 
of December, be deposited in the office of the city clerk, 
and such taxes shall from and after the twentieth day of 
December, bear interest at the rate of fourteen and six 
tenths per centum per annum. 

Al. And be wt enacted, That any assessment of state, 
county, school and city taxes hereafter made in the city of 
Passaic against any person or persons, shall be and remain 
alien on all the lands and real estate of such person or 
persons within the said city for the amount of such assess- 
ment, with interest thereon and all costs and fees for the 
space of two years from the time when said assessment shall 
be made; and any assessment of taxes hereafter made upon 
any lands and real estate within the said city shall be and 
remain a lien upon such lands and real estate, with interest 
thereon and all costs and fees for the space of two years 
from the time when such assessment shall be made, notwith- 
standing any devise, descent, alienation, mortgage or other 
incumbrance thereof, and notwithstanding any mistake in 
the name or names of the owner or owners or omission to 
name the owner or owners of such lands and real estate; 
and any assessment of taxes in which such mistake or omis- 
sion occurs shall be valid and effectual in law, and if unpaid 
shall be returned in the list of delinquent taxes, and such 
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lands and real estate may be proceeded against and sold in 
the manner provided by this act. 

42. And be it enacted, That the collector of said city, in 
case of the nonpayment of taxes on or before the twentieth 
day of December in each year, shall make out a list of all 
delinquent taxpayers with the sum due from each respec- 
tively, and shall on the twentieth day of December in each 
year, except when said day shall fall on Sunday, and then on 
the next day following, deliver the same to a justice of the peace 
who shall proceed and issue a tax warrant thereon as provided 
by law in cases of taxes in townships of this state, which 
shall be directed and delivered to the collector of the said 
city, who shall have power to collect the same in like manner 
in all things as the collectors in townships are directed by 
law, but such collector shall before he delivers such list to 
said justice of the peace, take and subscribe an oath or 
affirmation before him, that the moneys in said list men- 
tioned, have been duly demanded or due notice given at the 
usual place or places of residence of such delinquents who 
could be found or may then reside in said city, and if the 
sald collector shall neglect for the space of ten days after 
the said twentieth day of December so to make out a list of 
delinquents, and to deliver the same to a justice of the 
peace, he shall for such neglect, forfeit all fees and compen- 
sations to which he would have been entitled for collecting 
and paying over the taxes for the year in which said neglect 
shall occur; provided, that no such neglect shall in any wise 
be held to relieve any person or persons from the payment 
of his, her or their tax or taxes, or to affect the proceedings 
for the collection thereof as hereinafter mentioned. 

43. And be wt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
said collector of taxes to execute, according to the command 
thereo!, all warrants which shall be issued and delivered to 
him as aforesaid, to pay over, from time to time, and at least 
once in each week, without delay, all moneys received by 
him to the treasurer of said city, and on or before the first 
day of March next, after receiving any warrant, as fully as 
practicable to execute the same, and make return thereof to 
the justice who issued the same, with a full return of all his 
proceedings thereon, and at the same time to make a full 
return and statement to the city council of said city, setting 
forth the amount of money received by him thereon, the 
sums if any, remaining unpaid, the names of any persons 
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still in arrears, and the sums due from them respectively, 
which said return and statement shall be verified by the 
affidavit of the said collector, and filed in the office of the 
city clerk, who shall record the same in a book to be kept 
for that purpose, and in case there are no lands and real 
estate of said persons within the said city, it shall be lawful 
for the justice who issned such warrant, or in case of his 
death, removal froin office or other disability, for any other 
justice of the peace, residing in said city, thereupon to issue 
another warrant for the collection of the sum or sums 
remaining unpaid, with interest, costs and fees, in the hke 
form, and to be proceeded upon in the same manner as

48. And be it enacted, That if any such tax or assessment

exceeding fifty years, for which any person will take the 
same, and pay the amount of such tax or assessment, with 
the interest thereon, and all costs, fees, charges and

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of the sale, and if not so made, the collector may re-sell 
the property, or the city may have its action against the 
purchaser for the payment and interest, at the rate of 
fifteen per centum per annum; the sale may be adjourned 
from time to time until the lands and real estate are disposed 
of, and such as are not bid for when offered for sale, or for 
re-sale as aforesaid, shall be struck off to the city for the 
term of fifty years; a certificate of the sale of each lot, 
tract or parcel of land and real estate sold as aforesaid, 
shall be made by the collector and delivered to the pur- 
chaser; such certificate shall contain a description of the 
property and the term for which it was sold, and state the 
particular tax or assessment, the amount thereof, with interest 
and expenses, for which the sale was made, and the time 
when the right to redeem will expire; and the collector 
shall keep a record of his proceedings upon such sales, and 
all sales made, and certificates granted by him, and all 
redemptions of property sold by him. 

49. And be it enacted, That every certificate of sale shall 
be presumptive evidence of the facts stated therein, and 
shall be recorded in the office of the city clerk, in proper 
books kept for that purpose, and shall constitute a lien upon 
the lands and premises therein described, after the same 
shall have been so recorded; and no assignment of any 
certificate given on the sale of lands and real estate for any 
taxes or assessment shall have any effect until the same 
shall be recorded as aforesaid in the office of the city clerk ; 
a declaration of sale shall not be executed and delivered 
until the certificate has been cancelled and filed with the 
city clerk, unless the loss or destruction thereof be established 
by affidavit to the satisfaction of the city council. 

50. And be it enacted, That if the city becomes the pur- 
chaser of any lands and real estate upon any such sale, the 
certificate of sale shall be assignable, and all the provisions 
of this act in relation to such sale shall apply to the city as 
to any other purchaser. 

D1. And be it enacted, That no mortgagee whose mort- 
gage shall have been duly recorded before sale for any tax 
or assessment, shall be divested of his rights in such property, 
unless six months’ notice in writing of such sale shall have 
been given to him by the purchaser, or by any person or 
persons claiming under him personally if a resident of the 
city of Passaic, and if not such a resident then upon the 
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owner of the premises if he be a resident of the city of 
Passaic, and by depositing such notice in the post office of 
‘said city, directed to the mortgagee at his place of residence 
as stated in the mortgage or assignment thereof; but nothing 
herein contained shall be so construed as to impair the lien 
created by such sale; within a month after the service of

may redeem the same at any time within two years from 
the time of such sale by paying to the collector for the use 
of the purchaser, his heirs and assigns, the said purchase 
money, together with any other tax or assessment charge- 
able thereon and which the said purchaser may have paid; 
and any sum of money expended in any improvement made _ 
by order of the council; provided, a notice of such pay- Proviso. 
ment has been filed in the office of the city clerk, with inter- 
est at the rate of three and one-half per centum for each 
three months or fraction of three months on such purchase 
money from the time of such sale and expenditure, and on 
such payment or payments from the time of filing such no- 
tice as aforesaid ; and the certificate of such collector, stating 
the payment and showing what property such payment is 
intended to redeem, shall be evidence of such redemption; 
upon the receipt of such moneys by the collector he shall 
cause the same to be refunded to the purchaser, his heirs or

OT. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the city 
council of the city of Passaic, whenever in their opinion the 
public good may require it, by ordinance to lay out, open or 
vacate any street, road, highway or alley, public park or 
square within said city; to order or cause any street 
and section of a street to be graded, graveled, paved, 
flagged, macadamized or otherwise improved and regu- 
lated in such manner as they may deem advisable; to 
order and cause any street, road, highway or alley already 
laid out, or which shall hereafter be laid out, to be 
vacated, straightened, altered or widened, and to take 
and appropriate for such purposes any lands and real 
estate, upon making compensation to the owner or own- 
ers thereof, as is hereinafter mentioned and provided, to 
order and cause sewers or drains to be constructed in any 
part of said city, and if necessary to take and appropriate 
for such purpose any lands and real estate, upon making 
compensation to the owner or owners thereof, as is herein- 
after mentioned and provided, and to authenticate any and 
all such improvements by maps or otherwise. 

08. And be it enacted, That no ordinance shall be intro- 
duced or presented to the city council for making any 
improvement or performing any work, under and by virtue

63. And be tt enacted, ‘That the said commissioners shall 
give public notice, by advertisement in two newspapers 
printed and published or circulating in said city, of the time 
and place of the first meeting, at least one week before the 
time of said meeting; and the said commissioners, or a 
majority of them, when met, shall have power to issue writs 
of subpcena ad testificandum to, and to examine witnesses 
under oath, to be administered by any one of them, to enter 
upon and view the premises, if they shall deem it necessary, 
and to adjourn from time to time, and shall make a just and 
true estimate and assessment as aforesaid, and make and sign

72. And be it enacted, That in case of the resignation, 
death or disability of one er more of the said commissioners, 
it shall be lawful fur the city council to supply by appoint- 
ment the vacancy or vacancies caused by such resignation, 
death or disability.

TITLE VIII. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS.

87. And be it enacted, That all officers of The Village 
of Passaic now performing duty as such, shall be continued 
as the officers of the city hereby created, until the end of 
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the term of their election or appointment, and they shall 
respectively have and exercise all the powers and duties 
herein prescribed, subject in all things to the provisions of 
this act unless otherwise provided for in this act. 

88. And be it enacted, That upon the trial of any issue or 
upon any judicial investigation, to which issue or investiga- 
tion The City of Passaic is a party, or in which said city is 
‘interested, no person shall be deemed an incompetent judge, 
witness or juror, by reason of his being an inhabitant 
thereof. 

89. And be it enacted, That the books of record kept by 
any of the officers of the city, under and by virtue of the 
provisions of any city ordinance, shall be admitted as 
evidence of the matters and things therein contained and 
received in all courts and places whatsoever. 

90. And be it enacted, That no member of the city coun- 
cil shall, during the period for which he was elected, be ap- 
pointed to, or competent to hold any office, the salary or 
emoluments of which are paid from the city treasury, or be 
directly or indirectly interested in any contract, work or 
business, or in the sale of any article, the expense, price or 
consideration of which is paid from the city treasury, or by 
an assessment levied by any act or ordinance of said coun- 
cil, nor shall any such member be directly or indirectly in- 
terested in the purchase of any real estate or other property 
belonging to the city council, or become security for any 
officer appointed by said council or for any contractor under 
the city government, under the penalty of five hundred dol- 
lars for each offence, to be recoverable by suit in the name 
of the « The City of Passaic.” 

Q1. And be it enacted, That if any person having been an 
officer of the said city shall not within ten days after he 
shall have vacated or been removed from his office, and 
upon notification and request by the city clerk, or within 
such reasonable time thereafter as the city council shall 
allow, deliver over to his successor in office all the property, 
books and papers belonging to the city, or appertaining to 
such office, in his possession. or under his control, he shall 
forfeit and pay to the city the sum of five hundred dollars, 
to be sued for and recovered with costs. 

92. And be it enacted, That an act to incorporate The

An Act to provide Newark and Jersey City, and other 
places, with an ample supply of Pure and Wholesome 
Water for domestic and other purposes. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That The Newark Aqueduct Board 
,and The Board of Public Works of Jersey City, and the 
" successors of each, or such other boards or persons as may 
hereafter be vested with the control of the Newark and Jer- 
sey City water works, are each or either of them hereby 
authorized, in addition to the powers and authority now 
conferred on them by law, to take and convey, in the manner 
now provided by law, and as hereinafter specified, into and 
through Newark and Jersey City, and such other places as 
may desire the same, between the point or points of supply 
and said cities, such portion of the water, which they may 
acquire the right to take and use as hereinafter provided, as 
may be required to furnish the inhabitants of the said places 
with a sufficient quantity of pure and wholesome water for 
aomestic and other purposes. .

2. And b2 at enacted, That for the purpose of carrying out 
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the objecis and purposes of this act, the said The Newark joint board, 


Aqueduct Board and The Board of Public Works, or the

or containing water or for laying any pipes or conduits for 
carrying water from the point or points of supply, to, into 
and through the said places, to the end that an ample and 
sufficient supply of pure and wholesome water may be 
obtained and furnished to the inhabitants thereof.

authorized or Other parties, whether individuals or corporations, in

application, name, business, residence and sex of the appli- 
cant, whether married or single, or if any children, and the 
occasion which brought them under the necessity of applying 
for relief; the said overseer shall further certify that he has 
personally examined into the statements set forth in the said 
certificates, whether the same are correct and true, with the 
amount of relief he may in his Judgment think necessary to 
be granted; the said overseer shall present said certificates 
to the member of the township committee of said Stockton 
township, residing nearest the place of residence of the 
applicant, for his approval in writing, leaving with the said 
member one of the said certificates, and if the same is ap- 
proved by said member the said overseer shall present the 
remaining certificate to the justice of the peace of said town- 
ship, who shall give an order for the amount granted in said 
certificate, and not otherwise; and the members of said 
township committee shall report and return to the township 
cominittee, at their next stated meeting, the certificates 
received by them since the previous stated meeting of the 
said township committee.

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CHAPTER CCCCXXXVII. 


An Act concerning the Assessment and Collection of Taxes: 
in the Township of Stockton, Camden County, New 
Jersey. 


1, BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That from and after the passage of 
this act the assessor of Stockton township, Camden county, 
shall make and return to the township committee of said

and correct list or statement of all the real estate situate in 
said township, and prepare, or cause to be prepared, a true 
and correct assessment of the valuation thereof, and return 
said list or statement to the said committee on or before the 
first Tuesday of June, anno domini one thousand eight hun- 
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dred and seventy-three, and on the same day in each and 
every five years thereafter, and the said two freeholders shall 
he paid the same compensation as is paid to the assessor for 
similar services.

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CHAPTER CCCCAXXIX. 


An Act to provide Courts of Summary Jurisdiction in the 
City of Jersey City. 


1. BE Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the city of Jersey City shall 
be and hereby is divided into three judicial districts as fol- 
lows, viz.: the first district shall comprise all that territory 
known as Jersey City previous to the seventeenth day of 
March, one thousand eight hundred and seventy; the second 
district shall comprise all that part of Jersey City situated 
west of said first district and north of the railroad now or 
lately known as the New Jersey Railroad, and the third dis- 
trict shall comprise all that part of Jersey City lying south 
of said first and second districts. 

2, And be it enacted, That there shall be and there is 
hereby established in the city of Jersey City a court which 
shall be called “The Municipal Court of Jersey City,” 
which shall be composed of three justices; and in each of 
the judicial districts established by the first section of this 
act there shal! be a court, which courts shall be known 
respectively as “ The First District Police Court of Jersey 
City,” “The Second District Police Court of Jersey City,” 
and “The Third District Police Court of Jersey City,” and 
shall each be held by asingle justice of the municipal court 
of Jersey City. 

3. And be it enacted, That the justices of the municipal 
court of Jersey City shall be appointed by the senate and 
general assembly in joint meeting, and shall hold office for 
the term of five years from the date of their appointments 
respectively, and until the appointment and qualification of 
their successors; they shall be each at the time of their ap- 
pointment at least thirty years of age, citizens of the United 
States, residents in Jersey City for five years previous to 
their appointment, and shall be attorneys-at-law of the Su- 
preme Court of this state; in case of a vacancy the same 
shall be filled in the manner provided in the constitution ; 
but all appointments to the office of justice of the said 
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municipal court of Jersey City, made by the joint meeting, Tm of 
shall be for the term of five years. 

4. Jind be it enacted, That the present police justices of Felice jus: 
Jersey City shall act as and shall be the justices of the said appointed to 
municipal court until the time when their terms of office the Munici-

proceedings which are made reiurnable in the said police 
courts or before any of the justices thereof, shall be return- 

able to the district police court in the appropriate district. 

7. And be it enacted, That there shall be held yearly Terms of 
twelve regular terms of the municipal court, commencing on mode of ad- 
the first “Monday of each calendar month; and said court eee 
may continue each term up to the commencement of the 
succeeding term, and may adjourn over from any one day in 
term to any subsequent day in the same term whenever the 
public interest and convenience may require or justify such 
adjournment; and in case of such adjournment all process, 
ee rules, recognizances and other proceedings pead'ng 
in said court, shall be continued to the time to which such 
adjournment shall be made, and may then be proceeded in 
according to law in the same manner as might have been 
done if said court had been adjourned from day to day ; all 
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process issuing out of said court shall be tested in the name 
of one of the justices thereof and be returnable therein; a 
majority of the justices shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business in said court, but a single justice 
may adjourn the court from day to day; and said court may 
exercise all the powers which may be exercised by any of 
its justices or by the district police courts in addition to 
such powers as are hereby specially conferred upon it. 

8. Jind be wt enacted, That the justices of the municipal 
court shall and may adopt and settle uniform rules of prac- 
tice-in all matters not regulated by law for the goverument 
of said court and of the several district police courts, and 
the same from time to time alter, repeal and modify as 
occasion may require; provided, such rules are not contrary 
to the provisions of this act, the laws and constitution of 
this state or of the United States; and every such rule shall 
be observed by and be binding upon the magistrates, 
officers and all other persons doing business in said courts. 

9. And it be enacted, That the municipal court of Jersey 
City shall have and exercise all the powers and jurisdiction 
by any general law now belonging to two justices of the 
peace in said county of Hudson. 

10). ind be tt enacted, That each of the justices of the 
municipal court of Jersey City shall have, possess and exer- 
cise all the rights, privileges and powers which justices of 
the peace in and for the several counties of this state now 
have or which may be hereafter conferred upon justices of 
the peace in and for the several counties of this state, except 
the power to try civil suits; and each of said justices is 
further empowered to impose fines not exceeding the sum of 
twenty-five dollars on such persons as shall be convicted 
before him of vagrancy or any other light offence, or any 
such disorderly conduct as in the opinion of the magistrate 
tends to a breach of the peace, or in his discretion to order 
such persons to be committed to the city prison for any 
period not exceeding ten days, or to the county jail or to 
the county workhouse at hard labor for any period not 
exceeding ninety days, or to impose both fine and imprison- 
ment not exceeding the aforementioned amount and periods 
respectively, and in case any person shall neglect or refuse 
to pay any fine so imposed, to commit such person for any 
period not exceeding ninety days unless the fine and costs 
shall be sooner paid. 
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11. And be it enacted, That persons fighting in a bar- 
room, street or other public place, when no charge o* assault 
and battery is preferred shall be deemed guilty of disorderly 
conduct within the meaning of this act, and the term “ light 
cffence” shall be held to apply to all offences enumerated 
by the various statutes of this state whereof convictions 
may be had before and wherefor punishments may be 
imposed by a justice of the peace. 

12. And be it enacted, Vhat each of said justices shall 
have within the limits of Jersey City all the powers and 
jurisdiction conferred upon justices of the peace in the 
county of Essex, by the act entitled « A further supplement 
to the act entitled ‘An act to describe, apprehend and 
punish disorderly persons’” approved April seventeenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight. 

13. And be it enacted, That each of said justices is further 
‘empowered on oath or affirmation made, according to law, 
that any person has violated any of the ordinances, rules or 
regulations of the said city or of any board thereof, to issue 
process at the suit of said city, either in the nature of a 
sunimons or warrant, against the person or persons 80 
‘charged, which process shall, when in the nature of a war- 
rant, be returnable forthwith, and when in the nature of a 
summons, shall be returnable in not less than one nor more 
than ten entire days; such process shall state what ordi- 
nance, rule or regulation is alleged to have been violated by 
the defendant or defendants, and on the return of such pro- 
cess or at any time to which the trial shall have been ad- 
journed, the said justice shall proceed to hear testimony and 
to determine and give judgment in the matter without the 
filing of any pleadings; and the said justice shall, if judg- 
ment be rendered for the plaintiff, forthwith issue execution 
against the goods and chattels and person of the defendant 
or defendants, and said justice is further empowered to 
cause any such defendant who may refuse or neglect to pay 
the amount of the judgment rendered against him and all 
‘costs and charges incident thereto, unless an appeal is 
granted, to be committed to the city prison for any period 
not exceeding five days, or to the county jail or county work- 
house for any period not exceeding ninety days; and each 
of said justices is further empowered, in case any defendant 
shall have been twice convicted, within the space of six 
months, of a violation of the same ordinance, rule or regu- 
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lation, to certify such fact to the municipal court, which, 
upon due proof thereof, may cause such defendant, in addi- 
tion to the payment of the appropriate penalty, to be im- 
prisoned in the city prison or in the county jail or the conn- 
ty workhouse, at hard Jabor, for any number of days not ex- 
ceeding one for each dollar of the penalty; and where any 
statute of this state provides for recovering a penalty for its 
violation by an action of debt before a justice of the peace, 
such penalties shall, within the limits of Jersey City, be 
recovered only before a justice of the municipal court of 
Jersey City, and the proceedings shall be the same as in 
case of a violation of a city ordinance. 

14. And be rt enacted, That each of said justices may re- 
ceive complaints, issue warrants and take recognizances out 
of as well as in court, but all warrants shali be made 
returnable in court. 

15. And be wt enacted, That the officers empowered to 
serve and execute any process issued out of said courts shall 
be, besides the sheriff and constables of Hudson county, the 
marshal of said municipal court, and the policemen of Jersey 
City, who shall execute all writs, precepts and process 
issuing out of said courts, and make true returns thereof, 
and in all cases arising under section thirteen of this act, 
process shall be returned in the same manner so far as cir- 
cumstances will permit, as similar process issued out of 
courts for the trial of small causes, and the defendant or 
defendants named therein shall, if the justice see fit to ad- 
journ the hearing of the charge made, and so order, enter 
into recognizance in a sum not less than twice the amount 
of the penalty, and with such surety as he may approve, for 
appearance on the day to which the said hearing may be 
adjourned, and from day to day thereafter, and in case of 
default the said recognizance may be enforced by a proceed- 
ing in the municipal court similar to such proceedings in 
courts for the trial of small causes. 

16. And be it enacted, That said municipal court may issue 
summons and other process to procure the attendance of wit- 
nesses in the trial and examination of criminal cases to run 
into any county of this state, to be served by the marshal of 
the court, or by the sheriff of any county or his deputies, or 
any constable or policeman of the city or town in which the 
witness may be. 
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17. And be it enacted, That either of said justices, when Pay order 
had and de- 
termined in 


or trial which would otherwise regularly be held before him the munici- 


pal court, 


sitting in a district police court, may order any examination 


to be had and determined in the municipal court, where, after 
such order, all further proceedings shall be had, and said 
justice may require the defendant or defendants and witnesses 
to enter into recognizance with such surety as he may ap- 
prove for his, her or their appearance at the said municipal 
court at such time and place as shall be fixed by the rules 
and regulations of said municipal court. 

18. And be zt enacted, That in any proceeding had before 
either of said justices or courts, to recover a penalty for the 
violation of any ordinance, rule or regulation of the said 
city, or of any board thereof, the said ordinance, rule or 
regulation may be proven by a copy thereof, duly certified 
under seal by the city clerk, or the clerk of the appropriate 
board, to be correct; and due publication of all such ordi- 
nances, rules and regulations, shall be presumed to have 
been made until the contrary is proven. 

19. And be it enacted, That in all cases triable in either 
of said courts in which the penalty may exceed twenty 
dollars, or the punishment may be imprisonment, there may 
be a trial by jury, either at the instance of the court or at 
the demand of the defendant; the jury shall consist of six 
men, competent to serve as jurors in the court of quarter 
sessions of the peace, in all cases except where the penalty 
shall exceed fifty dollars, when the number shall be twelve; 
jurors shall be selected and trials by jury shall be conducted 
as nearly as may be as like proceedings are conducted in 
the courts for the trial of small causes; either party shall be 
entitled to three peremptory challenges, and the court is 
empowered to impose a fine, not exceeding ten dollars, upon 
any person summoned to serve upon a jury who shall neglect 
or refuse to attend without good and sufficient excuse. 

20. And be it enacted, That in all cases arising under 
section thirteen of this act, there may be an appeal to the 
court of common pleas of Hudson county, to be taken in the 
same manner as appeals are now taken from judgments in 
courts for the trial of small causes; upon the trial of such 
appeal it shall be the duty of the city attorney to appear for 
the city, and likewise to appear for the city on the trial of 
any such case before the municipal court when requested by 
the court. 
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21. And be it enacted, That in all cases where any person, 
convicted in either of said courts, shall have been commit- 
ted, in default of payment of a fine or penalty, to the county 
jail or workhouse, he or she may, at any time previous to the 
expiration of his or her term of service, be discharged upon 
the payment of the fine or penalty originally imposed, less 
an amount proportionate to the term already served. 

22. And be it enacted, That in any case where the person, 
guilty of a violation of any ordinance, rule or regulation of 
the city, or any board thereof, shall be a minor, the justice 
or court before which said minor shall be brought shall have 
power in his or its discretion to inflict or commute, or wholly 
remit the penalty prescribed by such ordinance, rule or 
regulation. 

23. And be it enacted, That no justice of the supreme 
court shall grant or allow any certiorari to remove any 
order, proceedings or judgment made, had or rendered by 
either of said justices or courts, unless the party applying for 
the certiorari shall enter into bonds, unto the mayor and 
aldermen of Jersey City, in the sum of one hundred and fifty 
dollars, with sufficient surety, conditioned that such applicant 
shall prosecute the said certiorari in the supreme court, shall 
pay the penalty recovered before the said municipal justice 
or court, with interest and costs, if the judgment be affirmed, 
and shall in all things stand to and abide the judgment of 
the supreme court respecting the order, proceedings or 
judgment made, had or rendered by the said municipal 
justice or court, which said bond shall be rendered to the 
justice granting such certiorari, to be by him filed with the 
clerk of the supreme court for the benefit of the said mayor 
and aldermen. 

24. And be it enacted, That whenever any order, proceed- 
ings or judgment made, had or rendered by the said justices 
or courts, or any of them, shall, on removal by certiorari, be 
afhrmed by the supreme court, the plaintiff in certiorari 
shall pay to the defendant in certiorari all costs on such suit 
in the said supreme court, but if such order, proceedings or 
judgment be reversed, then the plaintiff in certiorari shall 
be entitled to costs. 

25. And be it enacted, That in all cases in which a cer- 
tiorari shall be granted or allowed to remove any order, 
proceedings or judgment made, had or rendered by either 
of said justices or courts, it shall be lawful for the justice or 
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justices by or before whom such order, proceedings or 
judgment were made, had or rendered, to charge and receive 
for the return thereto, before delivery, at the rate of ten 
cents per folio, and in all proceedings whatever, before the 
court hereby established, or the justices thereof or either of 
them, the fees shall be the same, and shall be collectable in 
like manner as in similar proceedings had before a justice or 
justices of the peace, or in the courts for the trial of small 
causes, 

26. And be it enacted, That whenever the municipal court 
or either of the justices thereof sitting in a district court, 
shall make an order requiring any person to enter into re- 
cognizance, with or without sureties, to keep the peace or 
to be of good behavior, such order may require that such 
recognizance shall be entered into for any definite period 
not to exceed one year from its date, and on due and suffi- 
cient proof of a breach of the condition of such recogni- 
zance at any time within the period for which the same 
shall have been entered into, the said municipal court may 
cause the same to be forfeited, and proceedings shall there- 
upon be had in said court for the enforcement of such 
recognizance, similar to proceedings for enforcement of 
recognizances in courts for the trial of small causes; all 
such recognizances shall forthwith after being taken be filed 
with the elerk of the municipal court, to be by him safely 
kept until the expiration of the time limited in said recog- 
nizances respectively. 

27. And be it enasted, That whenever the municipal 
court, or any justice thereof sitting in a district court in any 
case in which such court or justice may by law let to bail, 
shall make an order requiring any person to enter into re- 
cognizance for appearance at any court, or to keep the 
peace, or to be of good behavior, and shall by such order 
have fixed the amount of bail required, either of the justices 
of said municipal court may upon a written request or au- 
thorization of the said court or of the justice having made 
such order, let such person to bail either before or after 
commitment, but a justice so letting to bail shall in no case 
take bail in an amount less than is fixed by the court or jus- 
tice making the order and named in the written request or 
authorization, which written request or authorization shall 
be attached to the recognizance and transmitted therewith.

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enter into recognizance for appearance before either of said 
courts by this act established for hearing, examination or 
trial, upon some certain charge, such recognizance shall hold 
good, and be binding upon all parties thereto (if the said 
recognizance shall so require) until the said hearing, exain- 
ination or trial shall have been finally concluded, notwith- 
standing that such hearing, examination or trial may have 
been adjourned from time to time. 

29, “ind be wt enacted, That all persons whatsoever 
arrested by any member or members of the police force of 
Jersey City, shall be taken forthwith to the station house of 
the precinct in which the arrest shall be made, and forthwith 
after the entry upon the books of the station house of the 
names of the prisoner and of the officer or officers making 
the arrest, the cause of arrest alleged by the officer, and of 
such other particulars as shall be required by the rules of 
the police department and of the municipal and district 
courts; the person thus held under arrest shall be taken be- 
fore the district police court of the district in which the 
arrest was made, if said court be then in session; if such 
court be not then in session, said prisoner shall be detained 
in the city prison until the said district police court shall 
next be in session, when such prisoner shall be taken before 
said district police court at the opening of the session 
thereof, to the end that the cause of such arrest and deten- 
tion may be speedily inquired into; persons arrested upon 
warrant issued by the court or a justice thereof, shall never- 
theless be taken forthwith, upon arrest, before the said 
court, or the district police court specified in the warrant ;. 
and if that court shall not then be in session, such prisoner 
shall be detained in the station house most convenient to the 
place of holding said court, until the same be opened; in 
any case where the district police court of the district in 
which a person is arrested shall not be in session at any 
time when by the foregoing provisions such person would be 
entitled to be produced before it if in session, then, if such 
prisoner demand, he shall be taken before the police court 
of any other district which may be in session, or before the 
municipal court, if in session; nevertheless no person shall 
be entitled to be brought before any of said courts while 
drunk from the excessive use of spirituous, vinous, or other 
strong liquor; nor shall anything in this act contained be so 
construed as to diminish, impair, or in any way interfere 
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with the power and jurisdiction of the supreme court, or 
justices thereof, or the chancellor of this state, under the act 
entitled, “An act for preventing the injury of illegal con- 
finement, and better securing the liberty of the people,” 
passed the eleventh of March, seventeen hundred and nine- 
ty-five, or in any way to take from any person the relief by 
habeas corpus. 

30. And be it enacted, That when any person shall be 
held under arrest in the city prison, awaiting the next ses- 
sion of the court, as described in the last preceding section, 
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court, let such person to bail, conditioned for his or her 
appearances at the next morning session of the district 
police court, before which such person would regularly be 
brought under the provisions of the last preceding section ; 
but in no case shall such power be exercised where the 
charge entered upon the books of the station house shall 
amount to a charge of a crime not bailable by a justice of 
the peace, nor unless the said justice is satisfied that no 
such crime has been committed, and that public justice will 
receive no detriment thereby; any recognizance so taken 
shall be transmitted to the justice holding said district 
police court, by the captain of the precinct from whose cus- 
tody said prisoner was so discharged, with his regular 
morning report; and in case such prisoner shall fail to 
appear, according to the tenor of his recognizance, the said 
justice may declare the same to be forfeited, and shall there- 
upon transmit the same to the municipal court, which shall 
cause the same to be enforced in the same manner as recog- 
nizances to keep the peace upon a breach of the condition 
thereof. 

31. nd be it enacted, That when any person shall be 
brought before the said municipal court or any district court 
charged with larceny or with receiving stolen goods, and 
property alleged to have been stolen shall have been found 
in the possessien of such prisoner, or when any property 
alleged to have been stolen shall come into the possession of 
the police of Jersey City, such property shall be held sub- 
ject to the order of the said court, or of the justice before 
whom such prisoner may have been brought, or in whose 
district said property shall have been recovered, and any 
claimant of the ownership or right of possession of said 
property must establish his title to the satisfaction of the 
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court or justice, and the said court or justice may require a 
bond of indemnity, with sufficient sureties before ordering 
the delivery of such property to any claimant, and may in 
any case refuse to order the delivery of such property until 
after the final trial of the accused person. or other final dis- 
position of the case; all implements used or intended to be 
used for the commission of crime, and all dangerous weapons 
the carrying of which is prohibited by law or by ordinance 
of the city, which shall come into the possession of the police 
of said city, shall be held subject to the order of said muni- 
cipal court, which may at its discretion, when they shall be 
no longer of use as evidence, order their destruction; no 
implements which are designed to be used only in the com- 
mission of crime shall be sold, but shall be destroyed or 
securely kept. 

32. And be it enacted, That the said municipal court 
and the district police courts shall be courts of record; 
and that the municipal court may make all needful rules 
for the maintenance of order in and about the said court and 
the several district police courts, and all persons who shall 
willfully violate any such rule or shall be guilty of any 
willful contempt of court, may be arrested and punished in 
the same manner as is hereinbefore provided for the punish- 
ment of disorderly conduct tending to a breach of the 
peace. 

33. ind be it enacted, That there shall be a session of

CHAPTER CCCCLXI. 


An Act to authorize the Building of a Bridge over the 
Hackensack River. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, Thatit shall be lawful for the board 
of chosen freeholders, of the county of Bergen, to build and 
construct, or cause, or permit to be built and constructed a 
bridge across the Hackensack river, in the townships of 
Midland and Palisades, between River Edge Station and 
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New Milford Station, not more than three thousand feet 
north of River Edge Station, and to place in said bridge, 
over the deepest channel in said river, a draw of not more 
than forty feet wide, of such construction as to impede as 
little as possible the navigation of said river. 

2. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER CCCCXLII. 


A Further Supplement to “An Act to provide for the more 
efficient Government of the City of Paterson,” approved 
March twenty-fifth, eighteen hundred and seventy-one. 


1, Beir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Amendment 
the State of New ge That the forty-first section of the 
act to which this is a supplement shall be amended by 
inserting after the word “two” the words “and one-half,” 
so that said section shall hereafter read as follows: «41. And Commis.

said commissioners shall notify the board of aldermen 
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thereof, and thereupon it shall be the duty of the said board 
to so modify the tax ordinance, previously adopted, that the 
amount of money therein declared necessary to be raised in 
that year shall not exceed two and one-half per centum of 
the gross valuation of taxable property as aforesaid; and 
the said commissioners shall complete said lists accordingly, 
assessing to each person, firm, company or corporation named 
therein, his, her, their, or its proportion of the state, county 
and city taxes.” 

Amendment 2. And be it enacted, That the one hundred and tenth 
section of the act to which this is a supplement. shall 
be amended by striking out the words “ two-thirds” and 
inserting the words ‘ three-fifths’ in lieu thereof, and by 
adding at the end of said section the words following: « But 
when the cost of grading, cutting down, or filling up any 
street or sections of a street, shall appear to said board to be 
too great for the owners of property fronting on or adjoining 
the same to bear, and said work is or may appear to said 
board to be a special benefit to any other particular section 
of said city, then the cost of grading, cutting down, or fill-

of the board of aldermen shall be required for the passage 
of any ordinance directing the said improvement; but in case 
the original petition for such improvement was signed by a 
majority of the owners aforesaid, or in case the objections 
thereto be not signed by such majority of owners, then the 
votes of a majority of all the members of the said board shall 
be sufficient to pass any ordinance relating to such improve- 
ment; the expense of such work or improvement, except for 
the changing or altering the grade of a street, shall be 
assessed on the property fronting on or adjoining the street 
so improved; but when the cost of grading, cutting down, 
or filling up any street or section of a street, shall appear to 
said board to be too great for the owners of property front- 
ing on or adjoining the same to bear, and said work ig or 
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may appear to said board to he a special benefit to any other 
particular section of said city, then the cost of grading, 
cutting down, or filling up the same, may, by the order or 
direction of said board, be assessed on said section, as well 
as aforesaid, according to the benefits received.”’ 

3. And be it enacted, That the one hundred and thirty- 
first section of said act shall be amended by striking out the 
words “the several drainage districts of,” before the words 
“said city,’ and also by striking out the words in the 
‘drainage district,” and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
in the “street, avenue or highway,’ and that said section 
shall hereafter read as follows: “131. And be it enacted, 
That on or before the second Monday in June, in each year, 
it shall be the duty of the said board of estimates and assess- 
ments to estimate the average cost per lineal foot of all 
sewers and drains constructed in said city subsequently to 
the year eighteen hundred and sixty eight, and up to the 
time of making such annual estimate, and to transmit a cer- 
tified statement of such estimate to the department of finance; 
and in making the annual enumerations, valuations and 
assessments for taxes in such year, the commissioners of 
assessments and revision of taxes shall, in a separate column 
of their assessment books, assess upon each lot fronting on 
or adjoining a street through which a sewer or drain has 
been constructed up to that time, a sum per lineal foot of 
frontage equal to three and a half per centum of the average 
cost per lineal foot of all sewers and drains constructed sub- 
sequently to the year eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, in 
the street, aveuue or highway wherein such lot is situated, 
estimated as aforesaid, and the proceeds of such special tax 
shall be applied to the satisfaction of the interest on the 
sewer bonds issued or to be issued by the corporation; but 
no lot shall be assessed for more than twenty-five feet of 
frontage for every twenty-five hundred feet in area thereof.” 

4. And be it enacted, That the one hundred and forty-fifth 
section of said act shall be amended by striking out the 
word subsequent” before the word “violation,” so that said 
section shall read as follows: “ 145. And be it enacted, That 
where sentence of imprisonment shall be passed upon any 
person for any violation of any ordinance of said city, such 
person may be required to work not exceeding eight hours 
per day, at any employment furnished and directed by the 
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board of aldermen for the use of the corporation, during the 
term of such person’s sentence; any person so sentenced 
who shall egeape, may be re-arrested and required to serve 
double the unexpired term, or be kept in close confinement 
for the same double period.” 

d. “Ind be it enacted, That all officers elected or appointed 
under the act to which this is a supplement, shall hold their 
several offices for the terms for which they were respectively 
elected or arpointed, and thereafter until their successors 
shall have been duly elected or appointed and have qualified; 
provided, that any officer may be removed or suspended at 
any time in the manner prescribed in the aforesaid act. 

6. And be it enacted, That the fifty-fourth section of said 
act shall he amended by striking out the words “in the 
daily newspaper printed and published in said city having 
the fargest circulation,” and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words “two daily newspapers printed and published in said 
city.” 

7. And bet enacted, That no publication of any ordinance 
after its passage shall be required before the same shall take 
effect, anything in the act to which this is a supplement to 
the contrary notwithstanding, and that this act shall take 
effect immediately.

CHAPTER CCCCLXIIL. 


An Act to enable the township of Matawan, in the county of 
Monmouth, to build a Lock-up. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the inhabitants of the town- 
ship of Matawan, in the county of Monmouth, be and they 
are hereby authorized and empowered to purchase through 
their township committee, a suitable lot of land in the vil- 
lace of Matawan in said township, and erect thereon a sui- 
table building to be used as a lock-up, house of detention or 
prison, for said township of Matawan, the cost of said lot 
and building not to exceed six hundred dollars. 
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2, Jind be tt enacted, That the sum of six hundred dollars Sumstp be 
shall be raised by a tax on all the personal and real estate sation.

public hall shall not exceed eight thousand dollars, 

2. And be wt enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
township committee of North Bergen, and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered, by and under the name or title 
aforesaid, to borrow any sum or sums of money, not exceed- 
ing eight thousand dollars in all, that they may find neces- 
sary, for the purpose of purchasing said building or said site 
and erecting thereon said public hall.

_re-payment of said loan, with interest, it shall be lawful for

13. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
clerks of the several townships in the counties herein 
named to file the lists of non-resident members at their 
offices or places of business as soon as they may receive them 
from the directors of the counties in which they reside, and 
to furnish them to any person for inspection upon applica- 
tion, by the payment of the sum of twenty-five cents.

and also to ascertain the number of dogs and bitches owned 
or harbored in said township; and upon ascertaining the 
same, the township committee of said township shall direct 
the assessors of said township to make an assessment upon 
all owners or harborers of any dogs or bitches therein, to an 
amount equivalent to the damages so sustained, said assess- 
ments to be made at such a rate, upon every such owner or 
harborer of any dog or bitch, as said township committee 
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may deem equitable and just; provided, the rate so fixed, to 
be paid by the owner or harborer of any pen bitch, shall be 
at least double that imposed upon the owner or harborer of 
any dog in said township. 

2. And be it enacted, That the sums of money collected 
by virtue of this act shall be exclusively appropriated, by 
said township committee, to make good any loss or losses 
which may be sustained by any person or persons by the 
destruction or wounding of his, her or their sheep or lambs 
within the said township; and the amount so directed to be 
assessed and collected each and every year, in said township, 
shall be assessed and collected by the assessors and collectors 
appointed or elected in said township for the assessing and 
collecting of the state, county and township tax therein, in 
the same manner and at the same time as the other annual 
taxes in said township are now or shall be hereafter assessed 
and collected.

Park 
station of the Erie Railway, to its southerly terminus; and 
also to extend the same to connect with the public road 
known as the Neck road, at such point thereon near the 
Kingsland station, on the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Railroad in said township,:as the commissioners may 
elect, and thence at the option of the commissioners, further 
to extend the same along said Neck road toa point at or 
near the Kingsland Manor House; and shall further lay, 
relay, extend, open and widen to a width of not less than 
sixty-six feet or more than seventy-five feet that certain 
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road commonly known as Rutherford avenue, from the 
road known as the River road, to the road known as 
the Neck road, all in said township of Union; the said 
commissioners, In the exercise of said powers, and in car- 
rying on said work, shall proceed in all respects in the 
manner prescribed in the aforesaid act, except as herein 
provided for; but the certificates of indebtedness to be issued 
by them shall bear interest, payable semi-annually on the 
first days of January and July, and in order to provide a 
fund therefor, the comussioners are hereby authorized to 
sell and negotiate from to time, as the same may be neces- 
sary, certificates of indebtedness at a rate of discount not 
more than ten per centum of their par value. 

2. And be it enacted, ‘Vhat said commissioners shall have 
power to enter upon and take any Jands and improvments 
necessary for carrying out the purposes of this act, except 
between New Jersey avenue and Valley Brook avenue, 
where the centre line of said Orient Way shall be made 
twenty feet west of the present centre, and in making up 
their assessments shall allow the owner thereof such damages 
therefor as in the judgment of the commissioners shall have 
been sustained thereby, due regard being always had to the 
proviso in section three of the ‘act to which this is a supple- 
ment. 

3. And be it enacted, That the total amount to be expend- 
ed by the commissioners shall not exceed the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars, and that before work shall be commenced 
upon such portion of the road upon which any grading inay 
have been done at private expense prior to ‘the passage of 
this act, it shall be the duty of said commissioners to appraise 
the amount in which such work shall have diminished the 
total expense of the improvement contemplated by this act;

An Act to revise the Charter of the Borough of Princeton. 


1, Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Boundarics, 
the State of New Jersey, That all that part of the township 
of Princeton lying and being in the county of Mercer, as is 
contained in the following limits and boundaries, that is to 
say: beginning easterly on the turnpike road at a point in 
a line with the westerly line of the road running north be- 
tween the farms of Leavitt and Edward Howe, and running 
thence southerly in a line with said road five hundred yards ; 
thence westerly in @ straight line, passing south of the town, 
to the easterly line of the road running from the turnpike 
at Job G. Olden’s towards the Delaware and Raritan canal 
at a point opposite the southeasterly corner of a lot formerly 
of Thomas Olden; thence northerly along said road to the 
turnpike; thence still northerly along the easterly line of 
the road between Charles S. Olden and Susan D. Brown, 
and in a straight line with it across the old stage road, upon 
lands of Samuel W. Stockton, two thousand yards; thence 
easterly in a straight line, passing north of the town, toa 
point in the westerly line of the road between Leavitt and 
Edward Howe, at a point six hundred yards from the place 
of beginning; thence along said road south to the place of 
beginning, shall be and is hereby erected into a borough, 
which shall be called and known by the name of “The 
Borough of Princeton,” and the inhabitants thereof shall be 
and are hereby incorporated by the name of ‘The Mayor corporate

and Council of the Borough of Princeton,” and by that powers. 
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name they and their successors forever shall and may have 
perpetual succession; shall be persons in law capable of 
suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, an- 
swered and being answered unto, defending and being de- 
fended in all manner of actions, suits, complaints, matters 
and causes whatever; may have a corporate seal and alter 
the same at their pleasure, and may by their corporate 
name aforesaid, purchase, lease, receive, hold and convey 
any estate, real or personal, for the use of said corporation. 

2. And be it enacted, That the officers of said borough 
shall consist of a mayor, who shall be the keeper of the 
borough seal, eight members of council, one assessor, one 
collector, who shall be borough treasurer, a borough clerk, 
a borough surveyor, a borough solicitor, one judge of elec- 
tion, three commissioners of appeal in cases of taxation, one 
marshal, and one pound-keeper; the said officers to be 
elected as is hereinafter directed, except the borough mar- 
shal, surveyor and solicitor, who, together with such and so 
many policemen and other officers as may be deemed neces- 
sary for the government of said borough, shall be appointed 
by the council. 

3. And be it enacted, That the charter election shall be 
held on the first Monday in April in each year, at the place 
appointed and designated for that purpose by the council, 
between the hours, in the same manner, and under the same 
regulations in all things as prescribed by law for state elec- 
tions for members of the legislature; provided, that the first 
charter election held after the passage of this act, shall be 
held at the same time and place, under the same regula- 
tions, and in the same manner as is now provided by law 
for holding borough elections in the borough of Princeton. 

4. And be it enacted, That all future elections to be held 
in said borough, shall be held by the judge of election, the 
assessor and the collector, who for the purposes of this act 
shall be styled judges of election, and have equal powers 
with the person chosen as judge and clerk of said borough, 
at the place therein designated for holding the charter elec- 
tions, on the day or days which now are or hereafter may 
be fixed by law for holding such elections, and such elec- 
tions shall be conducted by said officers, in all things pur- 
suant to the laws of this state, applicable to such elections 
in this state, and they shall be liable to the same obliga- 
tions, duties and penalties, imposed upon the like officers of 
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elections in the townships of this state, and they shall be 
entitled to the same compensation for their services in all 
elections, as the like township officers are entitled to receive ; 
and in case of absence, disqualification, or inability of any 
of them, the vacancy shall be supplied in the manner pre- 
scribed by the laws of this state in such cases. 

). ind be it enacted, That at the first election held under 
this act, and annually thereafter, there shall be chosen by 
ballot, by the legal voters thereof, from among the citizens 
of the same, one assessor, one collector, a borough clerk, 
one judge of election, three commissioners of appeal in cases 
of taxation, and one poundkeeper, to serve for one year; 
and at the said first election there shall be elected a mayor, 
who shall be elected for two years, and eight members of 
council, who shall on the Monday following their election, 
meet and divide themselves by lot into two classes; the 
terms of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of 
the second year; of the second class, at the expiration of the 
first year; so that four councilmen shall be elected in each 
and every year, to hold their office for the term of two 
years, and if vacancies happen by resignation or other- 
wise, the persons elected to supply such vacancies shall be 
elected for the unexpired term only; provided further, that 
the mayor elect shall, ex-officio, be the president of the coun- 
cil of said borough, and shall have a vote upon all matters 
appertaining to said borough in said council assembled. 

6. And bert enacted, That the judge of election, who shall 
be chairman, and the assessor and collector, and borough 
clerk, shall constitute a board of election, and in case of 
absence, disqualification or inability of any of them, the 
vacancy shall be supplied in the manner prescribed by the 
. laws of this state in such cases; the name of each voter at 
such election shall be written in a poll-book by the borough 
clerk; and after the poll shall be closed, the said judges of 
election shall immediately count the votes given for the sev- 
eral candidates and certify the result under their hands, and 
deliver such certificate to the borough clerk, who shall file 
and preserve the same in his office; the person or persons 
receiving the greatest number of votes given for any office 
in said borough shall be deemed to be elected to that office, 
and the borough clerk shall, within five days after such elec- 
tion, give notice of the resnlt of such election, in the same 
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manner that clerks of townships in this state are required to 
give notice of the results of elections in said townships.

in like manner as if he had signed it; provided, that each proviso. 
and every ordinance and resolution so passed as aforesaid, 
shall be published for the space of two weeks at least, once 
in each week, in a newspaper published and printed in said 
borough, before said ordinance or resolution shall go into 
effect; provided afso, that no ordinance or by-law shall be proviso. 
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enacted or passed by the said council, unless the same shall 
have been introduced before the said council at a previous 
meeting, and shall have been agreed to by a majority of said 
council; but said council way by a two-third vote put any 
such ordinance or by-law on its final passage on the same 
day on which the same shall be introduced. 

22. And be it enacted, That a majority of the council shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a 
smaller number may adjourn from time to time and compel

V. To declare what shall be considered nuisances in 
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streets, roads, lots and places in said borough, and to remove 
or abate the same; to prevent and remove all obstructions, 
encroachments, incumbrances, and nuisances in and upon 
any street, road, alley, sidewalk, lot or enclosure, place or 
places in said borough; 

VI. To locate, regulate, prohibit, or remove slaughter 
houses ; 

VIL. To employ detectives for the discovery and arrest of 
criminals, and offer rewards for the same, not exceeding 
three hundred dollars for each crime, to be paid upon the 
conviction of the criminal. 

VIIL. To secure in every respect to the public and ad- 
joining owners, the safe and convenient use of all streets, 
sidewalks and public places, for the purposes for which they 
are or may be laid out or dedicated in said borough. 

1X. To regulate and control the driving of cattle, mules. 
and other animals in droves, through the streets of said 
borough ; . 

X. ‘To make and adopt an assessment map, whereby to. 
describe lands assessed for taxes and improvements ; 

Xl. To make and adopt a general plan of sewerage and 
drainage for said borough, or any part thereof, conformably 
to which all sewers, drains, and all other appurtenances of 
public drainage shall be constructed, and to alter and vary 
the same; 

XII. To prevent horses, cattle, sheep, swine, dogs, goats, 
and all other animals, from running at large; and to pro- 
vide for the impounding and sale of the same; to impose a 
tax upon dogs, to be assessed and collected in the same man- 
ner as the like tax is assessed and collected in the several 
townships in this state; and to provide for the muzzling, 
restraining and destruction of dogs; 

XII1. To prevent immoderate and fast driving in the 
streets or roads; driving over or upon sidewalks; to pre- 
vent and punish cruelty to animals; to direct and regulate 
the planting, rearing, trimming, and preserving of shade and’ 
ornamental trees in the streets and public places in said

XIV. To prevent riots, disturbances, and disorderly as- 
semblages, in the streets or alleys, or in any house or place 
in said borough; to prevent and suppress all gaming houses, 
and houses of ill-fame; and to prohibit gaming; to restrain 
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and punish indecentand disorderly conduct and drunkenness, 
and to restrain and punish all mendicants, street beggars and 
common prostitutes; to suppress vice and immorality ; 

XV. To license and regulate, or prohibit restaurants, 
beer saloons, bowling alleys, billiard saloons, oyster houses 
and cellars, hay scales; and to regulate or prohibit all traffic 
in or sale of intoxicating drinks in said borough ; to prevent

To provide street lamps for and to light the streets, 
either by gas or other material ; 

XXII. To provide health laws and to establish a board 
of health ; 

XXIV. To regulate the burial of the dead ; 

XXV. To establish and regulate one or more public 
pounds ; 

XXVI. To prevent or regulate the firing of guns or pis- 
tols, and prevent the destruction of birds in said borough ; 
to license or prohibit the exhibition of shows, circuses, 
entertainments, or all other hke matters; to prohibit the 
throwing of stones, snow balls, playing balls, or other like 
missiles in the streets; to regulate or prohibit the selling or 
exposing to sale, or the firing of fire crackers or other fire 
works in said borough; 

XXVII. To provide for assessing and collecting taxes, 
and regulating and conducting borough elections; and said 
council may provide, by ordinance, that the borough shall 
pay one-third of the cost of paving or macadamizing the 
streets of said borough with such substantial material as 
two-thirds of the property owners on the line of the streets 
or parts thereof may desire;

having general circulation in the township; also by posting 
the same in five conspicuous places in said township, that 
said notice shall also state the time and place at which the 
townsuip cominittee will meet to proceed to the considera- 
tion of said resolution; that at such meeting full and ample 
opportunity shall be given to all parties in favor of or op- 
posed to said improvement, to present their views with refer- 
ence to the same in writing or otherwise; and that the town- 
ship committee may, in their discretion, adjourn from time 
to time for further consideration of the matter. 

6. And be at enacted, That any such resolution which may 
be passed by the township committee, shall be accompanied 
by a map, to be prepared under the direction of the town- 
ship committee. or to be accepted by them :s soon as con- 
veniently may be after the passage of the resolution, which 
map shall show the termini, courses and distances of the im- 
provement, as the same are described in the resolution, and 
also the Jand and real estate to be taken therefor, and the 
name or names (as far as may be ascertained) of the owner 
or owners of such lands and real estate, and such map shall 
be filed with the township clerk. 

T. Jind be tt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the town- 
ship committee, having first severally taken and subscribed an 


oath or affirmation before a justice of the peace in said town- « 


ship, to make the said estimate fairly and impartially, 
according to the best of their skill and judgment, to assess 
damages in favor of any owner or owners of land and real 
estate, including erections, buildings, and improvements that 
imay be taken for, or may be damaged by any such improve- 
ment: provided for in the fourth section of this act; and it 
shall also be their duty as soon as may be after the passage 
of any resolution for the making of any such improvement, 
to ascertain the expense thereof, including the survey and 
map, and shall cause the amount so determined, to be en- 
tered upon their minutes, and the amount so determined 
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shall thereafter be treated as, and held to be the true and 
actual expense of making such improvement, and it shall be 
the duty of said committee to assess the amount of damages

assessment they shall certify the same by a report in writing 
signed by a majority of said committee; said report shall 
be accompanied by a map showing the improvement, the 
lands and real estate taken therefor, and designating the 
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lands benefited; and said report when so signed, and the 
assessment contained therein, shall be final and conclusive 
upon all parties, except only in such matters wherein an ap- 
peal shall be taken as hereinafter provided, no notice to the 
owner or owners of any lands or real estate to be taken for 
such improvement, or to any person to be in any way affect- 
ed by such improvement, shall be required, other than the 
notices hereinbefore specified. 

J. And be it enacted, ‘That any person or persons feeling 
himself, herself or themselves aggrieved by any such assess- 
ments for damages for any lands or real estate taken for or 
damaged by any such improvement, may appeal to the cir- 
cuit court of the county of Mssex at any time within sixty days 
after the making up and signing of such report by the town- 
ship committee ; and that the said circuit court shall there- 
upon order a trial by jury to assess such damages anew, and 
that such trial shall be conducted as in case of other trials 
by jury, but the township committee may proceed with such 
improvement as though such appeal had not been taken. 

10. And be it enacted, That before any such improvement 
shall be carried into effect it shall be the duty of the town- 
ship committee to pay or tender unto the owner or owners 
of any land and real estate taken therefor or damaged there- 
by as aforesaid, the amount of damages so assessed to him, 
her or them respectively; provided, that if any such owner 
do not reside in said township, or upon due inquiry cannot 
be found therein by the township committee, or is a lunatic, 
or idiot, or is under age, or otherwise legally incapacitated, 
or will not accept such damages and sign a receipt therefor 
when tendered, then a proper affidavit of such fact shall be 
made and filed with the township clerk, and the township 
committee shall cause the amount of such damages to be 
placed on special deposit for the use of the person or persons 
to whom the same may be due; and the same shall be paid 
to him, her or them when duly authorized to receive the 
same, without interest; and provided, that no tender shall be 
necessary in any case where the benefits assessed against 
such owner or owners.are equal to or exceed the amount of 
damages assessed in his, her or their favor; and it shall be 
the duty of the township committee to cause an abstract of 
the report, after the same has been adopted and ratified, to 
be prepared and delivered to the township collector of taxes, 
who shall enter the same in a book to be kept in his office 
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for that purpose, to be called the “ Book of Assessments for 
Improvements,” and said collector shall then give notice for 
four weeks, in some newspaper having a general circulation 
in said township, that said report has been delivered to him, 
and requiring payment of the several sums assessed against 
any owners of land and real estate for such improvement, 
within sixty days from the time of the first publication of 
said notice; and if any assessment shall not be paid within 
said period of sixty days, the said assessment shall draw in- 
terest thereupon from and after that time, at the rate of one 
per centum per month; and every assessment for any im- 
provement for either benefits or expenses, shall be and remain 
a lien upon the lands and real estate so assessed therefor, 
together with the interest and all costs and fees thereon, not- 
withstanding any mistake in the name or names of the owner 
or owners or omission to name such owner or owners; and 
no assessment shall be invalid because of any such mistake 
or omission; and every such assessment which shall remain 
unpaid at the expiration of said period of sixty days may be 
collected at any time thereafter in the same manner as other 
taxes are collected in said township; and in addition to the 
mode of collection herein provided, such sum so assessed, 
may be recovered with costs in an action of assumpsit or 
debt, brought in the corporate name of said township, in 
any court of competent jurisdiction, against the person or 
persons whose duty it may be to pay the same, and upon the 
trial of such action, the record or official certificate of such 
assessment shall be full and conclusive evidence of the 
amount due from the defendants therein, and execution may 
be issued and enforced upon such judgment in the same 
manner as in actions of assumpsit or debt is now provided 
by law.

of cost, excepting therefrom all lands, the owner or owners 
of which shall have paid his, her or their share of cost as 
hereinbefore provided ; the said apportionment of the 
amount of bonds shall be delivered to the township clerk, 
and shall be by him recorded in a book to be kept for that 
purpose, and such record shall thereafter be competent evi- 
dence of such apportionment, and of the amounts assigned 
to the several tracts of land embraced therein; it shall be 
the duty of the township clerk each year in the month of 
June, to ascertain the amount of interest which will fall due

said macadamizing or paving and curbing shall be done. 

16. And be tt enacted, That full records of sll resolutions 
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and orders shall he kept by the township clerk, who shall 
also cause to be filed and kept in his office all reports and 
maps, affidavits and other papers relating to the proceedings 
hereinbefore provided for. 

17. And be tt enacted, That the township committee are 
hereby authorized to pay the cost of the work contemplated 
in first, second and third sections of this act out of any 
moneys in their hands raised by tax for road purposes; and 
the said township committee are hereby authorized to bor- 
row from time to time, in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes, such sum or sums of money, not exceeding the 
amounts voted to be raised by tax, as shall be needed to 
carry on the work anthorized in this act. 

18. And be it enacted, That in the making of all contr acts 
and bonds authorized by this act, the township committee 
shall cause them to be prepared in the name of the inhabit- 
ants of the township of Bloomfield, in the county of Essex, 
and shall by resolution cause them to be signed by their 
chairman, sealed with the corporate seal of said township, 
and attested by the township clerk; and every such bond 
and contract, made pursuant to the authority given in this

election in the city of Newark; provided, that like notice Proviso, 
to that called for in section three of said act shall be pub- 
lished by the city clerk of said city of Newark, at least ten

SPECIAL PUBLIC LAWS. 


CHAPTER DILL. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An Act to provide for and 
regulate street improvements in the Township of East 
Orange, in the County of Essex,” approved March thirty- 
first, anno domini one thousand eight hundred and sev- 
enty-one. 


1. Bert ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for the 
township committee of the township of East Orange to lay 
out and open any street, avenue or highway in said township, 
and to take and appropriate for such purposes any lands or 
real estate upon making compensation to the owner or owners. 
thereof; that the money necessary to pay the expenses of 
laying out and opening any such street, avenue or highway, 
and the damages for the lands and real estate taken there- 
for shall be raised, assessed and paid, and all proceedings 
in and for laying out and opening any such street, avenue 
or highway, shall be in conformity with and as provided in 
the third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth sec- 
tions of the act to which this is a supplement; and that all 
the provisions in said act relating to the vacating, straight- 
ening, altering or widening of streets, avenues or highways 
in said township, be and the same are hereby made applica- 
hle to the laying out and opening of any street, avenue or 
highway in said township. 

2, /lnd be it enacted, That in case any assessment for any 
improvement for either benefits or expenses, made under the 
provisions of this act, or of the act to which this is a supple- 
ment, together with interest thereon, and all costs and fees 
which may have accrued thereon, shall remain unpaid at the 
expiration of sixty days from and after the first publication 
of the notice mentioned in the eighth section of the act, to 
which this is a supplement, it shall be the duty of the col- 
lector of taxes in said township to proceed forthwith in the 
collection of said assessment, by a sale of the lands in re- 
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spect of which such assessment may have been made as here- 


inafter provided. 

3. Jind be it enacted, That the said collector shall there- conector to 
upon give a second notice by an advertisement in two fy advertise- 
newspapers, circulating in said township, that unless such Untespar. 
assessment with interest thereon as afvresaid, and all costs Mae Mithin 
and fees shall be paid to him at his office within thirty days \u"ty (* 
after the first publication of the said second notice, he shall 
proceed at a certain time and place therein specified, and 
between the hours of one and five o’clock in the afternoon, 
to make sale, in accordance with the provisions of this act 
of the said lands and real estate, whereon the said assess- 
ments have been imposed or may be a lien; and that said 
second notice shall contain a brief abstract of said assess- 
ment, showing the names of the owner or owners, when 
known, a brief description of said lands and real estate, and 
the amount of the unpaid assessments due thereupon; and 
that it shall be lawful to incorporate more than one assess- 
ment in said notice. 

4. /ind be it enacted, That at the time and place and be- Salstobel. 
tween the hours mentioned in said notice, the said collector ton. 
of taxes shall proceed to sell by public auction, the several 
parcels of the said lands and real estate upon which the said 
assessments shall remain due and unpaid for the lowest term 
of years (but in no case exceeding fifty years) for which any 
person will take the same and pay the amount of such as- 
sessment, with the interest thereon as aforesaid, and all costs 
and fees, including the expenses of advertisement and sale; 
that such payment shall be made by the purchaser before 
the close of the sale, and that if not so made, the said col- 
lector of taxes may re-sell the property, or the township may 
have its action against the purchaser for the payment of the 
whole amount due, with the interest thereon at the rate of 
two per centum per month; that the sale may be adjourned 
from time to time,at the discretion of said collector, until 
all the said lands and real estate shall have been disposed 
of; and that such parcels as are not bid for when offered for 
sale or a re-sale as aforesaid, shall be struck off to the town- 
ship for a term of fifty years. 

a. And be tt enacted, That at or after the close of the sale Collector 


shall give 


the said collector of taxes shall make out under his hand certificateot 


and seal, and deliver to each purchaser, a certificate of the chaser, 
sale of each lot and parcel of said lands and real estate so 
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purchased by him; that such certificate shall contain a short 
description of the property, and shall state the term of 
years for which it was sold, as well as the time when the 
right to redeem the same will expire; that such certificate 
shall also show the particular assessment under which the sale 
was made, together with theamount thereof, and the amount of 
interest, costs, fees and expenses; that such certificate shall be 
presumptive evidence of the facts stated therein, and shall be 
recorded in the office of the township clerk, in books to be 
kept for the purpose, and after being so recorded shall con- 
stitute a lien upon the lands and premises therein described ;. 
and that the said certificate may be assigned, but that no 
such assignment shall have any effect until the same shall 
be recorded as aforesaid in the office of the township clerk ; 
and that no declaration of sale shall be executed and 
delivered to such purchaser or assignee, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, until the said certificate shall have been cancelled 
and filed with the township clerk, unless the loss or destruc- 
tion thereof be established by affidavit to the satisfaction of 
the township committee. 

6. And be it enacted, That the collector of taxes shall 
keep a full and accurate record in his office of all his pro- 
ceedings upon such sales, including a statement of all cer- 
tificates granted and all redemptions of property sold by 
him; to which record all parties claiming to be interested 
shall have free access at all reasonable times. 

7. And be tt enacted, That if the township becomes the 
purchaser of any lands and real estate at any such sale, the 
certificate of sale shall be assignable as aforesaid, and all 
the other provisions of this act in relation to the sale shall 
apply to the township the same as to any other purchaser. 

8. “ind be wt enacted, That no mortgagee or assignee of 
any mortgage, whose mortgage or deed of assignment, as 
the case may be, shall have been duly registered before any 
such sale for unpaid assessment, shall be divested of his 
rights in the property covered by such mortgage, unless six 
months’ notice of such sale shall have been given: to him in 
writing by the purchaser or by any person claiming under 
him; that such notice shall be served personally upon the 
said mortgagee or assignee, if a resident of said county of 
Kssex, or if he be not so resident, by being directed to him 
at his place of residence as stated in the mortgage or deed 
of assignment, and by being deposited in the post office of 
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the said township; and that in the latter case said notice 
shall likewise be published for the space of two months in a 
newspaper circulating in said township; and that within 
one month after snch service, or service and publication of 
said notice, it shall be the duty of the person serving or 
causing the same to be served to place in the office of the 
sald collector of taxes a copy of said notice together with 
the affidavit of some person (who shall be certified by the 
officer taking the affidavit to be a credible person) as to the 
manner of service, or service and publication thereof. 

9. And be zt enacted, That the owner, mortgagee, occupant, 
or any person having a legal or equitable interest in any 
lands and real estate sold as aforesaid, may redeem the same 
at any time within three years thereafter by paying to the 
collector of taxes, for the use of the purchaser, his legal 
representatives or assigns, the said purchase money together 
with any assessment for taxes or otherwise which the said 
purchaser may have paid, and of the payment of which he 
may have filed a written notice in the office of the said col- 
lector, together with interest at the rate of two per centum 
per month upon such purchase money from the time of such 
sale, and upon such payment or payments from the time of 
filing such notice or notices as aforesaid ; and that the cer- 
tificate of said collector stating the receipt of such moneys, 
and showing what property the same was intended to 
redeem shall be evidence of such redemption; and that upon 
the receipt of such moneys by the said collector, he shall 
cause the same to be refunded to the purchaser, his legal 
representatives or assigns on demand, and that all proceed- 
ings in relation to said sale shall then cease and determine, 
aud that if the person so redeeming be a judgment creditor 
or a mortgagee or the assignee of a judgment or mortgage, 
he shall have a lien on the lands and real estate so redeemed 
by him, by virtue of this act, for the amount so paid by him 
to effect such redemption, with interest thereon at the rate 
of seven per centum per annum, in the same manner as if 
the same had been included in his mortgage or judgment, 
and he may enforce the payment thereof in the same 
manner; and that the said collector shall make out two 
certificates for all property so redeemed, one to be kept by 
the person so redeeming the same, and the other to be filed 
in the office of the township clerk. . 

10. And be it enacted, That if any lands and real estate 
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so sold, shall not be redeemed as aforesaid, the township 
committee shall execute to the purchaser or his legal repre- 
sentatives or assigns a declaration of sale, signed by the 
chairman of the township committee, and attested by the 
township clerk, containing a short description of the pre- 
mises sold, together with a brief statement of the facts of 
assessment, acvertisement and sale, including the date of sale, 
and the term for which said premises were sold, that said 
declaration shall be recorded in the office of the township 
clerk, in books to be kept for that purpose, and that until 
the same be so recorded, such lands and real estate may be 
redeemed as hereinbefore provided, notwithstanding the 
period of three years from the time of such sale may have 
expired ; that such declaration of sale shall be presumptive 
evidence in all courts and places, that such sale and pro- 
ceedings were regularly made and had according to the 
provisions of this act; and that such purchaser and his legal 
representatives or assigns, shall by virtue thereof lawfully 
hold and enjoy such lands and real estate, with the rents, 
issues,-and profits thereof for his, her, or their own proper 
use against the owner or owners thereof, and all persons 
claiming under him, her or them, until the term shall be 
completed and ended for which the purchaser agreed to 
take the same, and at the expiration of the said term shall 
peaceably and quietly yield up such lands and real estate 
to the lawful owner or owners thereof, being liable however 
for any waste or injury done or committed by him, her or 
them, in the same manner as a tenant for a term of years. 

11. And be wt enacted, That in addition to the recording 
of certificates and declarations of sale, and of assignments 
of such certificates as aforesaid, the township clerk shall 
also give certificates of search in relation thereto, to any 
person or persons applying for the same; and that he shall 
also cancel such certificates and such assignment thereof so 
recorded, whenever the lands and real estate for which they 
were given shall be redeemed, upon the presentation and 
filing in his office of the collector’s certificates of such 
redemption. 

12. And be tt enacted, That besides the compensation 
which is now or may be hereafter allowed under the general 
law of this state, to the collector of taxes for any service to 
be performed under this act, he shall be allowed such special 
compensation for special services ag may be from time to 
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time determined by the township committee; and that he 
shall also be entitled to receive from each purchaser the sum 
of one dollar for every certificate or declaration of sale by 
him given; and that the said township clerk shall also be 
entitled to receive from said purchaser the sum of one dollar 
for every certificate or declaration of sale, and every assign- 
ment of such certificate to be recorded by him as aforesaid, 
and also the sum of one dollar for every search (including 
the certificate thereof) made by him in the records of certi- 
ficates and declarations of sale and assignments as afore- 
said; and that the said collector of taxes shall likewise col- 
lect for the use of the township, the sum of one dollar from 
each purchaser at the time of the delivery of the said certi- 
ficate of sale, for the expenses of advertising and selling 
each and every lot or parcel of said lands and real estate 
by him purchased as aforesaid. 

13. And be it enacted, That in case of any assessment for 
benefits and expenses in any general or local improvement 
heretofore made, it shall be lawful for the township commit- 
tee to direct by ordinance, that any lands and real estate 
wherein the said assessment may have been imposed or may 
be a lien by virtue of any former act, shall be sold in the 
manner hereinbefore prescribed, and that in such case the 
proceedings after the date of such ordinance shall conform 
as closely as possible to the provisions of this act. 

14, 4nd be tt enacted, That all acts and parts of acts in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act, be and the same 
are hereby repealed, but nothing herein contained shall be 
construed so as to destroy, impair or take away any right 
or remedy acquired or given by any act so repealed, and all 
proceedings commenced under any such former act, shall and 
may be carried out and completed, and with the same effect 
as though this act had not been passed. 

15. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed and 
taken to be a public act and shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER DIV. 


An Act to Provide for the Assessment and Collection of 
Taxes in the Townships of the County of Essex. 


1, BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the duty required of the 
assessors of the several townships by the third section of 
the act entitled «« An act concerning taxes,” shall be per- 
formed by the assessors of all the townships in the county 
of Essex, within fifteen days after the second Monday in 
July hereafter, and the commissioners of appeal in cases of 
taxation in said townships, shall meet annually on the fourth - 
Tuesday of September, instead of the fourth Tuesday of 
November, as heretofore. 

2. And be it enacted, That the duty which the several 
collectors of said townships are now required to perform by 
the fourth section of the act aforesaid, shall be performed 
on the first day of August instead of the first day of October 
ip each year hereafter, and that the time of payment of 
moneys to the collector of the county of Issex, shall be the 
twenty-second day of October, instead of the twenty-second 
day of December in each year, and that the duty required 
of the collectors of said townships by the twelfth section of 
said act, shall be performed on the twentieth day of Octo- 
ber, instead of the twentieth day of December, in each year. 

3. And be zt enacted, That this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER DVI. 


An Act for the improvement of the Roads in the Township 
of Montclair. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That for the purposes of this act, 
it shall be lawful for the township committee of the town- 
ship of Montclair, in the county of Essex, by resolution of 
a majority of their whole number, to create and establish 
road districts in said township, and to alter the same at 
pleasure; and that whenever the owner or owners of more 
than half (the same being measured by lineal feet) of the 
lands lying upon any public road or roads, or any part or 
parts thereof, in any such district or districts, shall 
petition the said township committee in writing, to macada- 
mize or otherwise improve said road or roads, or said part 
or parts thereof, it shall and may be the duty of the said 
committee to call a public meeting of the legal voters of 
said district or districts, at some convenient place therein, 
and to give public notice thereof for at least ten days by 


advertisements to be posted by the township clerk in at 


least five public places therein. 

2. And be it enacted, That at such meeting the chairman 
or other presiding officer of the township committee (or, in 
his absence, the township assessor, collector, clerk, or some 
member of said committee, in the order herein named,) shall 
preside; that the said petition shall be read and submitted 
to the legal voters of said district or districts then assem- 
bled ; that only such voters shall be allowed to vote at such 
meeting; and that such voters shall, either then or at any 
adjourned meeting, determine by a majority of votes, 
whether said road or roads, or said part or parts thereof, 
shall or shall not be so macadamized or otherwise improved, 
and in what manner; and that it shall be the duty of the 
presiding officer of such meeting to communicate in writing 
to said committee the fact of such determination, and the 
same shall be entered upon their minutes; and if said meet- 
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ing shall so determine to macadamize or otherwise improve 
said road or roads, or said part or parts thereof, the said 
committee shall, without unnecessary delay, cause the same 
to be done in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 

3. And be it enacted, That the township clerk shall 
thereupon advertise, in one or more of the newspapers of 
said county circulating in said township, for the reception 
of proposals for the doing of the work contemplated by the 
improvement ; said proposals to be received at such time 
and place as shall be designated by said committee; and 
that said committee shall be empowered to reject any or all 
of said proposals, or to advertise for new proposals, or to 
accept such as shall, in their opinion, be deemed to be most 
advantageous for said township, and to enter into and com- 
pel the performance of all necessary and proper contracts 
for the doing of said work. 

4, And be it enacted, That the improvement hereby con- 
templated or referred to, may, if so determined by the said 
legal voters, include the curbing and guttering of the side- 
walks upon the line of the improvement. 

5. And be it enacted, That when said work shall be com- 
pleted, the said committee, or a majority of them, shall 
ascertain and determine the cost thereof, and shall cause 
the same to be stated in the minutes of their proceedings, 
and shall by resolution appoint three discreet and disinter- 
ested freeholders of said township to act as commissioners 
for the purpose hereinafter stated, and shall, in like manner, 
appoint the time and place of their first meeting, and the 
said clerk shall cause a written notice of said appointment 
to be served upon each of said commissioners, and to be 
posted in at least five of the most public places in said 
district or districts, and also to be published in one or more 
of said newspapers, for at least ten days prior to said meet- 
ing; and that in case of any vacancy or vacancies in the 
number of said commissioners from death, neglect to serve, 
or other cause, the said committee, or said majority of them, 
may fill the same at any time. 

6. nd be it enacted, That said commissioners shall, before 
entering upon the discharge of their duty, severally make 
oath or alfirmation that they will honestly and impartially 
perform the same, which oath or affirmation is to be filed in 
the office of said clerk; that the said commissioners, or any 
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or either of them, may meet and adjourn from time to time 
as often as shall be necessary,in their judgment, for the dis- 
charge of said duty; that said commissioners, or any two of 
them, shall, when so met, view the premises and give oppor- 
tunity to all affected by said improvement to be heard before 
them in relation thereto, and shall assess the equal one-half 
part of said cost of said improvement fairly and equitably 
upon the owner or owners of the lands and real estate on 
the line or in the neighborhood of said improvement, which, 
in their opinion, are peculiarly benefited by said improve- 
ment, and in proportion to said venefits, and shall, after a 
full and thorough consideration of the matter, make a report 
of said assessment in writing under their hands, together 
with a map of said lands and real estate so assessed, and 
shall within twenty days thereafter deliver said report and 
map to said clerk, who shall file the same in his office for in- 
spection by all parties claiming to be interested therein; 
provided however, that the entire cost of curbing and gutter- 
ing, and of macadamizing or otherwise improving any said 
road or roads, or any part or parts thereof, for any greater 
width than twenty feet, shall be assessed as aforesaid upon 
said lands and real estate so peculiarly benefited; and pro- 
vided also, that if said commissioners, or any two of them. 
shall consider that said lands and real estate are not so pe- 
culiarly benefited to the extent of the equal one-half part 
of said cost of said improvement, or to the extent of the 
entire cost of said curbing and guttering, and of macad- 
amizing, or otherwise improving of any said road or roads, 
or any part or parts thereof, for any greater width than 
twenty feet, as the case may be, they shall assess said lands 
and real estate in manner aforesaid, to the extent of such 
peculiar benefits, and shall assess the balance thereof upon 
the township at large. 

7. And be it enacted, That the said committee shall there- 
upon, by resolution, appoint a time and place when they will 
meet and consider said report and map, and shall cause at 
least two weeks’ notice of their said meeting to be given by 
said clerk in one or more of said newspapers, as well as by 
advertisements posted in five of the most public places of 
said township; and that when so met, and also at any sub- 
sequent meeting or meetings, they shall and may consider 
said report and map, and shall and may alter and amend the 
same and said assessment in all particulars, giving all par- 
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ties interested an opportunity to be heard in relation thereto, 
and shall and may adopt and ratify said report and map, 
whether with or without such alteration and amendment; 
and that when so adopted and ratified, said report and map 
shall be final and conclusive upon all parties; and that no 
notice to land owners or other persons shall be required in 
addition to the notices herein mentioned. 

8. And be it enacted, That any such assessment, together 
with interest thereon, shall be and remain a lien upon the 
lands and real estate so assessed, for the space of ten years 
from the twentieth day of May in that year in which the 
said report and map were so adopted and ratified, notwith- 
standing any devise, descent, alienation, mortgage, judgment, 
or other incumbrance or transfer thereof, and notwithstand- 
ing any mistake in the name or names of said owner or 
owners, or omission to name said owner or owners: and that 
any assessment in which said mistake or omission occurs 
shall be valid and effectual in law as though said mistake or 
omission had not occurred; and that any said assessment 
shall and may be enforced and collected by a sale of said 
lands and real estate, in the same manner as lands and real 
estate are or may be sold for unpaid assessments for benefits 
for laying out any public road or highway in said township. 

9. And beit enacted, That said assessment shall be due 
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sixty days from and after the said adoption and ratification 
of said reportand map; and if not so paid at that time, shall 
draw interest thereafter until paid, at the rate of one per 
centum per month; and that whenever the said assessment 
shall exceed the sum of five hundred dollars, it shall and 
may, at the option of the owner or owners of said lands and 
real estate so assessed therefor, be paid in and by five equal 
annual installments, with interest yearly, at the rate afore- 
said, upon any and all installments unpaid; provided, how- 
ever, that in case of any default in the payment of any such 
installment and interest as aforesaid, 1t shall be lawful for 
the said township committee to demand the payment of the 
whole assessment, or any balance thereof then remaining 
unpaid, with interest thereon as aforesaid, within thirty 
days after the passage of a resolution by them to that effect, 
and to enforce such payment in the manner herein pre- 
scribed or provided for. 

10. And be it enacted, That it shall also be lawful for the 
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said committee to collect said assessments, or any of them, 
in and by an action or actions at law, in any court or courts 
of competent jurisdiction, and in either debt or assumpsit, 
against the said owner or owner?, for the amount of said 
assessment or assessments, with interest and costs; and that 
in any such action, 1t shall be lawful to declare generally, 
and to give the special matter in evidence; and that either 
party may have the same remedy against the judgment to 
be rendered in any such action, by appeal or otherwise, as 
thouch both partics were private individuals. 

ll. And be it enacted, ‘That the other ecual one- half part 
of said cost of said improvement, or any other part thereof 
specially assessed upon the township at large, shall be met 
and defrayed by the said committee out of and by the issue 
and sale of bonds, to be called « Road Improvement Bonds,”’ 
and to be made in the name and behalf of the said town- 
ship; the same to be sealed with the common seal of said 
township, and to be signed by a majority of said committee, 
and countersigned by the said clerk; and the same to be 
made payable in installments, and at such times as to said 
committee, or a majority of them, may seem proper, and to 
bear interest at the rate of seven per centum per annum, 
and to be sold and disposed of upon suca terms as to said 
committee, or said majority of them, may seem to be most 
advantageous to said township; and that said committee, or 
said majority of them, shall and may take action, from time 
to time, and from year to year, for the payment of said in- 
stallments and interest, by causing the same to be assessed, 
levied and collected in the same manner as township taxes 
are or shall be; and that for this purpose they shall, on or 
before the twentieth day of May in each year, ascertain and 
determine, and shall certify to the assessor of said township, 
what amount is necessary to be so assessed, levied and col- 
lected, for the payment of any installment and interest due 
and to become due in said year; and that the said assessor 
and collector shall levy, assess and collect the same as afore- 
said; provided, however, that the total amount of said bonds 
or evidences of indebtedness shall not exceed one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. 

2. And beit enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
said committee, or said majority of them, to borrow money 
from time to time, in anticipation of any such assessment for 
any such improvement, to an amount not exceeding, at any

sioners are hereby authorized and directed to allow and 
apply the amount of money which shall be assessed against 
the town of Union and the township of Weehawken, upon 
such portion of the Bull’s Ferry road lying between Union 
street and Weehawken street and the branch road lying 
between Weehawken street and the southerly line of the 
lands formerly of James G. King, deceased, as said commis- 
sioners may determine, to the end that the lands which

empowered in their said charters to hold, and do’ hold 
large tracts of land, often acres in extent, which are 
largely increased in value, by said local improvements, 
Without any cost to said societies and Se serous and 
which may be, and frequently are sold, and other proper- 
ty purchased by said societies and corporations, to be 
again improved and benefited at the expense of adjoining 
owners and citizens generally ; and whereas, so much land 
in said city of Newark is now owned by societies and 
corporations, in this manner, that inany needed improve- 
ments must be entirely stopped, or an unjust and heavy 
burden be continually imposed upon the citizens of said 
city of Newark; and whereas, it is believed that the legis- 
lature, in granting the exemptions contained in the char- 
ters aforesaid, intended to relieve the property of said 
societies and corporations only from taxes and assessments 
for state and general purposes, and did not intend to 
exempt said property from assessments for improvements 
which increase said property in value, and thereby to free 
a large portion of the territory of said city from those

paid to the city treasurer by any other person than an 
officer or agent of the city, the treasurer shall forthwith file 
with the comptroller a similar statement under his hand of 
the moneys sv paid to him. 

7. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
comptroller to prepare an annual statement of the finances 
of the city, and file the same with the city clerk not more 
than thirty nor less than twenty days before the annual 
charter election. 

8. And be it enacted, That the citizens and tax payers 
of said city shall at all times during the business hours of 
the day, have fnll and free access to the books and accounts 
of the comptroller, collector of revenue and treasurer.

An Act to authorize the inhabitants of the Township of 
Bedminister, in the County of Somerset, to vote by ballot 
at their annual town meetings. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the inhabitants of the town- 
ship of Bedminister, in the county of Somerset, be and they 
are hereby authorized and required to elect by ballot, at 
their annual town meeting, between the hours of ten o’clock 
in the morning and four o’clock in the afternoon (excepting 
one hour adjournment between the hours of twelve o’clock, 
noon, and one o’clock in the afternoon) in the manner now 
authorized by law for the election of state and county officers, 
all such township officers (excepting overseers of the highways) 
as the inhabitants of the said township are now or hereafter 
may be authorized or required to elect; and shall in like 
manner designate and fix the amounts of money to be raised 
by the said township for schools, roads and other purposes, 
and also the place of holding the next regular election in said 
township for the election of state and county officers. 

2. And be it enacfed, That the inspectors of election 
elected at the last general election for state and county ¢ 
officers, or at any future election for such officers, shall 
preside at and conduct the election at the next ensuing 
annual town meetings in said townships respectively, which 
town meetings shall be held at the same place as the regular 
election for state and county officers next preceding the 
same was held. 

3. Alnd be it enacted, That a plurality of votes shall be 
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refusal of any officer elected to serve, the township committee 
shall have power to fill such vacancy at their next meeting 
after such election, and to decide between those having an 
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equal number of votes, and to determine the amount or 
amounts of money to be raised. 

4. And be it enacted, That hereafter the acting overseer 
of the highways in each and every road district in said 
township shall call a meeting of the voters of said road 
district to be held on Saturday previous to the next regular 
town meeting, by a notice in writing under the hand of said 
acting overseer of the highways in said district, set up at 
two of the most public places in said district for at least five 
days previous to such meeting, for the purpose of electing 
an overseer of the roads for said district for the ensuing 
year, and the person who shall receive a majority of the votes 
cast at such meeting thus called shall be the overseer of said 
respective road district for the next year, and it shall be the 
duty of the late overseer to report the result of such election 
to the town committee elected at the town meeting next 
preceding the same. 

5. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed a pub- 
lic act, and shall take effect immediately.

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An Act to lay out and open streets in the Township of North 
Plainfield, in the County of Somerset, and in the City of 
Plainfield in the County of Union. 


WHEREAS, it is provided, by the charter of the city of Plain- 
field, in the county of Union, that surveyors of highways 
shall have no authority in said city to lay out highways 
therein; but that the same shall be laid out under the 
authority and directions of the common council of said 
city; and whereas, the town of North Plainfield is situated 
in the township of North Plainfield, in the county of Som- 
erset, adjacent to said city of Plainfield, and separated 
from it by asmall stream, but not within the corporate 
limits of said city; and whereas, whenever it is desirable 
and necessary to lay out a street or road running or ex- 
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tending into both of said places, great inconvenience is 

experienced from the different methods provided by law 

in the said places, for laying out and opening such road 

or street; for remedy thereof, 

1, BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General .1ssembly of Comuis, 
the State of New Jersey, That any road, street or highway be appointed 
hereafter laid out and opened, extending from the city of Plainfield 
Plainfield, in the county of Union, into the township of shipotXorth 
North Plainfield, in the county of Somerset, or extending open and lay 
from the latter place into the former, shall be laid out by six roads, &c. 
commissioners or a majority of them ; three of whom shall 
be appointed by the common council of said city, and three 
by the township committee of the township of North Plain- 
field, who, before entering upon the duties of their appoint-

A Supplement to an act entitled « A Supplement to An Act 
Concerning Roads, so far as it applies to the Township of 
Union, in Union County, approved April sixteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-six,” approved March 
twenty-third, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, ‘That whenever a petition ingwriting 
signed by at least five of the legal voters in any one of the 
road districts which have been or shall be laid off in said 
township, under the provisions of the act to which this is a 
supplement, shall be presented to the overseer of the roads 
for such district for that purpose, the said overseer shall 
immediately call a public meeting of the legal voters of said 
road district, to be held therein, by advertisements signed 
by him, stating the time and place of such meeting, and the 
object for which the same is called shortly; which advertise- 
ments shall be set up in three of the most public places in 
said district, at least five days before said proposed meeting, 
at which time the legal voters so convened, ora majority of 
those present, shall be authorized and empowered to raise 
by tax, over and above the regular taxes for the improve- 
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ment and repair of public roads,.such sum or sums of money 
in such district as they may determine, for the purpose of 
making and repairing the roads, streets, highways or avenues 
in such district, which tax shall be assessed and levied 
against and collected from the inhabitants of such road 
district by the same means, and at the same time and in the 
same manner as the township taxes are assessed, levied and 
collected, and when collected, shall be paid by the township 
collector to the commissioners of highways of said township 
for the time being for the use of such road district. 

2. And be it enacted, That the overseers of the roads in 
said township of Union, in the working and repairing of the 
roads and highways in said township, under the provisions 
of the act to which this is a supplement, shall in all cases be 
subject to the supervision and control of the commissioners 
of highways of said township for the time being, and shall 
in all cases conform to the directions of said commissioners 
of highways as to which roads in the respective districts 
shall be worked and improved, and the amount and kind of 
improvement to be done on each of such roads; provided, 
nevertheless, that such improvement shall in all cases be such 
only as such overseers are now empowered by law to make 
on the roads in said township; and that the respective over- 
seers Shall not in any one year expend a greater sum in any 
one of such 10ad districts for such working and improvement 
of the public roads therein, than shall be apportioned to 
such district for that year by such commissioners, together 
withso much as may be raised by special tax for that purpose 
in such district under the preceding section of this act. 

5. “ind be it enacted, That the owners of all lands in said 
township of Union, bordering upon any of the public high- 
ways in said township, shall at all times keep the trees, 
bushes, grass and weeds, except ornamental trees growing in 
such highways, in front of their respective lands, cut off and 
mowed; and all limbs and boughs of trees growing in said 
highways in front of their respective lands, or on the lands 
adjoining such roads, respectively, that grow in such a 
position as to interfere with the free and full use of such 
highways by the public, trimmed off; and that in case any 
such owner shall neglect or refuse for the space of five days 
to remove such obstruction or obstructions as aforesaid, 
after notice to remove the same by the overseer of the road 
‘district in which such road shall be situate, such overzeer is 
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hereby authorized and required to cause such obstruction or 
obstructions to be removed, and to sue for and recover from 
the owner or owners of lands adjoining or upon which such 
obstruction or obstructions shall be, the expense of removing 
such obstruction or obstructions, with costs of suit in an 
action of debt, in the name of the inhabitants of the itown- 
ship of Union, in the county of Union, before any court 
having jurisdiction of the same; such money when recovered, 
to be paid to said commissioners of highways for the time 
being for the use ot the road district in which such work was 
done. 

4. And be it enacted, That whenever a petition in writing, 
signed by two-thirds of the owners in lineal feet along any 
road, street or highway in any such road district in said 
township, or upon so much thereof. as lies between two points 
named in such petition, shall be presented to the township 
committee of said township of Union, requesting to have any 
sidewalk in any such road, street or highways or between 
such designated points flagged, planked or paved with any 
designated material, the township committee shall without 
delay proceed to ascertain the cost of such improvement, and 
shall have the same done by contract in the manner and of 
the materials mentioned in such petition; and the said 
township committee shall pay therefor from any moneys in 
their hands to the person or persons who shall be employed 
by them to do such work, and shall assess the whole cost of 
such improvement upon the owners of the lands on both 
sides of the road, street or highway or section thereof so 
designated in such petition, as the case may be, in proportion 
to the number of lineal feet owned by each along such road, 
street or highway or section of the same, and the collector 
of said township of Union shall inelude in the tax bills of the 
persons against whom such assessments shall have been as- 
sessed by virtue of this act, the respective sums so assessed 
against them, which are hereby made payable and collect- 
able at the same time, in the same manner, and by the 
same means as the township taxes are. 

5. And be it enacted, That the twelfth section of the act, 
to which this is a supplement, shall be amended by striking 
the words “successor in office” out of the sixth and seventh 
lines of said section, as the same is printed in the pamphlet.

5. Aind be it enacted, That all acts or parts of acts incon- 
sistent with this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

6. .and be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately, but its provisions remain inoperative until assented 
to by a majority of the electors voting upon the said law at 
an annual town meeting to be held in said township, of which 
election notice shall be given by an advertisement set up in 
five conspicuous places in said township by the town clerk 
five days before said town meeting.

liable to all the responsibilities of constables in the exercise: 
of said power and authority; provided, that they shall not. 
be liable to the performance of any services except as: 
directed by the by-laws of any such company, nor shall they 
be entitled to any fees or compensation for their services, 
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except out of the funds of such company and according to 
the by-laws or other regulations thereof; and that they shall 
before entering upon the duties of their office, respectively 
take an oath or affirmation, of which a record shall be kept 
by the secretary of such company, any member of the board 
of direction of such company being authorized to administer 
the same, to support the constitution of the United States, 
and the constitution of the state of New Jersey, and perform 
the duties of their office with fidelity. 

2. ind be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and shall take effect immediately.

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contract made by said committee (of whom, for the purpose 
of their appointment, a majority shall constitute a quorum) 
shall be as binding in law upon the said county of Sussex 
and upon the other contracting party as if made in pursuance 
of a resolution of the board of chosen freeholders of the 
county of Sussex, for that purpose adopted. 

2. And be it enacted, That the appointment of the com- 
mittee provided for in the first section of this act shall be 
made by said director in writing and shall designate the time

An Act to revise the Laws governing the Township of 
West Hoboken, in Hudson County. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Boundaries. 
the State of New Jersey, Thatall that part of the county of 
Hudson, beginning at the intersection of Herman street and 
the Hackensack turnpike, following the centre of Hacken- 
sack turnpike northerly to the intersection of the northerly 
line of Lossburg; thence westerly along said northerly line 
to the easterly line of Palisade avenue; thence northerly 
along the easterly line of Palisade avenue, to the centre of 
the Hackensack turnpike; thence westerly along said centre 
line, to the centre of the Bergenwood road; thence gsouth- 
westerly along the centre of the Bergenwood road, to a point 
where the same intersects Paterson avenue, and thence along 
the lines and in the several courses designated in section 
one of the “ Act to divide the Township of North Bergen,”’ 
approved Iebruary twenty-eighth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-one, to the point or place of beginning, shall 
be called and known by the name of the township of West Towssnip 
Hoboken in the county of Hudson. 

2. Aind be it enacted, That the officers of the township Officers of 
shall consist of five township committeemen, a treasurer, a °°" 
township clerk, one engineer-in-chief of the fire department, 
one overseer of the poor, three school trustees, a street com- 
missioner, two surveyors of highways, one assessor, one col- 
lector of taxes and arrears of taxes, five constables, two 
pound keepers, three commissioners of appeal, three judges 
of elections, one chosen freeholder, one recorder, three com- 
missioners of assessments, and so many justices of the peace 
as the township is constitutionally entitled to. 

3, /ind be it enacted, That the annual town election shall Timeot 
be held on the second Tuesday in April in each year, and annual town 
the said election shall be held at such place as the township 
committee shall designate, and the election shall be held and 
conducted by the judges of election in the same manner, and 
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at the same hours, and under the same regulations in all 
things, as prescribed by law for state elections for members 
of the legislature, so far as practicable. 

4. And be it enacted, That the township committee, town- 
ship clerk, overseer of the poor, assessor, collector of taxes 
and arrears of taxes, constables, pound keepers, commis- 
sioners of appeal, three judges of election, school trustees, 
and street commissioner, shall be elected by the people at 
their annual spring election, and shall hold their office for 
the term of one year from the date of their election, and 
until their successor or successors are inducted into office, 
except the township committee andi school trustees, whose 
term of office are to be as hereinafter provided for. 

5. And be zt enacted, That two township committeemen be 
elected at the ensuing spring election, to serve for two years, | 
in place of the two whose terms will then expire; and atthe 
spring election, in eighteen hundred and seventy-four, there 
shall be three elected to serve for two years in place of those 
whose terms will then expire, and thereafter, annually, in 
that order,as their respective terms shall expire; in case of 
any vacancy by death, resignation, or otherwise, the remain- 
der of the township committee shall fill the vacancy by ap- 
pointment, until the next spring election of the people, when 
a committeeman shall be elected to fill the unexpired term ; 
nothing herein contained shall affect the term of those town- 
ship committeemen now in office; and they shall, each of 
them, receive two dollars for each day he shall be necessarily 
employed in discharging the duties cpjoined on him by this 
act; and they shall for the purpose of organization, meet at 
the town hall in said township, on the third Wednesday in 
April of each year, between one and two o’clock in the after- 
noon; and they shall thereupon elect from among their own 
number, a chairman and treasurer, and shall thereupon, or 


‘upon some subsequent day, appoint not from among their 


own number, a recorder and three commissioners of assess- 
ment, as required by this act, and thereafter a majority of 
said township committee shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 

6. And be tt enacted, ‘That commissioners of assessments 
shall hold their office for the term of one year; the said com- 
missioners shall, before they enter upon the performance of 
their duty, take and file with the town clerk an affidavit 
which they may take before said clerk, he being hereby au- 
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thorized and empowered to take such affidavit; in said 
affidavit they shall swear that they are freeholders of, and 
reside in said township, and that they will faithfully execute 
the duties of their office; and they shall, as soon as possible, 
after the letting of the contract for the improvement of any 
street, meet and view said street; and in case any one or 
more of the said commissioners shall be owners of property 
fronting on said improvement, then the township committee 
shall appoint some discreet and impartial freeholder of, and 
who shall reside in the township of West Hoboken, in lieu 
of the commissioner or commissioners so interested; and the

duly made and proven by sworn testimony before said town- 
ship committee; and may consist of five patrolmen, and one 
superintendent of police, which said police shall have au- 
thority and are hereby empowered to make arrests with or 
without warrant, and convey the person so arrested to the 
police station for examination; thesalary of the patrolmen not 
to exceed eight hundred dollars each, and that of the super- 
intendent not to exceed one thousand dollars per annum ; 
and that the township committee are hereby authorized to 
order an assessment annually sufficient for this purpose ; 
provided, that said police may be appointed for any specified 
time of less than one year, payable at the above named rates, 
and that the township committee may discharge and dis- 
continue the whole, or any part of said police force, ag in 
their opinion the wants of the township may require, making 
payment at the same rates;

providing for the safety of firemen; to regulate the manner 
of building dwelling houses and other buildings, and of con- 
structing and placing engines, chimneys, ovens, flues, pipes, 
and all matters connected therewith, and the manufacture 
and keeping of gunpowder, fireworks, and other dangerous 
and combustible articles; and to provide water for the 
extinguishment of fires; 

{Y. To provide for the abolishment of the office of fire 
trustees ; all property held by them,and under their control, 
shall be vested in the township committee ; 

VY. To provide that the chief engineer of the fire depart- 
ment and assistant engineer be elected annually, on the first 
Monday in May of each year; the active firemen and 
exempt firemen, under the control of the department per- 
forming active duty, shall alone be qualified to vote at the 
election for chief engineer; the chief engineer may be an 
exempt fireman, and the assistant shall be an active fireman ; 
both officers to be elected from persons connected with the 
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department, the salary of the chief engineer to be one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per year, payable quarter-yearly, which 
shall be paid out of moneys raised for fire purposes; the 
chief engineer to have sole control and supervison of the 
fire department and apparatus, under such ordinances as the 
town committee shall from time to time adopt ; 

To provide for the lighting of public streets and 
avenues with gas or oil in such places as they in their judg. 
ment may think necessary; the payment and cost of the same 
to be included in the annual tax, and be a general tax upon 
the property of the township ; 

VII. That it shall be lawful for the township committee, 
by ordinance, to provide for the taking of land and the im- 
provements thereon, for the laying out, opening, altering, 
widening streets, roads and avenues, and to fill up, grade 
and alter the grade of, refill, macadamize, gutter, curb, 
bridge, plank, gravel and pave the streets, roads and 
avenues, or any part thereof in said township, and also for 
flagging or planking the sidewalks, and for repairing and 
resetting the curb, and bridge-stones and bridging, and for 
building drains and sewers, on the application in writing, 
to the said township committee, by some of the owners of 
lands adjoining the street or streets over which such improve- 
ments are to pass; and that on application of any owners of 
land fronting upon any of the streets now open, the said 
street may be extended and opened the entire length of said 
street, as shown on the map laid out by the assessment map 
commissioners, unless the owners of a majority of the land 
fronting on said street and its proposed extension, object 
thereto; that the owners of land on any street part of which 
only is improved, shall have the same voice in the matter of 
improving the balance or unimproved part of said street, as 
the owners fronting immediately on the part not improved ;

of land on the line of improvement, appoint an inspector 
over the work and material for said improvement, compen- 
sation for the same to be charged on said improvement; the 
property owners on said improvement shall have an oppor- 
tunity, before the township committee accept any work on 
any street improvement, or the clerk issue any final certifi- 
cate, to bring in any objection thereto in writing, and the 
clerk shall notify the owner on said line of improvement of 
such meeting in the same manner and for the same time as 
he published and posted the petition for said improvement; 
and if the objections are found worthy of consideration, 
then the township committee shall appoint a committee of 
two of their board to examine such complaints or objections 
and report thereon to said township committee before the 
acceptance of the work by them, and the decision thereon 
by the township committee shall be final and binding on the 
owner and contractor; after the completion of said im- 
provement all the costs and expenses thereof shall be deter-

drains and sewers, which shall be assessed by the said com- 
missioners upon the lands henefited thereby; and they shall 
examine into the whole matter, and shall determine and 
report in writing to the township committee what real estate 
fronting upon any improvement ought to be assessed, and 
what proportion of the expense thereof shall be assessed to 
each separate parcel or lotof land, and they shall accompany 
such report with a map containing each lot assessed, and the 
names of the owrers thereof, as far as the same are known 
to the said commissioners, but no assessment shall be deemed 
defective by reason of any mistake in the names of said 
owners, or by omitting said names, or any of them; this 
report and map shall be filed in the office of the township 
clerk, and thereafter the said clerk shall publish and post a 
notice (in the same way and manner, and for the same time 
as he published and posted the petition for said improve- 
ments), stating that the map and report of the commissioners 
have been filed in his office, and that the township committee 
will consider any objections to said assessment presented in 
writing on or before a day named in said notice, to be fixed 
by said township committee which day shall be at least ten 
days after the first publication, on which day the township 
committee will meet to consider such objections; and in case 
such objections are not sustained by them, the township 
committee may confirm such assessment, or if they refuse to 
confirm the same, they may return the same to said commis- 
sioners for correction in any particulars nemed by said 
township committee, and the said commissioners may amend 
said report and map in the particulars named, and report 
again to the township committee; the township committee 
may thereafter, without any notice to any person, confirm 
said assessment, and upon said confirmation said assessment 
shall constitute a lien on the property assessed for the amount 
of such assessment, or excess of assessment over any award, 
and shall be collected under and by virtue of an ordinance 
or ordinances made by said township committee for that 
purpose; and if the persons assessed neglect to pay to the 
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township treasurer the amount of their respective assessment, 
or excess of any assessinent over any award, cr neglect to 
give bonds for the same in lieu of cash payment, as herein- 
after provided, within thirty days from the passage of the 
ordinance to collect the same, the said township committee 
may proceed to enforce the lien created in the manner pre- 
scribed in this act; and whenever within said township any 
assessment, or excess of any assessment over any award on 
any lot or parcel of land, shall remain unpaid for thirty 
days after the confirmation thereof by the township com- 
mittee, or no bond be given as above mentioned, it shall be 
lawful for the township committee to charge, receive and 
collect in addition to the amount of said assessment or excess 
of any assessment over any award, interest thereon to be 
computed at the rate of twelve per centum per annum from 
the time of the confirmation of the assessment until the same 
is paid; no other notice than required by this act need be 
given to any person interested in any improvement or assess- 
ment therefor; the minutes of the township committee, and 
all papers filed in the township clerk’s office, or certified 
copies thereof, shall be evidence in all courts and places that 
the statements therein set forth are true, and that everything 
stated to have been done has been done and performed as 
therein stated. 

10. And be it enacted, That the parties assessed, upon any 
property for any street or public improvement may, within 
the time provided for the payment of the saine, and in lieu 
of a cash payment, deliver to the township treasurer a bond 
payable to him, in such form as the township committee may 
provide, for not less than fifty dollars, entered into by the 
owner or owners of the property assessed, conditioned for 
the payment of such assessment, or excess of any assessment 
over any award as aforesaid in ten years from the date of the 
confirmation thereof, by paying ten per centum of the amount 
of said assessment, or excess thereof, in each and every year, 
with interest upon the amount of said assessment, or excess 
thereof, or such parts thereof as remain unpaid, at the rate of 
eight per centum per annum, payable annually ; and the said 
bond shall be forthwith filed in the office of the said township 
treasurer, and when so filed shall be recorded in a book or 
hooks of assessment bonds, and the said bond, or a certified 
copy of the record thereof, under the hand and seal of said 
treasurer shall be conclusive evidence in any court of the 
contents of the same, and of the legality of the assessment 
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for which the said bond was given, and of all proceed- 
ings in relation thereto, up to and including the date thereof; 
and in case any installment of said bond, so given for an 
assessment, or any interest thereon, shall not be paid accord- 
ing to the terms thereof, the whole amount of the bond 
unpaid shall become immediately due and payable, and 
interest shall be charged thereon at the rate of twelve per 
centum per annum from the date of its becoming due until 
paid: provided, that the len on the property assessed for 
the amount of the assessment shall be in no wise affected by 
the giving of said bond, but when said bond becomes due 
the said property so assessed shall be sold in the manner 
provided in this act for the sale of lands for unpaid taxes 
and assessments for the amount of such assessment, with 
interest as above stated, costs and expenses; provided, that 
if the owner or owners of any property on which, at the time 
of the passage of this act, assessments are due and uppaid 
shall, within ninety days after the date of the passage of 
this act, execute and deliver to the township treasurer a 
bond, as hereinbefore provided, for the amount of said 
assessment, with interest at twelve per centum per annum, to 
the date of the delivery of said bond to the treasurer, and 
with the same condition as the said bond hereinbefore men- 
tioned, except that the same shall be conditioned to pay said. 
assessment in ten years from the date of the said bond, then 
said treasurer shall receive the same, on the same terms as 
the bond hereinbefore provided for; provided further, that 
at any time, upon the payment of the principal of said bond, 
or such parts thereof as may be then unpaid, with interest 
and costs to the date of such payment, the treasurer shall 
cancel said bond, and shall give to the party paying a receipt. 
in full for said assessment. 

]]. And be it enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to take any land for sewerage purposes, when 
any owner of land to be benefited thereby and assessable 
therefor shall petition for the same, and the assessment for 
the cost thereof shall be laid upon all lands benefited there- 
by; the proceedings, before passing the ordinance therefor, 
shall be the same as in case of street improvements, provided 
for in article seven of section nine of this act; the ordi- 
nance may be passed unless the owners of a majority of the 
land to be assessed object thereto, for which purpose the 
township committee shall cause a map to be made of all the 
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lands proposed to be assessed, for the taking of said land, 
and have said map placed conspicuously in the town hall, 
before the first day of advertising for objections to said 
taking of land; the land when taken to be paid for as pro- 
vided for in section seventeen of this act; after lands are so 
taken the township committee may, upon application of any 
of the owners designated in the foregoing part of this 
article, unless the owners of a majority of the lands to be 
assessed object thereto, pass an ordinance and proceed to 
construct sewers or drains on any part of the land so taken; 
the work to be done by contract, as provided in case of street 
improvements in article seven, section nine of this act; the 
assessments for taking ]and and constructing sewers shall be 
a lien upon all lands assessed therefor, and collectable in the 
same manner and by the same proceedings as are provided 
for street improvements under this act. 

12. And be it enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to take lands for cisterns or reservoir purposes, 
not exceeding ten thousand square feet in any one plot or 
parcel, and to issue and sell coupon bonds, as provided in 
section seventeen of this act, to pay for the same; the lands 
to be taken by appointing three commissioners therefor, who 
shall be duly sworn, and whose award, when confirmed by 
the township committee, shall be final; the property owner 
shall have an opportunity to object to the award before its 
confirmation; before taking possession thereof, payment 
shall be made or tendered as provided in section seventeen 
of this act; this land shall then belong to the township and 
no assessment made on land therefor, but assessed on the 
township at large; the township may proceed to build cis- 
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hydrants at various places on the public streets, at their 
discretion, for the use of the fire department, and the costs 
and expenses thereof shall be assessed by the commissioners 
of assessments on all property benefited thereby, in accord- 
ance with the provisions in section sixteen of this act. 

13. And be it enacted, Whenever it shall be deemed 
necessary to lay any drain or sewer along or across other 
townships or cities, to connect with the township of West 
Hoboken, then it may be lawful for the township committee 
to appoint a committee of their body, to meet a similar com- 
mittee, appointed by the corporate bodies of such other town- 
ships or cities, to devise a plan and specifications for such 
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work, and upon the approval of the same by such corporate 
bodies interested, they shall severally have power and are 
hereby authorized to appoint two commissioners from each 
township or city, to advertise and receive bids for such 
work, stating the whole cost or total amount for the com- 
pletion of such work in full, notwithstanding any error in 
the surveyor’s estimated quantities of material or labor to 
he performed; the said commissioners shall have power to 
enter upon and survey and take lands necessary for such 
purposes, and determine the damages and awards for the. 
same; they shall make an assessment map, showing all the 
lands assessed therefor and the amount assessed to each piece 
or parcel of Jand with such other information as they may 
deem necessary, a copy of which shall be filed in the town- 
ship or city clerk’s office of each township or city for at least 
ten days, and a notice published in the official paper of each 
township or city one insertion each week for two weeks, 
stating that the commissioners will meet to hear objections 
on a certain day named in such notice, said time being after 
the ten days’ filing of said maps; the commissioners, after 
hearing such objections, shall review their assessment, and 
if they shall deem it just to alter the same, they shall make 
such alterations, aud upon their completion they may confirm 
the same and place on file in the several clerks’ offices a 
copy, subscribed and sworn to, and such assessment shall be 
a lien on all the lands so assessed, and the amounts to be 
collected in each township or city shall be assumed by such 
township or city, and collected by the proper officials of the 
different townships and cities in the same manner and under 
the same penalties as if the assessment were made by such 
township or city ; the work shall be performed and completed 
under the direction of the commissioners chosen as above 
(the power that appointed them having power to fill vacancies 
that may arise); they shall have power to choose a surveyor 
to lay out and superintend the work, and to fix his com- 
pensation, and may charge for their own services a sum not 
exceeding fifty dollars each, all of which shall be charged in 
the assessment map; they shall also, on the sworn certificate 
of the surveyor of the completion of any portion of the work 
named in the contract, apportion the amount to the several 
townships or cities, and draw warrants for the contractor on 
such townships and cities therefor, who shall thereupon pay 
over to such person or persons the amount of the warrants 
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so drawn: the contract for such work is not to be begun or 
entered into by those commissioners before the confirmation 
of the assessment map; the said commissioners shall, before 
they enter upon their duties, subscribe to an oath that they 
are not in any way directly interested in such drain or sewer, 
or in the lands or streets through which they pass, or in the 
bids, contracts or awards for the same, and that they will 
make a just and equitable assessment and award for the 
same, on such lands as are benefited thereby; the majority 
of the commissioners shall decide all questions arising under 
this commission, and in case of a tie the joint commission 
shall have power to request some suitable person, from some 
township or city not interested in the improvement, to meet 
with said commissioners, and such person shall constitute one 
of the board for making such assessment. 

14. “nd be it enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to construct the Hillside road or roads, as nearly 
as may be, as laid out upon the assessment map referred to 
in section twenty-one of this act; the taking of the land and 
the assessment therefor, and the construction of the road or 
roads, shall be made in the same manner, and by the same 
means, as provided in section number eleven of this act for 
building of sewers; and if in their judgment it is necessary 
to secure the co-operation of adjoining cities or townships, 
they may take proceedings therefor, in accordance with 
section number thirteen of this act, for the construction of 
sewers. 

15, And be zt enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to take land for one or more public parks, on 
the hill-side, and the buildings and improvements thereon, 
not exceeding six acres in any one plot or parcel, and for 
this purpose shall appoint three commissioners to assess the 
value of the lands designated by the township committee to 
be so taken, and the buildings and improvements thereon, 
which commissioners are to be appointed and to act in the 
same manner as provided in section number twelve of this 
act; when the land is so taken and paid for, the commis- 
sioners of assessments shall assess all lands directly bene- 
fited thereby for a fair and just proportion of the benefit to 
be received, and the balance they shall assess upon the town- 
ship at large, but this assessment shall not be collected 
from the township until the expiration of ten years from the 
date thereof, and the interest thereon, at the rate of eight 
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per centum, shall be assessed and collected by the assessor 
and collector, and paid over to the treasurer of the town- 
ship annually; any part thereof, or buildings thereon, may 
be rented by the township committee, and the rents received, 
after paying all repairs and necessary care of said park, 
shall be reserved as a sinking fund for the final extinguish- 
ment of the said assessment on the township ; provided, that 
if at any time after the land has been designated for said 
park, and an assessment made therefor, within five years 
from the passage of this act, at any spring election of the 
people of said township, of which election and for what 
purpose due notice has been given by the township clerk, it 
shall be decided by voting on ballots styled “ For Park,” 
and “No Park,’ at such election, tnat a majority of the 
voters voting at such election are in favor of the park, the 
township committee may proceed to purchase and lay out. 
said park, and not otherwise. 

16. And be it enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to take land for one or more stairs on the hill- 
side, east of Palisade avenue, and to build stairs of iron, 
wood or other material thereon; the assessment for the cost. 
thereof shall be laid upon all land benefited thereby; the 
township committee may pass an ordinance, and proceed to 
take land for this purpose, by appointing three commis- 
sioners in the same manner as is provided in section number 
twelve of this act, and after paying for the same, as provided 
in section number seventeen of this act, proceed to construct 
such stairs by contract, as provided for in case of street 
improvements, in article number seven in section nine of 
this act; and the assessment for taking land and construct- 
ing stairs shall bea lien upon all lands assessed therefor, 
and collected in the same manner and by the same proceed- 
ings as are provided in street improvements under this act. 

17. And be tt enacted, That when lands are taken for 
cistern, or reservoir, or sewerage and staircase purposes, or 
for laying out, opening, or widening of streets, as provided 
in this act, the township committee may issue and sell at 
their discretion, but at not less than ninety-three cents on 
the dollar, coupon bonds bearing interest at seven per 
centum, and payable in not exceeding ten years from date 
of issue, in order to make payment for the lands and 
improvements so taken, and the loss on the sale of said 
bonds shall be added in the assessment for the cost, upon 
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the confirming of the award for the value of lands taken 
and the damages thereby, the township treasurer shall 
tender and pay to the owners of said lands, if resident in 
the township, the amount of said award due to him; but if 
such owner is not resident in the township, or upon due 
inquiry cannot be found therein, or is a lunatic or idiot, or 
an infant, or if for any other lawful cause he is incapacitated 
to receive the same, or if such owner will not accept the 
same, and sign a proper receipt therefor when tendered, 
then the treasurer shall make affidavit of such facts, and 
file the same with the township clerk; and the said township 
committee shall, after inquiring into the facts of the case, 
direct the amount of such award to he placed in some safe 
bank for the use of the person to whom the same may be 
due; and upon filing suca receipt of the owner, or the pass- 
ing of such resolution by the township committee, the said 
lands shall be vested in the township, and the township 
officers may proceed with such improvements, and the said 
moneys so deposited shall be paid by: the township to the 
person entitled thereto on demand, without interest, except 
from such time as a demand may be made and payment 
refused. 

18. And be zt enacted, That a corner lot of land, running 
one hundred feet or less sideways on a street, be assessed 
both for the street grading and improvement of intersections, 
at six-tenths of its lineal measurement, and the remaining 
four-tenths be assessed on all lots or lands to the centre of 
the block on said street, and also on the cross or intersecting 
streets; and for flagging, curbing and guttering, to pay full 
measurement as other lots. 

19. And be zt enacted, That no lot shall be assessed, for 
any improvement of any street, for a larger amount than 
said lot has been benefited by said improvement; and when 
the owner thereof shall prove, to the satisfaction of the 
township committee, that his lot, after said improvement, is 
not worth the cost of the assessment in addition to the 
assessor’s valuation of said lot, as made last previous to the 
commencement of said improvement, the township committee 
may, by unanimous vote, reduce said assessment to said 
owner to the extent of its actual benefit to said lot, and the 
balance shall be added to the taxes of the next year, and the 
assessor shall add the same to his annual tax assessment. 

20. And be it enacted, That all irregular lots or parcels of 
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lands which have less than fifty feet in depth and fronting on 
a street under improvement, at the time of the passage of 
the ordinance for said improvement, shall be assessed only 
for the benefits received, and the balance shall be laid upon 
all lands benefited thereby. 

21. “ind be it enacted, That the map made by the com- 
missioners for assessment purposes, and for establishing the 
boundaries of all streets and public alleys, and for the laying 
out of all necessary streets, roads and avenues in the town- 
ship of West Hoboken, mentioned in article eight of section 
eight of a supplement to an act entitled “An act to divide 
the township of North Bergen,” in the county of Hudson, 
passed February twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
one, which supplement was passed April sixth, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one, and which map was approved by 
the township committee and placed on file in the office of the 
township clerk, by an ordinance passed January twenty-fifth, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, be and the same is here- 
hy legalized, ratified and confirmed as the legal and official 
map of the township; and that hereafter all streets and 
avenues, when laid out and opened, shall conform to said 
map; and it shall not be necessary to file, in the office of the 
county clerk, any copy of the grade and sewer map or maps 
for said streets, roads or avenues, but that said map or maps, 
when completed, shall be filed in the office of the township 
clerk only, and that hereafter all assessments for intersec- 
tions or intersecting streets shall be made as though the 
streets were already opened as laid out on the said assess- 
ment map; and whenever proceedings shall ‘be taken for the 
opening of any street or avenue laid down on the aforesaid 
map, it shall not be lawful for the township committee of the 
said township, or for the commissioners appointed, to make 
an estimate and assessment of the damages which any owner 
or owners of any lands and real estate will sustain by the 
opening of such street or avenue, to allow any sum or com- 
pensation whatsoever for any building or buildings, or 
improvement of any kind or description, which at any time 
subsequent to the passage of this act may have been built, 
placed or erected, or made in part or in whole, on any such 
street or avenue. 

22. And be it enacted, That the township committee may 
permit the several owners of real estate to lay out, make, 
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and otherwise improve streets, roads or avennes through 
their land in said township, at their own charge and expense, 
when streets have not before been laid out; the owners, 
however, ccmplying with and observing such grades of 
streets and widths of sidewalk and streets as established by 
the grade map, and which may be approved by the township 
committee, the work to be done under the supervision of one 
of the township surveyors; and when the surveyor shall 
report that the street is done and ready for acceptance, the 
committee shall examine the street, and if correct, accept 
the same for public use; no owner shall have the right to 
open any street for public use not so accepted. 

23. And be it enacted, That the township. committee have 
power to issue certificates, payable within one year or less, 
with interest, to the amount of seventy per centum of work 
done on any street improvement when certified as correct by 
the surveyor, and when the contract is fully completed, and 
the work is accepted by the township committee, they may 
issue a certificate for an additional twenty per centum of 
said work done, and in ninety days after the date of that 
certificate they may issue a final certificate fur the balance 
due. | | 

24. vind be it enarted, That in case any certificate or 
certificates heretofore or hereafter given for work on any 
street, shall become due belore the assessment for said street 
improvement is collected, the township committee shall have 
power to issue coupon bonds, payable in not exceeding five 
years, for the redemption of said certificates, and also for 
the paying of interest and redemption of said bonds, which 
may at any time be unprovided for, and redeemable at the 
pleasure of the township committee, by their publishing sixty 
days’ notice when and where such bonds shall be redeemed, 
and all interest thereon shall cease after the date named in 
such notice; and for the payment of bonds (and accrued 
interest) issued for the redemption of over due certificates 
to the amount of one-third of the costs incurred in laying 
Belgian block pavements, the township committee shall order 
the assessor to assess said costs, not to exceed ten thousand 
dollars in any one year, in the manner described in section 
nine, article seventh, in relation to the laying of Belgian block 
pavements. and the collector shall place said assessment as 
a separate item upon the annual tax bill, and collect the same 
at the same time that other taxes are collected. 

Ind ae it enacted, That in cases in which persons 
shall bring writs of certiorari to remove the proceedings of 
the township committee, it shall be lawfel for the township 
clerk to charge and receive from the parties bringing such 
certiorari, at the rate of ten cents per folio for the necessary 
return thereto, and said parties bringing said certiorari shall 
pay said sum to said clerk before the return day of said certio- 
rari; andin default thereof, the court shall dismiss said certio- 
rari; uo costs shall be allowed the prosecutor in certiorari on

~ tion should be assessed on the township at large, then, in 
that case, there shall be five commissioners chosen: two by 
the township committee, and two by the property owners 
interested; the property owners shall be notified by the 
township clerk to meet, for that purpose, at such time and 
place as may be designated by the township committee, 
which notice shall be published in the official paper of said 
township, and on the town bulletin, for at least two weeks 
previous to said meeting; and in default of said choice, the 
town committee to have power to appoint said two commis-

proceedings, and on the completion thereof, the commission-

ways of any street, road or avenue in said township, in any 
pait thereof, which said towns! 1ip committee shall consider 
necessary, then and in that case the township committee 
shall cause the said repairs to be made, by contract or other- 
wise, and the costs and expenses of such repairs shall be 
paid by the township committee upon their approval of the 
same, out of the road tax; that all repairs to sidewalks, curb

a lien thereon, and shall be collected as prescribed by this 
act for the collection of assessments and improvements ; and 
any road assigned to the street commissioners shall be sub- 
ject to such regulations and ordinances as the township comn- 
mittee shall see fit to adopt; that whenever any owner of 
property on any street shall plant trees in front of his 
property, he shall be entitled to receive from the township 
committee one dollar for each tree set out, according to the 
regulations and crdinances of said township committee. 

28, And be it enacted, ‘That all taxes and all assessments 
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which shall hereafter be levied, assessed or made upon any 
lands, tenements, or real estate situate in said township of 
West Hoboken, shall be and remain a lien thereon until 
paid, notwithstanding any devise, descent, alienation, mor od 
gage or other incumbrance thereof, and that if the full amount 
of any such tax or assessment shall not be paid and satistied 
within the time limited and appointed for the payment thereof, 
it shalland may be lawful for the township cominittee to cause 
such lands, tenements or real estate to be sold at public auc- 
tion for the shortest term for which any person will agree 
to take the same and pay such tax or assessment, or the bal- 
ance thereof remaining unpaid, with the interest thereon, 
and all costs, charges and expenses, and to execute under 
the common seal of said township, a declaration of such sale, 
to be signed by the chairman of the township committee and 
the township clerk, and to deliver the same to the purchaser; 
and such purchaser, his executors, administrators or assigns, 
shall by virtue thereof lawfully hold and enjoy the said 
lands, tenements or real estate, for his and their own proper 
use, against the owner or owners thereof, and all persons 
claiming under him or them until said term shall be com- 
pleted and ended; provided, thesaid township committee shall 
first have caused said sale to be advertised for at least two 
months, once in each week, in at least one public newspaper 
generally circulated in said township, and also by advertise- 
ments put up in at least five public places in said township, 
which shall be designated by the township committee, which 
advertisements shall describe the said lands, tenements or 
real estate, and specify the amount of assessment or tax, and 
the recitals in such declaration of sale shall be evidence of 
the assessment, advertising and sale; and provided also, that 
the lands, tenements or real estate so sold may be redeemed 
by the owner, mortgagee, occupant or persons interested 
therein, or by any other persons for orin behalf of the owner, 
mortgagee, or claimaut of such lands, tenements or real es- 
tate, at any time within three years after the sale for either 
taxes or assessments, or for both by paying to the treasurer 
of the township for the use of said purchaser, the purchase 
money, together with any other sum paid for tax or assess- 
ment, which the said purchaser may have paid, chargeable 
on such lands, tenements or real estate, and which he is 
hereby authorized to do, with interest thereon, at the rate

the certificate of the treasurer of the township, stating the 
payments, and showing what lands, tenements or real estate 
such payment is intended to redeem, shall be evidence of 
such redemption; any mortgagee shall have power to redeem 
at any time until the expiration of the six months’ notice 
herein specified; no mortgagee, whose mortgage shall have 
been duly recorded before sale for any tax or assessment, 
shall be affected by such sale, unless six months’ notice in 
writing shall have been given to him by the purchaser or 
those claiming under him either personally, or if not to be 
found in the said township of West Hoboken, then such no- 
tice shall be deposited in the post-office nearest to said town- 
ship, directed to him at his last known place of residence, 
(or at the post-office nearest thereto) but nothing therein 
contained shall be so construed as to impair the lien created 
by such tax, assessment or sale; and provided, the said term 
of time for which any lands, tenements or real estate so sold 
as aforesaid shall not commence nor shall said purchaser, or 
those claiming under him, have a right of possession to said 
lands, tenements or real estate, until the three years limited 
for the redemption of the same shall have expired; and the 
said purchaser or those claiming under him, shall at the ex- 
piration of the time limited in such declaration of the sale, 
quit and surrender the said lands, tenements or real estate, 
in as good state and condition as when he entered thereon, 
natural wear and accidents excepted ; provided also, that the 
said sale may be adjourned or postponed from time to time 
or suspended, as the township committee may direct; and

upon the owners thereof; they shall impose a fine of three larse. 
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dollars for each goat, one dollar for each swine, and fifty 
cents for each goose, together with the costs of the court, 
for each offence, and the informer shall be entitled to one- 
half the fine; to provide for the establishinent of one or 
more public pounds, and for the impounding therein all 
animals running at large, and for the sale of the same; to 
make and adopt an assessment map, whereby to describe 
lands assessed for taxes or improvements; to prevent immod- 
erate driving in the streets, and driving over and upon 
sidewalks: to prevent riots, routs, disturbances, or disor- 
derly assemblages in any street, house, or place in said 
township: to prevent and suppress guning-houses, and to 
prohibit gaming, and to restrain and punish all mendicants, 
vagrants, street beggars, and common prostitutes; to 
restrain all dogs from running at large, and to authorize 
their destruction; to suppress vice and immorality; to 
license, regulate and to prohibit inns or taverns, to require 
the payment of an annual fee of not Jess than twenty-five 
dollars from every person licensed to sell ale, beer or other 
liquors, and to prohibit all traffic in or sale of intoxicating 
drink or drinks, and to license, regulate and prohibit hawk- 
ers and pedlers; all licenses to expire on the first of Mav 
in each year, upon such terms and under such regulations 
and penalties as the township committee shall by ordinance 
impose ; and no other license for such purposes within said 
township granted by any other authority, shall be lawful 
except licenses granted by the governor to hawkers and 
pedlers; and to “prescribe the duties and compensation of 
all officers not defined by this act or the statutes of this 
state ; provided, that no ordinance or by-law shall be 
enacted or passed by the said township committee unless 
the same shall have been first introduced at a previous meet- 
ing, and agreed to by at least four of said township committee 
poh the passage thereof; all penalties for violation of any 
ordinance of said township shall be sued for and recovered 
before any justice of the peace of said township in an action 
of debt, and execution may be issued againséi the goods, 
chattels and body of the defendant; provided, no penalty 
for violation of any ordinance shall exceed fifty dollars, or 
imprisonment more than thirty days. 

30. And be tt enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to pass an ordinance for the regulating of the 
use of the streets of the said township of West Hoboken, by 
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the North Hudson County and other street railway com- 
panies, compelling them to confine their tracks to such grade 
of the streets as may be establised from time to time by the 
township committee; and also to keep that portion of the 
street in thorough repair between their rails, and to the ex- 
tent of eighteen inches on each side of the rail and ona 
level with the rails, and to impose fines and penalties on them 
for non-compliance. 

31. And be it enacted, That the compensation of the com- 
missioners appointed by virtue of sections twelve, fifteen 
and sixteen of this act, shall be fixed by the township com- 
mittee, and shall not exceed the rate of five dollars per day. 

32. Jind be it enacted, That the compensatien of the 
treasurer of said township shall be one-half of one per 
centum upon all township money disbursed by him, and one 
per centum upon all money for street improvements collect- 
ed by him. . 

33. And be it enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to provide for the cleaning of snow and ice from 
the side walks and gutters, and pay for the same from the 
road moneys annually raised by taxes. 

34. ind be it enacted, That the officers constituting the 
board of judges of elections in said township shall consist of 
three persons, and shall be elected in the manner following: 
each ballot for that purpose shall contain no more than two 
names, one of which names shall be the nominee for assessor: 
in case more than two names are voted for, the ballot shall 
only be void as to said judges; and the three persons who 
recelved the highest number of votes shall be deemed and 
taken to be elected judges of election; in case two persons 
shall receive an equal number of votes, the first person 
named on the ballot for judge of elections shall be elected ; 
said board of judges shall receive the sum of ten dollars 
each in full compensation for their services. 

39. “Ind be it enacted, 'Vhat the assessor shall levy a tax 
of one dollar per head on all male dogs and three dollars 
per head on all female dogs, in lieu of state tax, which shall 
be a school tax, and appropriated to the support of public 
schools. 

36. And be it enacted, That the town committee be author- 
ized to print copies of the assessor’s books in pamphlet form, 
prior to the first day of October, of each year: provided, the 
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whole cost of compiling and printing the same shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of seventy-five dollars. 

37. And be it enacted, That hereafter the commissioners 
of appeal in cases of taxation in said township, are required 
to convene on the second Tuesday of October, annually, for 
the purpose of discharging the duties of their office; and 
they may hold sessions at such adjourned days as they may 
fix, not exceeding three in number, and not later than the 
eighteenth day of October; and the compensation of such 
commissioners shall be four dollars per day. 

38. And be it enacted, That hereafter the collector of said 
township shall annually, immediately after the third Monday 
in September, give the notice required by the tenth section 
of “An act concerning taxes,” approved April fourteenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-six; and he shall make 
the demand and give the notice required by the eleventh sec- 
tion of said act, within, twenty days after the third Monday in 
September, and the day fixed by him for the payment of said 
taxes shall not be later than the first day of November. 

39, And be it enacted, That the township clerk shall, in 
addition to the duties required of him by this act or any 
other act of this state, have charge of all the records, books 
and documents of the township, except when the township 
committee shall otherwise direct; he shall keep a record of 
the proceedings of the township committee, he shall engross 
all the ordinances of the township committee in a book to 
be provided for that purpose, with proper indices, which 
book shall be deemed a public record of such ordinances, 
and each ordinance shall be signed in said book hy the 
chairman or acting chairman of the township committee and 
said clerk; copies of all papers duly filed in his office, and 
transcripts thereof, and of the records and proceedings of 
the township committee and copies of the laws or ordi- 
nances of said township, certified by him under the corpo- 
rate seal, shall be evidence in al! courts and places; he shall 
keep his office open at the town hall, from nine to twelve 
o’clock in the forenoo , each day (Sundays and legal holidays 
excepted), and shal receive as compensation therefor, 
including such other ervices as may be required of him by 
the township commit 3e, a salary not exceeding eight hun- 
dred dollars per yea: , and shall give bonds to the township 
in its corporate name in such sumsand with such sureties as 
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the township committee may approve, for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. 

40. And be it enacted, That the township committee shall, 
at least once a year, in lieu of any other publication, within 
the ten days immediately preceding the annual town elec- 
tion, publish in pamphlet form a full statement of all receipts 
and expenditures of every description for the fiscal year 
preceding such statement, including all the moneys which 
have passed through the hands of the treasurer for any pur- 
pose whatever, together with the different sources of revenue, 
and the amount received under each; with all such other 
information as may be necessary for a full understanding of 
the financial concerns of the township. 

41. And be it enacted, That the office of the assessor 
shall be a salaried office, and that the same shall not exceed 
the sum of five hundred dollars per year, anything herein 
contained, or any law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

42. And be it enacted, That the collector shall receive as 
compensation for his services one per centum on all sums 
collected by him over ten dollars; and ten per centum on 
all sums under ten dollars and over five; and twenty per 
centum on all sums of five dollars and under. 

43. And be it enacted, That the township committee shall 
direct annually an assessment for schools, the amount allowed 
to be raised by state law for the support and maintenance 
of schools in said township, together with such an additional 
amount as shall be voted for by the people on the recom- 
mendation of the trustees and the township committee. 

44, And be it enacted,’ That all moneys proposed to be 
raised by assessment upon the property of the township of 
West Hoboken, for any purpose whatever except as herein 
otherwise provided for, shall, before being assessed, be voted 
upon and approved of by a majority of the voters of the 
township voting at the annual spring election. 

45. And be it enacted, That the township committee shall 
have power to borrow money upon the credit of the town- 
ship by issuing coupon bonds or otherwise, payable in not 
exceeding ten years, in sufficient amounts to liquidate any 
judgment or assessmentthat may be obtained against them ; 
and they are authorized to order the assessor and collector 
of the township to assess and collect, at the same time and 
in the same manner as other township moneys are assessed 
and collected, not exceeding in any one year the sum of ten 
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- thousand dollars, for the payment of such bond and interest 
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thereon, and in payment for any judgment or assessment. 

46. And be it enacted, That hereafter and until otherwise 
provided by law, there shall be appointed by the township 
committee, annually on the day as stated in section five of 
this act, one of the justices of the peace of this township, 
who shall act as recorder, and who shall have jurisdiction of 
all violations of township ordinances, and who shall have 
such powers and authority in the said township of West 
Hoboken as is now conferred upon the recorder in the city

2. dnd be vt enacted, That Joel D. Mead and Caleb M. 
Harrison, of the village of Caldwell, Cyreneus D. Connor 
and Isaac N. Canfield, of the village of Franklin, and Na- 
thaniel N. Crane, of the village of Westville, be and hereby 
are constituted a board of education for the aforesaid school 
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borough, whose terms of office, which shall be determined 
by ballot at their first meeting, shall be limited so that one 
term shall expire on and at the annual school meeting to be 
held on the first Monday of September, one thousand eight

of the village of Westville. 

3. And be it enacted, That the said board of education 
be and hereby are empowered to negotiate a loan of a sum 
of money not to exceed fifteen thousand dollars, by the issue 
of bonds or otherwise, which the said board shall use in pur- 
chasing grounds, erecting a suitable school building thereon, 
and furnishing the same, and in liquidation of the debt thus 
incurred, upon the warrant of the aforesaid board of educa- 
tion, the township assessor shall assess upon the inhabitants 
of said borough a special poll tax of three dollars per poll, 
and also such additional sum upon the real and personal 
property within the borough as may be required; first, to 
meet the annual interest accruing on the aforesaid loan, and 
second, to reduce the principal of said loan in a sum not to 
exceed one thousand dollars yearly, which assessments shall 
be annually levied and collected and applied in payment of 
the debt incurred in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, until the same be liquidated. 

4, And be it enacted, That the said board of education be

the moneys realized therefrom to the erection of a school 
edifice for the borough, but the said board shall hold the 
school property of District Number Highteen for the pur- 
pose of organizing a primary school therein, whenever in 
the judgment of the said board such school may be impera- 
tively demanded; and the said board are also empowered 
to erect and maintain primary schools in each of the villages 
of Caldwell, Franklin and Westville, when such may be 
demanded by a majority vote of the legal voters of the afore- 
said borough. 
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dD. Aind be tt enacted, That the said board of education 
shall make full and accurate reports yearly at the annual 
September school meetings as aforesaid, of all moneys re- 
ceived, and from what sources, and how appropriated, 
together with a statement of the indebtedness of the borough, 
and the condition and progress of the school or schools 
under their charge. 

6, And be tt enacted, That in all matters not specified and 
defined in this act, relating to the raising of moneys, the 
appointment of teachers, and paying the salaries of the same, 
and in the management and appointments of the school or 
schools under the charge of the said board, the said borough 
and board of education shall be subject to the several pro- 
visions of the act entitled “An act to establish a system of 
public instruction,” approved March twenty-first, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-seven, and of the several sup- 
plements thereto. 

T. Alnd be it enacted, That this act be taken and held as 
a public act, and that it shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER DXCIII. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An Act to Establish Dis- 
trict Courts in the City of Newark.” 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That section eleven of the act 
to which this is a supplement, be amended by striking out 
the word “ times” in said section, and inserting in its place 
the word “terms;’” that section twelve of said act be 
amended by inserting after the word “Essex” the words “ in 
cases where an appeal to said court is given by any of the 
acts or supplements mentioned in section five of this act ;” 
and that section seventeen of said act be amended by insert- 
ing after the words ‘ Be it enacted that’ the words “except 
in the case of proceedings in forcible entries and detainers, 
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or forcible or unlawful detainers, which may be removed as 
heretofore.” 

2. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER DCVI. 


An Act to provide for opening, constructing, and maintaining 
an Avenue or Road in the County of Hudson. 


1, Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Newer of 
the State of New Jersey, That Alfred A. Lutkins, James ers. 
Gopsill, Solon Humphreys, Peter Henderson, Marcus Beach, 
Hermand PD. Busch, Samuel C. Nelson, Orestes Cleveland, 
Adolph Meckert, and their successors, to be appointed as 
hereinafter provided, be and they are hereby constituted a 
board of commissioners, to be designated and known as 
“The Hudson County Avenue Commissioners,” for the 
purpose of opening, laying out, constructing, appropriating, 
improving, ornamenting, and maintaining an avenue or road 
in the county of Hudson, that shall afford better facilities 
for those who may wish to travel upon the same for purposes 
of business or pleasure; that the acts of a majority of said 
commissioners shall be deemed the acts of the board; and 
that each of said commissioners shall, before entering upon commission- 
the duties of his office, take and file in the office of the clerk taxcuatn 
of the county of Hudson, an oath or affirmation to act faith- bond” 
fully and impartially in the execution of the trust reposed in 
him by this act, and each shall give bond to the county col- 
lector of said county, in the sum of twenty thousand dollars, 
with two good and sufficient sureties, to be approved by a 
justice of the supreme court, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties under this act, which bond, in case of 
forfeiture, shall be prosecuted by said county collector, for 
the use of said county, and that the commissioners shall hold term of 
their office for a period of four years. oe 

2. ind be it enacted, That the said board are hereby au- 
thorized and invested with all the rights and powers neces- 
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sary and expedient to survey, open, lay ont, locate, construct, 
reconstruct, ornament, improve, and maintain one main 
avenue or road, extending the whole distance across the 
county of Hudson, north and south, from any point adjacent 
to the line between the counties of Hudson and Bergen on 
the north, and the waters of the Kill-von-Kull on the south ; 
said avenue or road not to be less than one hundred feet, 
nor more than one hundred and fifty feet in width, such 
width to be adjusted and determined by said commissioners, 
and in making the surveys they may use all of the surveys 
and maps now on file in the clerk’s office of the board of 
chosen freeholders and relating to avenues in the county 
of Hudson, and this act shall not be construed to authorize 
the construction of more than one avenue, and that avenue 
shall be the one provided for in this section, and shall be 
continuous, and which avenue when constructed, shall be 
deemed and taken to be a public road or avenue. 

3. And be it enacted, That the said board may include in 
said avenue, as a part thereof, any road, street, highway or 
avenue, or part thereof, already laid out, opened or dedicated, 
in said county, that they may think can be advantageously 
included within the limits of said avenue; and said board 
shall have the exclusive control of said avenue, and regulate 
the use thereof throughout the entire length thereof; that 
said board shall have power to pave, macadamize, sewer and 
otherwise improve said avenue, or any part thereof, and to 
grade the said avenue in such way and manner, and accord- 
ing to such grade as the board shall fix and determine. 

4. And be it enacted, That the said board, their agents, 
engineers, surveyors, and others in their employ, shall have 
full power to enter at all times upon lands for any of the 
purposes contemplated by this act; that any land and real 
estate deemed necessary by the said board for the opening, 
laying out, constructing, improving, ornamenting and main- 
taining said avenue, or any part thereof, may be taken there- 
for, and damages shall be allowed, and benefits assessed by 
the said board to and against the persons owning the lands 
and real estate so taken and benefited respectively as here- 
inafter provided. | 

5. And be it enacted, That the board shall organize by the 
election of a president, who shall be a commissioner; they 
shall appoint a secretary and treasurer, who need not be 
commissioners, and such other officers, agents, surveyors, 
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engineers, workmen and servants as may be deemed neces- 
sary for the purposes of this act, and fix their compensation ; 
the president shall be elected annually, and the other officers 
and employees of the board shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the board; any member of the board may be 
expelled for cause, by a vote of a majority of the commis- 
sioners, after having an opportunity to be heard in his own 
defence. 

6. And be it enacted, That said board, after its organiza- 
tion by the election of a president, shall, as soon as it 
conveniently can, publish a notice to property holders in 
Hudson county that they are ready to hear suggestions in 
reference to the location, width, extent, and improvement of 
said avenue, and all of said suggestions shail be in writing, 
and filed with said board on or before the day fixed therefor 
in said notice; after the day fixed, said board may, from 
time to time, consider the same, and cause a preliminary map 
to be prepared in accordance with the views of the commis- 
sioners at that time, which map shall show the width, 
location, and extent of the proposed avenue, and after the 
preparation of said preliminary map, it shall be filed in the 
office of the board, and be open to the inspection of property 
owners for at least one month; after it has been filed the 
commissioners shall publish a notice that they are ready to 
receive and consider objections to the proposed location, 
width and extent of said avenue, as shown on said preliminary 
map, and all said objections shall be in writing, and filed 
with the secretary of said board on or before the day fixed 
in said notice; after said day said board may, from time to 
time, consider the same, and fix and determine the location, 
width and extent of said avenue, as in their judgment they 
may deem best, and cause a final map of said avenue to be 
prepared, which final map when approved by the board shall 
be filed in the office of the clerk of said county of Hudson, 
and certified copies thereof shall be evidence in all courts 
and places the same as the original would be if produced. 

T. And be it enacted, That the said board shall, within 
ten days after the filing of said map, publish in all the news- 
papers published in the county of Hudson, in every issue 
thereof during two weeks, a notice of such filing, which 
notice may describe said map as “Map of the Hudson 
County Avenue,” and state the date of its filing; from and 
alter the expiration of said two weeks, all owners of land, 
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contractors, builders and all other persons shall be deemed 
to have notice that said avenue is to be opened, constructed 
and used as laid down on said map; such owners, contractors, 
builders and other persons shall thereafter make all improve- 
ments upon the lands of said owners, to conform to the route 
of said avenue; any owner or owners, contractor or builder, 
or other person interested, not so conforming, shall not be 
allowed, in estimating the compensation due to him, her or 
them for the locating, laying out, opening, constructing and 
use of said avenue, any damages or other compensation for 
any property which after the filing of said map and the 
publication of notice thereof shall have been put upon the 
Jands lying within said location, nor any damages for injury 
done, which would not have been done if said improvements 
had been made so as to conform to said avenue so to be laid 
out, opened, constructed and used; in case, however, any 
person interested shall make it appear to the commissioners 
of assessment hereinafter provided for, that he, she or they, 
in good faith, and without any intention of increasing his 
compensation, and without notice or knowledge of the loca- 
tion of said avenue, entered into any contract for having 
put or putting upon the said lands within the lines of said 
location, any building or other improvement, and abandoned 
his, her or their purpose on receiving such notice, and by 
such abandonment suffered loss or damage, said commis: 
sioners of assessment may allow such portion thereof as 
they shall deem equitahle ; provided also, that in any case in 
which the said board of avenue commissioners may deem it 
most economical, they may request any owner to go on with 
any erection instead of stopping it at once, and in such case 
the owner shall continue such erection to such state of com- 
pleteness as the said board shall request, and shall be 
compensated accordingly. 

8. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners, or 
their successors in office, may enter upon and pass over all 
the lands in or near the said avenues, prior to their filing 
their map, and after that may (first making the compensa- 
tion hereinafter provided,) enter npon, from time to time, 
such portions of the lands and buildings lying within the 
said avenue, and remove therefrom any building or other 
thing upon said lands, and construct on said lands the 
avenue hereby authorized to be made, and open to public 
use such portion of the lands not yet open to public use, 
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within the lines of said avenue, from time to time as they 
shall think it advisable, until the whole thereof are open 
for use; in order to expedite the construction of said avenue, 
the same shall be divided into as many sections as the 
commissioners shall determine ; and all of said avenue shall 
be opened and fitted for use within five years from the date 
hereof; provided also, that no person in possession of any 
dwelling-house, store or shop shall be disturbed, nor any 
dwelling: house, store or shop, church, engine or school- 
house, or other public structure, be taken down, removed 
or destroyed before the expiration of three months after the 
said publication of notice of the filing of the said map, 
except by consent of the person in possession, as well as the 
owner thereof; the said commissioners shall (making com- 
pensation therefor) have power to take and appropriate any 
earth, rock or other material near the line of said avegue, 
for the purpose of constructing, improving or ornamenting 
any part of said avenue; all work and all materials of or 
exceeding one thousand dollars, shall be done or furnished 
by contract; the commissioners and their successors in 
office shall advertise for proposals for doing any work or 
furnishing any material amounting in the whole to one thou- 
sand dollars or more, for at least. two weeks, but not more 
than one month (according to the extent’ and nature of such 
work), in such of the papers of the county of Hudson as 
they may deem expedient, and also in their discretion, in 
one or more of the principal daily papers of New York 
city, and shall thereafter give the contract or contracts to 
the Jowest reponsible bidder, with such good and sufficient 
sureties as may be approved by said board of comunission- 
ers; but the said commissioners shall he under no obliga- 
tion to accept the lowest bid, and may reject all bids if they 
think proper, and in case of such rejection the commis- 
sioners shall again advertise for Sue and proceed in 
all things as if no proposals had before been offered. 

). And be it enicted, That the said commissioners, or 
their successors, shill construct said avenue by excavating 
and removing earth, rocks, trees, stumps, buildings and all 
obstructions, buildings aud improvements, and disposing of 
such portion thereof as are not needed in the construction 
of said avenue to the best advantage at public auction, and 
filling up any low parts of the route, and otherwise pre- 
paring the premises for said avenue; and by building all 
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bridges on said avenue, and all necessary sewers and 
culverts within or without the lines of said avenue; pro- 
vided, the said avenue shali be constructed upon the grades 
established by the municipal authorities (if any have been 
established) as near as conveniently may be. so as to ensure 
an even and easy grade throughout the entire avenue, and 
In case any grade “shall be changed, compensation shall be 
made to the person injured (if any there shall be who are 
injured by such alteration of grade); and provided also, 
that the satd avenue shall be so constructed and improved 
as to combine hardness. evenness, and durability with 
economy; the said commissioners, or their successors in 
office, shall establish and determine the width of the 
carriage way and of the sidewalks, and relay in their pro- 
per place, and so as to conform to the commissioners’ plans, 
all. curbing and flagging that they shall take up in con- 
structing said avenue, so far as the same shall conform to 
the plans of said commissioners, and shall have power to 
curb and flag the sidewalks wherever they way deem it 
necessary so to do, and keep the same in repair; and pro- 
vided also, that the average cost per mile of construction of 
said avenue shall not exceed one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, exclusive of the compensation and damages to be 
paid for the use of the land and improvements thereon ; and 
provided alse, that except to cross the same, no horse or 
dummy railroad shall be allowed on said avenue or within 
two hundred feet thereof, and for that purpose the said 
commissioners shal] have power and authority to make and 
enforce an arrangement with the owners of any railroad 
located, or heretofore authorized to be located on any part 


of said avenue, to remove the said railroad from the said 


avenue, and to relinquish their right thereon; and such 
commissioners may, as a part of the arrangement for the 
removal of said railroad, stipulate, in behalf of the state 
and the public, for the use of other roads or streets, by said 
owners of said railroads, and for the owners of said railroad 
having the refusal of the privilege to lay the rails in said 
avenue, in case the privilege is ever thereafter granted. 

10. And be it enacted, That the owners of that part of 
the lands over which said avenue shall he laid, which is not 
already lawfully in public use, shall be entitled to compen- 
sation for the use thereof hereby authorized, and the owners 
of any building or part thereof, or other improvement which 
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if shall be necessary to remove, take down, or destroy, shall 
be entitled to compensation for such building or part thereof, 
so to be removed, taken down or destroyed, said compensa- 
tion to be ascertained as all other compensation is herein 
provided to be ascertained ; and the owner of any building 
which is situated partially, but not wholly within said 
avenue, may enter into an agreement with said commissioners 
to remove the whole of said building outside of the avenue, 
upon such compensation to said owner as shall be agreed 
upon. 

mn. /ind be zt enacted, That the money necessary to pay 
the entire cost of laying out and opening the said avenue 
shall be raised by assessing the same upon all lands lying 
within two thonsand feet of the centre line of said avenue, 
and in such proportion upon each piece and parcel of land 
as in the opinion of the commissioners of assessment shall 
be equal to the benefit received, and that the money neces- 
sary to pay the entire cost and expense of executing this 
act and of constructing said avenue shall be borne by the 
public at large of the county of Hudson and shall be raised 
by tax on all lands in the county of Hudson and on the 
goods and chattels therein owned by residents thereof, the 
proportion of such tax to be raised on the lands, goods and 
chattels in any township or ward of any city or town, shall 
be determined by the said commissioners and shall be 
included by the board of chosen freeholders of the county 
of Hudson in the amount of tax to be raised for county 
purposes, and when raised shall be paid to said commissioners 
or their successors in office. 

12. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
board of commissioners to make a requisition upon the 
director of the board of chosen freeholders of the county of 
Hudson, from time to time, as necessity may require, for the 
issue of bonds to pay for lands taken or damages sustained 
or to pay for the improvement of said avenue, or any part 
thereof, or any salaries or expenditures that may be neces- 
sary for the purpose of properly executing this act, or any 
part of this act, and any sum that they may deem ne- 
cessary in anticipation of the collection of any assessinent 
or assessments to be made or levied under this act, and said 
director of the board of chosen freeholders, for the purpose 
of providing funds for such several purposes, shall imme- 
diately issue bonds to be denominated “ The Hudson County 
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Avenue Improvement Bonds,” which bonds shall be signed 
by the director of the board of chosen frecholders of said 
county, and countersigned and registered by the county 
collector, and sealed -by the corporate seal of the said 
county, and said bonds shall be numbered from one upwards 
in the order of their issue, and said bonds may he coupon 
bonds, and may be made payable to bearer, or registered in 
the name of the party bolding the same, or registered bonds 
without coupons according to the option of the bolder 
thereof, and such eoupon bonds may at the option of the 
holder be converted into registered bonds, and the principal 
sum for which each bond is issued ghall be not less than 
one thousand dollars, and said bonds to bear interest 
from date at the rate of seven per centum per annum 
payable semi-annually, and the said bonds to be made 
payable in twenty vears from date; said bonds may be 
sold by the director of the board of chosen free- 
holders in connection with the county collector, either at 
public or private sale at par, or if not at par at a discount 
not to exceed three per cent; and the money raised by the 
sale of said bonds shall be paid by the county collector over 
to the treasurer of the said commissioners, from time to 
time, as the money is obtained, to be used by them for the 
purposes of said avenue as embraced in their said requisi- 
Proviso, tion: provided, the principal sum of said bonds in the whole 
shall not exceed for the construction of said avenue the sum 
of two millions of dollars; and that for the purpose of pay- 
ing promptly the interest on said bonds, the county collector 
shall be authorized to make requisition on the treasurer of 
said commissioners for the amount of semi-annual interest 
falling due, from time to time, and the said treasurer shall 
thereupon forthwith pay to the county collector the ainount 
of said requisition out of any money in the treasury of said 
commissioners, or such part thereof as there may be money 
in such treasury; for the ease of the persons liable to pay 
said assessments, the commissioners may forbear to collect 
said assessments for a time, and arrange for the payment 
thereof by equal installments, fifteen in number, nor more 
than one installment in any one year, but in all cases where 
there is at the time any assessment levied under this act, an 
unpaid award due to the same party, the lesser siall be taken 
from the greater, and only the difference shall be held to be 
due, and any forbearance of assessments shall only be for 
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the excess of any assessment over any awards due the same 
party, and only the excess of awards over any assessments 
due by the same party shall be due and paid by said board ; 
the commissioners of assessment may determine in the same 
report, if so directed by said board, the amount of the ‘awards 
for land and real estate taken, and damages done, by the 
laying out and opening of said avenue, or any part thereof, 
and also the assessments to be levied for such improvement 


on all the lands benefited thereby, in proportion to the ben- 


efit received, and the difference between the same, where 
the same party is awarded compensation and also assessed 
for benefits; as the said assessments, or any part thereof, are 
paid to said commissioners, they shall pay the same over to 
the county collector, in order that the principal and interest 
of said bonds may be liquidated thereby, and the whole of 
the bonds so issued by the said board, and all interest there- 
on, shall be discharged out of the said assessment moneys, 
as far as possible, which said moneys are pledged for the 
payment of said bonds, as well as the real and personal es- 
tate in the county of Hudson. 

13. And be it enacted, That in all cases the compensation 
to be paid to owners of lands and buildings, or to any party 
for any purpose, and the assessment to be levied for any im- 
provement as provided in this act, shall be ascertained by 
three commissioners of assessment; and it shall be the duty 
of the director of the board of chosen freeholders of the 
county of Hudson, to nominate to the judge of the Hudson 
county circuit court ten suitable persons to be such commis- 
sioners, and said judge out of the number so nominated shall 
select and appoint three persons to be such commissioners, 
and in case any or all of said commissioners shall be inter- 
ested in any assessment to be made, the board of commis- 
sioners shall notify said judge, who shall appoint commis- 
sioners in the place of the commissioners interested in any 
assessment to be made. | 

14. And be it enacted, That the commissioners of assess- 
ment shall in all cases, whether awarding damages for lands 
or buildings, or materials taken, or assessing property for 
benefits received, fix a time and place where parties inter- 
ested may be heard in relation to the same, of which they 
shall give public notice in three newspapers, to be desig- 
nated by said board of avenue commissioners, one of which 
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said papers shall be a paper published in the city or town 
in which the lands are taken or assessed, if any such paper 
shall be published in said city or town, by publication for 
two weeks, and shall also cause a notice to be served on 
every person interested in any assessment or property taken, 
which notice shall be served at least one week before the 
time so designated for hearing, and served at the place of 
abode of said party, in case he reside in any township, city 


‘or town where said lands are located, and if he be a non- 


resident by mailing the same, postage paid, to his last known 
residence or place of business; and they may adjourn, from 
time to time, without further notice, until they have made 
up their award or assessment. 

L5. And be it enacted, That no award or assessment shall 
be confirmed or acted upon by said board until after they 
have given the parties interested an opportunity to be heard 
thereon, by notice published and served as directed and 
prescribed in the fourteenth section of this act, which notice 
shall fixa time when objections to such award or assessment 
may be presented; all objections shall be in writing, and 
signed by the party making the same; after the board shall 
consider said objections and make such determinations as 
they may deem proper, they may either confirm said award 
or assessment as made by the commissioners of assessment, 
or if they do not concur in the same they shall send it back 
to the commissioners of assessment for modification and cor- 
rection, and when said commissioners of assessment shall 
have corrected and returned the same, the said commission- 
ers shall confirm said assessment or award, and the said 
assessment, when confirmed or settled as aforesaid, shall im- 
mediately be a lien on the lands and real estate upon which the 
same are assessed until paid as herein provided, and said 
award when so confirmed or settled shall be immediately 
due and payable. 

16. And be it enacted, That if any person to whom com- 
pensation shall be awarded, or whose property shall be 
assessed, shall be dissatisfied with the amount thereof, such 
party may, within one month, appeal from said adjudication 
to the next circuit court of the county of Hudson, which is 
hereby given jurisdiction to re-hear the said matter at the 
next term of said court, and to cause a proper issue to be 
framed to try the question of compensation or assessment, 
and to have the same tried by jury as an issue out of the

supreme court in a civil action is tried, in the said court; 
but such appeal shall not restrain the commissioners from 
proceeding with the construction of said avenue over any 
lands and removing any buildings if the compensation 
settled upon by said board shall have been tendered or 
paid; if the jury shall find in the case of an award more 
than the amount appealed from, the increase and the costs 
of such appeal shall be paid by the commissioners, but if the 
jury find an amount equal to or less than said award, the 
costs of appeal shall be paid by the owners; in case of an 
appeal from an assessment, if the jury shall not find any less 
amount than that appealed from, then the party appealing 
shall pay the costs of appeal, otherwise the commissioners 
shall pay such costs; in case any partics entitled to compen- 
sation cannot be found to whom to pay the same, or are un- 
known, or labor under disabilities, payment of such compen- 
sation into the hands of the county collector of the county 
of Hudson shall be equivalent to payment of the parties 
entitled; the right of any party to appeal from an award 
shall not be affected by the fact of his having taken the 
amount awarded; provided, he has accepted the same under 
protest, and filed with the secretary of said board a state- 
ment of his dissatisfaction and further claim, at the time of 
receiving the amount first awarded. 

17. And be it enacted, That said commissioners shall have 
power to contract for the improvement of said avenue in 
sections, and have said improvement made in sections, and

annum; the third installment or fifteenth shall become due 
and payable on the first Monday of the succeeding October, 
with interest thereon from the date of the confirmation of 
the assessment, and so with each installment, making one- 
fifteenth of the whole amount due, payable on the first Mon- 
day of October in each year, with interest at the rate of 
seven per centum per annum from the date of the confirma- 
tion as aforesaid ; and interest shall be paid on all amounts 
remaining unpaid upon the payment of each installment, but 
any owner whose land is assessed may discharge his land or 
any part thereof from the lien of said assessment by at any 
time paying the whole of the assessment on said lands to 
the commissioners, and thereupon said commissioners shall 
cancel said lien of record.

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CHAPTER DCVILI. 


An Act to revise “An Act authorizing the appointment of 
Commissioners to institute and make local improvements 
in that portion of the Township of Belleville, included 
within the boundaries of the Belleville Polling District,” 
approved April sixth, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-one, also to the supplement to the said act, ap- 
proved April fourth, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-two, 


1. Be rr Enacten by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That there shall be seven commis- 
sloners appointed or elected, as hereinafter provided, to lay 
out, open, regulate, grade and improve, vacate and alter 
streets, sidewalks and roads, and to construct surface drains 
and sewers, where they cross any street, and also to conduct 
the waters to the rivers within the boundaries of Belleville 
polling district in said township; and provide for furnish- 
ing gas and water through any street or streets within the 
boundary of said district, to be called and known as Com- 
missioners of the Belleville Polling District, by which name 
they are constituted a body politie and corporate, and by 
and in that name may sue and be sued, implead and be im- 
pleaded in all courts of law and equity in this state. 

2. And be it enacted, That the electors within the said 
polling district at their next annual township election shall 
elect seven freeholders, who shall serve two for one year, 
two for two years, and three for three years, the three re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes shall hold their office 
for three years, and the two receiving the next highest num- 
her of votes for two years, and the rem:ining two for one 
year, at which election no ballot shall contain more than the 
names of four freeholders for such commissioners, and if 
more, all such ballots shall be rejected, and the seven candi- 
dates receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared 
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elected, and should all seven or more than two receive the 
same number of votes, then such commissioners elect shall 
at their first meeting determine by lot according to the in- 
tention of this act, by the number of votes each received, 
who shall serve for three years, and who for two years, and 
the electors of said district shall elect two freeholders at 
each sneceeding annual election, excepting upon every third 
annual election thereafter, they shall elect three freeholders, 
all of whom shall hold their office for three years, and no 
ballot at any such election shall contain more than the names 
of two persons for such commissioners, and if more, all such 
ballots shall be rejected, and the two candidates receiving 
the highest number of votes on each first and second year, 
and the three candidates receiving the highest number of 
votes on each third year, shall be declared elected. 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for said com- 
missioners, or amajority of them, and they shall possess the 
exclusive power to lay and map out, and establish the grades 
of all streets and avenues within the Belleville polling dis- 
triet, of such width, extent and direction as to them shall 
seem most conducive to the public good, and upon the writ- 
ten application of the owners of a majority of the lineal 
feet on any street or streets, avenue or avenues, they shall 
have the power to close, or direct to be closed, any streets, 
roads or alleys, or any parts thereof, heretofore laid out and 
not opened according to law; and said commissioners shall 
not lay out any streets or avenues of not less than fifty feet 
in width. 

4. And be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for said com- 
missioners, and all persons acting under them, to enter upon 
any lands which they shall deem necessary to be surveyed, 
used or converted for the laying out and opening of any 
street, or the construction of any sewer as aforesaid; and 
said commissioners, or a majority of them, shall cause maps, 
plans and surveys to be made of the streets and avenues so 
laid out by them, or the alterations therein, exhibiting their 
connections with the lines of the present streets in said dis- 
trict, and establish grades for the same; and the said com- 
missioners in performing their work, shall make the same 
conform, as far as may be practicable and consistent with 
the public convenience, to a map already made by an associ- 
ation of property holders, north of Jeroloman street, so far 
as it may apply to that portion of the district comprised in 
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that map; and the said commissioners may cause such maps, 
plans and surveys to he made in sections, and the same or 
each section thereof shall be attested by the said commniis- 
sioners and filed in the office of the register of the county 
of Essex, there to remain of record; and from the time of 
so fiting, the same shall be final and conclusive in respect to 
all persons and authorities, unless an appeal to the court 
shall be made within fifteen days, as hereinafter provided 
in section thirteen of this supplement; and the said com- 
missioners shall cause a copy of each section of said maps, 
plans and surveys to be attested, and filed in their office, to 
remain there of record. 

5. vind be it enacted, ‘That the said commissioners shall 
have the power to employ such surveyors and assistants as 
they shall deem necessary, at such compensation as they may 
agree upon, for the performance of the duties required under 
the provisions of this supplement; and also to elect one of 
their number treasurer, who shall enter into bonds to the 
township in the sum of not less than ten thousand dollars. 

6. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners, when- 
ever in their opinion the public good requires it, may pass, 
alter and repeal such ordinances as they may think proper 
for the following purposes: 

I. To open, alter, widen or vacate streets and roads, or 
sections thereof, within said district, in accordance with the 
maps aforesaid, and to take and appropriate for such pur- 
poses such lands and real estate as may be necessary ; 

Il. To order and cause sewers and drains to be constructed 
within said district; 

lII. To order and cause any street, or section thereof, not 
Jess than one block in extent, to be graded, graveled, paved, 
flagged, macadamized, or otherwise improved, in such man- 
ner as they may deem advisable, at the expense of owners 
of land on the line of said street or section ; provided, that 
any improvement under this sub-division shall not be com- 
menced except upon the written application of owners of 
land, representing more than one-half of Jineal feet along 
the line of the proposed improvement, and the assessment 
for such expense shall, in all cases, be based on the number 
of lineal feet owned by each person on the line of such street 
or section so improved; and if at any time hereafter the 
owners of a majority of lineal feet of property of any one 
street, of a not less extent than one thousand feet, shall make

a written application to the commissioners to have the same 

curbed and paved from curb to curb; provided however, proviso. 
that streets west of Washington avenue, or north of Jero- 
loman street, may be paved a less width than from curb to 
curb, if so applied for in manner aforesaid, naming the 
material with which the same shall be paved, the commis- 
sioners shall proceed with the paving thereof in accordance 
with said application, by making out specifications for the 
work to be done and materials to be furnished, and putting 
them up in at least three public places in the disttict, stating 
when and where bids for the same will be received and 
opened, at which time and place, or at such time and place 
as they may adjourn to, they shall proceed to award said 
contract to the lowest bidder giving satisfactory security for 
the completion of such work; and said commissioners may 
reserve the right to reject any and all bids which they may 
deem unsatisfactory to themselves, or the acceptance of 
which in their judgment would not be of advantage to the 
owners of property to be improved; and for the payment 
thereof the commissioners shall issue bonds, to be denomina- 
ted Belleville Improvement Bonds, which said bonds shall 
be made payable in ten equal yearly payments, bearing 
interest at seven per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall bear the common seal of the commis- 
sioners, by them heretofore adopted, and shall be signed by 
the president, countersigned by the secretary, and endorsed 
by the treasurer of the commissioners, which said bonds 
shall be binding upon all property within the Belleville 
polling district, and shall not exceed sixty thousand dollars 
per mile of the street or parts of a street so applied for to 
be paved, and the amount of principal and interest of said 
bonds shall be assessed by the commissioners upon the 
preperty owners upon the line of said paved street or streets, 
in ten equal annual assessments, and shall be collected in the 
manner provided for other assessments by section nineteen 
of this supplement; pr:vided, that in no case shall the bonds 
so issued by such commissioners be sold at a greater discount 
than ten per centum; and if any horse railroad comnany do 
now or shall hereafter occupy, with the tracks of said horse 
railroad company, any part or portion of any street or 
streets within said district that shall or may be ordered by 
the commissioners to be graded or paved, are hereby 
required to bear and pay the costs and expenses of grading 
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and paving so much of said street as lies between the rails 
thereof, and eighteen inches on the oxtside of each rail, 
and the same shall be assessed upon and remain a lien upon 
their real property in said district, and shall be collected 
in the manner provided for the collection of other assess- 
ments in section nineteen of this supplement; and such 
horse railroad company or companies shall further be hable 
to said commissioners for the amount of such costs and 
expenses, which amount may be recovered in an action 
of debt with costs, in any court of record in this state, in 
which action judgment shall be given therefor, with interest 
and execution may be issued thereon as in any other action ; 
and no interference with the travel on such roads shall be 
caused or permitted by said commissioners beyond what 
shall be necessary for the speedy and proper completion of 
such work. 

7. And be tt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the said 
commissioners to cause the sidewalks on the west side of 
Main street from Schuyler street to Jeroloman street, and 
on the east side of Main street, from the southerly line of 
John Eastwood’s residence, to the northerly line of Theodore 
Sanford’s land, on which now stands “national hall,” on 
both sides of Courtlandt street, from John Street to Mill 
street, and on both sides of William street, from Main street 
to Bridge street, and on both sides of John street from Main 
street to Washington avenue, and on both sides cf Academy 
street, from Main street to Stephens street, and on both sides 
of Holmes street from Main street to Washington avenue, 
and on both sides of Jeroloman street from Main street to 
the Paterson and Newark railroad to be paved, [and that 
each landowner on the streets thus designated shali at their 
own cost pave] not less than four feet wide with a gradual 
slope towards the street with good flagging, concrete, hard 
merchantable brick, plank or other pavement, which said 
“ board of commissioners ”’ shall approve; the sidewalks in 
front of lands on the streets and avenues above designated 
shall conform to the grade established by said commissioners 
under whose direction the work shall be done, and whenever 
a petition in writing shall be presented to said commissioners, 
signed by the owners of one half of the number of lineal 
feet upon one side of any road or street, or avenue, beside 
those streets or parts of streets above mentioned in said dis- 
trict, or upon so much of one side thereof as lies between 
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two points not less than two hundred feet, named in said 
petition, requesting to have so much of the sidewak of said 
street as lies between the said points named, and upon that 
side named in said petition, laid with stone, plank or composi- 
tion, and setting forth the materials to be used and the width 
of walk to be made, not less than two feet, the said commis- 
sioners shall immediately proceed to lay the same or cause 
the same to be laid in accordance with the request of such 
petition; and when the cost of constructing such sidewalk 
shall have been ascertained by the said commissioners, they 
shall assess and collect the said cost upon the owners of the 
lands fronting upon such sidewalk as in section nineteen ; 
provided, that in case a sidewalk shall have been already 
constructed of stone, plank or composition, which in the 
judgment of the said commissioners shall be as good as is 
required to be laid, they shall not take up such previously 
constructed sidewalk, except to regulate the grade, nor make 
any assessment against the owners of the lands for the num- 
ber of feet thus previously laid, except for the expense 
incurred in regulating such grade; and provided, also, that 
any land owner on the said street shall have the privilege of 
laying said sidewalk ion front of his own land under the 
direction of said commissioners, if done within thirty days 
after the passage of the resolution directing such improve- 
ment to be made; unless the time shall be extended. 

8. And be it enacted, That if any land owners shall neglect 
or refuse to pave the sidewalks on the streets or avenues 
named in the preceding section of this act within thirty 
days after they shall be notified by said commissioners to do 
so, the said commissioners or a majority of them, or their 
successors, shaJ] proceed to have the same done and they 
shall recover all the expenses and costs thereof in the name 
of the treasurer or board of commissioners or their suc: 
cessors, which shall include all necessary expenses including 
the cost of material, carting, labor and costs of collection 
with interest from such land owner under action of debt 
before any court having cognizance thereof, and the declara- 
tion in any such action may be general, stating the demand 
is for so much money paid, laid out, expended and due, in 
paving the sidewalks in front of their land by virtue of this 
act, and that the special matter may be given in evidence 
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under it; the costs and expenses shall be a lien upon the 
property improved until paid. 

9. And be it enacted, That each and every landowner in 
front of whose lands, sidewalks shall have been or may here- 
after be made in pursuance of this act, and every occupant 
of such lands shall at all seasons of the year remove from 
said sidewalks all snow, ice, slush, mud or other incumbrance 
that may be thereon, and shall also at all times clean out 
and keep open for the free and easy passage of and flow of 
water, the drains and gutters in front thereof; and if any 
such landowner or occupant shall neglect or refuse to do so 
for the space of six hours after being notified by said com- 
missioners, or their street commissioner, the said commis- 
sioners or street commissioner shall have the same done, and 
the expenses thereof! may be recovered in the manner here- 
inbefore provided. 

10. And be vt enacted, That after sidewalks shall be graded 
and paved as hereinbefore mentioned, each landowner shall 
thereafter keep the same in good and sufficient repair in 
front of their lands, and in case of neglect or refusal, the 
said commissioners shall cause the same to be so kept, and 
the expenses thereof shall be a lien on such property, and 
shall be by them recovered against such landowner so refus- 
ing or neglecting as hereinbefore provided, 

11. And be it enacted, That whenever the said commis- 
sioners shall determine to make any improvement under sec- 
tion six of this supplement, they shall cause public notice to 
be given of their intention to cause such improvement to be 
made, which notice shall be signed by the president and 
secretary of their board, and be published in some news- 
paper printed in the city of Newark and circulating in said 
district ; and which notice shall briefly describe the improve- 
ment proposed to be made, and shall request all persons 
who may object thereto to present their objections in writing, 
at the office of said commissioners, within ten days from the 
date of said notice; and at any time after the expiration of 
said ten days, the commissioners may proceed to consider 
such ordinance. 

12. And be it enacted, That whenever said commissioners 
shall have determined, by ordinance to open, vacate, alter 
or widen, any street or road, or to make any sewer or drain 
within said district, and to appropriate for such purpose any 
lands, it shall be lawful for them to appoint three disinter- | 
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ested persons, residing in said district, appraisers, to make 
an assessment of the damages that any owners of lands so 
appropriated will sustain; and in estimating and assessing 


said damages, the said appraisers shall have due regard both 
tan) 5 


to the value of the lands so taken, with the improvements 
thereon, and to any special injury to the remaining lands of 
such owner or owners by making such award; the remain- 
ing lands or real estate of such owner shall be liable to 
assesement for the costs, damages and expenses of making 
such improvement in common with other property benefited. 

13. And be it enacted, That the said appraisers shall give 
one week’s notice, by advertisement, in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the city of Newark, of the time and place of their 
first meeting; and they shall have power to examine wit- 
nesses under oath, to be administered by any one of them, 
and to adjourn from time to time, and to make the assess- 
ment aforesaid, and a certificate thereof, and to file the same 
with said commissioners ; and said assessment, being ratified 
by the commissioners, shall be binding and conclusive upon 
the owner or owners of any such lands and real estate; and 
the said commissioners shall then cause the same to be con- 
verted and used for the purposes aforesaid ; provided, that 
any such owner or owners may appeal from said assessment, 
to the circuit court of the county of Hssex, within sixty 
days from such ratification, which court shall then order a 
trial by jury, to assess the damages sustained by the party 
appeaiing, the trial whereof shall be conducted as in other 
cases of trial by jury; and any damages assessed as afore- 
said, with interest from the date of assessment, or in case of 
appeal, the amount of verdict rendered, with interest from 
the date of entry of such verdict, shall be payable on de- 
mand; and in case of non-payment thereof, the person enti- 
tled thereto may sue for and recover the same against the 
commissioners of the Belleville polling district, in an action 
of debt with costs, in any court having cognizance thereof; 
but no such appeal shall arrest or delay the progress or com- 
pletion of said work. 

14. And be tt enacted, That in order to provide for the 
payment of the costs, damages and expenses for any im- 
provements authorized under the first and second subdi- 
visions, under section six of this supplement, the said com- 
missioners shall ascertain the whole amount of such costs, 
damages and expenses, including therein discount and inter- 
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est on money borrowed or expended in making such im- 
provement, and shall cause to be ade a just and equitable 
assessment thereof upon the owners of all lands benetited 
thereby, in proportion to the advantage each shall be deemed 
to acquire; and said commissioners s shall appoint three dis- 
interested persons, residing in said district, assessors, to 
make such assessinent, who shall make a report, in writing, 
of such assessment, and before signing the same, shall place 
the report in the office of said commissioners for examina- 
tion by the parties interested therein, and shall give notice 
for the period of one week, in a newspaper published in the 
city of Newark, notifying all persons interested, of a time 
and place when and where they can be heard by said as- 
sessors; and after hearing the parties the said assessors shall 
complete the report, making such alterations as they deem 
proper, and shall then sign and return the same to said com- 
missioners, with all written objections thereto by parties 
interested.

and, on conviction thereof, shall be punished by fine not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding 
six months, or both, at the discretion of the court. 

25. And be it enacted, That whenever proceedings shall be Damagesnot 
taken for the opening, altering, widening or closing of any forssy> 
street laid down on any of the aforesaid maps of gaid com- Pula om. 
missioners, it shall not be lawful to allow damages to sequentto 
be assessed for any buildings or any improvement which themaps 
may be built, or made in whole or in part on any such street, 
subsequent to the filing of said maps. 

26. ind be it enacted, That for the purpose of making said ee 
original and other surveys and maps, and of doing all work commission. 
necessary to lay out the streets and highways in said district, anthorized 
said commissioners are authorized to expend any sum not ps 
exceeding, in the whole, five thousand dollars in any one 
year; and the assessor of the township of Belleville shall be 
required to assess so much thereof, from time to time, as 
may be required and directed by said commissioners, by a 
general assessment upon all taxable property within said 
district; and all provisions relating to the collection of 
taxes in the township of Belleville shall apply to the collec- 
tion of this assessment. 


27. nd be it enacted, That said commigsioners may, from 
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time to time, appoint a street commissioner, who shall take

29. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners ap-— 
pointed by said act, and their successors, shall have power 
to make any agreement with the Newark or Jersey City 
Water Commissioners, for the laying of pipes for the supply 
of water through any street or streets within the limits of 
said district, and may allow an interest, not exceeding ten 
per centum per annum, on the cost of the same, which 
amount shall be assessed upon the property along the line of 
such street or streets, and upon lands lying within three 
hundred feet of said street, and upon all lands which may 
have water connections with said pipes at a greater distance ; 
which tax shall be assessed and collected in the manner 
provided for the collection of other assessments, in section 
twenty-six of this supplement.

CHAPTER DCIX. 


An Act for the Control and Government of the Public 
Schools in Jersey City. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Tor ot 


the State of New Jersey, That the board of directors of board of 
education shall meet on the first Monday of May next suc- be Saag 
ceeding their election at the place of the last meeting of the 
board of education, at half-past seven o’clock in the evening, 

and determine by lot which of them shall hold office for the 

various terms; each member having previously taken and 
subscribed before the city clerk of Jersey City an oath or 
affirmation faithfully and impartially to execute tae duties 

of his office, to the best of his skill, ability and understanding, 

which oath or affirmation shall remain on file in the office of 

said city clerk. 

2. ind be it enacted, That the board of education shall Duties of tne 
hold stated meetings at least once in each month at such and compen- 
places as they may designate; they shall choose one of their | 
number to be president, to serve one year, who shall receive 
a salary of one thousand dollars per annum, who shall in 
addition to his duties as presiding officer of the board, per- 
form such other duties and exercise such powers as the board 
may assign to him; he shall be required to be in attendance 
at least one hour of each school day of the year at the office 
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of the city superintendent of public schools, to advise and 
consult with the superintendent and others upon matters 
relating to the welfare of the schools. 

3. And be it enacted, That the board of education shall 
have power to elect a clerk to perform such duties, and at 
such salary (not exceeding fifteen hundred dollars per 
annum) as they may direct, and to establish rules and regu- 
lations for the government of the board, among which shall 
be one providing for the calling of special meetings. 

4, And be it enacted, That the board of education shall 
elect a city superintendent of public schools, who shall hold 
office for three years, commencing on the second Monday of 
Mav, next succeeding the organization of said board, unless 
removed for cause; they shall elect a treasurer of said board, 
who shall give such bonds as the board may require, and 
such principals, teachers, janitors and other employees for 
the public schools of Jersey City, as they may deem neces- 
sary, who shall hold office during the pleasure of the board 3 
they shall have power to establish rules and regulations for 
the opening, closing and management of the public schools of 
said city ; provided, that such rules and regulations do not 
interfere with the free tuition of every child within said city 
between five and eighteen years of age, and are in other 
respects consistent with the laws of the state. 

5. “ind be it enacted, That the board of education shall 
have powcr to provide, and it shall be their duty to provide 
as far as practicable, for such schools, whether day schools 
or night schools, within said city, as in their judgment may 
be necessary for the free tuition of every child in said city, 
between five and eighteen years of age; provided, that if 
any other buildings or lands be necessary for that purpose 
than such as are now in use for school purposes, said board 
of education shall so report to the board of public works, 
who may then provide such other buildings or lands, and in 
any case where new buildings are erected for school pur- 
poses the same shall be done in accordance with plans 
approved by the board of education, and in case said board 
of education cease to require any building or lands thereto- 
fore used for school purposes, they shall so report to the 
board of public works, who may thereupon sell or dispose 
of the same. 

6. And be it enacted, That the board of education shall 
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define the duties and fix the compensation of the principals, 
teachers and janitors of public schools and other employees 
of the board, and shall provide everything in their judgment 
necessary for or appertaining to the public schools in said 
city, except the purchase of lands, the erection of buildings 
and the making of repairs where the outlay therefor shall 
in a single instance exceed five hundred dollars; and said 
board shall have power to expend not only so much of the 
taxes as may he levied in said city for the support of public 
schools, but also such portion of the state school fund as may 
be apportioned to the said city, or any part thereof, and 
‘generally, said board of education shall exercise the powers 
and perform the duties assigned by general law to the board 
of trustees of school districts, except as otherwise in this 
act provided. 

7. And be it enacted, That the board of education shall 
have power to appropriate and expend a sum annually, not 
exceeding one thousand dollars for the establishment and 
maintenance of a free library, for the use of the teachers 
and pupils of public schools and others, subject to such rules 
and restrictions as said board may deem necessary. 

8. And be it enacted, That the board of education, shall 
have power to provide such normal school or schools as in 
their judgment may be necessary for the instruction of the 
teachers of public schools or others, and to establish rules 
and regulations for the same. 

9. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the board 
of education : 

First—To keep a complete record of the proceedings of 
said board aud cause the same to be published in the official 
newspapers of said city ; 

Second—To obtain by contract if practicable all supplies 
and work required for the public schools (excepting services 
of principals, teachers, janitors and other permanent em- 
ployees of the board): involving an expenditure exceeding 
two hundred dollars; proposals for which shall be adver- 
tised for in the official newspapers of said city at least one 
week previous to deciding thereon, and to award the con- 
tract for any article or articles or work to any responsible 
party proposing the lowest price for the same, who shall 
give satisfactory security for the execution of the contract; 
provided, that the said board may in their discretion reject 
any or all bids so received ; 
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Third—To make and enforce such by-laws, rules and 
regulations for the government of said board and of the pub- 
lic schools, as to secure an economical and efficient system 
of public education ; 

Fourth—To prepare and cause to be published in the 
month of August, of each year, a statement of all the prop- 
erty and eflects in their possession used in said city for 
school purposes, together with a report of the number of 
schools under their charge, the number and names of the 
teachers employed in each, the number of pupils enrolled, 
the average attendance, the annual cost of each school, 
and the expenditures of said board for the year, properly - 
classified under the respective heads of rents, repairs and 
alterations, school furniture, salaries, school books and 
stationery, fuel and incidental expenses, together with such 
general remarks in regard to the progress, management and 
wants of the public schools as the board may deem advis- 
able ; 

Fifth—To prepare and transmit to the board of finance 
and taxation on or before the first day of July of each year, 
an estimate of the amount of money necessary for the sup- 
port of the public schools for the ensuing year, specifying 
the several purposes for which the same shall be required 
and the amount required for each; and the board of finance 
and taxation may at their discretion insert in the tax levy 
of said city for the current year the amount of said esti- 
mate, less the amount received or to be received from the 
school fund of the state for the current year. | 

10. And be zt enacted, That the board of education may 
at any regular meeting, or special meeting called for the 
purpose, order the drawing of a warrant for an amount 
sufficient to pay the salaries of the employees of the board 
for the current month, and the amounts due for such sala- 
ries may be paid by the officer duly authorized by said 
board, upon pay-rolls certified and approved by the city 
superintendent of public schools; and at the beginning of 
the summer vacation it shall be lawful for said board to 
order the payment of all salaries of principals and teachers 
for the balance of the school year, as delined by the state 
law. 

11. And be it enacted, That the city superintendent of 
public schools shall receive such annual salary, not exceed- 
ing three thousand five hundred dollars, as the board of 
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education shall direct, and’ shall perform the duties and 
exercise the powers within said city which would otherwise 
belong to a county superintendent, and shall perform such 
other duties and exercise such other powers as the said 
board shall assign to him.

if any member shall remove outside the limits of the alder- 
manic district from which he was chosen, his office shall 
thereupon become vacant. 

13. And be it enacted, That at the charter election imme- 
diately preceding the expiration of the term of office of any 
of the members of the board of directors of education, the 
electors of the aldermanic districts in which the members 
of said board reside, whose term shall expire, shall choose 
as many persons to be members of said board as shall be 
‘required to fill the vacancies caused by said expiration of 
terms, and the persons so chosen shall hold office six for one 
year and six for two and thereafter the term shall be two 
years, commencing on the first Monday in May next suc- 
ceeding said election; and if any vacancy shall occur in 
said board after the charter election of any year, from any 
cause other than the expiration of terms, the board of 
aldermen of Jersey City may order a special election in 
the district in which said vacancy shall occur, and persons 
chosen to fill vacancies shall hold office during the unex- 
pired term only. 

14. And be it enacted, That the said board shall exercise 
the powers and perform the duties theretofore belonging to 
the board of education of Jersey City not otherwise in this 
act provided for.

An Act to authorize the land owners of the Village of New 
Carlstadt, in the County of Bergen, to make Improve- 
ments. 


1. BE iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for the land 
owners, owning property on the respective streets as laid 
down on certain maps filed in the Bergen county clerk’s 
office, entitled as follows, viz.: “Map of New Carlstadt 
Land Association, four hundred and twenty-one lots,” filed 
February twenty-seventh, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-seven; “ Map of property of Middle Carlstadt Land 
Association,” filed January twenty-fifth, one thousand eight 


hundred and seventy-one, and ‘ Map of property of the 
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Central Carlstadt Land Verein,” filed June sixth, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, to improve the 
said streets and sidewalks thereof, by grading and paving 
the same, and to make such other improvements as they 
may deem desirable, and that it may be done as is hereinaf- 
ter provided. 

2. And be it enacted, Chat there shall be an election held 
by the said land owners on the third Tuesday in April, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-three, of which election 
notice shall be given by notices put up in at least five public 
places within said limits, and by publication in a newspaper 
or newspapers published in or nearest said place, for the 
same length of time, designating the time, place and object 
of said election, and said land owners or such as may 
attend, shall by a majority of votes elect nine suitable per- 
sons, being land owners as aforesaid, who shall constitute 
and be styled “The Board of Trustees of New Carlstadt,’’ 
three of whom shall be elected for the term of one year, 
three for the term of two years, and three for the term of 
three years; which election shall be conducted, and notice 
thereof given by the following persons, viz.: Henry Cordes, 
Richard Krause and Henry Gerecke, and their certificate of 
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the election of the persons to the office aforesaid shall be 
evidence thereof. 

3. And be tt enacted, That on the third Tuesday in April 
in each year, upon notice as provided for in the second sec- 
tion of this act, given by said board of trustees, an election 
shall be held for the purpose of electing three trustees to 
take the place of the three whose term of office shall be 
most nearly expired, and such additiona] trustees as may be 
necessary to fill vacancies in said board, if any such there 
may have occurred, which election shall he conducted hy 
the acting members of said board; special election to fill 
vacancies may be ordered at any time by the board of trus- 
tees, upon giving the same notice as in regular elections. 

4. And be tt enacted, That the members of the first board 
of trustees shall on the Tuesday next following their elec- 
tion hold a meeting, at which meeting said board shall or- 
ganize by electing from their number a president and a vice 
president, and shall also elect a clerk, a collector and a 
superintendent of public works; and said board shall an- 
nually thereafter hold such meeting, effect such organiza- 
tion and elect such officers. 

5. And be tt enacted, That the clerk of said board of trus- 
tees shall keep an impartial record of the proceedings of 
said board, and shall keep in a book or books provided 
for that purpose an accurate account of all moneys borrowed, 
taxes and assessments collected, the number and amount of 
bonds outstanding and the name of the person or persons at 
whose instance said bonds were issued; and shall at the 
request of any two members of said board, furnish to said 
board a detailed statement of the same, and shall at least 
ten days before each annual election publish a similar state- 
ment, together with a statement of the collector’s account to 
be furnished to said clerk by the collector, in the newspaper 
or newspapers published in or nearest said place. 

6. And be it enacted, That said collector shall have the 
control of all moneys raised under the direction of said 
board of trustees, and provided for by this act, and shall 
pay out no moneys except upon the written order of said 
board of trustees, signed by the president and countersigned 
by the clerk, and shall enter into bonds with at least two 
sureties to said board, in such an amount as said board may 
direct, which bond shall be approved by said board ; provided, 
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such bond shall be of an amount at least double the amount 
of money at any time in the hands of said collector.

regulate, clean and keep said streets in repair, and to enforce 
the removal of snow, ice, dirt or garbage, from the side- 
walks and gutters, by the owners or occupants of the lands 
fronting thereon ; to direct and regulate the planting, rear- 
ing, trimming and preserving of ornamental shade trees in 
said streets, and to authorize or prohibit the removal or 
destruction of such trees, and keep in good order and 
proper condition the public wells and pumps, and may from 
time to time make assessments for such general expenses in 
proportion to the number of square feet of land owned by 
each land owner. 
Trustees 9. And be tt enacted, That whenever the persons owning 
an estimate lands on any street in said village, or any portion of such 
Meco or street of not less than two hundred feet in length, shall 
mene" determine by a majority of votes to grade, regulate, pave, 
flag or otherwise improve such streets or sidewalks, the said 
trustees, upon being notified of snch determination, shall 
inake or cause to be made an estimate of the probable cost 
of such grading, paving or other improvement, and shall 
apportion the amount among the said land owners in pro- 
portion to the number of feet of land, running measure, 
each land owner owns on such street, and the amount so 
assessed against such land owners shall be paid to the col- 
lector of said board within sixty days after written demand 
thereof shall have been made by said collector, and in case 
of neglect or refusal, said collector shall make out a list of 
such delinquents, and place the same in the hands of any 
justice of the peace of the county of Bergen, who shall issue 
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a precept in the nature of a tax warrant, directed to any 
constable of said county, who shall proceed to collect the 
amount due from such delinquent land owner in the same 
manner as township and county taxes are authorized to be 
collected; any land owner on such street or part of a street 
desirous of making improvements, may call a meeting of the 
land owners owning lands on such street or part of streets, 
under this section, by a written notice put up in three public 
places in said village, at least five days previous to the day 
of meeting, and by publication for the same length of time 
in a newspaper or newspapers published in or nearest said 
place, designating the time, place and object of such meet- 
ing; and said land owners, when so assembled shall choose a 
chairman and secretary who shall receive and count the 
votes; and their certificate of such determination shall be 
evidence thereof. 

10, And be zt enacted, That as soon as said assessment 
shall have been made, the said trustees shall cause such work 
to be done as speedily as possible, and shall procure or 
cause to be procured all necessary materials for the doing 
thereof, and the expenses thereof shall be paid out of the 
moneys collected for that purpose. 

ll. And be tt enacted, That improvements desirable on 
the public property in said village may be made by said 
trustees upon determination at a meeting of the land owners 
of said village, called by any land owner in the manner pre- 
scribed in the ninth section of this act, and the cost thereof, 
as also of all grading, paving, and flagging of street cross- 
ings, shall be apportioned by said trustees among the owners 
of land in said village in proportion to the number of square 
feet of land owned wy each. 

12. And be it enacted, That all taxes levied and assess- 
ments laid upon lands within said limits, by virtue of any 
provisions of this act, shall be and remain a lien upon the 
lands assessed until the same are paid. 

13. And be it enacted, That in case any land owner within 
said limits is unable to pay, within the time prescribed in 
this act, the amount of taxes and assessments levied against 
such land owner for any improvements made and shall so 
state in writing to said board of trustees, then said board 
Shall have power, and they are hereby authorized to borrow 
money not to exceed in amount the sum of twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars, and to issue bonds for the same payable in ten 
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years from the date of their issue, with interest at the rate 
of seven per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, 
which bonds shall be signed by the president, clerk and at 
least one other member of the said board of trustees. 

14. And be it enacted, That the person or persons at 
whose instance money shall have been borrowed and bonds 
be issued for the same, shall annually pay ten per centum 
of the original taxes and assessments so as aforesaid secured, 
together with the accrued interest, and a proportional share 
of the costs and expenses incident thereto, until the whole 
amount thereof shall be paid. 

15. And be it enacted, That the clerk, collector and 
superintendent of public works shall receive such compen- 
sation for their services as shall be fixed by said board of 
trustees, and all other members of said board shall receive 
no compensation, but shall be allowed and paid all reason- 
able expenses incurred in the performance of the duties 
pertaining to their office. 

16. And be it enacted, That this act shall be taken and 
deemed a public act, and shall take effect immediately.

1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the inhabitants of the town- 
ship of Branchburg, in the county of Somerset, be and they 
are hereby authorized and required to elect by ballot, at 
their annual town meeting, between the hours of ten o’clock 
in the morning and four o’clock in the afternoon (excepting 
one hour adjournment between the hours of twelve o’clock, 
noon, and one o’clock in the afternoon) in the manner now 
authorized by law for the election of state and county 
officers, all such township officers (excepting overseers of the 
highways) as the inhabitants of the said township are now 
or hereafter may be authorized or required to elect; and 
Shall in like manner designate and fix the amounts of money 
to be raised by the said township for schools, roads and 
other purposes, and also the place of holding the next 
regular election in said township for the election of state 
and county officers. 

2. And be it enacted, That the inspectors of election 
elected at the last general election for state and county 
officers, or at any future election for such officers, shall pre- 
side at and conduct the election at the next ensuing annual 
town meeting in said townships respectively, which town 
meetings shall be held at the same place as the regular 
election for state and county officers next preceding the 
same was held. 

3. And be it enacted, That a plurality of votes shall be 
sufficient to elect any officers at such election, and to deter- 
mine the amount of money to be raised or specified for any 
particular purpose; and in case of a tie vote, or neglect or 
refusal of any officer elected to serve, the township com- 
mittee shall have power to fill such vacancy at their next 
meeting after such election, and to decide between those 
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having an equal number of votes, and to determine the 
amount or amounts of money to be raised. 

4. And be it enacted, That hereafter the acting overseer Blection of. 
of the highways in each and every road district in said roaddistricts 
township shall call a meeting of the voters of said road 
district to be held on Saturday previous to the next regular 
town meeting, by a notice in writing under the hand of said 
acting overseer of the highways in said district, set up at 
two of the most public places in said district for at least 
five days previous to such meeting, for the purpose of elect- 
ing an overseer of the roads for said district for the 
ensuing year, and the person who shall receive a majority of 
the votes cast at such meeting thus called shall be the over- 
seer of said respective road district for the next year, and 
it shall be the duty of the late overseer to report the result 
of such election to the town committee elected at the town 
meeting next preceding the same.

CHAPTER DCXXI. 


An Act for the Protection of Game and Fruit in the County 
of Hunterdon. : 


1. Berr enacted by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That hereafter any person or per- 
sons who shall hunt with a gun, or with a dog and gun, or 
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with any kind of firearms or weapon, or shall in any way 
kill, take or destroy with any trap, snare or other device 
whatsoever, any bird or animal, except such as are commonly 
considered noxious and valueless, or shall pluck, gather, or 
in any way destroy berries or any fruit of any kind, shall be 
liable to a penalty of ten dollars for each and every offence ; 
provided, that nothing herein contained shall prevent any 
person or persons from destroying any bird or animal or 
gathering berries or fruit on his or their own lands, or on 
the lands of others if their consent b: first obtained. 

2. And be it enacted, That the owner or occupant of the 
premises upon which the offence named in the first section 
of this act has been committed, or their authorized agent or 
agents shall have power to arrest without process any person 
or persons having committed such offence, and take him or 
them before any justice of the peace of the said county 
having competent jurisdiction, who shall proceed as provided 
in the sixth section of a supplement to an act entitled “ An 
act for the preservation of deer and other game, and to 
prevent trespassing with guns,’’ approved March twenty- 
sixth, anno duimtini one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six ; 
and for this purpose the said owners, occupants and agents 
are hereby vested with all the powers, immunities and 
responsibilities of the constables of said county. 

3. And be it enacted, That all fines collected under this 
act one-half shall be paid to the complainant and the 
remainder to be paid to the overseer of the poor of the 
township, borough or city where the offence was committed, 
for the use of the poor of said township, borough or city ; 
and on the non-payment of the said penalty or penalties and 
costs, the defendant shall be committed to the county jail 
until the penalty or penalties and costs are paid; provided, 
that the said imprisonment shall not exceed ninety days. 

4, And be it enacted, That all acts or parts of acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act, be and the same are 
hereby repealed.

WHEREAS, the owners of lands situate in the city of Hobo- 
ken and in the township of Weehawken, heretofore peti- 
tioned the mayor and council of the city of Hoboken to 
jwprove Fifteenth street, from the westerly line of Meadow 
street to the foot of the hill, and in pursuance of said pe- 
tition the said The Mayor and Council of the city of Ho- 
boken passed an or:‘iinance authorizing said improvement 
to be made; and whereas, the said improvement has been 
made, and the said The Mayor and Oouncil of the city 
of Hoboken, have become liable to pay the costs and ex. 
penses of doing said work on said street; and whereas, it 
has been suggested that the said ordinance ts irreyular and 
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illegal, for the reason that a small portion of the said 

street improved as aforesaid lies beyond the corporate 

limits of the city of Hoboken, that is to say, in the town- 
ships of Weehawken and West Hoboken; therefore, 

1. Be rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That a certain ordinance entitled 
“ An ordinance to provide for street improvements on Fit- 
teenth street, from the Westerly line of Meadow street to 
the foot of the hill,’ passed by the said The Mayor and 
Council of the city of Hoboken on the twenty-first aay of 
September, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, and 
approved by the miayor of said city on the twenty-second 
day of September, one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
nine, be and the same is hereby ratified, confirmed and de- 
clared to be legal, valid and binding, and that all contracts 
and proceedings had, done, performed and taken, under and 
in pursuance of said ordinance, shall be as legal, valid and 
binding as if said ordinance had been in all respects regu- 
lar at the time of its passage. 

2. And be it enacted, That the commissioners of assess- 
ments of the city of Hoboken are hereby authorized and

paid; provided nevertheless, that a copy of the report of the 
commissioners of assessments shall be filed in the clerk’s 
olfice of the township of Weehawken, and in the clerk’s office 
of the township of West Hoboken. 

3. And be it enacted, Vhat this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of application 
the State of New Jersey, That within six months after the forappoint 
passage of this act, it shall and may be lawful for any two inissionersto 
or more persons, being owners of lands upon or adjoining Sven Hack. 
Hackensack creek, in the village of Hackensack and county *°*°r°** 
of Bergen, to make application in writing to the court of 
common pleas of said county, in open court, to appdint any 
three of the board of chosen freeholders of said county a 
board of commissioners to clear out, open, widen and 
straighten Hackensack creek, between a point on the north 
where said creek crosses the northerly line of Manning M. 

Knapp, and a point on the south where said creek is crossed 
by the Essex street bridge. 
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2. And be it enacted. That at least twenty days’ previous 
notice of said application, and of the day on which said 
application is intended to be made, shall be given by said 
applicants to the persons through whose lands said creek 
passes within the limits aforesaid, which notice shall be 
served personally upon said owners, or by leaving the same 
at the usual place of residence of such owner or owners. 

3. And be it enacted, That the said court of common 
pleas, when applied to as aforesaid, on due proof being 
made that the notice or notices mentioned in the second 
section of this act, have been served as in said section 
directed, are hereby authorized and required to appoint any 
three of the board of chcsen freeholders of said county, 
a board of commissioners, to carry out the objects of this 
act, and the said board of commissioners so appointed, shall 
meet at such time and place as the court shall direct, a copy 
of which appointment shall be served by said applicants, or 
any one of them, on each of said commissioners at least six 
days prior to the time of their meeting, and said applicants 
shall at least twelve days prior to the said time, cause 
written notice to be given to each of said owners within 
the limits aforesaid, setting forth the time and place of the 
meeting of said board of commissioners, agreeably to the 
directions of the court. 

4, And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the said board of commissioners, when met as aforesaid, or 
a majority so met, on due proof being made to them that 
the notices of their meeting have heen served as in this act 
directed, to view the premises, and may, if they shall think 
it necessary, order said creek to be opened, widened, 
straightened and cleared out to any width not exceeding 
ten feet, and cause the said creek to be surveyed and 
marked at proper distances in the line of the same, in such 
manner as to show how and where the same has been 
straightened and widened by them, and they shall also 
make a return thereof with a map or draught of the same, 
and the time within which the same shall be widened, 
opened, straightened and cleared out by the owners of the 
lands adjoining said creek within said limits, which return 
the said commissioners or a majority of them shall date, 
sign and deliver to the applicants, who shall deliver the 
same to the clerk of the court of common pleag of said 
county, to be by him recorded. 
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5. And be it enacted, That in case said owners or any 
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of them shall fail or neglect to widen, straighten, open and 
clear out said creek within the time mentioned in said 
return, then it shall and may be lawful for said commis- 
sioners or either of them to enter into and upon the lands 
lying upon said creek within the limits aforesaid, with all 
necessary workmen and implements and open, widen, clear 
out, straighten and remove all obstructions to the free 
passage of the waters within the limits aforesaid, according 
to said return; and the mud, timber and other obstructions 
taken out of said creek to be cast upon the lands next 
adjacent thereto; and the cost of such clearing out, widen- 
ing and straightening shall be recovered by said commis. 
sioners or either of them from such owner or owners as may 
have neglected or refused to widen, open clear out and 
straighten according to said return, by an action of debt in 
any court having cognizance thereof, with costs of suit. 

6. And be it enacted, That if any person whatsoever after 
the passage of this act, shall wilfully put anything whatever 
in the said creek that will in any way obstruct or be an im- 
pediment to the free course of the water in said creek within 
the limits aforesaid, he, she or they so offending shall pay 
the sum of ten dollars for each and every offense, to be 
recovered by any one of said owners or possessors of lands 
along the Hackensack creek in an action of debt with costs 
of suit in any court having cognizance of the seme. 

7. And be it enacted, That said board of commissioners 
shall be authorized to adjourn from time to time until the 
objects of this act have been carried into effect, and they 
shall severally be entitled to receive for each and every day 
employed in discharging the duties required of them by this 
act, the sum of three dollars, to be paid to them by the col- 
lector of the county of Bergen.

An Act to facilitate the Collection of ‘Taxes in the Township 
of Woodbridge, in the County of Middlesex. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the township committee of the 
township of Woodbridge, in the county of Middlesex, shall 
have power to enforce the collection of al! delinquent taxes 
heretofore assessed or which may hereafter be assessed on 
any real estate in said township, whether owned by residents 
or non-residents of this state, by exposing the same for sale 
at auction for the shortest time for which any person will 
take the same and pay all the taxes and the costs thereon ; 
and in case where the said committee may deem it for the 
interest of the township, they may authorize the collector of 
the said township to appear at such sale and bid on such 
lands as are offered for sale as aforesaid, in the name of the 
township, the land so sold to him, if any, to be the preperty 
of said township. 

2. And be zt enacted, That no land shall be sold by virtue 
of this act until the township collector shall have made a 
return to the township committee, that the taxes assessed on 
said lands are unpaid and have by him been returned as 
delinquent, and shall verify the same by his affidavit attached 
thereto; and the collector neglecting or refusing to make 
such return and affidavit on or before the annual township 
meeting for the election of officers, shall be liable to the 
township for all of said unpaid delinquent taxes not so 
returned. 

3. And be it enacted, That within ten days after the 
said return by the collector of the township, the township 
committee shall cause a copy of said return to be recorded 
in the clerk’s office of said township, and a copy thereof to 
be posted in at least three public places in said township, 
one of said places to be at the place where the last election 
of said township was held, the same to be certified to and 
signed by the clerk of the township. 
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4, And be it enacted, That if any of said delinquents, at 
any time before the expiration of twenty days after the first 
posting of said notices, shall appear before said clerk and 
pay said delinquent taxes and the costs, together with the 
additional sum of fifty cents as registry fee for said clerk, 
then in such case, the clerk shall receive the same in the 
name of the township committee, and give his receipt there- 
for; but in case such delinquents do not appear and make 
the said payment within the said twenty days, the township 
committee shall cause a certified copy of the said return and 
afidavit of the collector to be published in one or more 
newspapers published in said county for at least six weeks, 
specifying the time and place where the same will be sold at 
public vendue as aforesaid, for the collection of said returned 
and delinquent taxes. 

d. /lnd be tt enacted, That on the day mentioned in said 
notice as the day for said sale or on some subsequent day to 
which said sale may be adjourned, the chairman of the said 
committee shall at the hour named in said notice, proceed 
to sell the several tracts or parcels of land returned and 
unpaid, and in the order so returned at public vendue as 
aforesaid, to the person or persons who will take said 
premises so offered for the shortest time, and pay the amount 
of said delinquent taxes with the costs of advertising and 
sale. 

6. “ind be it enacted, That immediately after such sale the 
township committee shall execute and deliver to such person 
or persons, who may become the purchasers of said land, a 
certificate of such sale, describing the piece, or several 
pieces so sold, as the case may be, together with the amount 
paid for the same, entitling the holder thereof to a lease of 
the premises so sold; proveded, that the owner or owners of 
said land or lands, do not within two years from the date of 
said certificate, appear before the said committee and deposit 
with them for the purchaser of said lease, the amount so 
paid by him, together with interest at fifteen per centum per 
annum, in which case the said certificate shall be deemed to 
be canceled and the amount so received shall on demand be 
paid to the party holding and owning such certificate. 

1. And 6e it enacted, That if at the expiration of two 
years from the time of said sale, the owner or owners of any 
land so sold do not appear to redeem said land as aforesaid, 
then the said township committee shall execute to the holders 
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and owners of said certificate a lease of the premises des- 
cribed therein in the corporate name of said township, the 
party receiving said lease to be at the expense of the 
recording the same, and on the delivery of said lease the 
sale shall be final, and the leasehold to such lands pass 
irrevocably to the holders thereof, until the said lease 
expire. 

8. “ind be it enacted, That a majority of the said com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum for the purposes of this act, 
and may adjourn from time to time as they shall deem proper. 

9. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed to be 
a public act, and shall take effect immediately and all acts or 
parts of acts inconsistent herewith so far as relate to said 
township of Woodbridge are hereby repealed.

An Act to authorize the Inhabitants of the Township of 
Tewkesbury, in the County of Hunterdon, and the Town- 
ship of Marlboro, in the County of Monmouth, to vote by 
ballot at their town meetings. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the inhabitants of the town- 
ship of Tewkesbury, in the county of Hunterdon, and the 
township of Marlboro, in the county of Monmouth, are 
hereby authorized and required to elect by ballot, and not 
otherwise, at their annual town meetings, until otherwise 
required by law, the following officers, whose qualifications 
and duties shall be the same as now, or as may hereafter 
be fixed by law, that is: a township clerk, a judge of elec- 
tion, an assessor, a collector, one chosen freeholder, three 
commissioners of appeal, the same number of surveyors of 
the highways and overseers of the poor as are now chosen 
in said townships, a township committee consisting of five 
persons, a8 many justices of the peace as the townships may 
be constitutionally entitled to elect, one or more constables, 
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one or more poundkeepers; and shall also, upon the same 
ballot, vote for the amount to be raised for the support of 
the poor, for school purposes, for the repair of roads, and 
for the place of holding the next annual town meeting, and 
the election of state and county officers. 

2, And be it enacted, That the said election shall Open: How to 3 
at eight o’clock in the morning, and close at four o’clock in closing the 
the afternoon, and that it be conducted in the same manner, 
and be subject to the same rules as elections for state and 
county officers are or shall be. 

3. And be it enacted, That a plurality of votes shall be ae ie 
sufficient to elect any officer or determine any question sub- sufficient to 
mitted to the said town meeting; and in case of an equal — 
number of votes being cast for any candidates, or the 
failure to elect an officer by the town meeting, or to decide 
upon the amount of money to be raised or specified, or to 
determine any question within its province, or in case of 
the refusal of any person elected to accept the appointment, 
then the township committee shall, at their next meeting 
advise and determine the same; and if an equal number of Proceedings 
ballots have been cast for opposing candidates, or on te vote — 
opposing sides of the same question, then the determination 
of the township committee shall be confined to the candi- 
dates or sides receiving equally the highest number of 
ballots.

A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An Act to 
Revise and Amend the Charter of Egg Harbor City,” 
approved February thirteenth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-eight. 


1, BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, ‘That from and after the passage 
of this supplement, it shall and may be lawful for the com- 
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mon council of said city, and they shall have full power and 
authority to release from all municipal taxation manufac- 
tories, or any part thereof of every kind and description 
hereafter to be established therein, where the actual capital

designated in such petition, and also the number of lineal 
feet upon the lines of such road or section owned by the 
person subscribing such petition, and if, upon investigation, 
it shall appear that the owners of three-fifths of the number 
of lineal feet upon the road or section designated in said 
petition shall have subscribed the same, and that such sec- 
tion, (in case a section be designated) extend the length of 
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an entire block, to wit: the distance from centre to centre 
between two cross roads, it shall be lawful for the township 
committee to order and cause the work requested in such 
petition to be done, and shall establish the centre, curb and 
side lines of said street and establish a suitable grade, and 
file a map of the same with the town clerk. 

2, And be it enacted, That in case the township committee 
shall order and cause any road or section of a road to be 
improved under the provisions of this act they shall proceed 
to make contracts, after having advertised for proposals, 
with one or more persons for the work called for in said 
petition ; but in all cases the estimates, proposals and con- 
tracts shall designate, separately, the grading and the 
macadamizing or paving, and the price or cost of each 
respectively. | 

3. And be it enacted, That the entire cost of grading 
and macadamizing or paving, and the expenses of overseeing 
and engineering, shall be borne and paid by the owners of 
the lands along the line of the road or section improved 
under the provisions of this act; and whenever the cost of 
such grading and macadamizing or paving and overseeing 
and engineering shall have been ascertained, the township 
committee, or a majority of them, shall make and sign an 
assessment of the entire amount of such cost and expense 
upon the lands along the lines of the road or section of a 
road so improved, pro rata, according to the number of lineal 
feet upon the lines of such road or section in the tracts or 
lots of the several owners respectively; and the township 
committee shall deliver a copy of such assessment, when 
made, to the township assessor, who shall enter the same in 
his duplicate; and it shall be the duty of the township col- 
lector to collect the said assessments at the same time, in the 
same manner and by the same means as the county and 
township taxes; and every such assessment made in pursu- 
ance of this act is hereby declared to be a legal, valid and 
binding assessment against the owners and upon the property 
therein designated, and a lien upon the lands on which said 
assessment is made.

WHEREAS, The Washington Bridge Company, a body cor- 
porate of the state of New Jersey, created by an act of 
the legislature, entitled “ An Act to provide for the build- 
ing of a draw-bridge across South river, in the county of 
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Middlesex,” dated February fourteenth, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-one; and whereas, The Wash- 
ington Bridge Company above named are severally and 
respectively willing to dispose of their stock to the county 
of Middlesex; now theref: re, 

1. BE Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Andrew J. Dishrow, Dennis 
Vanderbilt, James Higgins, James Applegate, Henry Brown, 
Peter Fisher and James Scudcer, seven of the residents and 
freeholders in the said county of Middlesex and state of New 
Jersey, disinterested parties, be and they are hereby ap- 
pointed as commissioners of said county to confer with said 
company and agree upon a price and conditions for and upon 
which the said county may purchase the franchises, privileges 
and stock of said company, in toto, for the purpose of making 
the bridge of said company free to all for crossing and re- 
crossing. 

2. And be it enacted, That when a price shall have been 
agreed upon for the said bridge, its several and respective 
franchises, it shall be lawful for the board of chosen free-

And be it enacted, That hereafter the town clerk shall 
receive a salary of six hundred dollars per annum, to be in 
full payment for all services rendered; except for the sale 
of property for non-payment of taxes and assessments, 
drawing declarations of sale and for services in all matters 
of street improvements in said town, he shall give bonds in 
an amount to be fixed by the council for faithful performance 
of duty, and shall devote three hours each day to the busi- 
ness of his office.

B. Weller’s lot, thence in a northerly course along the east 
line of the same to the road leading from Clinton to Annan- 
dale, thence easterly along said road to a point where the 
road coming from Peter Yauger’s intersects said road, 
thence along said road coming from Peter Yauger’s in a 
northerly course to the southern line of lands of William 
H. Yauger, thence along the southern line of said William 
H. Yauger’s lands to the South Branch of the Raritan 
river, thence up the South Branch of Raritan river in a 
northerly course to a point in the same the northeast corner 
of lands of Garret Conover, thence in a northwesterly

Union to a stake in said road and corner of Jands of (late) 
A. W. Dunham, deceased, in a line of lands late of Godfrey 
Case, deceased, thence along said Case’s line due east to

CHAPTER DCLXXXVIL. 
An Act to provide for a Map of Essex County. 


1, BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Marto be 
the State of New Jersey, That the Essex county public road ported to the 
board are hereby instructed to repo t to the next session of 
the legislature an accurate map of such portions of the 
county of Essex as are included within the limits of the im- 
provements heretofore authorized to be made by them under 
acts of the legislature already passed, together with such 
suggestions as they may deem proper to make, in order to 
establish an economical system of public parks connected by 
boulevards or public drives, so as to furnish suitable grounds 
and drives for the purposes of health and recreation. 

2. Alnd be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed and 
taken to be a public act, and shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER DCXCIII. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘An Act to Revise and 
Amend the Charter of the City of Elizabeth,” approved 
March fourth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, 
and the several supplements thereto. 


1. Be iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That so much of the act and its sup- 
plements to which this act is a supplement, as relates to the 
appointment of commissioners to assess the costs and ex- 
penses and damages and benefits of any public improvement 
in said city, is hereby repealed, and hereafter a board of 
commissioners, consisting of three persons, residents and 
freeholders in said city, whose term of office shall be three 
years, (except as herein specially provided,) shall perform all 
the duties of such commissions; at the second meeting of the 
city council after the passage of this act, the mayor shall 
nominate to the city council suitable persons to serve as com- 
missioners under this act, to serve for one, two and three 
years respectively, from and after the date of their con- 
firmation by the council, and until their successors shall be 
appointed and qualified; and at the expiration of their first. 
respective terms of one, two and three years, their succes- 
sors shall be appointed by nomination of the mayor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the city council, for the full 
terms of three years severally, under the general provision 
of this act, and until their successors shall in the same man- 
ner be duly chosen and qualified; and any vacancy occurring 
in the office of commissioner under this act shall be filled for 
the unexpired term in tne same mode, to wit: by the ap- 
pointment of the mayor by and with the advice and consent 
of the council; the commissioners appointed under this act 
shall receive for compensation five dollars per day for each 
day’s service, and five dollars each for the inspection on the 
ground of each work of public improvement for which they 
shall be required to make an assessment; such compensa- 
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tion to be paid out of the city treasury as the compensstion 
of other city officers is paid; and before entering upon their 
office, every commissioner under this act shall take the usual 
oath under the charter to perform faithfully the duties of 
the said office. — 

2. And be it enacted, That the said board of commission- 
ers shall make all assessments for the costs and expenses, 
and the damages and benefits of all public improvements 
hereafter to be made, and which are required to be made by 
commissioners, aS well as such other assessments for work 
already done as the city council shall refer to them; and 
they shall make their assessments upon the principles con- 
tained in the subsequent sections of this act; all assessments 
for damages and benefits of public improvements shall here- 
after be made separately, but returned to the city council at 
one and the same time; provided, that no assessments for 
damages shall be paid until the assessments for benetits are 
deducted therefrom. 

3. And be it enacted, That the board of commissioners 
created by this act shall meet at the call of the comptroller 
of the city whenever their services shall be required, and at 
the times and places he shall name, and the comptroller shall 
be ex-officio secretary of said board, and shall keep the min- 
utes of their proceedings and the maps and records pertain- 
ing to the work of said commissioners, open to public inspec- 
tion as other records of his office; and said commissioners 
shall cause to be endorsed by the comptroller upon each and 
every certificate of assessment returned by them, the time 
engaged in making such assessment, the value of the time so 
employed, to be assessed as a part of the costs of the im- 
provement, and paid into the city treasury; and in case of 
the disqualification of either of said commissioners by reason 
of personal interest in any award to be made by him, or from 
any other cause, a special commissioner shall be appointed, 
in the mode already prescribed, to make such award in place 
of the commissioner so disqualified. 

4, Jind be zt enacted, ‘That whenever any ordinance direct- 
ing the making of any improvement for which an assessment 
is to be made shall take effect, the commissioners to be 
appointed under this act shall forthwith proceed in the 
discharge of their duties in reference to such improvement, 
and shall ascertain and determine what lands and real estate 
are benefited or damaged thereby, in order to define the

assessment district of said improvement; they shall also 
estimate the said benefits and damages to each tract within 
said district, having regard to the superficial feet of each 
tract, as well as to the lineal feet thereof along the line of 
the improvement; they shall cause a map to be made by the 
city surveyor of all lands so benefited or damaged, designat- 
ing the different tracts thereof, and shall also ascertain and 
declare what proportion of the whole amount of the costs, 
damages and expenses of the said improvement ought to be 
assessed against each tract within said district benefited 
thereby, said proportion being determined, as nearly as may 
be by the advantage each shall be deemed to acquire; in all 
cases where lands and real estate are taken and appropriated 
in making any improvement, the said commissioners shall 
also appraise the value of the lands and real estate of each 
owner actually taken by the said improvement, as well as 
the value of the buildings or other improvements taken or 
damaged thereby, reference being had in the valuation to 
the practicability of removing said buildings or improve- 
ments to other or adjacent land of the owner; and all 
buildings damaged or taken in part by the line of improve- 
ment may be taken in whole, to be sold or removed as may 
be for the interest of the city; and said commissioners shall 
ascertain and report all cases where the owner or owners of 
lands have dedicated the same for said improvement, and 
shall also estimate the benefits and damages to each tract 
of land off the line of said improvement and within said 
district. 

D. Alnd be it enacted, That the commissioners shail deposit 
the said map, estimate, valuation, appraisement and decla- 
ration of proportionate assessment amount of benefits as well 
as damages to each owner or owners of land, in the office of 
the comptroller for inspection, and thereafter the said map 
and accompanying papers shall be known as the commiss- 
ioners’ report and estimate of the improvement; after de- 
positing the said report and estimate as aforesaid, the said 
comniissioners shall cause notice to be given to the owner 
or owners of the tracts of land designated on said map, by 
notice deposited in the post-office, directed to the post-office 
address of said owners, if known to the said commissioners, 
and also by at least one advertisement of a week’s time, in 
two newspapers of said city, requiring all objections thereto 
to be made to the commissioners at a time therein to be 
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specified; provided, that said report and estimate shall Proviso. 


remain in the office of the said comptroller for inspection for 
one week previously to the hearing of objections; at the time 
so specified or at an adjourned meeting thereafter, the com- 
missioners shall hear all parties interested who desire to 
be heard, and consider all objections to said report and 
estimate, and may revise, confirm, correct or add. to the 
same; provided, that no addition shall be made to said 
assessment district without reasonable notice as aforesaid, to 
the owner or owners of lands proposed to be added, and an 
opportunity given to every such owner or owners to be heard 
by said commissioners in reference thereto. 

6. And be it enacted, That the commissioners shall, after 
the notice, publication and hearing as aforesaid, report their 
determination, and the map and accompanying papers com- 
posing their report and estimate to the city council, who 
shall consider the same, and if in the opinion of the city 
council the same should be altered or corrected, it shall be 
referred to a committee of the council, who shall act in con- 
nection with said commissioners, and report the result of 
their deliberations to the council for approval; and when- 
ever the said city council shall approve the map so 
made and determined upon, the district of lands designated 
thereon as benefited or damaged shall he deemed the assess- 
ment district of the said improvement, and all assessments 
for the same shall be made solely upon lands lying within 
the said district, and said estimate, valuation, appraisement 
and declaration of proportionate assessinent amount shall be 
conclusive upon the owner or owners «f said lauds as to the 
value thereof, and as to the relative benefit and damage to 
each tract, unless the said owner shal’ within sixty days 
after said approval appeal to the courts, as now provided in 
the city charter. 

7. And be tt enacted, That whenever the city council shall 
have determined the assessment district. and the whole 
amount of the costs, damages and experses of any impove- 
ment, the said commissioners shall forthwith proceed, and 
shall within thirty days thereafter make and report to the 
city council a just and equitable assessment thereof upon 
the lands benefited thereby, within the assessment district, 
in the proportion ascertained by them or the city council ; 
or in case of an appeal therefrom, then ‘in the proportion 
ascertained by the determination of said appeal; and all 
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assessments finally reported under the terms of this section, 
on being ratified by the city council, shall be and remain a 
lien upon the land and real estate so assessed for the 
amount of said assessment, with interest thereon at the rate 
of eizht per centum per annum from the time of the ratifica- 
tion thereof by the city council until the same shall be paid, 
except as hereinafter provided. 

8. ind be it enacted, That the owner, mortzagee, occu- 
pant, or any person or persons having a legal or equitable 
interest in any lands or real estate heretofore sold for taxes 
or assessments, and struck off to the city, the title thereof 
remaining in the city, and the time for the redemption 
whereof shall have expired, shall have until the first day of 
May next, after the passage of this act, to redeem the same 
by payment of the amount for which the said lands or real 
estate shall have been sold, with the penal interest pre- 
scribed by existing laws, and costs, and in case of such pay- 
ment the sale shall be canceled; and if made by a judg- 
ment creditor or mortgagee, he shalk have a lien therefor as 
provided in section eighty-seven of the act to which this is 
a supplement; or if made by a tenant or other person in in- 
terest, he shall have a claim for so much money paid to and 
for the use of the owner, and it shall be the duty of the city 
clerk in all cases to notify the mortgagee of the sale for 
taxes or assessments of lands mortgaged; and if any such 
lands or real estate shall not be redeemed on or before the 
said first day of May next, or if any other lands or real 
estate struck off to the city shall not be redeemed within 
the time as now limited by law, the city may forthwith take 
possession thereof, and receive and take the rents, issues 
and profits during its term of years, or sell the interest of 
the city in the same at public auction under the direction of 
the comptroller. 

9. And be if enacted, That whenever the city council of 
said city shall determine to pave any street, highway, alley 
or section thereof in said city, they shall determine to pave 
the same without fixing upon or determining the particular 
kind of pavement, except that the same shall be of stone or 
some modification thereof; and shall in the notice of inten- 
tion required to be published for making said improvements, 
declare only that itis the intention of the city council to 
pave said street,*highway, alley or section thereof; and it 
shall be the duty of the city council to advertise for sealed 
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proposals for paving the same, which advertisement of such 
proposals shall contain a notice that under the same the city 
council will receive proposals from any person or persons, 
corporation or corporations to pave said street, highway 
alley or section thereof, with any kind of stone pavement or 
with any kind of materials of which stone is the chief com- 
ponent part, not patented ; and it shall be the duty of the 
city council to receive and open all such proposals, which 
proposals shall be referred to the appropriate committee, 
who shall report the same in open meeting to the city 
council with the prices annexed thereto; and the owners of 
a majority in running feet of the land fronting on said 
street, highway, alley or section thereof, to be paved as 
aforesaid, shall be and are authorized within thirty days 
from and after the date of the meeting of the city council, 
to which said proposals have been reported by the said 
committee, to select, by petition in writing to the city 
council, out of said proposals and at the price therein stated 
any one kind of payment of stone or the modification 
thereof, with which to pave such street, highway, alley or 
section thereof; and whenever such a petition shall be pre- 
sented to the city council within the time aforesaid, it shall 
be the duty of the city council to award the contract for 
paving said street, highway, alley or section thereof, in ac- 
cordance with said petition and with the kind of pavement 
stated in said petition, and no other, and at the price 
named in the lowest of said proposals for the kind of pave- 
ment selected; and if said required number of property 
owners shall neglect to petition the city council within the 
time aforesaid, the city council shall be authorized to pave 
said street, highway, alley or section thereof with any one 
kind of the pavements contained in said proposals and at 
the lowest price therein stated for the same, as they shall 
deem best for the interests of said city. 

10. And be wt enacted, That in case the property owners, 
owning two-thirds of the lineal front, on the line of any 
proposed improvement, shall petition for the making of such 
improvement at their own cost and expense, the city council, 
by a vote of a majority, may order and cause the same to be 
done under the rules and restrictions governing other city 
work; and the same proceedings shall be thereon had, 
except that the said work shall be done on the credit of the 
property owners, and not of the city ; no improvement bonds 
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shall be issued for the said work, and the city shall not in 
any way be liable therefor, or liable in any action at law 
whatever resulting from said improvements; but the con- 
tractor shall be authorized to collect the amount due him 
from said property owners procuring the work to be done. 
Appoint- 11. And be it enacted, That a majority of the property 
spector. Owners in running feet of the property liable to be assessed 
to pay the costs and expenses of any public improvement, 
shall have the right, at any time before the commencement 
or completion of the work, to request the city council in

A Supplement to an act entitled «An Act to Regulate 
Fences,” approved January twenty-third, one thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-nine. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall and may be lawful for: 
all persons owning lands on the line between the township 
of Warren, in the county of Somerset, and the township of 
Passaic, in the county of Morris, beginning at the Union 
county line, north of Union village, on the Passaic river ;. 
thence along the said Passaic river, between the townships. 
aforesaid to the bridge crossing the junction of the Passaic 
river and Dead river, on the public road, leading from 
Mount Bethel, in Warren township, to the village of Mil- 
lington, in the county of Morris, to fence their said lands. 
along said river, each person building his or her equal pro- 
portionate share of the line fence between himself and the 
adjoining owner, and in case the part or portion to be built,. 
kept up and maintained, shall not be divided or agreed 
upon between such owners, or in case no fence shall have 
been kept up heretofore, then any person owning lands 
upon such river and line aforesaid, may, upon ten days” 
notice in writing, require such adjoining owner to meet at 
a certain time and place, in the said notice specified, for the 
purpose of agreeing upon a division of the fence so to be 
built, rebuilt, kept up, maintained and repaired ; and if the 
parties so meeting at the time and place designated, shall 
fail to agree upon the part, portion or share to be kept up 
and maintained by each, then and in that case, the question 
shall be determined by three freeholders, residents of the 
said townships, or either of them, one to be selected by 
each of the parties interested, and the third by the two thus 
chosen, who shall be empowered and authorized to view the 
premises, hear the allegations of parties, and decide the part 
or portion to be built, maintained, kept up and repaired by 
each, and where the same shall be built, kept up, maintained. 
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or repaired, which decision shall be delivered to each of the 
said proprietors; which decision shall also state within what 
time each person shall. build, make, keep up and repair, his 
or her said portion. 

2. Jind be at enacted, That any person or persons having 
received the notices aforesaid, and refusing to comply 
therewith, or refusing to comply with the decision of the 
arbitrators or freeholders thus chosen in case freeholders 
are elected, shall be held liable for all injuries that may 
arise for or on account of the stock, horses, cattle, sheep, 
oxen and hogs, of the owner giving notice as aforesaid, 
crossing the said river at any point from the lands of said 
person thus having given notice, and doing damage any 
where, also for any injury that may arise to said stock, or 
loss of service of the same to the said owner for or by rea- 
son of their absence, or for any time spent in recovering the 
possession of the said stock, to be recovered by action of 
debt before any justice of the peace, in either of said coun- 
ties, and proof of the legal service of notice requiring the 
said owner of lands, by reason of whose default the said act 
ig not complied with, shall be sufficient proof of the fact of 
hability for any damage, which the owner of said stock may 
prove to have suffered for or by reason of any injury to said 
stock or the loss of service of such stock, or for any time 
spent in the recovery thereof, or for any damage which any 
other person or persons not owners thereof, may have suf- 
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hogs trespassing upon his or her lands. 

3. ind be it enacted, That this act shall in no way ccn- 
flict with the remedy ‘parties now have by law for the 
recovery of damage by reason of trespass upon their lands 
with horses, cattle, sheep and hogs, but only one action 
shall be brought for the recovery of damage for any one 
offence or trespass. : 

4. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and shall take effect immediately.

An Act to establish a new Township in the County of 
Warren, to be called the Township of Allamuchy. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That all that part of the township 
of Independence, in the county of Warren, lying within 
the boundaries and descriptions following, to wit: begin- 
ning in the centre of the Morris canal, at the east corner of 
Japhes Smith’s farm in said township of Independence ; 
thence in a direct line to a point in the centre of the public 
highway leading from Vienna to Long Bridge, two rods 
southwest of the present residence of Rev. John McLaugh- 
len; and from thence on a straight line northwesterly, to a 
point two rods northeast of the southwest corner of the 
present residence of Benjamin Howell, in said township of 
Independence, and still continuing on the same straight line 
to the division line of the townships of Independence and 
Frelinghuysen, in said county of Warren; thence north- 
easterly along said division line of the townships of Inde- 
pendence and Frelinghuysen, to the division line of the 
counties of Sussex and Warren; thence southeasterly along 
said county division line to the centre of Musconetcong 
river; thence down the middle of said river to the east 
corner of the borough of Hackettstown ; thence northwest- 
erly along the line of said borough to the place of begin- 
ning, shall be and is hereby set off into a separate township, 
to be called and known by the name of the township of 
Allamuchy. 

2, Alnd be it enacted, That the inhabitants of the said 
township of Allamuchy, shall be and they are hereby con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, and shall be styled 
and known by the name of the inhabitants of the township 
of Allamuchy, in the county of Warren and shall be 
entitled to all the rights, powers, authority, privileges and 
advantages, and subject to the same regulations, govern- 
ment and liabilities, as the inhabitants of the said township 
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of Independence, in the said county of Warren, are now 
entitled or subject to by the existing laws of the state. 

3. And be it enacted, That the inhabitants of the township 
of Allamuchy shall hold their first annual town meeting at

CHAPTER DCXCVII. 


An Act creating a County Board of Commissioners of Appeal 
in Cases of Taxation, and for Equalizing Assessments for 
Taxes in the County of Hudson. 


Duties ofthe 1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 

assessor’ the State of New Jersey, That the assessment of taxes 
shall be uniform throughout the county of Hudson, and shall 
be commenced as soon as practicable after the first Monda 
of April in each year, by the assessors of the various citie§, 
towns and townships in said county; and it shall be the duty 
of said assessors to have completed their field books of assess- 
ments by the first Monday of June in each year. 

Appoint- 2. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 


ment of com- 


missionersof Judges of the circuit court, and court of common pleas of 
cases of tax- the county of Hudson, on the first Tuesday of May next, to 
aoe appoint five commissioners of appeal in cases of taxation, 
who shall hold their offices for three years ; and each of said 
commissioners shall be entitled to an annual salary of five 
hundred dollars, to be paid by the county collector in 
quarterly payments; and it shall be the duty of the judges 
of the aforesaid courts to fill any vacancies that may occur 
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in said board by expiration of terms of offices, resignation, 
death or other cause; and said commissioners so appointed, 
shall hold office for the terin of three vears; and if ten 
residents and tax-payers of said county shall petition said 
courts for the removal of any commissioner for cause. it shall 
be the duty of said court to summon said commissioner 
before them, and in a summary manner to hear and adjudge 
said complaint, and to dismiss any commissioner if good 
cause shall be shown for said removal, and if any commis- 
sioner shall absent himself from the county for ten days 
during the months of May, June or July, in any year, the 
commissioners may by resolution declare the olfice of said 
commissioner to be vacant, and it shall be lawful for the 
judges of said court to fill the vacancy; and each of said 
commissioners shall, before he enters upon the duties of his 
office, take an oath to faithfully, honestly, and fairly perform 
the duties of his office, according to the best of his skill and 
understanding, which oath shall be taken before the county 
clerk, and filed in his office. 

3, And be tt enacted, That said commissioners shall hold 
their sessions at the court house in Jersey City, and it shall 
be the duty of the board of chosen freeholders to furnish a 
suitable place for the transaction of the business of said 
commission, and that they shall meet and organize on the 
first Monday of June next, and on the first Monday of June 
in every year thereafter, by the appointment of one of their 
own number as president, and by the appointment of a 
secretary ; and it shall be the duty of the several assessors 
to bring before said commissioners on the said first Monday 
of June in each year their field books, containing the rata- 
bles and persons liable to taxation in their respective 
assessment districts, townships and wards in said county. 

4, And be it enacted, That said commissioners shall have 
power to examine any assessor upon oath as to his assess- 
ments, both as to the valuations as a whole, and as to any 
particular piece of property assessed, and in any other 
manner as to said commissioners shall seem equitable and 
just; and to inquire by the testimony of witnesses under 
oath or otherwise into all assessments returned to them by 
each assessor, and for the purpose of equalizing the same 
between the several assessment districts, cities, towns, or 
townships of said county, and if it shall appear to said com- 
missioners, that the value of the property contained in any 
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duplicate is relatively less than the value of other property 
in the county, they may for the purpose of fixing and adjust- 
ing the said proportion or quota, and for that purpose only, 
add thereto such per centage as shall appear to them just 
and proper, but not otherwise, or to increase or diminish 
any particular piece of property in any assessment district, 
township or ward in said county, such increase or diminution 
however shall not be made except upon careful examination, 
and if the commissioners deem best, after the examination of 
witnesses, and full investigation relative thereto. 

5: And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the sev- 
eral assessors to attend said commissioners from day to day, 
for ten days after the first Monday in June, of every year, 
to render such aid and assistance as they may be able to 
give, for the purpose of arriving at a fair and equitable ad- 
justment of value throughout the whole county. 

6. And be rt enacted, That on the second Wednesday in 
June, or as soon thereafter as said commissioners can, they. 
shall return to each assessor their assessment abstracts as 
adjusted and corrected by them, and each assessor shall 
forthwith serve on every tax payer in his district a notice 
containing the value in gross of all his real estate assessed 
against him in his assessment district, and the gross amount 
of valuation of his personal property, and said notice shall 
contain the fact that said tax payer may appear before the 
commissioners in ten days from the service of said notice, to 
appeal from such valuations, or within such further time as 
the commissioners may allow; and as soon as each assessor 
has made out all the notices required by this act, he shall 
return his abstract of ratables to said commissioners for the 
purpose of hearing appeals; and all such appeals shall be 
heard and decided by said commissioners on or before the 
fourth Tuesday in July in each year; and said notice may 
be served on said tax payer personally, or by leaving it at 
his usual place of residence with a member of his family, 
and if said tax payer shall reside out of the assessment dis- 
trict, ward or township, said notice may be served on a 
tenant in possession of the premises, any real estate agent, 
having charge of the pronerty, or mailed to the owner at his 
last known residence or place of business, at the discretion 
of the assessor ; provided, that no assessment shall be illegal 
for want of service of the above notice. 

7. And be it enacted, That in hearing appeals in cases o 
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taxation it shall be lawful for the commissioners to examine 
under oath the person appealing, and such other persons as 
may be produced before them, or upon an actual view of the 
property, and fix upon a fair and equitable valuation as near 
as may be with the values assessed upon other property and 
the tax shall be levied upon the values as finally fixed by 
said commissioners. 

8. And be it enacted, That if in the judgment of said com- 
missioners, any property shall have been assessed at too low 
a value, either real or personal estate, said commissioners 
shall cause five days’ notice to be served on the person so 
assessed either personally, or at his residence, if resident in 
Hudson county, or by mailing a notice to him at his last 
place of residence, if resident out of the county, to appear 
and show cause why the assessed value of his property 
should not be increased ; and it shall be lawful for said com- 
missioners to increase the same if it shall be equitable and 
just so to do. 

9. And be it enacted, That said commissioners shall on 
the first Monday in August in each year, or as soon there- 
after as thev have heard and decided all appeals, and finally 
corrected all values on the assessors’ abstracts of ratables, 
they shall make the apportionment of state and county tax, 
and after said apportionment is made, they shall return said 
books to the several assessors who shall proceed to make up 
their abstracts of ratables, and make and fix the city, town 
and township percentages, and carry out the percentages on 
the same, and make such copies as they are now required by 
law to make, and to file them in accordance with the gen- 
eral statutes of the state, or in accordance with any special 
law applicable to each assessment district, township, or 
ward; and the meeting of the county board of assessors on 
the first Monday in September as now required by law is 
hereby abolished. 

10. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for said 
commissioners or either of them, in the performance of any 
duty under this act, to administer oaths or affirmations, and 
any two shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 

11. And be it enacted, That each assessor in Jersey City 
and Hoboken shall receive two cents, and every other 
assessor shall receive five cents for every notice served by 
him under this act, and to be reimbursed for all postage 
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paid, and he shall make out a bill for the same, and swear 
to it; and said bill shall be approved by the commissioners, 
and when so approved the same shall be paid by the city or 
township from which the assessor making the same is ap- 
pointed or elected. 

12. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
county collector to send to the said commissioners in the 
month of July in each year, the amount of money required 
to be raised by said county, for state, state school tax, and 
county purposes; and that the assessors of the county shall 
meet annually on the first Monday in Septemver, at the court 
house for the purpose of making under oath, the abstract of 
ratables of said county, to be furnished to the county collector 
and state comptroller as now required by law. 

13. And be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for said com- 
Inissioners to appoint a person outside of their board to be 
secretary, if they shall require the assistance of such per- 
son, who shall have a salary of five hundred dollars, to be 
paid by the county collector as said commissioners shall 


order and direct and said commissioners shall keep a short 
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minute of their proceedings, and annually on or before the 
second ‘Tuesday in September, they shall file the same with 
the clerk of the board of chosen freeholders, and the same 
shall become a public record. 

14, nd be it enacted, That in making up and carrying 
out the percentage on the values assessed against any person, 
on real or personal property, if the assessor shall make a 
mistake in putting on said percentage, which is clear and 
patent upon its face, it shall be lawful for any collector 
charged with the collection of said tax to correct the same, 
by calculating and carrying out the correct amount of tax 
which the assessed values should pay according to the rate 
of per centum fixed for all other persons, and every collector 
shall keep a book in which all such corrections shall be en- 
tered, whether they are in favor of or against any individual 
tax payer, and in his settlement for and discharge from his 
receipts for said list, said collector shall be charged with all 
additions, and credited with all deductions made. 

15. And be it enacted, That the assessors shall sit in their 
respective cities, towns and townships, at such place as they 
may designate by advertisement published for ten days 
before their first meeting, in such newspapers as publish the 
official proceedings of the city, town or township, that said 
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assessors will sit for receiving returns under oath, of personal 
property, on the first and second Tuesday and Wednesday 
evenings in the month of May, from seven to nine o’clock, 
and on the second and third Saturday forenoons in said 
month of May, from ten to twelve o’clock; and no other 
notice shall be required than the notice provided for in this 
section. 

16. And be it enacted, That the several bodies or boards Boardsof 
known as commissioners of appeal in cases of taxation as ers of appeal 
now constituted in the several cities, towns and townships in 
the county of Hudson, are hereby continued in full force, 
and shall be authorized to hear and determine all appeals in 
cases of taxation, both as to real and personal estate as 
heretofore. 

17. And be it enacted, That all acts, parts of acts, charters, Repealer. 
or other special laws repugnant to, and inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed, and this act shall be a public 
act and take effect immediately, and no act shall repeal this 
act unless the title to this act shall be specially referred to 
in any repealing act.

An Act to provide for the construction of a Main Sewer in 
the City of Hoboken, and Township of Weehawken. 


1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Names of 
the State of New Jersey, That Charles Chamberlain and sioners.; 
John Reid, of Hoboken, and John Frost, of the township of 
Weehawken, be and they are hereby appointed commis- 
sioners to construct a main sewer in the city of Hoboken sewer tone 
and township of Weehawken, commencing at a point in the °c’ 
centre line of Jefferson strect, at or near Second street, in 
the city of Hoboken; thence through the centre of said 
Jefferson street, to the centre of Fifteenth or Sixteenth 
streets, in said city of Hoboken; and thence through the 
centre of said Fifteenth or Sixteenth streets, to the Hudson 
river ; together with such lateral sewers as they may deem 
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necessary for the proper drainage of all that part of the 
city of Hoboken as shown upon a map of the commissioners 
appointed in a certain act entitled “ An act to provide for 
the drainage of certain low lands lying in the city of 
- Hoboken, and township of Weehawken,” approved April 
fourth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, and the 
various supplements thereto, and now on file in the city 
Proviso.  Clerk’s office of the said city of Hoboken; provided, never- 
theless, that said commissioners shall not have power to 
raise money by bonds for the construction of said sewers, 
but the power to raise money by bonds for the construction 
of said sewers shall be vested in the mayor and council of 
the city of Hoboken; and said bonds so issued shall not 
exceed the total amount of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, and shall be payable at a term not less than ten nor 
more than twenty years from date, and shall not be sold at 
a less sum than ninety-seven cents on the dollar. 
Powers of 2. And be it enacted, That only such of the provisions of 
‘ones the act entitled “An act to provide for the drainage of 
certain low lands lying in the city of Hoboken and the 
township of Weehawken,” approved April fourth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-six, and the various supple- 
ments thereto, as shall be necessary for the purpose of 
building the said sewers and completing the drainage of 
the said lands as shown on said map, shall be conferred 
Repeale, upon the said commissioners; and that all the powers now 
given to the mayor and council of the said city to build 
sewers within the said limits, as shown upon said map, is 
hereby repealed. 
Compensa- 3. And be it enacfed, That said commissioners shall be 
tion fo beal- entitled to receive aS compensation for their services, one- 
missioners. half of one per centum of the total cost of said sewer, to 
be paid by the treasurer of said city upon a warrant signed 
by the mayor and countersigned by the city clerk, and 
issued by order of the council upon the certification of the 
engineer that the said work is fully completed. 
Costofsewer 4. And be wt enacted, That upon the completion of the 
taxation. work, that an assessment for the total cost thereof shall be 
made by the said board of commissioners, and together with 
a proper map shall be placed on file in the city clerk’s 
office, and upon the confirmation of said assessment by the 
mayor and council of said city, the collector of revenue 
shall proceed to collect the same in the same manner as 
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other assessments are collected in said city ; except that the 
mayor and council of said city shall, upon the written 
application of the persons owning a majority of the number 
of lots included in said assessment provide by ordinance 
that the amount of said assessment shall be divided into five 
equal annual payments, which shall bear interest from sixty 
days after the confirmation of said assessment at the rate of 
seven per centum for the first year, eight per centum for 
the second year, nine per centum for the third year, and 
ten per centum per annum for the two succeeding years ; 
but the owner or owners of any lot or lots may pay the 
whole or any part of said assessment on their property at 
any time previous to the expiration of the said term, and 
upon such payment to the collector of revenue such lot or 
lots shall be immediately relieved from all lien or encum- 
brance from said assessment. 

5. And be tt enacted, That the moneys received from said 
assessment shall be appropriated for the payment of the 
bonds authorized to be issued by this act, and said bonds 
may be redeemed by the said mayor and council at any time 
previous to the expiration of the time for which they were 
issued, from the moneys standing to the credit of said fund ; 
provided, the same can be purchased at par or under. 

6. And be it enacted, That the council shall not exercise 
any other powers under the several acts providing for the 
drainage of certain low lands in the city of Hoboken and 
the township of Weehawken, except to confirm and collect 
the several amounts due under said acts and to pay all 
indebtedness of said city incurred thereby. 

T. And be it enacted, That all acts and parts of act incon- 
sistent herewith be and the same are hereby repealed, and 
this act shall be deemed a public act and take effect imme- 
diately.

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CHAPTER DCCIII. 


A Further Supplement toan act entitled « An Act to Incor- 
porate the City of Burlington,” approved the fourth day 
of March, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, and 
the supplement thereto, approved the twentieth day of 
March, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of

BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
constitute” the State of New Jersey, That the commissioners of public 
schools of the several wards of the city of Elizabeth, shall

abeth for public school purposes, and shall have absolute 
control and power over the government and management of 
the public schools of said city. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said board shall annually 
elect a president from its own body, and in his absence a 
president pro tempore ; appoint its times and places of meet- 
ing, and determine the rules of its own proceedings; it shall 
also appoint a secretary, who shall keep a journal of its 
proceedings and perform such other duties as the board may 
prescribe ; a majority of the whole number of commissioners 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and 
no resolution or order of the board shall be adopted unless 
with the consent of a majority of the whole number of com- 
missioners; the president of the board shall have power to 
call special meetings whenever he shall deem it expedient. 

3. And be it enacted, That the board of education shall 
prepare and transmit to the comptroller of the city of Eliza- 
beth, on or before the first day of February in each year, an 
estimate of the amount of moneys necessary for public school 
purposes during the year, which estimate shall specify par- 
ticularly, under the several heads of “purchase of school 
sites, and erection of school buildings,” “repairs and furni- 
ture,” ‘salaries of teachers,” ‘‘ salaries of school officers and 
janitors,” “libraries, school books and supplies,” ‘ heating 
apparatus and fuel,” ‘‘evening schools,” and “ incidental 
expenses,” as nearly ag may be the several sums required 
for each branch of expenditure; which estimate shall be for- 
warded by him to the mayor at the same time and with the 
estimates of other city departments, to be transmitted by him, 
according to law, to the city council of the city of Eliza- 
beth, and the said city council shall, on or before the first 
day of April in each year, in addition to the sum to be 
raised for the payment of any interest or debt that may 
have been incurred for public school purposes, appropriate 
from the city treasury the sum of money called for in the 
estimate of the board. of education, including therein the 
quota of the city of Elizabeth, of the annual appropriation 
made by the state for the support of public schools; but 
should the said city council deem the estimate made by the 
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board of education to be excessive in amount, they shall 
forthwith refer the estimate to a joint commission of seven 
persons, consisting of the mayor, and three members of each 
body, to be appointed respectively by the city council and 
board of education, and this commission shall meet within 
three days after such reference to them, and the amount 
agreed upon by a majority of this joint commission, as neces- 
sary for public school purposes, shall be referred by them 
back to the city council, for their approval at their first suc- 
ceeding meeting; and the said city council are hereby re- 
quired and empowered, and it is hereby made their special 
duty, to raise by tax such sum or sums of money as may 
have been ascertained in the above manner to be required, 
and to appropriate the same for the public schools in said 
city of Elizabeth; except that the amount required for the 
purchase of real estate for sites, and the erection and fur- 
nishing of school houses may be raised by the sale of bonds, 
the authority for the issue of which shall, from time to time, 
be obtained from the legislature; all moneys raised and ap- 
propriated for school purposes, shall be expended by the 
board of education, for the purchase of sites, erection of 
school buildings, and the establishment, care and support of 
public schools in the city of Klizabeth, according to the pro- 
visions of this act. 

4, And beit enacted, That the said board shall take charge 
of all the public school property and public school houses in 
the city of Elizabeth, and shall cause all necessary repairs 
to be made to the same; and are also empowered to estab- 
lish public schools of different grades, adapted to the age 
and progress of the pupils, including evening schools for 
minors, apprentices and adult persons; and to select and 
employ teachers; to provide books, furniture, and libraries 
for the schools; to purchase heating apparatus and fuel, and 
incur such incidental expenses for the maintenance of the 
schools as may be necessary, and to adopt rules and regula- 
tions for the admission of pupils, the visitation, inspection 
and government of the schools, and the studies to be pursued 


therein; and the board of education of the city of Elizabeth 


are empowered to purchase real estate for school purposes, 
and to erect school houses thereon; and the real estate so 
purchased as aforesaid, shall be vested in the city of Eliza- 
beth; prowded nevertheless, that the said board shall at no 
time make or incur any expenditure exceeding the amount 
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of the appropriation made by the city council in the manner 
above provided, and that all moneys appropriated by the 
city council for school purposes shall be expended by the 
said board in compliance with the laws of the state; all 
claims or accounts, and pay rolls for salaries, after being 
audited or certified in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions of the said board of education, shall be forwarded by 
the secretary to the comptroller of the city of Elizabeth for 
payment; no contract entered into by the said board of 
education for the purchase of real estate for sites, and the 
erection of school buildings, shall be valid until signed by 
the mayor of the said city of Elizabeth, and any such con- 
tract disapproved by him shall be returned to the said board 
of education within ten days after being received by him, 
with his reasons therefor, stated in writing; all such con- 
tracts made by the said board of education shall be prepared 
by the city attorney. 

5. And be it enacted, That the said board shall, at the Poasv anal

to the mayor, comptroller, and city council, and a copy 
thereof to the state superintendent of public schools; should Vacancies in 
a vacancy occur in said board, the board of education shall filiea’ °°” 
nominate a suitable person to fill the vacancy, and forward 
the nomination to the city council for approval; any person 
so appointed shall continue to hold office until the close of

in trust, that certain lot of land and premises situated in

corporate, by the name of “The North Hudson County 
Water Commissioners,” and they and their successors may 
use a common seal, and by their corporate name may sue 
and be sued in any court of law or equity in this state, in 
the same manner as other corporations.

examine the waters thereon, and also to appoint and employ 
such engineers, clerks, laborers and other assistants as they 
may deem necessary therefor; provided, they shall not 
expend, nor incur any indebtedness, exceeding in the aggre- 
gate the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

4. And be it enacted, That when said board of commis- Shall report 
sioners or a majority of them have agreed upon any plan mas of 
which in their judgment will effect the purpose of so sup- 
plying pure and wholesome water to the inhabitants of said 
city, town and townships, they shall report the same to the 
mayor and council of the city of Hoboken, to the council of 
the Town of Union, and to the town committees of said 
townships of West Hoboken and Weehawken, together with 
plans, estimates of costs and such other facts, figures and 
information as will in the opinion of said board best enable 
all parties interested, to judge of the advisability of con- 
structing such works.

office of the town clerk of Weehawken township, and there- 
upon said board of commissioners shall give notice by 
advertisement in at least three newspapers published in the 
county of Hudson, and circulating in said municipalities, 
and by such other means as they may deem necessary, that 
said books are placed as aforesaid, and that the same will 
be open every week day from ten o’clock in the morning 
to nine o’clock in the evening, for three weeks successively, 
for parties interested to enter their protest therein, and each 
person so protesting shall sign his or her own name only, 
and shall place opposite his or her name the assessed value 
of the real estate on which he or she as owner paid taxes 
in the previous year; and when said books are.closed after 
having been so kept open for three weeks, if it shall appear 
that the owners of a majority of the assessed value of the 
real estate in said city, town and township have protested 
against the construction of water works, then no further 
action whatever shall be taken in said matter; and if it 
shall appear that the owners of a majority of the value of 
real estate have not protested, then the said board of com- 
missioners shall procure a suitable bill to be drawn and 
presented to the legislature to authorize the construction of 
said water works for the purpose aforesaid. 

7. And be it enacted, That for the purpose of paying the 
necessary expenses to be incurred in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this act, the sum of ten thousand dollars shall be, 
raised by taxation to be assessed and levied upon all 
taxable real estate situate in the city of Hoboken, in the 
Town of Union, in the township of West Hoboken, and in 
the township of Weehawken. 

8. And be wt enacted, That the said commissioners shall 
compute and ascertain the whole value of real estate to be 
taxed according to the value thereof contained in the dupli- 
cates of the several assessors of said city, town and town- 
ships for the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
two, and shall fix and adjust the proportion or quota of said 
tax to be levied and collected in each of said townships, 
town or city in proportion to said value, and shall certify 
the amount to be raised in each township, town or city, and 
shall send such certificate to the several assessors of said 
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‘township3, town or city, and thereupon it shall be the duty 
of the said assessors to assess the said sums so ordered to 
be raised, and of the collectors of said townships, town or 
city. to collect the same in the same manner as other muni- 
cipal taxes are assessed and collected. 

9. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of said 
collectors to deposit the moneys assessed and collected by 
virtue of this act, in the first national bank of Hoboken, 
to the credit of the North Hudson County Water Commis- 
sloners. 

10. And it be enacted, That the said the North Hudson 
County Water Commissioners may use the funds so deposited 
to their credit for the purpose of paying any indebtedness 
necessarily incurred in carrying out the provisions of this 
act; provided, that every draft or order on said book for 
the payment of any money shall be signed by the treasurer 
of said board, attested by the secretary thereof and coun- 
tersigned by the president of said board. 

11. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of said 
treasurer to keep an accurate account of all moneys paid, 
and of all debts contracted, and at least once a month to 
make a plain statement in writing, showing how much has 
been paid and the amounts of indebtedness owing by said 
the North Hudson County Water Commissioners. 

12. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall 
not expend nor incur indebtedness exceeding in the whole 
the sum of ten thousand dollars, and if the sum of ten 
thousand dollars deposited to the credit of said commis. 
sioners is not all expended in carrying out the provisions of 
this act, such unexpended balance shall be returned to each 
township, town and city in the same proportion as the same 
was contributed by said municipalities. 

13. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed to 
be a public act, and shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER DCCXVITI. 


An Act to lay out, open, regulate, grade and improve @ 
Public Road in the Township of North Bergen, in the 
County of Hudson. 


Preamble. WHEREAS, communication is needed in a nearly direct line 
from or near where Paterson avenue intersects Nelson 
avenue (formerly Grand avenue), on the boundary line 
between Jersey City and the township of North Bergen, 
in the county of Hudson, to the Hackensack plank road ; 
and uhereas, the opening of an avenue between such points 
would be a benefit to the whole county of Hudson, and 
greatly desired, both by the owners of land and the peo- 
ple in said county; therefore, 

taint 1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 

Tissioaseata LE State of New Jersey, That the power to lay out, open, 

lay out read. improve and regulate a public avenue between the points 

aforesaid, be vested in three commissioners to be appointed 
as hereinafter named, and that the said commissioners be 
and the same are hereby empowered to lay out and open, 
regulate, grade, flag, curb, gutter and improve said public 
avenue, pursuant to provisions which follow. 

Boundary of 2, Jind be it enacted, That for the purpose of said improve- 

) ment, the said commissioners are hereby authorized and 
empowered upon the application hereinafter provided for, to 
lay out, open, regulate, grade, flag, curb, gutter and improve 
said avenue, and to locate the same as follows: commencing 
at or near the present terminus of Nelson avenue (formerly 
Grand avenue) on the boundary line between Jersey City 
and the township of North Bergen, in the said county of 
Hudson, where said avenue intersects Paterson avenue; 
thence running northerly on the “B” line, or within one 
hundred and fifty feet of the same on either side thereof, to 
the Hackensack plank road, with power to change the 
location to any convenient line in the neighborhood of said 
“B” line, and that the said avenue shall be forty feet in 
width on each side of the centre line thereof. 
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3. And be it enacted, That the commissioners hereinafter 
named shall have power to enter upon all such lands as they 
shall deem it necessary to enter, with the necessary attend- 
‘ants and surveyors, for the purpose of executing the powers 
and performing the duties conferred and enjoined upon them 
by this act. 

4, And be it enacted, That the said commissioners are 
hereby authorized to establish the grade of said avenue, and 
to make a profile and map of the same, which shall be filed 
with the clerk of the court of common pleas of the county 
of Hudson. 

5. Alnd 6e tt enacted, That the said avenue shall be regu- 
lated and graded in accordance with the grade to “be 
established by the commissioners, and upon the application 
hereinafter provided for, curbed, guttered, and sidewalks 
flagged on both sides thereof. 

6. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall 
be empowered to take any lands necessary for the laying out 
and opening of said avenue upon the payment to the owner 
or owners the fair value of the lands taken and of the 
improvements thereon, and the damage done to any tract, 
lot or parcel, tenement or building, by taking part of it for 
‘such purpose. 

T. And be it enacted, That all expenses for the laying out 
and opening of said avenue shall be assessed upon and paid 
by the lands benefited by the same in proportion to the 
benefit received, and such assessments shall be a lien upon 
the property to be assessed, and collected and paid in the 
manner hereinafter provided for. 

8. Jind be it enacted, That the expenses of regulating, 
grading, curbing, guttering and flagging when completed 
shall be ascertained, and assessed by said commissioners, 
who shall examine into the whole matter and shall deter- 
mine and report in writing to the court of common pleas of 
the county of Hudson what real estate ought to be assessed 
for such improvements, and what proportion of such expenses 
shall be assessed to each separate parcel or lot of land, and 
shall accompany such report with a map containing each lot 
assessed, and the name of the owner or owners thereof, 
which report and map shall be filed in the office of the said 
clerk of common pleas, whereupon the said clerk shall cause 
to be inserted in at least two of the newspapers printed and 
circulated in the said county of Hudson, for at least ten 
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days, a notice of the filing of such report and map, and that 
the said court shall meet at a time and place to be specified 
in said notice to receive and consider all objections thereto.

shall confirm said assessment it shall constitute a lien on the

and of the lots and parcels of land benefited thereby, distin- 
guishing each lot or parcel by numbers on said map, and 
shall assess such estimated costs upon said lands to be bene- 
fited thereby in proportion to the benefit received by each 
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Jot or parcel on said map, estimating the benefit to be done 
to the residue of any lot, tract or parcel of which part may 
be taken for such improvements in the same manner as to 
other lands; and that they also estimate and report the 
value of the lands taken for such improvements and the 
erections thereon, and the damages aforesaid done by tak-

the same as far as practicable, and shall file said report and 
map with the clerk of the court of common pleas of the

lowest bid, in which case all other bids shall be thrown up 
and new proposals offered; and that all proposals for doing 
work or furnishing materials for the said improvements shall 
be published two weeks in one or more of the newspapers 
published in the county.

cas pointed treasurer of said commission, and whose duties and 
responsibilities under this act shall be considered as part of 
hig duties and responsibilities as county collector as pro- 
vided for in his official bond as such collector. 

Duties of 13. And be it enacted, Tnat the said treasurer shall col- 

smeasurer. lect all moneys assessed for said improvement, and disburse 
the same by order of the commissioners ; he shall keep an 
accurate account of all receipts and payments, and be pre- 
pared at all times to account therefor to the said commis- 
sioners or to the board of chosen freeholders of the county 
of Hudson; no moneys shall be paid by the said treasurer, 
except on warrants signed by the said commissioners, or a 
majority of them, except for the payment of certificates of 
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indebtedness for improvements, given by said commission- 
ers, and interest on the same; and no warrant shall be

parcel of Jand shall remain unpaid by the owner or owners 
thereof for sixty days after the confirmation thereof by the 
said court, it shall be lawful for the said treasurer to charge, 
receive and collect, in addition to the amount of said assess- 
ment, interest thereon, to be computed thereon at the rate of 
twelve per centum per annum from the time of the confirma- 
tion of said assessment until the same is paid. 

15. And bert enacted, That the said commissioners are 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue certificates of 
indebiedness under their hands and a common seal, to be 
adopted by them, payable to the treasurer out of the moneys 
collected by him for any improvement or any other moneys 
in his hands under and in and by virtue of this act, at such 
times as the said commissioners shall in their judgment deem 
advisable, not to exceed one year from the date of the final

board of chosen :reeholders of Hudson county are hereby 
authorized to borr3w such sum or sums of money as shall be 
necessary, and to ssue the bonds of the county of Hudson 
therefor, payable it such time as the board of chosen free- 
holders may direc.. 

17. And be it enacted, That when the said treasurer shall 
receive the moneys assessed for said improvements, he shall 
credit the same to the amount of money advanced by the 
board of chosen freeholders of the said county of Hndson. 

18. And be it enacted, That any such assessments which 
shall be assessed or made on any lands or tenements or real 
estate situate in said county, shall be and remain a lien 
thereon until paid, notwithstanding any devise, descent, 
alienation, mortgage, or other encumbrance thereof; and if 
the full amount of any such assessment shall not be paid and 
satisfied within six months from the time of confirmation of 
the same as aforesaid, it shall and may be lawful for the 
said commissioners to cause said Jands, tenements or real 
estate, to be sold at public vendue or auction for the shortest. 
term for which any person shall agree to take the same and 
pay such assessment or the balance thereof remaining un- 
paid, with interest thereon, and all costs, charges and 
expenses, and to execute under the common seal of said com- 
missioners, a declaration of such sale, to be signed by said 
commissioners and treasurer of said commission, and to 
deliver the same to the purchaser; and such purchaser, his 
or her heirs, administrator or assigns, shall lawfully hold 
and enjoy said lands, tenements or real estate, to his or their 
own proper use against the owner or owners thereof, and all 
persons claiming under him or them, until his or her term 
shall be completed and ended; provided, that the said com- 
missioners shall first have caused such sale to be advertised 
for at least sixty days in at least-one public newspaper 
printed and published in the said county, and generally cir- 
culated in said county, and also by advertisements put up in 
five public places in the city or township in which the lands, 
tenements or real estate to be, sold are located, which 
advertisement shall describe the said lands, tenements or 
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real estate, and specify the amount of the assessment and the 
recitals in such declaration of sale, and shall be evidence of 
the assessment, the advertising and the sale; and provided 
also, that the lands, tenements or real estate so sold may be 
redeemed by the owner, mortgagee, occupant or persons 
interested therein, or by any other person or persons, for and 
on behalf of the owner, mortgagee or claimant of such lands, 
tenements or real estate at any time within two years after 
the sale for assessments, by paying to the treasurer of said 
commissioners, for the use of said purchaser, the said pur- 
chase money, together with any other sum paid for assess- 
ments which the said purchaser may have paid, chargeable 
on said lands, tenements or real estate, and which he is 
authorized to do, with interest thereon at the rate of fifteen 
per centum per annum in addition thereto, and the certificate 
of the said treasurer stating the payment and showing what 
lands, tenements or real estate such payment is intended to 
release, shall be evidence of such redemption, the mortgagee 
shall have power to redeem at any time until after the 
expiration of six months’ notice hereinafter specified; no 
mortgagee whose mortgage shall have been duly recorded 
before sale for any assessment shall be affected by such sale 
unless six months’ notice in writing shall have been given to 
him or her hy the purchaser, or those claiming under him, 
either personally, or, if not to be found in the county, then 
such notice shall be deposited in the post-office of Jersey 
City, directed to him or her at their last known place of 
residence or at the post-office nearest thereto; but nothing 
herein contained shall be so construed as to impair the lien 
created by the assessment or sale within a month of the 
service of such notice by the purchaser or by those claiming 
under him or her; it shall be the duty of the person serving 
or causing the same to be served, to file with the said 
treasurer a copy of the notice served, together with the 
affidavit of some person who shall be certified by the officer 
before whom said affidavit shall be taken, to bea credible 
person, proving due service of said notice, which affidavit 
shall be evidence in all courts of the facts therein contained ; 
and provided also, that the same term or terms for which any 
lands, tenements or real estate so sold as aforesaid shall not 
commence, nor shall said purchaser or those claiming undef 
him, her or them have a right of possession of said lands, 
tenements or real estate until two years limited for the 
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redemption of the same shall have expired, and the said 
purchaser or those claiming under him, shall at the ex-

president of the United States ; 

AND WHEREAS, the maintenance of the purity of the elective 
franchise is necessary to the preservation of a republican 
form of government, 
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Therefore, I, Joel Parker, governor of the state of New 
Jersey, enjoin upon all officers of the law within this state 
the utmost vigilance in enforcing the statutes relative to 
bribery at elections, by promptly causing the arrest and 
prosecution of all who shall violate the same, and | exhort 
all good citizens to give their influence and assistance to the 
public authorities in their efforts to maintain the purity of 
the ballot. 

The executive will, by the use of all legitimate means, co- 
operate with officers and citizens in bringing to justice any 
who may incur the penalties prescribed by said laws.
